We  respectfully  submit  the  forty-fourth  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners :  — 


RAILROADS. 


Annual  returns  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  have 
been  received  from  thirty-six  railroad  corporations.  One  re- 
turn has  been  received  from  a  canal  company. 

The  Worcester,  ISTashua  &  Rochester  was  purchased  by  the 
Boston  &  Maine  in  June,  1911 ;  the  Plymouth  &  Middleborough 
was  purchased  (December  27,  1911)  by  the  Old  Colony,  and 
has  made  a  return  to  date  of  its  sale. 

During  the  year  two  new  companies  were  added  to  the  list, 
namely,  the  Hampden  and  the  Southern  !N^ew  England. 

There  was  returned  the  past  year  a  net  decrease  of  .18  of  a 
mile  of  railroad  line  located  in  this  Commonwealth,  caused  by 
additions  and  remeasurements. 

There  were  increases  of  20.64  miles  of  second  main  track, 
1.43  miles  of  third  main  track,  1.34  miles  of  fourth  main 
track  and  11.80  miles  of  side  track. 

There  are  now  in  Massachusetts  2,111.04  miles  of  main  and 
branch  railroad  line.  The  total  length  of  railroad  track  within 
the  Commonwealth  including  second,  third  and  fourth  main 
track  and  side  track,  is  4,851.34  miles.

the  previous  year;  by  freight  trains  (including  three-quarters  of 
the  mixed  train  mileage),  21,072,274  —  an  increase  of  397,292 
miles;  and  by  all  other  trains  16,074,358  —  a  decrease  of  169,107 
miles,  making  the  total  number  of  miles  run  by  trains  of  all  kinds 
71,364,818  —  a  decrease  of  76,212  miles  over  the  previous  year.

Summary  of  Railroad  AccIDE^^TS. 
The  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  on  railroads  in 
Massachusetts  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  as  re- 
ported by  the  several  companies,  together  with  the  number 
reported  in  each  of  the  preceding  ten  years,  is  shown  by  the 
following  table :  — 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  were  reported  during  the 
year  55  accidents  which  involved  serious  detention  of  passenger 
trains  or  damage  to  property,  but  resulted  in  no  personal  in- 
juries. 

The  total  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1912,  namely,  619,  shows  a  decrease  of 
15  from  the  aggTegate  number  reported  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  and  a  decrease  of  261  from  the  average  number  reported 
annually  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  Of  the  total  number  of 
casualties,  279  were  fatal,  as  against  303  reported  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1911,  and  as  against  272,  the  average  number 
of  fatalities  reported  annually  for  the  preceding  ten  years ; 
while  340  were  not  fatal,  as  against  331  reported  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1911,  and  as  against  an  average  of  608 
for  the  preceding  ten-year  period. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  injuries  reported  dur- 
ing the  past  four  years  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  filing  of  reports  by  two  companies  of  trivial  injuries  to  its 
employees,  previously  included  in  the  yearly  summary  of  rail- 
road accidents,  has  been  discontinued. 

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  injured,  26  were  children, 
of  whom  14  were  fatally  injured. 

Twenty-seven  persons  were  killed  and  77  persons  were  in- 
jured at  stations  during  the  year. 

The  percentage  of  passengers,  employees,  travellers  on  high- 
way at  grade  crossings,  and  trespassers  killed  and  injured  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  to  the  total  number  of

Fifteen  passengers  were  killed  and  103  injured  during  the 
year.  All  of  the  fatalities  to  passengers  were  reported  to  have 
occurred  as  the  result  of  their  own  imprudence.  Of  the  num- 
ber of  passengers  injured,  namely,  103,  66  were  reported  as 
injured  from  causes  beyond  their  control,  while  37  were  re- 
ported as  injured  through  their  own  imprudence  or  negligence. 
The  total  number  of  passengers  killed  and  injured  during  the 
preceding  year  was  11  and  52,  respectively;  the  average  number 
of  passengers  killed  and  injured  annually  during  the  years 
1902-1911  was  10  and  78,  respectively.

Employees. 

During  the  year  91  employees  were  killed  and  144  were 
injured,  as  against  87  killed  and  181  injured  during  the  pre- 
ceding twelve  months.  The  average  number  of  employees  killed 
and  injured  annually  during  the  preceding  ten  years  was  84 
and  435,  respectively.  As  previously  .stated,  the  elimination  of 
a  substantial  number  of  reports  of  minor  injuries  to  employees 
heretofore  made  by  two  railroad  companies,  and  included  in 
the  yearly  summary  of  accidents,  accounts  for  the  decrease 
shown  in  the  total  number  of  injuries  for  the  past  four  fiscal 
years.

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Grade  Crossings. 

The  number  of  travellers  on  highway  killed  at  grade  cross- 
ings during  the  year  was  24,  and  the  number  injured  19,  as 
against  25  killed  and  29  injured  during  the  preceding  year. 

Of  the  total  number  killed,  15  were  killed  at  grade  crossings 
protected  by  gates,  flagmen  or  otherwise ;  7  at  unprotected  cross- 
ings, and  2  at  unprotected  private  crossings. 

Of  the  total  number  injured,  namely,  19,  1  were  injured  at 
protected  crossings,  10  at  unprotected  crossings,  and  2  at  un- 
protected private  crossings. 

The  following  table  shows,  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1912,  the  number  and  character  of  accidents  at  grade  crossings 
on  the  different  railroads :  — 
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Trespassers. 

The  total  number  of  trespassers  killed  during  the  year  ending- 
June  30,  1912,  was  132;  the  number  of  trespassers  injured,  was 
60.  During  the  preceding  year  162  trespassers  were  killed  and 
48  injured,  while  the  average  number  killed  and  injured  an- 
nually for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  142  and  62  respectively.

Eef erring  more  in  detail  to  Table  III,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  a  very  large  amount  of  bridge  work  has  been  done  in  this  state 
during  the  past  two  years,  and  particularly  during  the  past  year. 
This  is  especially  true  with  regard  to  the  Boston  and  Albany  Eail- 
road.     On  this  road,  with  a  view  to  running  heavier  engines  and 
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trains,  and  thereby  making  economies  in  operation,  almost  all  the 
bridges  west  of  Springfield  in  this  state  have  been  replaced  or 
strengthened  during  the  past  two  years,  as  well  as  a  considerable 
number  of  bridges  east  of  Springfield.  In  no  single  year  since 
I  have  been  connected  with  this  Board  has  a  larger  amount  of 
bridge  work  been  done  on  this  line  than  during  the  past  year  or 
during  the  year  before.  The  elimination  of  the  grade  crossings 
in  Worcester  has  also  necessitated  a  large  amount  of  very  heavy 
bridge  work. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1912,  the  following  work  has 
been  done :  three  new  plate  girder  spans,  one  steel  arch  span,  and 
four  concrete  arches  have  been  built,  all  in  connection  with  the 
Worcester  grade  crossing  elimination,  while  two  short  plate  girder 
spans  at  the  same  place  have  been  abandoned.  This  same  work 
has  also  caused  the  replacement  of  two  plate  girder  spans  by  one 
longer  span,  and  of  one  riveted  truss  span  by  a  series  of  spans 
of  plate  girders.  On  the  rest  of  the  line  nine  plate  girder  spans, 
twelve  I-beam  spans,  and  six  riveted  truss  spans  have  been  rebuilt ; 
two  arches  have  been  extended,  one  plate  girder  strengthened,  and 
one  pile  bridge  widened  for  another  track.  In  order  to  compare 
with  this  record,  it  may  be  stated  that  during  a  little  more  than 
a  year  previous,  twenty  riveted  trusses,  three  plate  girders  and 
three  pile  bridges  have  been  rebuilt.  There  is  still  some  work  to 
be  done  on  the  bridges  of  this  line  to  bring  them  all  up  to  the 
standard  required  for  the  heavy  power  which  is  contemplated,  and 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  adopted  schedule  of  work  con- 
templates the  renewal  by  the  end  of  this  year,  1912,  of  twenty-one 
bridges,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above. 

On  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  there  has  been  little 
work  done  during  the  past  year,  except  ordinary  repairs. 

On  the  Central  Vermont  line  one  riveted  lattice  bridge  and  one 
new  concrete  bridge  have  been  built. 

On  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  the  following  is  the  work 
done  during  the  current  year;  one  new  plate  girder  bridge  has 
been  built  and  three  rebuilt.  Two  pile  bridges,  five  Howe  truss 
bridges,  one  Howe  truss  draw-span,  one  pin-connected  truss,  one 
riveted  truss,  one  wooden  stringer,  one  trussed  wooden  stringer, 
and  one  I-beam  bridge  have  been  rebuilt,  and  one  wooden  trestle  has 
been  partially  rebuilt. 

On  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  two  new  plate 
girder  bridges  have  been  built  in  eliminating  grade  crossings,  three 
pile  bridges,  two  Howe  truss  bridges,  three  plate  girder  bridges, 
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and  six  wooden  stringers  have  been  rebuilt,  one  plate  girder  has 
been  abandoned  and  a  new  I-beam  bridge  built  in  a  new  location, 
owing  to  the  construction  of  the  Cape  Cod  canal;  and  one  pile 
bridge  has  been  replaced  by  a  steel  bascule  bridge  for  the  same 
reason.  In  addition  to  this,  ten  pile  bridges,  two  Howe  truss 
bridges  and  three  plate  girder  bridges  have  been  repaired  or 
strengthened. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  from  time  to  time  called  your  atten- 
tion to  the  increase  in  weight  of  engines  and  tenders  on  the  differ- 
ent lines  in  this  state,  and  I  add  here  a  table  taken  from  my  report 
of  five  years  ago  showing  the  heaviest  locomotives  and  tenders 
on  the  various  lines  in  various  years  from  1873,  to  which  I  have 
added  figures  for  the  Boston  and  Albany  and  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford,  taken  from  the  last  reports  received.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  since  1887  the  weights  of 
engines  and  tenders  have  in  general  more  than  doubled,  while 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  fully  fifty  per  cent,  and  in  some 
cases  nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  since  1897.  These  figures  are 
very  striking,  and  they  indicate  the  continual  readjustment  which 
is  being  made  in  various  directions  by  our  railroad  companies. 
A  few  years  ago  it  was  the  opinion  of  many  engineers  that  the 
increase  in  weight  of  rolling  stock  had  about  come  to  an  end. 
Since  that  time,  however,  there  seems  to  have  been  little  or  no 
diminution  in  the  gradual  increase  of  these  weights  and  in  the 
substitution  of  heavier  and  heavier  locomotives,  tenders  and  cars. 
It  is  this  increase  that  is  responsible  for  most  of  the  bridge  re- 
newals that  are  made,  and  not  the  wearing  out  of  the  structures. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  steel  bridge  properly  constructed  and  sub- 
jected to  the  loads  for  which  it  is  designed  ought  to  last  indef- 
initely, if  properly  maintained. 
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It  is  difficult  to  foresee  changes  like  those  which  have  been  de- 
scribed, and  it  has  therefore  been  the  natural  result  that  many  of 
our  steel  bridges  have  had  to  be  renewed  after  a  comparatively  short 
life.  The  designers  or  owners  did  not,  at  the  time  they  were  built, 
believe  it  wise  to  incur  the  extra  expense  which  would  be  necessary 
to  provide  for  such  a  large  increase  of  weight  of  rolling  stock  as 
has  actually  taken  place.  Whether  this  increase  is  to  continue 
still  further  is  as  uncertain  as  ever.  It  may  be  remarked,  how- 
ever, that  the  bridges  built  at  the  present  day  by  our  leading  com- 
panies are  built  with  a  larger  excess  of  strength,  and  therefore 
with  a  greater  provision  for  increased  loads,  than  has  been  cus- 
tomary in  the  past.

Annual  returns  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  have  been 
received  from  sixty-four  street  railway  companies,  and  a  return 
to  the  date  of  its  consolidation  was  received  from  one  com- 
pany, making  sixty-five  returns. 

The  names  of  two  companies  were  changed :  The  Boston  and 
iN'orthern  to  Bay  State ;  the  Haverhill  &  Southern  'New  Hamp- 
shire to  Massachusetts  JSTortheastern. 

Companies  deopped  from  the  List. 
During  the  year  seven  companies  have  been  dropped  from 
the  list,  as  follows :  the  Dartmouth  and  Westport ;  Marlborough 
and  Westborough;  Old  Colony;  Springfield  and  Eastern; 
Worcester  and  Blackstone  Valley ;  Worcester  &  Holden ;  Worces- 
ter and  Southbridge ;  these  companies  having  been  consolidated 
during  the  previous  year. 

Consolidation  of  Companies. 
During  the  year  the  Lowell,  Acton  &  Maynard  (August  26, 
1911)  was  consolidated  with  the  Concord,  Maynard  and  Hud- 
son, and  made  a  return  to  the  date  of  its  consolidation.  The 
Old  Colony  (July  1,  1911)  was  consolidated  with  the  Boston 
and  l^orthern.     ISTo  return  was  made  by  that  company. 

Operation  of  Companies. 
By  reason  of  a  consolidation  there  were  at  the  end  of  the 
year  sixty-four  existing  companies;  of  this  number,  forty- 
nine  operated  their  railway,  fourteen  were  operated  under  leases 
or  contracts  by  other  companies,  and  one  had  organized  and 
paid  in  a  portion  of  its  capital  stock  but  had  not  commenced  the 
construction  of  its  railway.

New  Mileage. 

The  net  increase  during  the  past  year  in  the  mileage  of  the 
Massachusetts  companies  is  13.694  miles  of  street  railway  line, 
and  9.689  miles  of  second  track,  making  23.383  miles  additional 
main  track.  There  was  also  a  net  increase  of  Y.346  miles  of 
side  track,  making  a  total  net  increase  of  30.729  miles  reckoned 
as  single  track. 

Mileage  Owned. 

The  Massachusetts  companies  now  own  2,275.469  miles  of 
street  railway  line,  468.673  miles  of  second  main  track  and 
203.158  miles  of  side  track,  making  the  total  length  of  track 
owned,  reckoned  as  single  track,  2,947.300  miles.  All  the  track 
owned  is  surface  street  railway  track,  with  the  exception  of 
13.399  miles  of  elevated  line  and  13.179  miles  of  elevated  sec- 
ond track.  Of  the  sidings,  all  are  surface  track,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  8.440  miles  of  elevated  track.  All  the  elevated  track 
is  located  in  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cambridge. 

Mileage  Operated. 

The  total  miles  of  main  track  (including  trackage  rights) 
operated  was  2,821.892,  —  an  increase  of  44.242  miles  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  Bay  State  leases  and  operates  the  Il^ashua,  located  in 
ITew  Hampshire,  and  the  ISTewport  and  Fall  River,  located  in 
Rhode  Island,  having  a  total  mileage  of  36.230  miles  of  main 
and  second  track;  The  Berkshire  leases  and  operates  The  Ver- 
mont Company,  having  a  mileage  of  main  and  second  track  of 
20.291  miles,  located  in  Vermont.  Accordingly,  56.521  miles 
of  main  and  second  track  are  operated  outside  of  this  Com- 
monwealth.

The  ftiiided  debt  of  the  companies,  June  30,  1913,  was  $77,706,- 
700.00,  —  an  increase  of  $6,198,000.00  over  the  preceding  year. 


Floating  Debt. 

The  amount  of  real  estate  mortgages  outstanding  June  30,  1913,

The  total  capital  investment  (capital  stock  and  net  debt)  of  the 
street  railway  companies  of  the  state  on  June  30,  1912,  was  $185,- 
720,897,  — an  increase  of  $13,584,733  for  the  year. 


Cost  and  Capital  Investment  Per  Mile.

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Street  Eailwat  Accidents. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  injured,  in  connection  with  street 
railway  operation,  as  returned  by  the  companies  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1912,  was  7.843,  of  whom  122  received  fatal  injuries  and 
7,721  injuries  not  fatal. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  5,728,  of  whom  27  were 
injured  fatally. 

The  injuries  to  employees  were  449  in  all,  21  of  which  w^ere  fatal. 

The  number  of  injuries  to  travellers  and  others  on  the  street  was 
1,666,  of  which  74  were  fatal. 

These  figures  include  a  very  large  number  of  injuries  of  a  trivial 
character  that  have  been  returned  by  the  companies.

Street  Railway  Bridges. 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen  :  —  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  brief  state- 
ment with  reference  to  street  railway  bridges  in  this  common- 
wealth. 

During  the  past  year  the  companies  have  as  usual  made  repairs 
and  renewals  where  they  have  been  deemed  necessary.  On  some 
lines  a  very  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in 
strengthening  and  renewing  bridges. 
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This  is  particular!}''  true  of  the  lines  of  the  Berkshire  street 
railway  which,  in  addition  to  building  several  new  bridges  on  its 
various  extensions,  has  done  a  large  amount  of  work  on  its  old 
lines.  The  Canaan  Extension,  south  of  Sheffield,  has  been  put  into 
operation,  this  stretch  containing  two  I-beam  bridges,  five  plate 
girder  bridges,  one  pile  bridge  and  one  truss  bridge,  all  on  private 
right  of  way.  On  the  East  Lee  extension  of  the  same  road,  which 
is  not  yet  in  use,  three  reinforced  concrete  arches  and  three  I-beam 
bridges  have  been  built.  The  same  company  has  also,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  town,  replaced  a  riveted  truss  with  two  reinforced 
concrete  arches,  which  are  used  also  as  a  highway  bridge.  It  has 
also  constructed  jointly  with  the  city  a  concrete  arch  bridge  on 
Elm  street  in  Pittsfield.  In  addition,  plans  have  been  approved 
for  rebuilding  one  plate  girder  bridge  and  sixteen  I-beam  bridges, 
and  for  strengthening  nine  plate  girder  bridges,  ten  I-beam  bridges, 
three  riveted  truss  bridges,  two  steel  trestles  and  one  pile  bridge. 

On  the  line  of  the  Bay  State  street  railway  the  principal  work 
has  been  the  rebuilding  of  the  pile  bridge  over  Weymouth  Back 
Eiver,  using  plate  girders,  with  a  Scherzer  rolling  lift  draw.  On 
the  same  line  the  draw-span  of  the  Weymouth  Fore  River  bridge 
has  been  lengthened,  the  bridge  over  the  North  Canal,  on  Union 
street  at  Lawrence  has  been  strengthened,  and  the  bridge  over 
Forest  Eiver,  in  Salem,  has  been  rebuilt;  all  these  bridges  being 
highway  bridges  over  which  the  street  railway  passes. 

Some  work  has  been  done  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  a  new  plate  girder  bridge  has  been  built  on  Webster 
avenue,  in  Somerville,  in  the  abolition  of  a  grade  crossing  at 
this  point. 

On  the  Connecticut  Valley  street  railway  two  highway  bridges 
in  the  city  of  Northampton,  passing  over  the  tracks  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad,  have  been  rebuilt. 

On  the  Northampton  street  railway  two  highway  bridges  have 
been  strengthened. 

On  the  Springfield  street  railway  the  plate  girder  bridge  over 
the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  at  Palmer  has  been  rebuilt,  one 
truss  bridge  has  been  altered,  and  three  truss  bridges  and  one 
plate  girder  bridge  have  been  strengthened,  some  of  these  being 
highway  bridges  also. 

The  Union  street  railway  has  made  some  repairs  on  its  bridge 
at  Westport  factory,  and  the  Worcester  Consolidated  street  railway 
has  built  two  new  I-beam  bridges  at  Globe  Village. 

In  the  first  specifications  prepared  by  me,  in  1901,  for  street 
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railway  bridges,  all  plans  of  which  are  required  by  law  to  be  ap- 
proved by  your  Board  before  the  structures  are  built,  I  specified 
that  the  heaviest  car  to  be  provided  for  should  be  one  weighing 
forty  tons.  This  was  thought  at  the  -time  to  be  sufficient,  and  by 
some  engineers  was  considered  excessive,  as  no  cars  weighing  as 
much  as  this  were  in  use  in  the  state. 

In  the  revision  of  these  specifications  in  1908,  however,  the 
weight  of  the  heaviest  car  to  be  provided  for  was  increased  to  fifty 
tons.  Experience  has  shown  that  this  weight  is  none  too  large, 
as  cars  weighing  as  much  as  this,  or  slightly  more  when  loaded, 
are  sometimes  run  on  some  lines. 

When  one  considers  the  development  of  street  railway  traffic 
from  the  days  of  the  horse  car,  it  becomes  evident  that  during  the 
past  twenty  years  the  substitution  of  electric  for  animal  power  has 
resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  weight  of  rolling  stock  even  larger, 
proportionally,  than  that  which  has  taken  place  on  the  steam  rail- 
roads. This  naturally  has  resulted  in  the  strengthening  or  re- 
building of  a  large  number  of  highway  bridges  over  which  electric 
cars  pass,  or  else  in  the  building  of  new  electric  railway  bridges 
on  private  right  of  way,  designed  to  carry  the  electric  cars  alone. 

As  in  the  case  of  steam  railroads,  the  question  whether  this  in- 
crease in  weight  of  rolling  stock  is  to  continue  is  an  uncertain  one. 
Up  to  the  present  time,  however,-  I  have  not  considered  it  neces- 
sary to  require  the  use  of  a  heavier  car  than  one  weighing  fifty 
tons  in  the  design  of  electric  railway  bridges.

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GENERAL  DISCUSSION. 


On  February  1,  1912,  the  house  of  representatives  adopted 
an  order  requesting  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and 
the  directors  of  the  port  of  Boston,  sitting  jointly,  to  investi- 
gate and  report  to  the  general  court  as  soon  as  practicable 
relative  to  transportation  conditions  and  facilities  on  rail- 
roads in  the  city  of  Boston  and  in  Massachusetts.  After  in- 
vestigation, the  report  of  this  joint  board  upon  question  4, 
"  Whether  it  is  desirable  or  for  the  best  interests  of  the  port 
of  Boston  or  of  the  Commonwealth  to  promote  the  admission 
or  extension  into  the  commonwealth  of  any  railroads  not  now 
operating  therein  " ;  and  upon  question  6,  "  What  are  the  in- 
tentions or  purposes  of  other  railroads  not  now  operating  in 
the  commonwealth  in  regard  to  extension  of  their  railroad  into 
the  city  of  Boston,  either  by  constructing  a  new  railroad  or 
acquiring  one  already  constructed,  under  what  conditions  such 
railroads  seek  to  enter  the  city  of  Boston,  and  what  advantages 
in  regard  to  rates,  transportation  and  traffic  would  probably 
result  to  the  Commonwealth  or  to  the  city  of  Boston  therefrom,'^ 
was  filed  on  March  28,  and  printed  as  Plouse  Document  ISTo. 
2100.     It  appears  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

On  Eebruary  26,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  an  order,  adopted 
in  concurrence  by  the  House  on  February  28,  requesting  this 
Board  to  report  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  whether  or 
not  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  employees  by  the  I^ew 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  was  responsible  for  the  delay  in 
deliveries  of  coal  in  western  Massachusetts,  or  what  was  the 
cause  of  such  delay.  The  Board  gave  a  hearing  on  the  matter 
on  March  20,  and  made  a  further  investigation,  submitting  its. 
report  on  April  8,  it  being  printed  as  Senate  Document  I^o> 
449.     It  appears  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 
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On  Febniarv  26,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  an  order  that  the 
Board  be  requested  to  report  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April 
the  cause  of  the  railroad  accident  which  had  recently  occurred 
in  the  Hoosac  tunnel;  whether  or  not  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  employees  of  the  railroad  corporations  was  one  of 
the  causes  of  said  accident  and  whether  or  not  the  electrical 
equipment  of  the  tunnel  had  been  satisfactory  before  said  ac- 
cident occurred.  This  was,  on  February  28,  amended  in  the 
House  by  the  addition  of  the  words  "  and  whether  or  not  it 
is  safe  and  expedient  to  allow  more  than  one  train  travelling 
in  the  same  direction  in  the  Hoosac  tunnel  at  the  same  time  ", 
and  transmitted  to  the  Board  March  1.  This  order  was  the 
subject  of  a  hearing  March  20,  and  a  thorough  expert  investi- 
gation. The  report  of  the  Board  was  transmitted  to  the  general 
court  on  May  15,  1912,  and  appears  in  the  appendix  to  this 
report. 

On  May  7,  1912,  the  Senate  adopted  an  order  requesting 
the  Board  to  furnish  information  whether  the  provisions  of 
sections  1  and  2  of  a  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the 
Connecticut  Eiver  Railroad  Company  to  acquire  the  property, 
rights  and  franchises  of  the  Vermont  Valley  Railroad  of  Ver- 
mont and  the  Sullivan  County  Railroad  of  ISTew  Hampshire  " 
furnished  sufficient  protection  to  the  citizens  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts ;  whether  the  Board  approved  the  pro- 
visions of  said  sections  in  the  form  in  which  they  appeared  in 
the  bill;  whether  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  provisions 
were  in  harmony  with  the  established  policy  of  this  common- 
wealth in  regard  to  railroads ;  and  whether  the  Board  had  any 
suggestions  to  make  in  regard  to  any  changes  which  should  be 
made  in  the  bill.  This  bill  appeared  as  House  Document  l^o. 
428  and  was  forwarded  with  the  order.  On  May  29  the  Board 
made  its  report,  which  wns  printed  as  Senate  Document  No. 
542  and  appears  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

On  May  14,  1912,  the  Board,  at  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  House,  submitted  to  the 
committee  an  opinion  in  writing  in  regard  to  House  bill  No. 
2152  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Worcester,  Spring- 
field and  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company",  and  more 
especially  with  reference  to   the  financial  provisions   of  said 
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bill.     This  opinion  was  printed  as  House  Document  'No.  2310 
and  appears  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

On  May  23,  1912,  the  Senate  adopted  an  order  requesting 
the  Board  to  inform  that  body  whether  the  provisions  of  Sen- 
ate document  No.  485,  being  an  Act  to  authorize  the  issue  of 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion to  provide  for  the  electrification  of  the  main  line  of  its 
railroad,  the  construction  of  additional  tracks  and  the  elimina- 
tion of  grade  crossings,  were  in  its  opinion  in  the  public  inter- 
est. The  report  of  the  Board  upon  this  request  was  transmitted 
May  28,  printed  as  Senate  Document  No.  537,  and  appears  in 
the  appendix  to  this  report. 

On  May  24,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  an  order  requesting 
the  Board  to  furnish  information  as  follows :  "  First.  Are 
the  provisions  of  sections  six  and  nine  of  part  I  and  section 
four  of  part  II  of  the  bill  entitled,  '  An  act  to  enlarge  and 
extend  the  corporate  powers  of  the  Southern  ]^ew  England 
Railroad  Corporation,  and  to  amend  the  general  railroad  law ', 
in  harmony  with  the  established  policy  of  the  commonwealth 
in  regard  to  railroads,  and  are  they  in  the  public  interest  ? 
Second.  Has  the  Board  any  suggestions  to  make  in  regard  to 
any  changes  which  should  be  made  in  said  sections  and  in  section 
ten  of  part  I  ?  "  On  May  29  the  Board  transmitted  to  the 
senate  its  reply  to  these  requests,  which  was  printed  as  Sen- 
ate Document  jSTo.  539,  and  appears  in  the  appendix  to  this 
report. 

Chapter  108  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1911  provided  for  an  investigation  as  to  certain  improvements 
of  the  subway  and  transportation  system  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
By  the  terms  of  the  resolve  this  investigation  has  been  made  by 
the  Board  and  the  Boston  Transit  Commission,  sitting  jointly, 
and  their  conclusions  appear  in  a  special  report,  printed  in 
the  appendix. 

Chapter  118  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1911  provided  for  an  investigation  and  a  report  concerning 
charges  for  commutation  tickets  by  railroad  corporations.  The 
report  on  this  investigation  was  submitted,  under  the  terms  of 
the  resolve,  appeared  as  House  Document  N'o.  1791  of  1912, 
and  is  printed  in  the  appendix. 
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Ciiapter  53  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1912  provides  for  an  investigation  and  report  by  this  Board, 
before  January  15,  1913,  as  to  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge 
over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
railroad  on  Medway  street  in  the  Dorchester  district  of  the 
city  of  Boston.  This  investigation  and  report  will  be  made 
the  subject  of  a  special  report  to  be  submitted  within  the  terms 
of  the  resolve. 

Chapter  113  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1912  made  provision  for  an  investigation  relative  to  the  hold- 
ings of  voluntary  associations  and  certain  corporations  and  to 
the  consolidation  of  companies  controlled  by  them,  by  a  body 
composed  of  the  attorney  general,  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners and  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners, 
two  members  of  the  senate  and  four  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives.  Its  findings  will  appear  in  a  separate  report 
to  the  present  general  court,  as  provided  in  the  resolve. 

Chapter  125  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1912  provided  for  an  investigation  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  and  the  Massachusetts  highway  commission, 
sitting  jointly,  relative  to  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  of 
abolishing  grade  crossings.  The  report  and  recommendations 
of  this  joint  board  will  be  presented  to  the  general  court  in  a 
separate  document  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
resolve. 

The  Work  of  the  Yeak. 

On  March  29,  1912,  the  House  of  Representatives  passed 
an  order  requesting  the  Board  to  "  inform  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives what  action  it  has  taken  under  section  9  of  chapter 
463,  part  I  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1906,  during  the  period 
covered  by  its  forty-third  annual  report  to  the  general  court." 
In  response  to  this  request  the  Board  on  May  13,  1912,  trans- 
mitted to  the  general  court  a  summary  covering  the  information 
desired  for  six  months  of  the  period  named,  bringing  the 
record  down  to  June  30,  1911,  and  stating  that  a  summary  of 
the  record  covering  the  fiscal  period  from  June  30,  1911,  to 
June  30,  1912,  would  be  submitted  in  its  forty-fourth  annual 
report. 
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In  the  exercise  of  its  powers  under  section  9  the  Board  not 
only  takes  up  petitions  and  complaints,  but  has  supervision 
over  railroads  and  railways  and  initiates  examinations  and  in- 
vestigations, which  are  made  not  only  by  the  members  of  the 
Board  but  by  its  force  of  ten  inspectors. 

During  the  period  from  June  30,  1911,  to  June  30,  1912, 
the  Board  has  considered  849  docketed  cases,  upon  which  503 
orders  were  issued.  On  431  of  these  notified  hearings  were 
given.  Two  hundred  sixty-seven  were  matters  taken  up  under 
the  recommendatory  powers  of  the  Board  as  outlined  in  sec- 
tion 9  of  part  I,  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of  1906.  The  cor- 
respondence for  this  twelve  month  period  covered  5,56Y  pages. 

With  a  view  to  keeping  itself  informed  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  railroad  lines  in  the  commonwealth  the  Board,  upon  its 
organization  in  1869  began  a  system  of  personal  inspection. 
This  practice  has  been  continued  annually  from  that  time  to 
the  present  —  a  period  of  44  years. 

In  1888,  following  the  Bussey  Bridge  accident,  legislation 
was  enacted  empowering  the  Board  to  engage  an  expert  bridge 
engineer,  to  which  position  Prof.  George  F.  Swain  was  ap- 
pointed. 

In  1894  the  Board  was  authorized  to  appoint  railroad  in- 
spectors, not  exceeding  one  for  each  thousand  miles  of  rail- 
road track.  Under  this  authority  three  inspectors  were  ap- 
pointed. In  1897  the  duties  of  the  railroad  inspectors  were 
enlarged  and  were  extended  to  include  street  railways,  and  in 
1900  an  additional  inspector,  qualified  to  examine  into  street 
railway  operation,  was  appointed. 

When  the  railroad  and  street  railway  laws  were  revised  in 
1906,  street  railway  mileage  was  added  to  the  basis  for  ap- 
pointment of  railroad  inspectors,  and  under  this  change  three 
additional  inspectors  were  appointed  in  1907.  At  that  time 
the  districts  were  changed  and  classified.  In  1911  the  mileage 
basis  for  appointing  railroad  inspectors  was  changed  from  one 
inspector  to  each  thousand  miles  of  railroad  and  street  railway 
track  to  one  inspector  to  each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of 
railroad  and  street  railway  track,  and  in  1912  three  more 
inspectors,  making  ten  in  all,  were  appointed  and  their  dis- 
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tricts  again  changed.  This  has  enabled  the  Board  to  specialize 
to  a  greater  extent  the  work  of  the  inspectors,  and  has  secured 
a  more  frequent  and  thorough  inspection  of  the  properties  of 
both  steam  railroads  and  electric  railways. 

Under  other  provisions  of  law  than  section  9  these  inspectors 
have  during  the  period  named  attended  285  inquests;  investi- 
gated 390  fatal  accidents  on  public  railroads ;  157  fatal  acci- 
dents on  street  railways ;  3  fatal  accidents  on  private  rail- 
roads; 106  accidents  not  of  a  fatal  character  on  railroads,  and 
152  of  this  class  of  accidents  on  street  railways.  Ninety-eight 
examinations  of  sections  of  railroad  or  railway  track  were 
made  preliminary  to  the  issue  of  certificates  permitting  opera- 
tion. 

The  records  of  the  office  show  that  during  the  year  the  work 
of  the  inspection  department  in  supervising  railroads  included 
41,579  investigations  or  examinations,  as  follows; 

Safeguards :  Railroad  signals  inspected,  148 ;  bridge  guards 
found  defective,  407 ;  footguards  missing  or  defective,  712 ; 
miscellaneous,  28. 

Service:  Train  delays  covering  a  period  of  forty-one  days 
and  submitted  by  request  of  the  Board,  19,863;  inspection  of 
stations  at  various  times  during  the  year  —  showing  stations  in 
good  condition  in  2,954  cases;  in  fair  condition  in  1,644  cases; 
in  poor  condition  in  200  cases;  special  investigation  of  com- 
plaints relative  to  stations,  18. 

Rolling  stock:  Inspections  of  cars  at  various  times  during 
the  year  —  found  in  good  condition,  3,818;  found  in  poor 
condition,  32 ;  found  defective  as  to  tools  and  safeguards,  247. 
Locomotives :  engine  failures  investigated,  7,772 ;  locomotives 
inspected  and  found  in  good  condition  at  various  times  during 
the  year,  968;  found  defective,  111;  investigations  of  fires 
from  locomotives,  36;  boiler  tests  examined,  2,559. 

Total,  41,579. 

The  records  also  show  that  during  the  year  the  inspection 
department  in  the  work  of  supervising  street  railways  made 
2,693  investigations  or  examinations,  as  follows: 

Delays  of  more  than  twenty  minutes :  From  electrical  trouble, 
543 ;  from  trolley  trouble,  223 ;  from  split  switches,  99 ;  from 
broken  axles  on  cars,   119 ;   from  defective  brakes,   93 ;   from 
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miscellaneous   causes,    322 ;   from   derailm.ents,    1,002 ;    derail- 
m.ents    causing    no    delay,    54-    recommendations    relative    to 
unsatisfactory  track   conditions,    145 ;    examination   of   safety 
devices,  29 ;  miscellaneous,  68. 
Total,  2,693. 

Manning  of   Freight   Trains. 

On  May  13,  1912,  the  Senate  adopted  an  order  directing  the 
Board  to  investigate  the  manning  of  railroad  freight  trains 
operating  in  this  commonwealth,  particularly  with  reference 
to  the  number  of  brakemen  to  be  assigned  to  such  trains. 

Public  hearings  were  held  on  the  subject  matter  of  the  order 
on  May  29  and  June  10,  notice  of  which  was  given  to  the 
officers  of  the  various  trainmen's  organizations  and  to  the  man- 
agement of  the  railroads  operating  in  the  commonwealth. 
Through  correspondence  with  other  railroad  commissions  or 
similar  authorities,  the  Board  made  inquiry  concerning  the 
practice  in  practically  all  the  states  of  the  Union  with  respect 
to  the  manning  and  operating  of  freight  trains,  and  of  any 
laws  or  regulations  adopted  governing  the  same. 

The  principal  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  trainmen  ap- 
peared to  be  that  in  many  instances  on  trains  on  which  but 
two  brakemen  are  assigned,  with  both  brakemen  engaged  in 
protecting  the  train  in  either  direction,  the  conductor  is  left 
alone  to  move  switches  and  trains. 

The  Board  believed  that  this  situation  should  be  relieved, 
and,  further,  that  the  number  of  brakemen  to  be  assigned  to 
a  freight  train  should  be  determined  with  reference  to  the 
character  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  train  rather  than  by 
the  number  of  cars  placed  therein. 

After  a  full  consideration  of  the  subject  the  Board  on  August 
3,  1912,  issued  the  following  report: 

Recommendations  of  the  Board  with  respect  to  the  manning  of  freight 

trains. 
On  May  13,  1912,  the  Senate  adopted  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Eailroad  Commissioners  is  hereby  directed 
to  investigate  forthwith  the  operating  and  manning  of  railroad  freight 
trains  in  this  Commonwealth  and  to  make  such  order,  regulation  or  recom- 
mendation as,  upon  investigation,  the  Board  may  think  necessary  for  the 
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safety  and  protection  of  the  public  or  of  the  employees  of  the  railroad 
company  operating  such  trains,  and  particularly  as  to  the  number  of  brake- 
men  to  be  assigned  to  such  trains.  The  Board  shall  report  the  result  of 
its  investigation  to  the  Senate  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  shall  accompany 
its  report  with  a  copy  of  the  order,  regulation  or  recommendation  made 
by  it. 

Public  hearings  have  been  held  on  the  foregoing  order,  and  after  in- 
vestigation and  further  consideration,  the  Board  recommends  to  the 
managements  of  raih'oads  operating  in  this  commonwealth. 

(1)  That  all  freight  trains  operated  on  main  line  tracks,  and  all 
freight  trains  operated  on  branch  tracks  for  a  distance  of  five  miles  or 
more,  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  two  brakemen. 

(2)  That  all  freight  trains  propelled  by  two  locomotives  for  a  dis- 
tance of  ten  or  more  miles,  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  brake- 
men. 

(3)  That  all  freight  trains  while  using  the  opposite  main  track  for 
the  purpose  of  allowing  trains  to  pass,  or  for  the  purpose  of  setting 
out  and  taking  in  ears,  where  a  brakeman  is  required  to  protect  the 
opposite  track,  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  brakemen. 

(4)  That  all  light  engines  operated  for  a  distance  of  ten  or  more 
miles  shall  be  provided  with  a  brakeman. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Board  that  the  foregoing  recommenda- 
tions shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  such  cases  of  emergency  as  may 
from  time  to  time  arise  in  the  operation  of  the  railroad. 

September  3,  1912,  is  hereby  fixed  as  the  time  when  the  foregoing 
recommendations  shall  become  effective,  and  the  Board  reserves  the  right 
to  revise  the  same  should  occasion  require. 

Eendeks  and  Wheelguaeds. 
The  Board  has  continued  during  the  year  its  study  of  fenders 
and  wheelguards  on  street  railway  cars.  In  addition  to  ex- 
amining models  and  descriptive  blue-prints  of  a  number  of 
fenders  and  wheelguards  from  time  to  time,  tests  have  been 
made  of  two  fenders  as  follows: 

Carraher  Fender  and  Wheelguard. 

[At    SHBLBaRNB   FaLLS,    NOVEMBER    1,   1912.] 

Test  No.^  1.  —  Dummy  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  track,  when  struck 
fell  on  fender  and  remained.  Fender  tripped  by  motorman.  Speed 
about  15  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  2.  —  Dummy  standing  in  middle  of  the  track.  When  struck 
the  two  feet  went  under  the  front  edge  of  the  fender,  which  held  the 
dummy  in  an  upright  position  and  pushed  it  along.  Fender  not  tripped. 
Speed  about  10  miles  per  hour. 
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Test  No.  3.  ■ —  Dummy  standing  in  the  middle-  of  the  track.  When 
struck  fell  on  fender  and  remained.  Fender  not  tripped.  Speed  about 
8  miles  per  hour. 

These  three  tests  were  made  on  a  soft  gravel  roadbed  level  with  the 
top  of  the  rail. 

Test  No.  4.  —  Dummy  lying  straight  across  the  track,  was  pushed 
along  in  front  of  fender.  Fender  tripped  by  motorman.  Speed  about 
12  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  5.  —  Dummy  lying  lengthwise  in  the  middle  of  the  track, 
feet  toward  the  car,  was  picked  up  on  fender  and  remained  with  head 
and  one  arm  dragging  over  front  edge.  Fender  tripped  by  motorman. 
Speed  about  14  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  6.  —  Dummy  lying  leng-thwise  in  the  middle  of  the  track, 
head  toward  the  car,  was  pushed  along  with  head  and  shoulders  on 
the  fender.  Fender  tripped  by  motorman.  Speed  about  14  miles  per 
hour. 

Test  No.  7. —  Dummy  lying  lengthwise  of  the  track,  just  inside  one 
rail,  with  head  toward  the  car,  was  pushed  along  in  front  of  fender. 
Fender  tripped  by  motorman.    Speed  about  10  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  8.  —  Dummy  in  a  sitting  position  just  inside  one  rail  with 
back  toward  the  car,  was  picked  up  and  remained  on  fender.  Fender 
not  tripped.    Speed  about  10  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  9.  —  Dummy  in  a  sitting  position  just  inside  one  rail  with 
side  toward  the  car,  was  picked  up  and  remained  on  fender.  Fender 
trii^ped  by  motorman.    Speed  about  12  miles  per  hour. 

Tests  from  4  to  9  inclusive  were  made  on  a  plank  roadbed  level  with 
the  top  of  the  rail. 

Test  No.  10.  —  Dummy  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  track,  when 
struck  fell  on  fender  and  remained.  Fender  not  tripped.  Speed  about 
8  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  11.  —  Dummy  lying  lengthwise  of  the  track  just  inside  one 
rail,  with  head  toward  the  car,  was  picked  up  and  remained  on  fender. 
Fender  tripped  by  motorman.     Speed  about  8  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  12.  —  Dummy  lying  lengthwise  of  the  track  just  inside  one 
rail,  with  feet  toward  the  ear,  was  pushed  along  in  front  of  fender. 
Fender  tripped  by  motorman.    Speed  about  8  miles  per  hour. 

Tests  10,  11  and  12  were  made  on  a  hard  gTavel  roadbed  about  level 
with  the  top  of  the  rail. 

Putnam  Fender  and  Wheelguard. 

[At  Boston,  November  30,  1912.] 

Test  No.  1.  —  Large  dummy  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  track,  when 
struck  fell  on  fender  with  feet  and  legs  dragging  in  front,  then  fell  off 
and  fender  passed  completely  over  it.  The  dummy  was  caught  by  the 
wheelguard  and  pushed  along.    The  front  of  the  wheelguard  caught  on 
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the  end  of  a  guard  rail  and  was  so  badly  smashed  that  it  had  to  be 
removed  from  the  car.  The  wooden  guard  on  truck  was  also  split. 
Speed  about  10  miles  per  hour. 

The  test  of  the  fender  was  resumed  without  the  wheelguard. 

Test  No.  2.  —  Large  dummy  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  track,  when 
struck  fell  on  fender,  then  forward  over  front  of  same,  fender  passing 
over  it.  One  foot  of  dummy  caught  in  the  mesh  of  fender  and  held  it 
from  going  under  the  car.    Speed  about  12  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  3.  —  Large  dummy  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  track,  when 
struck  fell  on  fender  and  remained  witk  feet  dragging  in  front.  Speed 
about  12  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  4.  —  Large  dummy  standing  on  the  track  near  one  rail, 
when  struck  fell  on  fender  and  remained,  feet  dragging  in  front.  Speed 
about  12  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  5.  —  Large  dummy  standing  on  the  track  near  one  rail,  when 
struck  fell  on  fender  and  remained,  feet  dragging  in  front.  Speed  about 
12  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  6.  —  Large  dummy  held  at  side  of  the  track  and  thrown  on 
fender  as  the  car  passed,  remained  with  legs  dragging  over  side.  Speed 
about  10  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  7.  —  Large  dummy  held  at  side  of  the  track  was  thrown  in 
front  of  fender  which  passed  completely  over  it.  Dummy  lay  under 
forward  truck  when  the  car  came  to  a  stop.  Speed  about  12  miles  per 
hour. 

Test  No.  8.  —  Large  dummy  held  at  side  of  the  track  was  thrown  on 
the  ground  close  to  rail.  Side  guard  pushed  it  clear  of  truck,  but  wheel 
ran  over  one  foot.    Speed  about  12  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  9.  —  Small  dummy  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  track,  when 
struck  fell  on  fender  and  remained.    Speed  about  12  miles  per  hour. 

Test  No.  10.  —  Small  dummy  standing  on  the  track  near  one  rail, 
when  struck  fell  on  fender  and  remained.  Speed  about  12  miles  per 
hour. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  a  special  study  of  accidents 
caused  by  persons  coming  in  contact  with  either  the  fender 
or  wheelguard,  or  both,  the  Board  provided  street  railway 
companies  with  blank  forms  for  reporting  accidents  of  this 
character,  during  the  calendar  year.  The  reports  filed  at  this 
office  show  that  during  1912,  on  all  the  railway  lines  operated 
in  this  commonwealth,  426  persons  came  in  contact  with  fenders 
or  wheelguards,  of  whom  46  were  fatally  injured,  while  44 
received  serious  injuries  and  336  received  minor  injuries. 
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LiFTiJSTG  Jacks. 

In  addition  to  the  emergency  tools  previously  stationed  at 
various  points  along  the  lines  of  street  railways  operating  in 
this  commonwealth,  and  as  required  by  the  order  of  the  Board 
of  December  27,  1911,  lifting  jacks  have  been  installed  upon 
cars  of  the  different  companies,  and  the  conductors  and  motor- 
men  have  been  instructed  in  the  use  thereof.  In  connection 
with  their  installation  the  Board  has  been  present  at  a  number 
of  demonstrations  of  the  use  of  lifting  jacks. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  number  of  acci- 
dents from  contact  with  fenders  or  wheelguards  during  the 
year  1912.  In  21  of  such  cases  it  appears,  from  reports  on 
file  with  the  Board,  that  the  use  of  lifting  jacks  was  required. 

Bridge  Gtjakds. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  143,  part  II,  of  chapter  463 
of  the  Acts  of  1906,  every  railroad  corporation,  at  every  bridge 
or  other  structure,  any  portion  of  which  crosses  the  railroad 
above  the  tracks,  is  required  to  erect  and  maintain  suitable 
bridge  guards,  regardless  of  the  height  of  such  structure  above 
the  railroad.  Many  of  these  bridges  and  structures  are  of 
such  a  height  that  guards  are  unnecessary.  We  suggest  that 
this  section  of  the  law  be  amended  by  giving  the  Board  au- 
thority to  make  exemption  with  respect  to  bridge  guards  in 
cases  where,  in  its  opinion,  their  erection  and  maintenance  is 
not  necessary. 

Springfield  Rivee  Front  Improvement. 
In  the  last  two  annual  reports  of  the  Board  reference  was 
made  to  the  improvement  of  the  river  front  of  the  city  of 
Springfield,  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  551  of 
the  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended  by  chapter  352  of  the  Acts  of 
1910. 

,  Pursuant  to  its  authority  under  this  act,  the  Commission, 
under  the  advice  of  competent  engineers,  prepared  a  general 
plan  for  carrying  out  the  projected  improvement.  This  plan 
seemed  to  be  the  best  that  was  practicable  within  the  terms 
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of  the  statute,  but  it  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Comraission 
itself  or  to  any  of  the  parties  in  interest.  It  was  stated  in 
the  last  annual  report  that  the  matter  had  been  continued, 
at  the  request  of  the  City  of  Springfield,  for  consideration  at 
a  further  date  agreeable  to  all  parties.  A  recent  conference  was 
held  between  the  Board  and  representatives  of  the  city  and  of 
the  railroad  companies  concerned,  but  no  progress  was  made 
in  reaching  any  solution  of  the  problem.  Indeed,  the  con- 
ference demonstrated  that  there  is  no  likelihood  that  any  satis- 
factory plan  can  be  worked  out  under  the  present  law. 

Eaileoad  and  Railway  Passes. 

During  the  past  year  complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Board 
in  regard  to  the  issuance  of  free  passes  or  tickets  at  reduced 
rates  by  the  various  railroad  and  street  railway  companies. 
The  only  specific  provisions  of  law  in  regard  to  this  matter  are 
contained  in  section  190  of  part  II  and  section  98  of  part  III 
of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  Acts  of  1906, 
which  prohibits  railroads  from  issuing  free  passes  to  certain 
state  ofiicers,  and  street  railway  companies  from  issuing  free 
passes  to  any  state,  county  or  municipal  officials  or  employees, 
except  policemen,  firemen  and  letter  carriers  in  imiform. 

There  has  been  no  suggestion  of  any  lack  of  proper  observance 
of  these  statutes  on  the  part  of  any  railroad  or  street  railway 
company.  It  has,  however,  been  suggested  that  the  issuance 
of  free  passes  to  persons  who  are  not  within  the  prohibition 
of  the  statutes  constitutes  a  discrimination  in  passenger  rates, 
of  which  the  Board  might  take  cognizance  under  its  general 
powers.  We  believe,  however,  that  any  action  which  might  be 
taken  in  this  matter  would  constitute  a  declaration  of  policy, 
and  as  such  would  be  within  the  province  of  the  legislature 
rather  than  of  the  Board. 

We  incorporate  this  reference  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board,  in  order  that  legislation,  if  found  necessary,  may  be 
enacted  by  the  general  court. 
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Monthly  Commutation  Tickets. 

The  subject  of  the  equalization  of  commutation  rates  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  upon  the  various  railroads  in  the 
commonwealth  has  for  many  years  engaged  the  serious  attention 
of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  of  the  general  court. 
An  important  step  in  that  direction  was  taken  by  the  Board 
under  the  authority  of  chapter  649  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eight,  in  establishing  a  schedule  of  rates,  upon  the 
basis  of  a  uniform  rate  for  equal  distances,  for  the  twelve-ride 
commutation  ticket  between  Boston  and  stations  in  the  suburban 
zone. 

In  order  to  provide  for  an  extension  of  this  principle,  the 
legislature,  in  1910  and  1911,  passed  resolves  providing  for 
investigations  by  the  Board  relative  to  the  issue  of  season  tickets 
by  railroad  corporations  throughout  the  commonwealth  at  a 
proportional  rate  or  a  more  equitable  rate  than  is  now  charged. 
In  the  reports  made  by  the  Board  in  January,  1911,  and  Feb- 
ruary, 1912,  in  compliance  with  these  resolves,  it  recommended 
a  readjustment  of  the  rates  charged  for  season  tickets  upon  the 
basis  of  uniform  rates,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board, 
upon  all  railroads  for  like  distances  between  station  points.  In 
its  last  report  on  this  matter  the  Board  made  the  following  state- 
ment: 

This  inquiry  disclosed  a  wide  diversity  in  the  rates  charged  for  season 
tickets  for  similar  distances  and  for  communities  under  the  same  gen- 
eral conditions,  not  only  upon  different  railroads,  but  upon  different 
portions  of  the  same  railroad.  These  rates  were  originally  fixed  by 
many  independent  and  competing  railroads  which  have  since  been  con- 
solidated in  a  few  systems.  However  reasonable  these  differences  in 
rates  may  originally  have  been  for  different  railroads  operating  under 
different  conditions,  they  cannot  be  justified  on  any  reasonable  basis 
at  the  present  time. 

The  Board,  after  careful  consideration,  has  recommended 
to  the  various  railroad  corporations  the  adoption  of  the  schedule 
of  rates  specified  in  the  accompanying  order.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  recommendation,  every  railroad  company  transporting 
passengers  in  the  commonwealth,   except  the  Boston,   Eevere 
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Beach  and  Lynn  Eailroad  Company,  shall  sell  a  monthly 
season  ticket  at  the  schedule  rate  between  any  two  stations  on  its 
lines,  except  between  Boston  and  points  within  the  suburban 
zone  where  the  twelve-ride  commutation  tickets,  authorized  by 
chapter  649  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  are  now  in  force.  It  seemed 
to  the  Board  that  where  these  twelve-ride  tickets  are  now  effec- 
tive, there  would  be  little  demand  for  season  tickets.  If  it 
should  prove  otherwise,  the  Board  is  prepared,  upon  petition, 
to  consider  the  extension  of  the  revised  schedule  of  season  ticket 
rates  so  as  to  include  Boston  and  the  suburban  zone. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Board  an  adjustment  of  rates  for 
commutation  tickets  should  be  based  on  two  principles ;  first, 
that  the  rates  should  be  equal,  and  second,  that  they  should  be 
reasonable.  The  Board  has  confined  itself  at  this  time  to  an 
equalization  of  existing  rates,  in  order  to  eliminate  the  discrim- 
inations which  have  existed  between  different  classes  of  season 
ticket  holders  and  different  communities,  and  which  have  been 
the  subject  of  frequent  and  just  complaint  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  therefore  recommended  a  schedule  of  rates 
which,  as  nearly  as  it  is  possible  to  determine  from  available 
data,  will  neither  appreciably  increase  nor  reduce  the  aggregate 
revenues  of  the  various  railroad  corporations.  This  schedule 
represents  a  sj^stem  of  mileage  charges  graduated  to  a  minimum 
of  half  a  cent  per  mile  per  ride  for  distances  beyond  thirty-five 
miles.  The  rates  are  based  upon  the  distance  travelled,  and  are 
uniform  between  all  equi-distant  points. 

This  schedule  of  rates,  in  accordance  with  the  prevailing 
practice  in  other  states,  has  been  computed  upon  a  uniform 
monthly  basis.  Heretofore  purchasers  of  two  months  and  three 
months  season  tickets  have  been  given  a  much  more  favorable 
rate  than  the  purchasers  of  monthly  tickets.  In  spite  of  that 
fact  the  aggregate  sales  of  monthly  tickets  at  all  railroad  stations 
in  the  commonwealth  have  been  nearly  fifty  per  cent  in  excess 
of  the  combined  sales  of  two  months  and  three  months  tickets. 
We  see  no  reason  why  a  minority  who  may  be  in  a  position  to 
make  a  larger  initial  expenditure  for  commutation  tickets 
should  be  given  an  unduly  preferential  rate,  at  the  expense  of 
monthly  ticket  holders  of  more  limited  means. 
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It  may  be  added  that  the  Board  has  recommended  that  the 
monthly  tickets,  in  conformity  with  the  practice  in  other  states, 
should  be  good  for  sixty  rides  instead  of  fifty-four  rides,  as 
heretofore,  in  order  that  there  might  be  ample  provision  for  a 
full  month's  travel.  As,  however,  the  number  of  rides  used  will 
not  ordinarily  be  in  excess  of  fifty-four,  the  Board  does  not  con- 
sider that  the  new  form  of  ticket  represents  any  additional 
value  that  would  justify  a  higher  charge. 

The  whole  process  of  equalization  of  rates  involves  a  re- 
distribution of  the  revenues  paid  by  the  public  for  this  service. 
Equalization  implies  an  increase  of  rates  below  the  normal 
level,  as  well  as  a  decrease  of  rates  above  that  level.  In  so  far 
as  the  revised  rates  represent  an  increase,  they  will  naturally 
be  regarded  with  disfavor  by  residents  of  the  communities 
affected.  It  does  not  seem  to  the  Board,  however,  that  such 
persons  can,  with  justice  or  fairness,  expect  to  enjoy  indefi- 
nitely, lower  rates  for  the  same  service  than  are  paid  by  their 
fellow  citizens. 

To  quote  again  from  the  last  report  of  the  Board  in  relation 
to  this  matter : 

In  any  readjustment  of  existing  rates  it  may  be  found  impossible  to 
preserve  to  specially  favored  communities  the  unduly  advantageous 
rates  which  are  now  given  them  at  the  expense  of  other  patrons  of  the 
road,  but  we  beHeve  it  will  be  found  possible  to  secure  to  the  large  ma- 
jority of  season  ticket  holders  more  favorable  rates  than  they  now 
enjoy. 

The  Board  believes  that  the  schedule  of  rates  recommended  by 
it  accomplishes  the  purpose  indicated,  as  it  treats  all  classes  of 
season  ticket  holders  and  all  communities  alike,  and  at  the  same 
time  represents  a  reduction  in  the  rates  heretofore  paid  by  a 
large  majority  of  season  ticket  holders. 

It  has  already  been  pointed  out  that  the  Board  has  not  at- 
tempted at  this  time  to  determine  whether  the  uniform  rates 
which  it  has  recommended  are  reasonable,  or  whether  they 
may  be  properly  reduced.  That  question  the  Board  has  reserved 
until  it  has  had  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  consider  the  prac- 
tical operation  of  the  revised  schedule.     The  Board  is  prepared. 
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however,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  make  a  thorongli  investiga- 
tion, and  to  recommend,  after  public  bearing  and  full  considera- 
tion, such  revision  or  reduction  of  rates,  if  any,  as  may  be  found 
proper.  We  believe  that  these  rates,  as  finally  established,  will 
tend  to  the  same  results  as  have  been  secured  by  the  principle 
applied  to  the  twelve-ride  commutation  tickets,  which  has  re- 
ceived the  general  acquiescence  of  the  travelling  public. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  law  requiring  railroad  cor- 
porations to  issue  tickets  to  any  class  of  pupils  at  any  reduction 
from  the  regular  fares.  Such  tickets,  however,  as  a  matter  of 
practice,  have  been  issued  by  the  railroad  companies  between 
certain  points  on  their  lines,  but  there  has  been  a  wide  diversity 
in  the  rates  charged  and  the  classes  of  pupils  who  were  eligible 
to  receive  them. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  pupils'  tickets  cannot  be  issued 
at  reduced  rates  for  interstate  travel,  as  such  rates,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  would  be  dis- 
criminatory. The  Commonwealth,  however,  in  the  interest  of 
public  education,  has  required  street  and  elevated  railway  com- 
panies, under  the  provisions  of  chapter  567  of  the  Acts  of  1910, 
to  transport  pupils  of  public  day  and  jjublic  evening  schools, 
of  industrial  schools  and  private  schools,  at  reduced  rates.  This 
statute  has  been  interpreted  and  its  constitutionality  upheld  in 
several  judicial  decisions. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Board  provides  in  effect  that  all 
pupils  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute  referred  to  shall  be 
furnished  special  tickets  for  transportation  by  railroad  com- 
panies at  a  price  not  exceeding  one-half  the  price  charged  for 
the  regular  monthly  tickets.  In  other  words,  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  represents  an  attempt  to  make  this  policy 
uniform  with  respect  to  railroad  and  street  railway  companies. 
While  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  limit  the  right  of  railroad 
companies  to  make  a  further  extension  of  this  privilege  on  their 
o^vn  motion,  the  Board  believes  that  it  could  not,  within  the 
proper  exercise  of  its  authority,  do  more  than  apply  the  policy 
which  had  already  been  declared  by  the  legislature.  The  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  similar  privileges  should  be  extended  to  any 
other  class  of  pupils   is,  within  constitutional   limitations,    a 
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matter  for  determination  by  the  legislature.  The  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  entire  subject  matter  are  also 
subject  to  review  by  the  same  authority. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  suggestion  in  regard  to  interchange- 
able mileage  tickets,  appended  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board,  has  become  effective  through  the  voluntary  action  of  the 
railroad  companies. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Board  relative  to  the  issuing  of 
monthly  commutation  tickets  by  railroad  corporations,  adopted 
December  5,  1912,  and  referred  to  above,  was  as  follows: 

It  appearing,  after  investigatiou  and  careful  consideration,  that  the 
rates  charged  for  season  tickets  upon  the  different  railroads  and  divi- 
sions thereof  within  the  commonwealth  are  unjustly  discriminatory  or 
unjustly  preferential,  and  that  a  readjustment  and  equalization  of  exist- 
ing rates  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  communities  under  similar  con- 
ditions may  enjoy  a  corresponding  rate  of  fare,  the  Board  makes  the 
following  recommendations : 

Every  raihoad  corporation  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers within  the  commonwealth,  except  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and 
Lynn  Railroad  Company,  shall  sell  a  monthly  season  ticket  good  for 
sixty  rides  between  any  two  stations  on  its  lines  except  between  Boston 
and  points  within  the  suburban  zone  where  the  twelve-ride  commutation 
tickets,  authorized  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  are  now  effective.  The  price  of  such 
tickets  shall  be  uniform  for  like  distances,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
table  of  rates  appended  hereto. 

Every  such  corporation  shall  also  issue  a  monthly  season  ticket  good 
for  forty-six  rides,  which  shall  be  available  to  pupils  of  the  public  day 
schools  or  public  evening  schools  or  industrial  day  or  evening  schools 
organized  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  five  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof,  or  private  schools,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil  and  a  teacher  of  the  school, 
for  transportation  between  any  two  of  such  stations  on  the  lines  of  such 
corporation  from  or  to  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  ride  in  trav- 
elling to  or  from  the  sehoolhouses  in  which  they  attend  school  and  their 
homes.  The  price  of  such  tickets  shall  not  exceed  one-half  the  price 
charged  for  the  regular  monthly  sixty-ride  tickets,  provided,  however, 
that  a  minimum  price  of  two  dollars  may  be  charged  for  a  distance  of 
six  miles  or  less.

All  general  rates  for  distances  beyond  thirty-five  miles  shall  be  based 
on  one-half  a  cent  per  mile  per  ride,  using  the  half-mile  thus :  $10.65 
for  thirty-six  miles  or  less  is  constructed  on  35.5  miles  at  half  a  cent 
per  mile.  Pupils'  rates  shall  be  one-half  thereof.  The  amount  in  each 
case  shall  be  raised  sufficiently  to  be  divisible  by  five. 

All  season  tickets,  before  issuance,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  as  to  the  form  thereof  and  the  conditions  named  therein. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  issue  of 
season  tickets  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  187  and  188 
of  part  II  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  six. 

These  recommendations  are  to  become  effective  on  January  1,  1913, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

The  Board  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  the  above  sched- 
ules of  uniform  monthly  rates  for  season  tickets  by  the  different  rail- 
road corporations  might  well  be  accompanied  by  a  more  liberal  policy 
on  their  part  with  reference  to  the  interchangeability  of  mileage  tickets. 

While  it  may  not  be  within  the  power  of  the  Board  to  make  any 
recommendation  on  this  matter,  and  while  we  recognize  that  it  may  not 
be  practicable  at  this  time  to  provide  for  the  complete  interchange- 
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ability  of  mileage  tickets,  we  would  suggest  to  the  railroad  companies 
the  desirability  of  their  issuing  mileage  tickets  of  one  thousand  miles 
each,  good  for  bearer,  the  tickets  issued  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  E ail- 
road  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  to  be  good  over  the 
line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company  as 
well  as  over  their  own  respective  lines,  and  the  tickets  issued  by  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  be  good 
over  the  lines  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  over  the  lines  of 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  as  well  as  over  its  own  lines, 
and  such  tickets  to  be  in  addition  to  the  mileage  tickets  of  five  hundred 
miles  each  which  are  now  available  for  use  upon  the  lines  of  each  of  said 
companies.  If  this  arrangement  should  meet  with  the  favorable  con- 
sideration of  the  railroad  companies  it  would,  in  our  opinion,  obviate 
the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  issuing  mileage  tickets  fully  interchange- 
able between  all  the  railroad  companies,  while  accomplishing  substan- 
tially the  same  result  for  patrons  of  the  railroads  within  the  common- 
wealth. 

Railroad  Policy. 
Tiie  general  transportation  situation,  by  reason  of  its  inti- 
mate relation  to  the  commercial  prosperity  of  the  Commonwealth, 
is  bound  at  all  times  to  be  a  matter  of  large  public  interest.  To 
quote  the  language  of  the  Commission  on  Commerce  and  In- 
dustry, in  its  report  to  the  legislature  in  1908 :  — 

If  there  be  any  state  which  does  not  depend  for  its  vitality  on  its 
transportation  facilities,  that  state  is  not  Massachusetts,  living  as  it 
does  on  its  manufactures,  having  no  natural  products  of  substantial 
value,  dependent  to  an  exceptional  degree  upon  other  states  for  its  raw 
material,  reaching  out  in  every  direction  for  its  market,  accustomed  to 
every  variety  of  foreign  supply,  its  people  fixed  in  the  habit  of  travel 
both  within  and  beyond  its  own  limits,  and  its  life  adjusted  to  attracting 
and  accommodating  visitors  on  every  variety  of  errand.  There  is  noth- 
ing which  more  vitally  affects  our  material  welfare. 

While  the  development  of  our  transportation  facilities  has 
at  all  times  been  a  matter  of  serious  concern  to  our  manufac- 
turers and  merchants,  and  to  the  public  at  large,  there  has 
been  no  time  in  the  recent  past  when  the  interest  in  this  sub- 
ject has  been  so  engrossing  as  during  the  past  year.  The 
possibilities  of  increased  trade  and  commerce  through  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  canal  have  appealed  powerfully  to 
the  imagination  and  commercial  instincts  of  our  people.  This 
new  spirit  of  commercial  enterprise  is  evidenced  in  the  large 
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public  expenditures  recently  made  and  proposed  for  improved 
docks  and  terminal  facilities,  and  in  the  activities  of  our  busi- 
ness men  and  commercial  organizations  for  the  development  of 
Boston  as  a  great  ocean  port,  with  a  view  to  securing  for  the 
commonwealth  its  proper  share  in  the  expansion  of  world  com- 
merce. 

It  soon  became  apparent,  however,  that  the  expenditure  of 
public  money  and  the  efforts  of  public-spirited  citizens  could 
of  themselves  accomplish  little  in  that  direction,  and  that  the 
success  of  the  whole  program  of  commercial  expansion  de- 
pended upon  the  development  of  our  railroad  facilities. 

It  was,  therefore,  a  cause  of  general  congratulation  when  the 
Southern  'New  England  Railroad  Company,  a  subsidiary  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada,  was  authorized,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  725  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  to  build 
certain  extensions  into  Worcester  and  Boston,  from  its  line 
then  in  process  of  construction  from  the  town  of  Palmer,  in 
Massachusetts,  to  the  city  of  Providence  in  Rhode  Island. 
Under  this  Act  the  Southern  ISTew  England  Railroad  Company 
was  also  authorized  to  build  a  new  line  of  railroad  from  the 
IsTew  Hampshire  state  line  to  Boston,  which  was  intended  to 
form  part  of  a  through  line  between  White  River  Junction  and 
Boston.  It  was  believed  that  the  construction  of  this  line 
would  make  Boston  the  natural  port  of  export  for  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  system,  of  freight  shipments  originating  in  the 
western  states,  as  well  as  the  chief  auxiliary  of  the  Canadian 
ports,  for  shipments  of  grain  and  other  agricultural  products 
of  the  Canadian  ISTorthwest. 

Under  the  authority  granted  by  this  act  the  Southern  ISTew 
England  Railroad  Company  proceeded  actively  with  the  pre- 
liminary engineering  incident  to  the  location  of  its  projected 
lines  to  Boston,  as  well  as  with  the  work  on  its  line  from  Palmer 
to  Providence,  which  was  already  under  construction. 

While  all  this  work  was  in  active  progress  it  was  suddenly 
halted  in  ISTovember  last,  by  orders  from  the  officials  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway.  At  the  same  time  it  became  known 
that  a  tentative  agreement  for  certain  joint  traffic  arrangements 
had  been  made  between  officials  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
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and  those  of  the  ISTew  York,  'New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company,  and  an  admission  that  this  was  the  fact  was 
finally  made  by  the  parties  concerned. 

As  soon  as  the  facts  became  known,  two  members  of  the 
Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  members  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  Rhode  Island,  laid  the  matter  before  the  De- 
partment of  Justice  at  Washington,  and  recommended  that  an 
investigation  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether, 
on  all  the  facts,  there  had  been  any  violation  of  the  federal  law 
to  protect  trade  and  commerce  against  unlawful  restraint  and 
monopolies,  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act,  so  called.  The  De- 
partment of  Justice  accordingly  caused  an  investigation  to  be 
made  through  the  medium  of  a  grand  jury  inquest,  and  the 
finding  recently  made  ensures  a  judicial  determination  of  the 
question  whether  the  proposed  agreement  between  the  officials 
of  the  railroads  concerned  is  in  restraint  of  trade. 

The  reaction  resulting  from  the  loss  of  the  advantages  an- 
ticipated from  the  construction  of  these  lines  intensified  the 
feeling  of  dissatisfaction  with  existing  conditions  of  transporta-* 
tion  in  this  commonwealth. 

Preliminary  to  the  further  discussion  of  these  conditions, 
we  desire  to  refer  to  the  report,  transmitted  to  the  legislature 
on  February  15,  1911,  of  the  joint  commission  created  under 
the  Act  to  Validate  the  Outstanding  Securities  of  the  ISTew 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company.  This 
joint  commission,  generally  referred  to  as  the  Validation  Com- 
mission, consisted  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  the 
tax  commissioner  and  the  bank  commissioner.  As  the  report 
of  that  commission  was  never  widely  circulated  and  is  now 
difficult  to  obtain,  and  as  it  states  certain  facts  and  expresses 
certain  views  then  entertained  by  the  Board  which  seem  to  be 
pertinent  to  the  present  situation,  we  believe  that  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  subject  under  discussion  will  be  had  by 
making  liberal  quotations  from  that  report. 

The  salient  facts  in  regard  to  the  transportation  situation 
are  stated  in  that  report  as  follows :  — 

Under  the  laws  of  Connecticut  and  the  present  charter  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad   Company  in  that  state,   a 
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corporation  has  been  created  and  is  now  doing  business  as  a  non-super- 
vised holding  corporation;  issuing  bonds  in  excess  of  paid-in  capital, 
holding  the  securities  of  railroad  and  other  corporations  and  issuing 
its  own  securities  therefor,  and  performing  many  other  corporate  acts 
under  authority  of  the  laws  of  Connecticut.  As  a  result  of  this  course 
of  corporate  conduct  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  has  acquired,  by  a  series  of  purchases,  leases,  contracts 
and  stockholding  devices,  a  practical  monopoly,  by  sea  and  land,  of 
transportation  and  its  incidents  in  the  two  southern  states  of  New 
England.  No  question  appears  to  have  been  raised  in  Rhode  Island 
with  respect  to  the  corporate  acts  that  have  secured  such  control.  This 
monopoly  encroached  upon  the  domain  of  Massachusetts  and  was 
stayed  from  complete  achievement  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court  (198  Mass.  413)  in  the  so-caUed  trolley  merger  case.  Many 
of  the  acts  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, committed  in  pursuance  of  its  policy  of  acquisition,  are  in  viola- 
.  tion  of  the  declared  public  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts or  of  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  both.  The  company 
has  never  made  application  to  the  Massachusetts  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  for  the  approval  of  issues  of  stocks  and  bonds,  the 
proceeds  of  which  were  to  be  applied  to  many  of  its  acquisitions;  and 
*had  such  application  been  made,  it  is  manifest  that  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  would  have  been  without  authority  in  the  premises 
to  entertain  such  applications  or  give  its  assent  thereto,  by  reason  of 
the  public  policy  and  prohibitive  legislation  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Recently,  the  acquisition  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  of  the  majority  control  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  was  authorized  by  the  so-called  Boston  Railroad  Holding  bill 
and  its  amendment  (Acts  of  1909,  chapter  519;  Acts  of  1910,  chapter 
639).  By  virtue  of  these  last-named  acts  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
have  legalized  intercorporate  relations,  and  unity  of  management  has 
recently  become  effective.  The  acquisition  by  the  New  York,  New  Ha- 
ven and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  of  steamship  lines  on  the  North 
Atlantic  seaboard,  taken  in  connection  with  this  unity  of  railroad 
control,  has  practically  resulted  in  an  extension  of  the  transportation 
monopoly  of  the  company  by  sea  and  land  into  the  states  of  Massa- 
chusetts, New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  which,  taken  in  conjunction  with 
the  lines  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  in  Vermont,  practically 
means  the  dominant  control  of  the  transportation  of  New  England. 

...  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  is  incorporated  in  Massachusetts  and  Con- 
necticut; its  stockholders  are  incorporated  in  Rhode  Island,  and  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  is  incorporated  in  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire  and  Maine.     In  addition  to  these  two  carriers,  many  sub- 
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sidiary  companies  are  held  and  operated  by  one  or  the  other  of  these 
principal  carriers.  Many  of  these  companies  have  lines  that  are  inter- 
state, with  incorporation  acts  granted  in  more  than  one  jurisdiction. 
The  action  and  conduct  of  aU  the  New  England  States  tends  to  the 
recognition  of  this  transportation  monopoly.  It  has,  however,  been 
recognized  by  some  jurisdictions  completely,  and  by  others  only  par- 
tially. For  example,  the  control  of  the  so-called  trolley  lines  by  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  appears  to 
be  the  declared  policy  of  Connecticut,  acquiesced  in  by  Rhode  Island 
within  its  jurisdiction,  and  prohibited  with  respect  to  Massachusetts 
trolley  lines  by  this  Commonwealth.  Certain  trolley  lines  in  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  are  controlled  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad, 
and  enabling  acts  therefor  have  been  passed  by  the  general  court  of 
Massachusetts.  No  State  in  New  England  of  which  we  are  aware, 
other  than  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont, has  prohibited  the  holding  by  railroad  corporations  of  stocks  in 
other  corporations,  unless  specially  authorized  by  legislative  act;  and 
to  this  extent,  at  least,  the  acquisition  of  steamship  lines  on  the  North 
Atlantic  seaboard  has  been  permitted  by  other  New  England  States. 

.  .  .  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  finds  itself,  therefore, 
confronted  by  a  situation  which  amounts,  upon  restatement,  to  the 
recognition  by  all  the  New  England  States,  other  than  Massachusetts, 
of  a  practical  monopoly  of  railroad  and  water  transportation;  recog- 
nized by  Massachusetts  to  the  extent,  at  least,  of  authorizing  a  prac- 
tical combination  of  the  two  great  railroad  systems  serving  it,  and  a 
tacit  or  implied  recognition  by  its  public  authorities  of  all  other  aspects 
of  a  practical  monopoly  with  the  single  exception  of  the  holding  and 
guaranteeing  the  securities  of  domestic  trolley  lines. 

The  dominant  control  of  the  transportation  interests  of  the 
commonwealth  by  the  !N'ew  York,  IsTew  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  has  been  still  further  strengthened  by  an 
agreement,  which  became  effective  Jnly  1,  1911,  under  which 
that  company  shares  equally  with  the  ISTew  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  in  the  net  results  of  the 
operation  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad.  In  no  other  part 
of  this  country  has  the  policy  of  monopoly  in  transportation 
been  developed  to  this  extent. 

It  is  admitted,  even  by  many  who  are  friendly  to  the  present 
management  of  the  ]!^ew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  rail- 
road system,  that  this  policy,  whatever  its  possibilities  for  the 
future,  has  not  thus  far  been  whollv  successful.     This  has  been 
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true,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  is  probably  no  part  of  the 
country  where  the  proportion  of  high  class  freight  is  so  large, 
or  where  railroad  transportation  should  be  so  profitable  as  in 
this  commonwealth.  The  people  of  this  state,  therefore,  have 
the  right  to  demand  railroad  facilities  commensurate  with  the 
profitable  character  of  the  business,  and  second  to  none  in  the 
United  States.  The  ISTew  York,  !N"ew  Haven  and  Hartford  rail- 
road system,  however,  as  the  result  of  excessive  expenditures 
in  the  purchase,  or  losses  in  the  operation,  of  street  railway 
properties'  and  steamship  lines,  and  other  transactions  outside 
of  the  ordinary  functions  of  a  steam  railroad  company,  has 
proceeded  to  adopt  economies  in  operation  which  have  resulted 
in  serious  inconvenience  to  shippers  and  the  general  public. 

As  the  result  of  numerous  complaints,  the  Board  planned  to 
hold  an  inquiry  with  relation  to  delays  in  shipments  and  lack 
of  proper  freight  facilities  on  the  various  railroads  in  the 
commonwealth;  but  in  view  of  the  broader  scope  of  the  in- 
vestigation instituted  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
in  relation  to  these  matters,  it  was  thought  best  to  await  the 
finding  of  that  tribunal. 

In  so  far  as  the  present  conditions  of  railroad  transportation 
in  this  state  can  be  attributed  to  the  operation  of  the  policy  of 
monopoly,  the  results  have  been  such  as  to  cause  a  growing 
distrust  in  the  wisdom  of  that  policy.  Owing  to  the  evils  re- 
sulting in  the  past  from  the  unrestrained  competition  of  public 
utilities,  the  policy  of  the  state  has  been  in  many  instances  to 
favor  monopoly,  accompanied  by  proper  public  regulation.  The 
period  when  the  public  was  in  danger  from  excessive  competi- 
tion has,  however,  long  since  passed.  The  danger,  if  any,  at 
the  present  time,  is  that  the  policy  of  monopoly  may  be  carried 
too  far.  The  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  with  respect  to 
monopoly  and  competition  in  public  utilities  is  discussed  in 
the  report  of  the  Board  for  the  year  1909.  The  position  of  the 
Board  at  the  present  time  cannot  be  better  stated  than  in 
the  language  of  that  report: 

'  The  Board  of  Railroad  Cominissioners,  since  its  creation  in  1869,  has 
constantly  directed  its  attention  to  the  several  phases  of  monopoly  and 
competition,  and  its  comments  with  reference  thereto  are  to  be  found

in  many  of  its  annual  reports.  Its  conclusions  may  be  summarized 
in  the  one  statement  that  within  certain  limits  consolidation  may  be 
beneficial  to  the  public,  but  also  that  there  is  a  limit  beyond  which  it 
ought  not  to  go.  It  has  never  made  any  declaration  that  competition 
between  distinct  types  of  transportation  is  detrimental  to  the  travelling 
public,  but  has  recognized  and  now  recognizes  that  when  competitive 
wastefulness,  any  special  or  peculiar  condition  burdensome  to  the  public, 
or  other  sufficient  cause  exists,  an  occasion  may  well  be  presented  for  the 
general  court  to  consider  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  each  case,  to 
the  end  that  special  legislation  may  be  enacted  that  will  relieve  the 
people  of  burdens  sustained  as  a  result  of  monopoly  or  competition. 

We  are  fully  apprised  of  the  tendency  of  gTeat  enterprises  to  con- 
solidate, but  are  of  opinion  that  no  sound  demand  exists  in  Massachu- 
setts for  legislation  permitting  all  its  transportation  interests  to  become 
vested  ultimately  in  the  hands  of  a  single  corporate  agency.  Massa- 
chusetts, in  our  opinion,  is  not  prepared  at  this  time  for  a  policy  that 
results  in  this  method  of  control.  Experience  repeatedly  demonstrates 
that  in  the  field  of  transportation,  as  well  as  in  other  fields  of  public 
service,  competition,  when  not  wasteful,  may  be  wise. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  public  is  beginning  to  get  a  better 
understanding  of  the  results  that  can  be  accomplished  by  public 
regulation.  Regulation  may  enforce  specific  improvements  or 
remedy  positive  abuses,  but  it  can  do  little  to  supply  the  energy 
and  the  incentive  to  render  satisfactory  service  which  are  essen- 
tial for  the  successful  conduct  of  business  under  competitive 
conditions.  Where  regulation  is  supplemented  by  a  reasonable 
degree  of  competition,  the  transportation  service  rendered  is 
likely  to  be  more  satisfactory  to  the  public.  If  the  field  of  mo- 
nopoly is  more  than  local,  it  is  doubtful  if  regulation  alone,  unless 
its  scope  be  greatly  enlarged,  can  secure  to  the  public  the  char- 
acter of  service  and  accommodations  it  has  come  to  demand. 
While  neither  the  State  nor  the  ISTation  has  exhausted  its  powers 
in  that  direction,  it  is  unlikely  that  any  form  of  regulation  will 
go  so  far  as  to  interfere  actively  in  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  railroad  companies.  Unless  the  public  has  some  voice 
in  these  matters  it  must,  if  dependent  upon  the  facilities  of  a 
single  railroad  system,  submit  without  effectual  protest,  except 
through  the  pressure  of  public  opinion,  to  any  policies  on  the 
part  of  the  management  which  may  be  prejudicial  to  the  public 
interests,  and  any  defects  of  service  that  may  be  due  to  the 
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failure  of  the  company  to  establisli  relations  with  its  employees 
that  shall  give  them  the  proper  incentive  to  carry  ont  the  details 
of  railroad  operation  in  a  manner  to  reflect  credit  upon  the 
company. 

Moreover,  even  if  the  policy  of  regulated  monopoly  is  the  one 
most  conducive  to  efficient  railroad  operation,  that  policy  is 
likely  to  be  successful  so  far  only  as  the  interests  of  the 
railroad  are  identical  with  the  interests  of  the  particular  terri- 
tory served.  In  Massachusetts,  however,  under  present  con- 
ditions, it  is  doubtful  if  this  identity  of  interest  is  complete. 

Reference  has  also  been  made,  in  the  extract  quoted  from  the 
report  of  the  Validation  Commission,  to  the  limited  character 
of  the  supervision  exercised  by  the  Commonwealth  over  the 
affairs  of  the  JSTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  owing  to  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction  and  differences  of 
policy  between  Massachusetts  and  other  States  in  which  the 
company  has  received  a  charter. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  quote  from  a  report  made  to 
the  legislature  in  1910  by  a  joint  board  consisting  of  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners,  the  tax  commissioner  and  the  bank 
commissioner : 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  essential  factor  which  has  in  large 
measure  created  the  strained  relations  between  the  corporation  and  the 
Commonwealth  is  to  be  found  in  the  exercise  of  franchises  and  privi- 
leges granted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  assumed  and  exercised 
by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  in  vio- 
lation of  the  laws  and  public  policy  of  Massachusetts.  Those  fran- 
chises in  operation  amount  to  converting  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  into  a  non-supervised  holding  com- 
pany, unless  the  public  authorities  of  Massachusetts  shall  in  some  de- 
gree exercise  supervision. 

It  is  too  clear  for  discussion  that  the  general  corporate  affairs  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  so  long  as  it  is 
a  corporation  of  Massachusetts,  should  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  public  authorities  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  phrase 
"  the  general  corporate  affairs  "  is  intended  to  designate  and  include 
all  acts  done  and  expenditures  incurred  by  the  corporation  in  the  exer- 
cise of  powers  and  franchises  of  a  general  character,  whose  effect  is 
not  merely  local,  but  works  changes  in  the  relations  of  the  company 
to  private  persons,  and  to  the  public  authority  in  the  several  states  in 
which  it  is  incorporated.     To  hold   otherwise  would   permit  the   New 
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York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  by  a  series  of  sub- 
sidiary companies  and  holding  devices,  to  indirectly  acquire,  under 
franchises  exclusively  granted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  the  control 
of  the  transportation  facilities  of  New  England,  and  issue  securities 
therefor  in  such  a  manner  as  to  seriously  affect  the  public  welfare  and 
possibly  jeopardize  the  value  of  its  own  securities  and  corporate  assets. 

This  subject  is  furtlier  discussed  in  the  report  of  the  Valida- 
tion Commission.  We  desire  to  quote  from  that  report  and  to 
call  attention  to  certain  suggestions  for  general  legislation  con- 
tained therein,  which  might  well  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  general  court  at  this  time: 

Massachusetts  ought  to  concede  as  of  right  to  the  other  New  Eng- 
land States,  exercising  jurisdictional  authority  of  a  character  sov- 
ereign with  our  own,  each  in  its  own  domain,  the  right  to  declare 
within  its  jurisdiction  the  policy  that  shall  obtain  with  respect  to  the 
relations  of  the  State  and  its  common  carriers ;  but  the  authority  to  con- 
trol the  general  corporate  affairs  of  any  carrier  engaged  in  the  business 
of  transportation  from  state  to  state  is  equally  the  right  of  all  States 
within  which  such  carrier  operates,  until  such  time  as  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  shall  exercise  its  rights  under  the  constitution  to 
exclusive  control  by  federal  authority.  With  respect  to  interstate  rates, 
and  the  like.  Congress  has  already  acted,  while  with  respect  to  the 
supervision  of  securities  the  CongTess  has  not  yet  assumed  to  act.  It 
is  therefore  clear  that  Massachusetts  as  of  right  is  entitled  to  an  equal 
or  concurrent  authority  over  the  corporate  affairs  of  a  carrier  whose 
lines  and  business  extend  without  the  state  as  well  as  within  it,  when 
those  corporate  affairs  relate  to  the  issuance  of  securities  and  the  appli- 
cation of  the  proceeds  thereof  on  the  general  corporate  account  of  the 
company. 

It  is  not  of  course  denied  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
has  complete  authority  under  the  terms  of  any  existing  or  future  fran- 
chise granted  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  in  Massachusetts  to  make  such  additions,  restrictions,  regu- 
lations and  limitations  with  respect  to  the  exercise  of  those  franchises 
as  it  may  desire;  but  in  the  absence  of  an  acquiescence  in  such  restric- 
tive franchises  bj''  sister  States,  jurisdictional  questions  are  at  once 
raised,  the  sole  result  of  which  will  be  to  create  such  relations  between 
States  and  their  carriers  as  now  exist  in  the  case  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

.  .  .  While  the  States  are  precluded  from  contracting  with  each 
other,  some  tribunal  with  ample  and  sufficient  powers  might  be  estab- 
lished, by  concurrent  action  of  the  New  England  States,  to  discuss  and 
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consider  this  all-important  question;  and,  having  agreed  upon  a  stand- 
ard of  uniform  policy  and  statute,  submit  the  same  for  enactment  to 
the  several  legislative  tribunals  of  the  New  England  states.  If  such 
uniform  legislation  should  be  enacted,  it  would,  pending  federal  action 
by  the  Congress,  completely  quiet  the  unsettled  relations  now  existing 
and  establish  a  uniform  rule  of  action  for  the  States  and  for  the  car- 
riers. While  i^erhaps  somewhat  outside  its  province,  the  commission 
ventures  to  suggest  that  the  general  court  or  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor might  be  instrumental  in  the  initiation  of  such  a  tribunal,  con- 
ferring upon  the  representatives  from  Massachusetts  such  full  and 
ample  powers  as  might  be  necessary  to  secure  effective  legislation  in 
this  commonwealth. 

If,  however,  the  foregoing  recommendation  does  not  appear  to  merit 
further  consideration  of  the  General  Court  by  reason  of  inherent  diffi- 
culties or  the  length  of  time  required  for  its  consummation,  nothing 
remains  for  Massachusetts  to  do  other  than  to  undertake  to  establish 
a  new  relation  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  at  least.  ...  '' 

We  cannot  adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  management  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  that  the  jurisdiction  of 
Massachusetts  should  be  limited  to  the  approval  of  securities  only  when 
the  proceeds  of  the  same  are  to  be  expended  within  the  commonwealth. 
Such  a  policy  would  leave  Massachusetts  helpless  in  the  hands  of  a 
company  over  which  it  would  have  no  proper  supervision,  and  would 
amount  in  practice  to  the  exclusive  supervision,  under  existing  condi- 
tions, by  the  State  of  Connecticut  over  all  the  interstate  security  issues 
of  the  company.  Neither  are  we  impressed  with  the  suggestion  that  the 
concurrent  action  of  other  States  in  supervising  security  issues  of  the 
company  would  be  found  impracticable  in  operation.  The  history  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  is 
conclusive  evidence  to  the  contrary. 

...  If  the  line  be  drawn  broadly  in  favor  of  the  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  each  of  the  several  States  by  which  a  consolidated  corporation 
has  been  created,  by  admitting  that  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  each 
extends  to  and  includes  all  matters  necessary  to  the  continuance  of  its 
franchise  therein,  including  extensions  of  lines  and  even  the  acquisition 
of  other  railroads  if  required  by  the  legislature  of  any  state,  as  was 
held  by  Mr.  Knowlton  (see  1  Op.  Atty.-Gen.,  118,  137;  see  also  Attor- 
ney-General V.  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  109  Mass.  99),  such  juris- 
diction would  not  extend  to  corporate  franchises  and  purposes  other 
than  those  embodied  in  the  several  reciprocal  charters;  and,  while  the 
acquisition  and  control  of  railroads  under  the  view  above  taken  might 
be  authorized  within  its  jurisdiction  by  one  State  alone,  the  jurisdiction 
of  any  one  State  could  hardly  extend  to  permit  a  corporation  to  enler 
upon  the  exercise  of  a  new  and  distinct  corporate  franchise  or  business. 

Under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  street  railway  corporations 
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have  always  been  distinguished  from  railroad  corporations,  and  a  cor- 
poration chartered  to  carry  on  a  railroad  could  not,  without  further 
authority,  establish,  acquire  or  operate  a  street  railway.  Therefore, 
even  upon  the  broadest  view  which  may  properly  be  taken  of  the 
implied  concessions  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  with  respect  to  the  con- 
trol in  that  state  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  such  concessions  would  not 
extend  to  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  street  railway  corporations 
in  Connecticut  by  purchase,  consolidation,  lease  or  otherwise;  and  the 
exercise  of  authority  gTanted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  the  prem- 
ises would  be  the  exercise  of  what  the  court  has  termed  "  powers  and 
franchises  of  a  general  character,  whose  eifect  upon  the  corporation 
would  not  be  merely  local,  but  would  work  changes  in  its  relations  to 
private  persons  and  to  the  public  authority  in  both  states  alike."  It 
follows,  therefore,  that  to  legalize  such  holdings  there  must  be  some 
direct  authority  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  section  47  does  not  invalidate  or 
even  forbid  the  acts  therein  described,  but  only  provides  that  they  may 
be  a  basis  for  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter.  If  such  forfeiture  is  not 
sought,  the  acts  would  appear  to  rest  upon  the  same  basis  as  any  act 
which  is  legal  where  accomplished,  but  ultra  vires  with  respect  to  Massa- 
chusetts. 

.  .  .  Chapter  462,  Acts  of  1894,  requires  the  approval  by  the  rail- 
road commissioners  of  the  issue  of  stock  And  bonds  to  prevent  so-called 
stock  watering,  and  provides  as  follows :  "  Railroad  and  street  railway 
companies,  whether  such  companies  are  organized  under  general  laws 
or  under  special  charter,  and  however  authorized  to  issue  capital  stock 
and  bonds,  shall  hereafter  issue  only  such  amounts  of  stock  and  bonds 
as  may  from  time  to  time,  upon  investigation  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners,  be  decided  and  voted  by  them  to  be  reasonably  requisite 
for  the  purjDose  for  which  such  issue  of  stocks  or  bonds  has  been  author- 
ized." .  .  .  Sections  47  and  57  both  appear  to  be  declarations  of  public 
policy,  and  57,  in  part  at  least,  a  statutory  declaration  of  the  common 
law.  The  provisions  of  section  66  are  first  found  in  legislation  before 
the  creation  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  prior  to  the 
authority  to  organize  a  railroad  under  the  provisions  of  general  law. 
It  is  also  to  be  considered  that  these  statutes  were  all  enacted  in  sub- 
stance before  the  passage  of  the  interstate  commerce  law  (1887)  and  its 
subsequent  amendments. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  history  of  this  legislation,  the  modified 
public  policy  of  Massachusetts  since  its  passage,  and  the  present  situa- 
tion as  we  find  it,  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  general 
legislation  enacted  as  follows :  — 

First.  —  To  authorize  such  issues  of  capital  stock  and  bonds  and  such 
consolidations  and  extensions  of  road  by  a  consolidated  corporation 
chartered  in  two  or  more  states,  including  authority  to  subscribe  for. 
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take  and  hold  the  stock,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or 
guarantee  the  bonds  or  dividends  of  any  other  corporation  engaged  in 
the  business  of  transporting  passengers  or  freight  or  both  as  a  common 
carrier,  or  in  any  business  properly  incidental  thereto,  as  the  public 
policy  of  any  one  of  such  States,  as  evidenced  by  legislative  acts,  may 
require  of  or  permit  to  such  consolidated  corporation  within  the  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  of  that  State. 

Second.  —  To  authorize  a  consolidated  corporation  to  subscribe  for, 
take  and  hold  the  stock,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or 
guarantee  the  bonds  or  dividends  of  any  corporation  engaged  in  the 
business  of  transporting  passengers  or  freight  or  both  as  a  common 
carrier,  or  in  any  business  properly  incidental  thereto,  such  other  corpo- 
ration or  corporations  to  be  designated  by  the  legislature  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  of  any  other  state  or  states  in  which  such  consolidated 
corporation  may  be  chartered. 

Third.  —  Both  of  these  provisions  should  be  conditioned  upon  the 
sujoervision  by  Massachusetts  authority  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  secure 
a  proper  value  for  all  investments  in  the  securities  of  other  corpora- 
tions and  for  all  expenditures  for  the  purchase  of  franchises  or  prop- 
erty in  connection  with  consolidations  or  extensions  of  lines,  which 
supervision  would  be  in  effect  an  approval  by  Massachusetts  of  stock  or 
bond  issues  in  respect  of  the  value  of  the  rights,  franchises  or  propei'ty 
received  therefor.  Provision  should,  however,  be  made  to  authorize 
the  issue  of  capital  and  other'  obligations  which  have  been  duly  author- 
ized or  required  by  the  laws  of  any  other  State  within  which  a  consoli- 
dated corporation  has  been  chartered  where  the  proceeds  of  the  securities 
so  issued  are  to  be  exclusively  expended  in  such  state,  upon  the  filing 
with  the  designated  authority  in  Massachusetts  of  satisfactory  -proof 
by  affidavit  or  otherwise  that  the  proceeds  are  to  be  so  expended  and 
for  purposes  of  transportation  or  incidental  thereto. 

Fourth.  —  Provision  should  also  be  made  to  authorize  the  issue  of 
bonds  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  capital  stock,  if  approved  by  com- 
petent authority  to  be  designated  by  the  legislature  for  that  purpose. 

Nothing  herein  suggested  contemplates  delegating  the  authority  of  the 
general  court  to  approve  the  acquisition  of  stocks  or  bonds  or  the 
guaranteeing  of  the  same  of  street  railway  companies  incorporated  in 
and  doing  business  in  this  commonwealth,  or  any  authority  to  acquire 
the  franchises  and  properties  of  said  companies. 

The  foregoing  suggestions  for  legislation,  if  enacted  into  law,  would 
establish  a  sound  rule  of  corporate  conduct  for  railroads  incorporated 
in  and  doing  business  in  this  and  other  states,  and  establish  a  clear  and 
certain  relation  of  such  earners  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. It  would  at  the  same  time  prevent  future  unsupervised  trans- 
actions, like  the  relationship  between  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  New  England  Navigation  Com- 
pany, and  prevent  unrestricted  stock  transactions  similar  to  the  New 
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York^  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company's  acquisition  of  the 
so-called  Rhode  Island  trolley  systems.  It  would  likewise  remove  any 
ground  for  a  claim  like  that  recently  made  by  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  asserted  in  attempting  the 
control  of  the  Massachusetts  trolley  lines.  On  the  other  hand  it  would 
make  certain  what  corporate  acts  might  be  authorized  by  the  public 
authorities  of  Massachusetts,  and  would  permit  this  Commonwealth  an 
opportunity  to  fully  review  and  be  completely  informed  with  respect  to 
the  corporate  acts  of  that  company.  .  .  . 

Fifty  years  of  railroad  progress  and  development  has  resulted,  by 
force  of  economic  conditions,  in  consolidation  of  properties  and  concen- 
tration of  management.  New  England  reflects  the  results  of  this  eco- 
nomic force  in  as  large  measure  as  any  portion  of  the  United  States. 
Prior  to  1908,  the  consent  and  acquiescence  of  certain  other  New  Eng- 
land States  in  the  corporate  conduct  of  some  of  the  principal  railroad 
corporations  of  New  England  resulted  in  the  practical  monopoly  of 
transportation  within  those  states;  the  action  of  Massachusetts  in 
creating  the  Boston  Railroad  Holding  Company,  and  its  subsequent 
action  in  validating  the  outstanding  securities  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  has  extended  this  practical 
monopoly  of  transportation  within  and  over  the  whole  area  of  the  New 
England  States,  by  land  and  sea.  This  monopoly  falls  short  of  complete 
achievement  by  the  action  of  the  public  authorities  of  Massachusetts, 
resulting  in  the  decree  of  devestment  in  the  so-called  trolley  merger 
case.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
incorporated  in  Massachusetts  and  other  states,  controls  this  trans- 
portation monopoly,  and  the  primary  issue  to  be  now  determined  is 
whether  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  maintain  a  concur- 
rent control  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  Whenever  the  exercise  of  its  franchises,  wherever  granted, 
affects  the  whole  area  served  by  it,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
is  entitled  as  of  right,  in  the  absence  of  federal  supervision  and  with 
due  regard  to  the  comity  that  exists  between  States,  to  exercise  a  con- 
current governmental  control  with  those  other  States  in  which  the 
company  is  incorporated  or  carries  on  its  business.  It  is,  however,  the 
right  of  each  of  these  States  to  exercise  exclusive  jurisdiction  within 
its  domain  over  the  corporate  acts  of  the  company  that  are  purely 
local.  To  illustrate :  the  public  authorities  of  Connecticut  rightfullj'^ 
may  require  of  the  company  the  improvement  of  its  station  facilities  at 
New  Haven  without  the  approval  of  the  public  authorities  of  Massa- 
chusetts. This  Commonwealth  may  rightfully  require  the  electrification 
of  the  company's  lines  at  Boston  without  the  acquiescence  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut.  But  the  company  should  not  be  permitted  or  suffered 
to  engage  in  transportation  by  water  from  the  port  of  Boston  to  the  port 
of  New  York,  nor  to  issue  its  corporate  securities  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  business  facilities  and  properties  necessary  therefor,  without  the 
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approval  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  not  denied  that  the  public  authorities 
of  Connecticut,  for  example,  may  have  the  right  of  concurrent  control; 
but  neither  that  State  nor  any  other  ought  to  exercise  exclusive  control 
over  a  transaction  of  this  character. 

We  are  well  aware  that  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  has  made  the  claim  of  single  State  control,  and  no 
doubt  a  substantial  portion  of  the  investing  public  will  contend  that 
the  modifications  of  statute  suggested  in  this  rejDort  do  not  go  far 
enough,  and  will  tend  to  handicap  and  restrict  the  expenditures  by  the 
company  for  improvements  both  in  this  commonwealth  and  elsewhere. 
With  this  position  we  do  not  find  ourselves  in  accord ;  for  we  are  con- 
vinced that  the  demands  for  improvements  in  transportation,  within 
the  commonwealth,  at  least,  will  be  better  and  more  sjDeedily  secured 
by  stringent  regulation  and  supervision  under  our  modified  laws  than 
otherwise.  If  we,  however,  shared  their  opinion,  our  conclusions  would 
be  the  same,  for  it  is  more  important  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts should  hold  in  her  hand  the  direction  of  her  affairs  than  that 
a  corporation  acting  under  the  larger  latitude  of  other  laws  should 
parcel  out  gratuities  to  her  people. 

The  corporate  history  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  is  complete  and  conclusive 
evidence  that  corporations  subject  to  the  laws  of  several  jurisdictions, 
but  whose  managements  have  been  found  to  be  in  accord  with  the 
policies  of  Massachusetts,  can  conduct  their  corporate  affairs  without 
creating  strained  relations  with  this  Commonwealth.  In  our  opinion 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  can  do 
the  same.  That  they  will  undertake  to  accept  and  acquiesce  in  our 
policies  and  laws  we  are  not  only  hopeful  but  confident.  In  the  event, 
however,  of  that  company's  undertaking  to  assert  a  right  conferred  by 
another  State  as  paramount  to  the  policies  and  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, we  urge  upon  the  general  court  the  enactment  of  sufficient 
penalty  sections,  making  the  stock  of  the  company  taxable  in  the  hands 
of  resident  holders;  closing  the  doors  of  the  savings  banks  of  Massa- 
chusetts against  its  bonds;  and  making  its  principal  officers  and  di- 
rectors, as  well  as  the  corporation  itself,  liable  for  violation  of  our 
laws.  .  .  . 

Massachusetts  claims  nothing  other  than  her  rights,  in  common  with 
her  sister  States;  but  she  does  demand  that  a  corporation  that  is  not 
exclusively  the  creation  of  any  one  of  those  States  shall  obey  her  laws 
and  conform  to  her  policies  so  long  as  such  company  shall  avail  itself 
of  the  privileges  granted  by  her  franchises  and  claim  the  protection  of 
her  laws. 

It  seems  imperative  that  some  action  he  taken  by  the  public 
authorities,  in  the  direction  indicated  by  the  report  of  the  Yali- 
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dation  Commission  or  otherwise,  to  assert  a  more  effective  con- 
trol over  the  IsTew  York,  iSTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
system,  and  to  secure  from  it  the  proper  performance  of  the 
obligation  it  has  voluntarily  assumed  of  supplying  the  trans- 
portation requirements  of  the  commonwealth. 

It  is  true  that  considerable  expenditures  have  recently  been 
made  for  improvements  of  the  roadbed,  increased  trackage 
facilities  and  additional  equipment,  both  on  the  ISTew  York, 
jSTew  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  and  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad,  and  that  large  additional  expenditures  for  electrifica- 
tion and  other  improvements  have  been  authorized.  The  man- 
agement of  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad 
system  is  apparently  doing  everything  in  its  power  to  meet  the 
demand  for  better  service  and  an  improvement  in  the  present 
conditions  of  transportation  may  be  confidently  anticipated. 
Nevertheless,  there  is  a  widespread  public  feeling  that  the  ISTew 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  system  has  become  so 
large,  and  is  made  up  of  so  many  heterogeneous  elements,  that 
it  is  difficult  to  operate  it  efficiently  under  a  single  control. 

It  is  the  consensus  of  intelligent  opinion  at  the  present  time 
that  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  system 
has  already  exceeded  the  proper  limits  of  combination,  and  that 
imless  it  proceeds  voluntarily  to  divest  itself  of  some  of  the 
properties  now  held  by  it,  there  is  little  doubt  that  some  other 
effectual  means  will  be  found  for  accomplishing  that  result. 
Indeed,  that  process  is  already  under  way.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  recent  act  of  Congress  in  relation  to  the  Panama 
canal,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  find  it  necessary  to  get  rid  of  the  steamship  lines 
which  it  now  owns.  Moreover,  as  a  result  of  the  recent  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  case,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  proceedings 
instituted  by  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  District  of  Massa- 
chusetts, against  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company,  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  various 
street  railway  companies  which  form  a  part  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Plartford  system,  for  an  alleged  viola-

tion  of  tlie  Slierman  Anti-Trust  Act,  may  be  revived.  Eefer- 
ence  lias  already  been  made  to  the  proceedings  recently  insti- 
tuted by  the  Department  of  Justice,  and  to  the  investigation 
which  is  now  being  held  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion. The  committee  on  rules  of  the  house  of  representatives 
is  also  considering  at  the  present  time  the  advisability  of  recom- 
mending a  congressional  investigation  of  the  entire  railroad 
situation  in  "New  England. 

The  facts  which  may  be  disclosed  by  these  inquiries  are 
likely  to  prove  helpful  in  determining  what  legislation,  state 
or  national,  may  be  required  in  order  to  deal  effectively  with 
the  present  situation.  It  seems  desirable,  in  the  interest  of  the 
]Srew  York,  E"ew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  no 
less  than  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  that  such  remedies  as 
may  reasonably  siiggest  themselves  after  intelligent  and  dis- 
passionate consideration  of  the  whole  problem,  shall  be  imme- 
diately applied  through  the  voluntary  action  of  the  company, 
or  enforced  by  appropriate  legislation. 

The  present  attitude  of  the  public  toward  the  ISFew  York, 
'New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  system  interferes  seriously 
with  the  efficient  operation  of  the  railroad,  and  is  prejudicial 
to  the  company  and  to  the  public  alike.  The  community  of 
interest  between  the  company  and  the  public  is  so  large  that 
each  is  bound  by  the  dictates  of  self-interest  to  deal  justly  by  the 
other.  Unreasonable  demands  on  the  part  of  the  public,  who 
are  free  from  responsibility  of  ownership,  for  larger  and  larger 
expenditures  by  the  railroad  companies,  as  well  as  for  a  con- 
stant reduction  of  rates,  may  easily  reduce  the  present  margin 
of  profit  in  railroad  operation  to  a  point  which  will  induce 
private  capital  to  seek  other  fields  of  investment,  and  thus  make 
it  impossible  for  the  railroad  companies  to  finance  the  necessary 
improvements  and  extensions  of  their  railroad  lines,  equipment 
and  station  facilities.  On  the  other  hand,  indifference  on  the 
part  of  the  railroad  companies  to  the  legitimate  transportation 
needs  of  the  communities  which  they  serve,  may  imperil  the 
continuance  of  the  present  relationship  under  which  the  com- 
panies are  permitted,  by  the  sufferance  of  the  public,  to  exercise 
functions  of  a  public  character. 
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What  is  most  needed  is  some  settlement  of  the  present  situa- 
tion that  will  lead  to  a  constrnctive  program  of  railroad  develop- 
ment through  the  co-operation  of  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  with  the  public  authorities. 
This  settlement,  however,  must  be  made  in  a  manner  to  meet 
the  reasonable  requirements  of  the  public,  and  in  conformity 
with  the  general  policies  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  are  hope- 
ful that  the  ISTew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  in  so  far  as  it  may  be  held  responsible  for  present 
conditions,  will  be  ready  to  make  such  concessions  as  may  be 
reasonable  and  proper,  in  order  to  establish  a  more  friendly 
relationship  with  the  people  of  the  commonwealth.  Any  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  company  to  adopt  this  course  will  force  the 
public  to  give  serious  consideration,  at  whatever  cost,  to  the 
adoption  of  a  policy  for-  the  control  of  railroad  transportation 
more  radical  than  any  heretofore  adopted  in  this  commonwealth.

Report  of  the  Board  on  an  order  of  the  general  court  relative  to 
delays  in  deliveries  of  coal  in  western  Massachusetts. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives : 

On  February  26,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  the  following  order, 
which  was  adopted  in  concurrence  by  the  house  of  representatives 
on  February  28,  1912,  and  forwarded  to  the  Board  on  March  1, 
1912: 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  raihoad  coininissioners  be  requested  to 
report  to  the  general  court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  next 
whether  or  not  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  employees  by  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  has  been  responsible  for  the  delay  in  deliveries  of 
coal  in  western  Massachusetts,  or  what  is  the  cause  of  such  delay. 

The  Board  gave  a  public  hearing,  and  has  made  an  investi- 
gation of  the  matter  referred  to  it  under  the  foregoing  order. 
Notice  of  the  hearing  was  given  by  advertising  in  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  Boston,  Springfield,  North  Adams  and  Pittsfield,  and  by 
mailing  notices  to  all  persons  who  bad  signified  any  interest  in  the 
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subject  matter  of  the  order  under  consideration.  The  hearing  was 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  railroads  referred  to  in  the 
order,  but  no  one  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  public. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  the  Board  expressed  its  desire 
to  receive  any  information  that  anyone  might  desire  to  furnish, 
and  to  consider  any  specific  cases  of  complaint  that  might  be  made 
relative  to  the  delay  in  the  delivery  of  coal  to  western  Massachusetts. 
At  the  suggestion  of  the  Board,  the  time  within  which  the  Board 
was  required  to  report  to  the  general  court  the  results  of  its  investi- 
gation was,  by  order  of  the  senate,  adopted  on  March  29,  1912, 
extended  to  April  6,  1912,  in  order  that  further  time  might  be 
given  to  any  interested  parties  to  acquaint  the  Board  with  any  facts 
pertinent  to  this  inquiry.  The  Board  has,  however,  failed  to  receive 
from  the  public  either  complaints  or  information  of  any  kind  rela- 
tive to  the  subject  matter  of  this  order,  either  at  or  subsequent  to 
the  public  hearing  thereon.  The  Board  has,  however,  made  such 
investigation  of  the  matter  as  it  has  found  possible,  within  the 
limitation  of  time,  and  consistent  with  its  consideration  of  other 
legislative  orders  and  resolves  referred  to  it,  and  the  transaction  of 
its  official  business. 

During  a  portion  of  the  past  winter  there  was  a  shortage  of  the 
coal  supply  in  western  Massachusetts,  which  seems  to  have  been 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  coal  dealers  in  that  section  had  a 
small  reserve  supply  of  coal,  and  were  unable  to  obtain  prompt 
delivery  of  the  coal  which  they  had  ordered.  Such  delay  in  delivery 
might  obviously  be  due  either  to  delay  in  filling  orders  at  the  mines, 
to  delay  in  transit  from  the  mines  to  junction  points  with  Massa- 
chusetts railroads,  or  to  delay  in  transit  from  such  junction  points 
to  destination. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  receives  its 
coal  shipments  from  connecting  lines  at  the  Harlem  River  and  at 
Hopewell,  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  at  Rotterdam,  Mechanicville 
and  Troy.  Neither  road  can  be  held  chargeable  for  any  delays  at 
the  mines  or  in  transit  from  the  mines  to  junction  points.  The 
responsibility  of  these  railroads  for  delay  in  coal  deliveries  is  to  be 
determined  by  the  answer  to  two  questions.  First,  did  they  move 
promptly  from  their  termini  all  coal  which  they  received  from  con- 
necting lines,  and  second,  did  they  handle  this  coal  to  destination 
without  undue  delay  in  transit  ? 

In  order  to  answer  these  and  other  questions  incident  to  the 
general  inquiry  embodied  in  the  resolve  referred  to  us,  the  Board 
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has  procured  certain  statistical  information,  from  which  it  has  com- 
piled certain  tables,  which  are  appended  to  this  report. 

Table  I  shows  the  movement  of  freight  received  from  connecting 
lines  at  the  western  termini  of  the  New  York,  Kew  Haven  and 
Hartford  and  Boston  and  Maine  railroads.  It  gives  for  each  rail- 
road the  number  of  cars  on  hand  on  the  first  of  each  month,  and  the 
number  of  cars  received  during  each  month  in  this  winter  period. 
It  appears  that  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  rail- 
road the  cars  on  hand  had  increased  at  the  end  of  one  month  by 
twenty-two;  at  the  end  of  two  months  they  had  decreased  by  one 
hundred  and  six,  and  at  the  end  of  three  months  they  had  increased 
by  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  Meantime,  there  were  received 
from  connecting  lines  during  these  three  months  132,277  cars. 
These  figures  indicate  that  the  freight  received  at  junction  points 
was  moved  without  delay,  as  an  increase  or  decrease  in  the  course 
of  a  month  of  one  or  two  hundred  in  the  number  of  cars  on  hand  has 
no  significance  in  an  average  daily  movement  of  nearly  fifteen 
hundred  cars. 

The  figures  given  for  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  which  are 
for  cars  of  coal,  as  distinct  from  other  freight,  show  that  the  cars 
on  hand  at  its  western  termini  had  increased  by  sixty-eight  during 
the  month  of  December,  and  that  there  was  a  further  increase  of 
one  car  during  the  month  of  January,  and  ninety-eight  cars  during 
the  month  of  February,  the  increase  in  this  month  being  undoubt- 
edly due  in  large  part  to  the  accident  at  the  Hoosac  tunnel.  The 
statement  also  shows  that  20,964  cars  of  coal  were  received  from 
connecting  lines  during  this  three-months  period. 

The  figures  given  above  were  computed  for  monthly  periods  from 
information  in  the  possession  of  the  Board,  showing  the  number  of 
cars  received  and  delivered  each  day  from  the  first  day  of  December 
to  the  first  day  of  March.  It  was  not  thought  necessary  to  set  out 
the  statement  in  such  detail,  but  the  daily  statement  shows,  perhaps 
even  more  clearly  than  the  monthly  statement,  that  no  freight 
received  was  allowed  to  accumulate  at  junction  points,  but  that 
both  railroads  moved  promptly  from  their  termini  all  coal  which 
they  received  from  their  connecting  lines. 

The  next  question  to  be  considered  is  whether  these  railroads 
handled  their  coal  to  destination  without  undue  delay  in  transit 
upon  their  own  lines.  The  answer  to  this  question  is  to  be  found 
in  Table  II,  which  shows  by  months  the  number  of  loaded  cars  of 
commercial  coal  delivered  at  the  various  stations  in  western  Massa- 
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chusetts,  and  the  average  time  of  transit  from  junction  points  with 
connecting  lines  to  destination.  For  purposes  of  comparison  this 
table  also  gives  the  same  information  by  months  for  the  previous 
year. 

On  the  ISTew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad,  the 
average  time  of  transit  from  junction  points  to  destination  for  all 
coal  delivered  to  all  stations  on  its  lines  in  western  Massachusetts 
in  December  last  was  3.12  days,  as  compared  with  3.76  days  in 
December  of  the  previous  year;  in  January  last  3.42  days  as  com- 
pared with  3.09  days  in  January  of  the  previous  year ;  and  in  Feb- 
ruary last  3.88  days  as  compared  with  2.81  days  in  February  of  the 
previous  year. 

A  similar  comparison  for  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  shows 
that  thfi  average  time  of  transit  in  December  last  was  2.64  days  as 
compared  with  3.56  days  in  December  of  the  previous  year;  in  Jan- 
uary last  3.39  days  as  compared  with  3.75  days  in  January  of  the 
previous  year;  and  in  February  last  5.02  days  as  compared  with 
2.69  days  in  February  of  the  previous  year. 

These  percentages  do  not  afford  an  absolutely  correct  basis  of 
comparison  for  consecutive  years,  as  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
deliveries  for  any  given  month  in  one  year  may  have  been  to  more 
distant  points  than  the  deliveries  for  the  same  month  of  the  other 
year.  But,  as  the  relative  needs  of  the  different  parts  of  the  terri- 
tory served  are  substantially  the  same  from  year  to  J^ear,  the  per- 
centages given  are  sufficiently  accurate  for  purposes  of  comparison. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  coal  shipments  on  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  were  handled  to  destination 
during  December  last  more  promptly  than  during  the  same  month 
of  the  previous  year.  During  January  last  the  time  of  transit  was 
on  the  average  about  one-third  of  a  day  more  than  in  January  of 
the  previous  year.  This  difference  may  reasonably  be  accounted 
for  by  the  increased  difficulties  of  operation,  due  to  the  unusually 
severe  weather  in  January  of  the  present  year.  In  February  last 
the  average  time  of  transit  was  about  one  day  longer  than  in  Feb- 
ruary of  the  previous  year.  This  delay  may  have  been  due  in  part 
to  congestion  resulting  from  the  delivery  of  nearly  twice  the  amount 
of  coal  that  was  delivered  during  the  same  month  in  the  previous 
year. 

On  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  the  coal  shipments  to  western 
Massachusetts  were  handled  more  promptly  during  the  months  of 
December  and  January  last  than  during  the  same  months  of  the 
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previous  year.  During  February  of  this  year,  however,  the  average 
time  of  transit  was  about  two  and  one-third  days  longer  than  in 
February  of  last  year.  This  bad  comparative  showing  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  on  account  of  the  accident  at  the  Hoosac  tunnel,  on  Feb- 
ruary 20,  business  was  entirely  suspended  for  four  days,  and  during 
the  balance  of  the  month  only  a  single  track  could  be  used. 

It  is  possible  that  coal  shipments  on  the  ISTew  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  railroad  during  February  last  should  have  been  han- 
dled to  their  destination  somewhat  more  promptly,  but  the  Board 
has  not  made  a  sufficient  study  of  operating  conditions  at  that  time 
to  warrant  any  definite  conclusion  on  that  point.  In  any  event,  an 
average  delay  of  one  day  in  delivery  should  not  have  had  any  very 
serious  results.  With  this  possible  exception,  the  facts  and  figures 
cited  show  clearly  that  both  the  Kew  York,  Kew  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford and  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroads  during  the  past  winter 
moved  their  coal  shipments  from  their  termini  to  points  in  western 
Massachusetts  without  undue  delay  in  transit  over  their  own  lines. 

As  we  have  already  shown  by  the  figures  given  in  Table  I  that 
both  railroads  moved  promptly  from  their  termini  all  coal  which 
they  received  from  connecting  lines,  the  general  conclusion  is  war- 
ranted, if  we  consider  the  traffic  as  a  whole,  that  neither  of  these 
railroads  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  any  unusual  delay  of  coal 
deliveries  in  western  Massachusetts. 

It  is  true  that  there  may  have  been  individual  cases  of  serious 
delay  on  both  railroads,  for  which  they  may  properly  be  held  ac- 
countable, but,  as  we  have  already  pointed  out,  such  cases  were  not 
called  to  our  attention,  and  in  any  event,  an  investigation  and 
report  on  specific  cases  is  not  contemplated  by  the  order.  More- 
over, as  all  such  cases  of  undue  delay  have  been  considered  in  com- 
puting the  average  time  of  transit,  they  do  not  impair  any  con- 
clusions based  upon  the  general  traffic  conditions  disclosed. 

If  there  was  no  undue  delay  on  the  part  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroads  in  deliver- 
ing coal  to  points  in  western  Massachusetts,  it  is  perhaps  unneces- 
sary to  inquire  whether  any  delay  resulted  from  the  reduction  in 
the  number  of  employees  on  these  roads.  We  have,  however,  com- 
piled in  Table  III  certain  figures  in  regard  to  the  number  of  em- 
ployees and  the  volume  of  business  upon  certain  divisions  of  both 
railroads  during  December,  January  and  February,  last,  as  com- 
pared with  the  same  three  months  of  the  previous  year.  If  these 
figures  are  to  be  accepted  as  a  fair  basis  of  comparison,  it  would! 
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appear  that  the  average  number  of  freight  trainmen  on  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  was  four  per  cent  larger 
while  the  volume  of  business  handled  was  five  per  cent  greater  than 
in  the  previous  year.  It  would  also  appear  that  on  the  divisions 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  which  serve  this  territory  the 
average  number  of  freight  trainmen  and  yardmen  was  6.3  per  cent 
less,  while  the  volume  of  business  handled  was  12.3  per  cent  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  As  there  was  apparently  no  reduction 
of  the  employees  in  the  freight  service  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  railroad,  and  as  the  reduction  of  employees  in 
the  freight  service  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  was  offset  by 
a  much  larger  percentage  of  decrease  in  the  volume  of  business,  we 
do  not  find  that  the  reduction  of  employees  on  either  road  was 
responsible  for  any  delay  in  coal  deliveries. 

If  the  delay  in  the  delivery  of  coal  to  western  Massachusetts  was 
not  due  to  operating  conditions  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroads,  to  what  causes  was 
it  due?  In  Tables  IV  and  V  certain  information  is  given  which 
may  assist  in  answering  this  inquiry.  It  appears  that  in  December 
last  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  more  cars  of  coal  were  delivered 
in  western  Massachusetts  than  in  December  of  the  previous  year, 
and  in  February  last  eight  hundred  and  forty-one  more  cars  than 
in  February  of  the  previous  year.  In  January  last,  however,  nine 
hundred  and  thirty-six  less  cars  of  coal  were  delivered  than  in  Jan- 
uary of  the  previous  year. 

As  the  average  temperature  in  December  last  was  considerably 
higher  than  in  December  of  the  previous  year,  and  as  the  average 
temperature  in  February  was  substantially  the  same  during  the  two 
years,  the  coal  consumption  in  these  months  last  winter  cannot  have 
been  largely  in  excess  of  the  consumption  for  the  same  months  in 
the  previous  winter.  This  indicates  that  the  coal  shortage  in  west- 
ern Massachusetts  must  have  been  due  to  insufficient  coal  deliveries 
in  the  month  of  January,  accompanied  by  unusually  severe  weather, 
which  increased  the  normal  coal  consumption.  This  shortage  in 
supply  was  not  confined  to  western  Massachusetts,  as  it  appears 
from  information  in  our  possession  that  the  total  number  of  cars 
received  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  at  its  western  termini 
for  delivery  to  all  points  on  its  system  was  twenty-five  hundred  less 
in  January  of  this  year  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  ago. 

During  the  month  of  January,  as  we  have  already  shown  by  the 
figures  given  in  Tables  I  and  II,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
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Hartford  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroads  forwarded  promptly 
to  destination  all  cars  of  coal  which  they  received  from  their  con- 
necting lines.  The  shortage  in  this  month  must  therefore  have  been 
due  to  delays  on  these  connecting  lines,  or  to  delays  in  filling  orders 
at  the  mines. 

We  have  no  authority  to  investigate  operating  conditions  upon 
railroads  in  other  states  nor  the  distribution  of  coal  shipments 
from  the  mines.  As  the  month  of  January  was  one  of  the  worst 
months  for  railroad  operation  in  a  generation  it  is  possible  that 
some  delays  in  coal  delivery  may  have  occurred  upon  railroads  in 
other  states.  Eeference  has  also  been  made  to  the  fact  that  through- 
out a  large  portion  of  the  country  the  average  temperature  for  the 
month  of  January  was  the  lowest  of  any  month  for  many  years. 
This  naturally  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  the  normal  coal  con- 
sumption, and  the  mines  were  unable  to  respond  promptly  to  the 
sudden  increase  in  demand  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  While 
in  the  absence  of  any  definite  information  it  is  impossible  for  us  to 
do  more  than  hazard  an  opinion,  we  believe  that  the  shortage  in 
coal  delivery  in  western  Massachusetts  was  due  either  to  delay  in 
filling  the  orders  at  the  mines  or  to  delay  in  transit  from  the  mines 
to  the  western  termini  of  Massachusetts  railroads,  and  probably  due 
in  the  main  to  the  former  cause.  This  view  is  substantiated  by  the 
fact  that  the  shortage  of  coal  during  this  month  was  not  peculiar  to 
western  Massachusetts,  but  was  a  general  condition  in  nearly  all 
communities  having  a  small  reserve  supply  of  coal,  not  only  in 
Massachusetts,  but  in  other  states.  We  believe  that  the  conditions 
to  which  we  have  just  referred  afford  a  reasonable  and  sufficient 
explanation  for  any  delays  which  may  have  occurred  in  the  delivery 
of  coal  to  points  in  western  Massachusetts.

Report  of  the  Board  on  an  order  of  the  general  court  relative  to 
charges  for  commutation  tickets  hy  railroad  corporations. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Bepresentatives : 
Special  Report  on  Resolves  of  1911,  Chapter  118. 
Chapter  118  of  the  resolves  of  1911,  providing  for  an  investiga- 
tion and  a  report  concerning  charges  for  commutation  tickets  by 
railroad  corporations,  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  continue  its  consideration  and  investigation  of  the  issue  by 
railroad  corporations  of  quarterly  and  monthly  tickets  at  a  propor- 
tional rate  or  at  a  more  equitable  rate  than  is  now  charged;  and  to 
enlarge  its  investigation  to  include  a  study  of  the  equalization  of  all 
rates  for  commutation  tickets,  and  a  form  of  uniform  commutation 
ticket  upon  all  the  railroads  of  the  commonwealth,  and  to  report  to  the 
nest  general  court,  not  later  than  February  fifteenth,  with  its  recom- 
mendations in  the  premises,  and  a  draft  of  a  bill  authorizing  the  board 
to  determine  and  fix  rates  and  forms  of  ticket  as  aforesaid.  The  board 
is  further  requested,  as  a  part  of  the  said  investigation,  to  consider 
and  report  upon  the  specific  proposals  for  legislation  contained  in 
house  bills  numbered  five  hundred  and  eight  and  eleven  hundred  and 
forty-two,  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  and  in  the  accompanying 
petitions. 

House  bill  numbered  508,  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  resolve, 
reads  as  follows: 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Issuing  op  Commutation  Tickets  by  Rail- 
road Corporations. 
Section  1.  Every  railroad  company  doing  business  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  issue  quarterly, 
or  three  months,  commutation  tickets  to  and  from  all  stations  on  its 
lines  within  this  commonwealth. 
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Section"  2.  The  rate  charged  by  any  railroad  company  for  quar- 
terly commutation  tickets  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  for  each  mile 
separating  the  stations  between  which  the  tickets  are  issued  for  the 
fuU  period  of  time  for  which  the  ticket  is  issued. 

Section  3.  Every  railroad  company  doing  business  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  issue  quarterly 
commutation  tickets  to  any  student  at  any  school,  college  or  professional 
school  situated  within  this  commonwealth,  at  a  rate  which  shall  not 
exceed  two-thirds  of  the  regular  rate  charged  for  commutation  tickets, 
upon  the  production  by  the  student  of  a  certificate  from  some  official 
of  the  school,  college  or  professional  school  which  he  attends,  stating 
that  the  applicant  is  a  bona  fide  student  at  such  school,  college  or  pro- 
fessional school,  and  uses  the  railroad  ,as  a  means  of  conveyance  from 
bis  place  of  residence  to  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  school,  college 
or  professional  school  is  located. 

House  bill  numbered  1143,  also  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  re- 
solve, reads  as  follows : 

An  Act  to  establish  a  Maximum  Rate  of  Two  Cents  a  Mile  upon 
THE  Standard  Gauge  Railroads  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  1.  The  rate  of  fare  on  all  steam  railroads  of  standard  gauge 
in  this  commonwealth  shall  not  exceed  two  cents  per  mile,  or  fraction 
thereof,  for  each  passenger,  provided,  that  the  minimum  fare  may  be 
five  cents. 

Section  2.  Any  corporation  or  person  who  demands  or  receives  more 
than  the  above  rate  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offence. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  not  apjDly  to  a  railroad  operating  less  than 
twenty-five  miles  of  trackage,  providing  said  railroad  is  not  leased  to 
a  railroad  company  operating  more  than  twenty-five  miles. 

The  Board  has  given  a  hearing  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the 
foregoing  resolve  and  the  specific  proposals  for  legislation  contained 
in  house  bills  numbered  508  and  1142  of  the  year  1911,  and  has 
made  an  investigation  of  the  existing  tariffs  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  upon  the  several  railroads  operating  in  the  common- 
wealth. 

This  inquiry  disclosed  a  wide  diversity  in  the  rates  charged  for 
season  tickets  for  similar  distances  and  for  communities  under  the 
same  general  conditions,  not  only  upon  di^erent  railroads,  but  upon 
different  portions  of  the  same  railroad.  These  rates  were  originally 
fixed  by  many  independent  and  competing  railroads  which  have 
since  been  consolidated  in  a  few  systems.    However  reasonable  these 
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differences  in  rates  may  originally  have  been  for  different  railroads 
operating  under  different  conditions,  they  cannot  be  justified  on  any 
reasonable  basis  at  the  present  time. 

In  order  to  remove  existing  discriminations  which  furnish  a 
frequent  and  just  cause  for  complaint,  we  recommend  a  readjust- 
ment of  the  rates  charged  for  season  tickets  upon  the  basis  of 
uniform  rates,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  upon  all  rail- 
roads for  like  distances  between  station  points.  If,  however,  the 
amounts  paid  by  the  public  are  in  any  degree  to  correspond  to  the 
cost  of  services  rendered,  season  tickets  should  be  sold  at  a  lower 
mileage  rate  for  a  longer  than  for  a  shorter  distance.  ISTot  only  is 
this  principle  economically  sound,  but  it  is  so  strongly  embedded 
in  railroad  practice  that  any  provision  such  as  that  contained  in 
section  2  of  house  bill  numbered  508,  fixing  a  uniform  rate  per  mile 
for  season  tickets  without  reference  to  the  distance  travelled,  would 
result  in  a  violent  and  unjustifiable  disturbance  of  existing  rates. 
We  believe,  however,  it  is  possible  to  devise  an  equitable  system  of 
graduated  mileage  charges  based  upon  the  distance  travelled,  and 
uniform  between  ajl  equi-distant  points. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  practice  of  issuing 
quarterly  tickets  upon  more  favorable  terms  than  monthly  tickets 
is  a  hardship  to  persons  of  limited  means.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  all  season  tickets  be  adjusted  on  a  monthly  basis. 

In  any  readjustment  of  existing  rates  it  may  be  found  impossible 
to  preserve  to  specially  favored  communities  the  unduly  advanta- 
geous rates  which  are  now  given  them  at  the  expense  of  other 
patrons  of  the  road,  but  we  believe  it  will  be  found  possible  to 
secure  to  the  large  majority  of  season  ticket  holders  more  favorable 
rates  than  they  now  enjoy. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  existing  law  requiring  railroad  cor- 
porations to  transport  pupils  of  the  public  or  other  schools  at 
reduced  rates  of  fare.  As  a  matter  of  practice,  however,  season 
tickets  are  issued  to  such  pupils  at  reduced  rates  upon  some  portion 
at  least  of  the  principal  railroads  in  the  commonwealth.  On  other 
portions  of  the  same  railroads,  however,  such  tickets  cannot  be 
procured.  Moreover,  where  these  tickets  are  issued,  there  is  a  wide 
diversity  in  regard  to  the  class  of  pupils  who  may  procure  them,  in 
regard  to  the  age  limit  imposed,  and  in  regard  to  the  amount  of 
reduction  from  the  regular  rates  of  fare.  The  lack  of  uniformity 
in  regard  to  such  tickets  is  as  great  as  in  the  case  of  regular  season 
tickets,  and  is  due  to  the  same  cause.  We  believe  it  is  equally 
desirable  that  such  tickets  should  be  issued  upon  some  uniform 
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basis.  We  therefore  recommend  that  season  tickets  be  issued  to 
such  pupils  of  the  public  and  other  schools  as  are  now,  by  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  567  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  required  to  be  trans- 
ported at  reduced  rates  by  street  and  elevated  railway  companies, 
and  that  the  rates  for  such  tickets  shall  not  exceed  one-half  the 
regular  fare  charged  for  the  transportation  of  other  passengers. 

The  Board  has  been  requested,  not  only  to  investigate  the  subject 
of  season  and  commutation  tickets  specially  referred  to  in  the  re- 
solve and  house  bill  numbered  508,  but  also  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  specific  proposal  contained  in  house  bill  numbered  1143, 
which  provides  in  effect  for  a  maximum  mileage  rate  of  two  cents 
a  mile  for  single  trip  tickets  upon  all  the  principal  railroads  in  the 
commonwealth.  A  few  years  ago,  without  any  legislative  action  or 
public  demand,  a  flat  rate  of  two  cents  a  mile  was  established  by 
the  ISTew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  over 
its  entire  line,  but  after  a  trial  of  nearly  three  years  the  results 
were  found  unsatisfactory,  and  the  experiment  was  abandoned.  At 
the  present  time  the  rate  for  single  tickets  is  two  cents  a  mile  upon 
the  divisions  of  the  different  railroads  where  there  is  the  greatest 
volume  and  density  of  travel;  but  the  mileage  rate  on  other  divi- 
sions is  two  and  a  quarter  or  two  and  a  half  cents  a  mile;  and  in  a 
few  sparsely  settled  communities  served  by  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad  the  present  rate  is  as  high  as  two  and  three-quarters  cents 
a  mile. 

If  the  maximum  mileage  rate  were  fixed  at  two  cents  a  mile,  as 
provided  in  house  bill  numbered  1142,  it  would  result  in  a  large 
reduction  of  the  revenues  now  received  by  the  railroads  from  their 
passenger  traffic.  Any  such  enactment,  unless  it  should  be  predi- 
cated upon  a  thorough  investigation  which  would  permit  a  fair 
conclusion  as  to  the  justice  of  its  operation,  would  be  of  doubtful 
constitutionality.  As  the  companies  do  not  keep  any  separate  cost 
accounts  of  their  intrastate  business  or  of  their  passenger  service 
as  distinct  from  their  freight  service,  there  is  no  information  readily 
available  to  the  Board  which  would  enable  it  to  determine  the 
reasonableness  of  a  flat  two-cent  rate.  There  is  no  insuperable  diffi- 
culty in  determining  the  actual  effect  of  such  a  rate  with  approxi- 
mate accuracy,  but  it  would  require  a  large  special  appropriation 
for  a  proper  expert  investigation.  Such  an  inquiry,  moreover, 
would  be  somewhat  outside  the  usual  functions  of  the  Board,  which 
is  not  a  general  rate-making  body.  The  Board,  therefore,  does  not 
feel  that  it   can  obtain   through   its   ordinary   agencies   sufficient 
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statistical  information  to  warrant  it  in  recommending  the  legisla- 
tion proposed. 

It  may  be  proper  to  point  out  that  a  flat  rate  of  two  cents  a  mile 
can  now  be  obtained  by  the  purchase  of  a  mileage  book  of  five  hun- 
dred miles  upon  all  the  principal  railroads  in  the  commonwealth. 
Moreover,  all  those  who  use  the  railroads  to  any  considerable  extent 
can  obtain  a  rate  very  much  lower  than  two  cents  a  mile  by  the 
purchase  of  season  tickets,  trip  tickets,  excursion  tickets,  working- 
men's  tickets  and  other  special  tickets  issued  at  reduced  rates. 

It  is  also  our  opinion  that  the  public  would  nob  generally  approve 
of  any  radical  reduction  of  railroad  rates  which  might  stand  in  the 
way  of  improvements  in  facilities,  such  as  new  equipment,  tunnels, 
electrification  and  grade  crossing  eliminations,  which  are  now  so 
earnestly  desired. 

The  Board  submits  herewith  a  draft  of  an  act  embodying  the . 
foregoing  recommendations.

An  Act  to  provide  foe  the  Issue  of  Monthly  Tickets  by 
Eailroad  Corporations. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  dy  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
folloivs: 

Section  1.  Every  railroad  corporation  operating  in  the  common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  shall  issue  monthly  tickets  to  and  from  all 
stations  on  its  lines  within  the  commonwealth.  The  said  tickets 
before  issuance  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners,  both  as  to  the  rate  of  fare  and  the  conditions  named 
therein.  So  far  as  is  practicable  the  rates  of  fare  on  all  roads  for 
like  distances  between  station  points  shall  be  equal. 

Section  2.  Pupils  of  the  public  day  schools  or  public  evening 
schools  or  industrial  day  or  evening  schools  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  five  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  six  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  or  pri- 
vate schools,  upon  the  production  by  such  pupils  of  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  head-master  or  other  official  of  any  such  school  which 
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they  attend,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  monthh^  tickets  for 
transjDortation  between  a  given  point  from  or  to  which  it  is  necessary 
for  them  to  ride  in  travelling  to  or  from  the  school  houses  in  which 
they  attend  school  and  their  homes,  at  a  rate  of  fare  not  exceeding 
one-half  the  regular  fare  charged  for  such  commutation  tickets  for 
other  passengers  between  said  points. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve. 


Becomniendation  of  the  Board  relative  to  the  issuing  of  monthly 
commutation  ticl-ets  hy  railroad  corporations. 
It  appearing,  after  investigation  and  careful  consideration,  that 
the  rates  charged  for  season  tickets  upon  the  different  railroads 
and  divisions  thereof  within  the  commonwealth  are  unjustly  dis- 
criminatory or  unjustly  preferential,  and  that  a  readjustment  and 
equalization  of  existing  rates  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  commu- 
nities under  similar  conditions  may  enjoy  a  corresponding  rate  of 
fare,  the  Board  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

Every  railroad  corporation  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers within  the  commonwealth,  except  the  Boston,  Eevere  Beach  and 
Lynn  Eaikoad  Company,  shall  sell  a  monthly  season  ticket  good  for 
sixty  rides  between  any  two  stations  on  its  hnes  except  between  Boston 
and  points  within  the  suburban  zone  where  the  twelve-ride  commutation 
tickets,  authorized  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  Acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  are  now  effective.  The  price  of  such 
tickets  shall  be  uniform  for  like  distances,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
table  of  rates  appended  hereto. 

Every  such  corporation  shall  also  issue  a  monthly  season  ticket  good 
for  forty-six  rides,  which  shall  be  available  to  pupils  of  the  public  day 
schools  or  public  evening  schools  or  industrial  day  or  evening  schools 
organized  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  five  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and  Acts  in  amendment 
thereof,  or  jDrivate  schools,  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil  and  a  teacher  of  the  school, 
for  transportation  between  any  two  of  such  stations  on  the  lines  of  such 
corporation  from  or  to  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  ride  in  trav- 
elling to  or  from  the  schoolhouses  in  which  they  attend  school  and  their 
homes.  The  price  of  such  tickets  shall  not  exceed  one-half  the  price 
charged  for  the  regular  monthly  sixty-ride  tickets,  provided,  however, 
that  a  minimum  price  of  two  dollars  may  be  charged  for  a  distance  of 
six  miles  or  less.

All  general  rates  for  distances  beyond  thirty-five  miles  shall  be  based 
on  one-half  a  cent  per  mile  per  ride,  using  the  half-mile  thus :  $10.65  for 
thirty-six  miles  or  less  is  constructed  on  35.5  miles  at  half  a  cent  per 
mile.  Pupils'  rates  shall  be  one-half  thereof.  The  amount  in  each  ease 
shall  be  raised  sufficiently  to  be  divisible  by  five. 

All  season  tickets,  before  issuance,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  as  to  the  form  thereof  and  the  conditions  named  therein. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  issue  of- 
season  tickets  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections  187  and 
188  of  part  II  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  Acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  six. 

These  recommendations  are  to  become  effective  on  January  1,  1913,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 


The  Board  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  the  above 
schedules  of  uniform  monthly  rates  for.  season  tickets  by  the  differ- 
ent railroad  corporations  miglit  well  be  accompanied  by  a  more 
liberal  policy  on  their  part  with  reference  to  the  interchangeability 
of  railea2:e  tickets. 
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While  it  may  not  be  within  the  power  of  the  Board  to  make  any 
recommendation  on  this  matter,  and  while  we  recognize  that  it 
may  not  be  practicable  at  this  time  to  provide  for  the  complete 
interchangeability  of  mileage  tickets,  we  would  suggest  to  the  rail- 
road companies  the  desirability  of  their  issuing  mileage  tickets  of 
one  thousand  miles  each,  good  for  bearer,  the  tickets  issued  by  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
Company  to  be  good  over  the  lines  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  as  well  as  over  their  ovm  respec- 
tive lines,  and  the  tickets  issued  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  be  good  over  the  lines  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  and  over  the  lines  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  Company  as  well  as  over  its  own  lines,  and  such  tickets 
to  be  in  addition  to  the  mileage  tickets  of  five  hundred  miles  each 
which  are  now  available  for  use  upon  the  lines  of  each  of  said 
companies.  If  this  arrangement  should  meet  with  the  favorable 
consideration  of  the  railroad  companies  it  would,  in  our  opinion, 
obviate  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  issuing  mileage  tickets  fully 
interchangeable  between  all  the  railroad  companies,  while  accom- 
plishing substantially  the  same  result  for  patrons  of  the  railroads 
within  the  commonwealth.

Recommendations  of  the  Board  with  respect  to   the  manning  of 

freight  trains. 
On  May  13,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  the  following  order: 

Ordered;  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  is  hereby  directed 
to  investigate  forthwith  the  operating  and  manning  of  railroad  freight 
trains  in  this  commonwealth  and  to  make  such  order,  regulation  or 
recommendation  as,  upon  investigation,  the  Board  may  think  necessary 
for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  public  or  of  the  employees  of  the 
railroad  company  operating  such  trains,  and  particularly  as  to  the 
number  of  brakemen  to  be  assigned  to  such  trains.  The  Board  shall 
report  the  result  of  its  investigation  to  the  senate  as  soon  as  practicable, 
and  shall  accompany  its  report  with  a  copy  of  the  order,  regulation 
or  recommendation  made  by  it. 
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Public  hearings  have  been  held  on  the  foregoing  order;  and 
after  investigation  and  further  consideration,  the  Board  recom- 
mends to  the  managements  of  railroads  operating  in  this  common- 
wealth : 

(1)  That  all  freight  trains  operated  on  main  line  tracks,  and 
all  freight  trains  operated  on  branch  tracks  for  a  distance  of  five 
miles  or  more,  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  two  brakemen. 

(2)  That  all  freight  trains  propelled  by  two  locomotives  for  a 
distance  of  ten  or  more  miles,  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three 
brakemen. 

(3)  That  all  freight  trains  while  using  the  opposite  main  track 
for  the  purpose  of  allowing  trains  to  pass,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
setting  out  and  taking  in  cars,  where  a  brakeman  is  required  to 
protect  the  opposite  track,  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three 
brakemen. 

(4)  That  all  light  engines  operated  for  a  distance  of  ten  or 
more  miles  shall  be  provided  with  a  brakeman. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Board  that  the  foregoing  recom- 
mendations shall  be  construed  to  appl}^  to  cases  of  emergency  which 
may  from  time  to  time  arise  in  the  operation  of  the  railroad. 

September  3,  1912,  is  hereby  fixed  as  the  time  when  the  foregoing 
recommendations  shall  become  effective,  and  the  Board  reserves  the 
right  to  revise  the  same  should  occasion  require.

Petition  of  the  Peabody  Board  of  Trade  relative  to  service  and 
accommodations  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  hetiueen 
Boston  and  Peahody. 

In  this  case  complaint  was  made  of  the  train  service  on  the 
Boston  and  Maine  railroad  between  Peabody  and  Boston,  because 
there  was  no  train  leaving  Peabody  for  Boston  over  either  division 
between  9.12  a.m.  and  11.48  a.m.,  and  because  trains  operating  at 
certain  hours  repeatedly  arrived  at  their  destination  many  minutes 
later  than  the  scheduled  time. 

As  the  result  of  improvements  in  operation  made  after  con- 
ference between  the  Board  and  "the  officials  of  the  company,  delays 
in  tbe  arrival  of  trains  have  been  largely  eliminated,  and  the  Board 
is  informed  that  the  service  in  this  respect  is  now  satisfactory. 
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The  Board  also  believes  that  the  residents  of  Peabody  are  reason- 
ably entitled  to  additional  train  service  between  9.12  a.m.  and  11.48 
A.M.,  and  therefore  recommends  that  a  train  be  run  from  Peabody 
so  as  to  connect  at  Wakefield  Junction  with  train  numbered  146 
due  at  that  point  at  10.40  a.m.,  and  that  the  latter  train  be  sched- 
uled to  stop  at  "Wakefield  Junction  to  receive  passengers  for  Boston.

Petition  of  J.   Eussel  Marble  and   others  relative  to   inadequate 
passenger  train  service  on  the  Providence  and  Worcester  divi- 
sion of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad. 
After  a  public  hearing  and  further  consideration,  the  Board  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  present  service   on  the   Providence   and 
Worcester  division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
railroad  is  reasonably  adequate  for  the  accommodation  of  those 
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who  desire  to  travel  between  Worcester  and  the  various  points  on 
the  said  division  of  the  company's  railroad  between  Worcester  and 
Blackstone.

Petition  of  William  A.  Thihodeau,  general  counsel,  Automohile 
Legal  Association,  relative  to  rates  for  automohiles  charged  iy 
the  New  Bedford,  Martha's  Vineyard  and  NantucJcet  Steam- 
boat Company  between  Woods  Hole  and  Martha's  Vineyard. 

The  petitioner  desired  a  reduction  in  the  rates  charged  by  the 
company  for  the  transportation  of  automobiles  between  New  Bed- 
ford or  Woods  Hole  and  Martha's  Vineyard. 

The  Board  recommended  that  the  company  revise  its  local  freight 
tariff  so  as  to  provide  for  a  reduction  in  the  rates  charged  by  the 
company  for  the  transportation  of  small,  light-weight  cars  between 
those  points.  The  company  accordingly  prepared,  and  made  effec- 
tive April  25,  1912,  a  revised  tariff  applying  to  automobiles  trans- 
ported by  the  company.  This  tariff  shows  a  reduction  in  the  rates, 
formerly  charged  for  cars  weighing  under  fifteen  hundred  pounds 
and  cars  weighing  between  two  thousand  and  twenty-five  hundred 
pounds,  but  provides  for  an  increase  in  the  rates  formerly  charged 
for  closed  cars  and  cars  weighing  over  thirty-five  hundred  pounds. 

The  Board  believes  that  the  company  should  be  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity until  the  close  of  the  present  summer  season  to  show  the 
practical  effect  of  the  operation  of  the  new  tariff,  but  reserves  the 
right,  upon  the  petition  of  any  interested  party  or  on  its  own 
motion,  to  reopen  the  case  at  a  later  time  and  to  make  such  further 
recommendations  as  it  may  deem  proper.

At  the  present  time  passengers  on  the  Bay  State  street  railway 
may  ride  between  the  center  of  Brockton  and  Ahington  Center  in 
the  town  of  Ahington  for  a  five-cent  fare.  The  petitioners  desire  an 
extension  of  the  fare  limits  so  as  to  enahle  passengers  to  ride  be- 
tween the  center  of  Brockton  and  North  Ahington  for  the  same 
fare. 

A  similar  petition  has  already  been  considered  by  the  Board, 
and  an  order  thereon  was  issued  on  December  5,  1910.  At  that 
time,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  order,  the  Board  declined  to 
recommend  any  extension  of  the  present  fare  limits. 

The  petition  is  now  renewed  in  view  of  the  following  statement 
in  the  order  then  issued: 

We  appreciate,  however,  that  the  issue  presented  is  a  close  one,  and 
a  substantial  increase  in  travel  and  the  consequent  increase  in  revenue 
might  lead  us  to  an  opposite  conclusion. 

While  we  make  no  recommendation  at  this  time,  the  case  may  be  con- 
tinued with  leave  to  the  petitioners  to  again  bring  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  when  substantially  different  conditions  develop. 

At  the  hearing  on  the  present  petition  no  evidence  was  pre- 
sented of  any  substantial  increase  in  travel  on  this  portion  of  the 
company's  line,  or  of  any  other  change  in  conditions  which  would 
warrant  the  Board  in  reversing  its  former  finding  in  this  case.. 
The  petition  ma}'-,  however,  be  renewed  at  any  time  when  the  peti- 
tioners are  prepared  to  show  a  substantial  change  of  conditions 
upon  this  line,  or  when  a  sufficient  period  of  time  has  elapsed  to 
justify  a  reopening  of  the  entire  case.

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Ealph  T.  Leith  and  others  rela- 
tive to  service  on  the  Lowell-Tewksbury  line  of  the  Bay  State  street 
railway,  the  company  has  notified  the  Board  that  it  has  granted  the 
additional  accommodations  requested  in  paragraphs  one,  four  and 
six  of  the  petition.

After  conference  with  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen 
and  the  counsel  for  the  town  it  was  agreed  that  the  petitioners  were 
satisfied  with  the  accommodations  granted  and  desired  no  further 
action  in  regard  to  the  remainder  of  the  petition.

Petition  of  residents  of  North  Saugus  relative  to  transfers  on  the 
Bay  State  street  railway  between  Lynn  and  North  Saugus. 

The  petitioners  desire  the  company  to  furnish  to  passengers  upon 
the  line  of  its  railway  between  North  Saugus  and  Central  square, 
Lynn,  free  transfers  at  Central  square  to  and  from  the  other  rail- 
way lines  of  the  company. 

As  transfer  privileges  similar  to  those  requested  by  the  peti- 
tioners are  now  furnished  all  other  communities  within  the  five- 
cent  fare  zone  adjacent  to  the  city  of  Lynn,  including  other  sections 
of  the  town  of  Saugus,  the  Board  recommends  that  the  transfer 
privileges  requested  by  the  petitioners  be  granted  by  the  company.

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Petition  of  the  selectmen  of  West  Neivhury  for  reduction  of  fares 
between  the  center  of  the  town  and  the  city  of  Haverhill,  on  the 
Bay  State  street  railway.

The  petitioners  ask  a  reduction  of  fares  upon  the  Bay  State  street 
railway  so  as  to  allow  regular  patrons  of  the  road  during  certain 
hours  of  the  day  to  ride  between  the  Town  Hall  in  West  Newbury 
and  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  station  in  Haverhill  for  a  five- 
cent  fare. 

At  the  present  time  the  regular  fare  between  these  points,  a  dis- 
tance of  7.52  miles,  is  ten  cents.  For  the  benefit  of  people  in  West 
ISTewbury  riding  to  and  from  their  place  of  employment  in  Haverhill 
the  company  reduced  this  fare  during  certain  hours  of  the  day  to 
seven  cents.  By  an  order  of  the  Board  dated  May  18,  1906,  this 
special  fare  was  made  good  as  far  as  Indian  River,  in  West  New- 
bury, a  maximum  distance  of  8.57  miles. 

In  support  of  their  claims  for  a  reduction  of  fares,  the  petitioners 
called  attention  to  the  existence  of  a  five-cent  fare  for  worldngmen 
between  Haverhill  and  Georgetown  square,  a  distance  of  6.36  miles, 
and  between  Byfield  and  Newbury  port,  a  distance  of  8.11  miles. 
On  the  basis  of  mileage  both  the  rates  cited  are  exceptionally  low, 
and  are  not  typical  of  the  rates  generally  charged  by  the  company 
for  workingmen's  tickets. 

Whatever  reasons  may  have  prompted  the  company  in  creating  or 
maintaining  these  rates,  the  Board  cannot  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  making  them  applicable  over  the  entire  railway  system  of 
the  company.  If  the  fare  between  Byfield  and  ISTewburyport  in 
particular  were  adopted  as  a  standard  for  fixing  fares  between  other 
points,  we  believe  that  the  company  could  not  continue  to  do  busi- 
ness. In  the  other  precedent  upon  which  the  petitioners  rely,  the 
fare  from  Haverhill  to  Georgetown  square,  the  distance  is  more  than 
a  mile  less  than  from  Haverhill  to  the  Town  Hall  in  West  Newbury. 
The  fact  that  the  company  allows  the  people  of  Georgetown  to  ride 
more  than  the  normal  distance  for  a  five-cent  fare  is  not  a  sufficient 
reason  for  asking  the  company  to  carry  the  people  of  West  New- 
bury a  still  greater  distance  for  the  same  fare.  The  rate  asked  for 
by  the  petitioners  does  not  seem  to  be  justified  either  by  comparison 
with  the  prevailing  rates  for  similar  tickets  between  other  points  or 
by  the  relative  income  received  by  the  company  from  this  portion 
of  its  line. 
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The  Board,  however,  recognizes  the  desirabilit}^,  on  broad  grounds 
of  public  policy,  of  providing  cheap  transportation  for  those  who 
are  obliged  to  travel  regularly  between  their  place  of  employment  in 
the  various  cities  and  their  homes  in  adjacent  towns.  Within 
reasonable  limitations  this  consideration  might  justify  a  rate  of  fare 
in  a  particular  case  which  would  not  be  wholly  warranted  upon 
the  basis  of  the  distance  travelled  or  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  this  particular  line.  To  quote  the  language  of  the  Board  in 
another  case  (Citizens  of  Grafton  v.  Worcester  Consolidated  Street 
Eailway  Company,  1906,  p.  81)  — 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  different  lines  are  to  be  considered 
in  connection  with  those  of  the  railway  as  a  whole,  and  with  due  regard 
to  the  fact  that  profitable  lines  must  do  their  share  in  supporting  some 
unprofitable  lines  that  in  the  larger  public  interest  every  company  may 
be  comiDelled  to  maintain. 

In  accordance  with  this  principle,  and  having  due  regard  to  all 
the  facts  and  circumstances  in  the  case  before  us,  we  believe  that 
the  company  might  well  make  some  reduction  in  the  fare  now 
charged.  While  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  determine  what  point  in 
West  jSiewbury  may  be  regarded  as  the  center  of  the  town,  it  was 
stated  by  the  petitioners  that  the  center  of  the  town  was  at  Post 
Office  square.  The  distance  from  that  point  to  the  end  of  the  line 
in  Haverhill  is  6.13  miles,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  less  than  the 
distance  from  Haverhill  to  Georgetown  square. 

At  the  present  time  all  passengers  on  the  company's  line  may 
ride  between  Haverhill  and  the  Groveland-West  Newbury  town  line 
for  a  live-cent  fare.  If  regular  patrons  of  the  road  during  certain 
hours  of  the  morning  and  afternoon  were  permitted  to  ride  between 
Haverhill  and  Post  Office  square  in  West  Newbury,  an  additional 
distance  of  a  little  more  than  a  mile,  for  the  same  fare,  we  believe 
that  this  would  accommodate  a  large  proportion  of  the  people  of 
West  Newbury  who  have  occasion  to  ride  regularly  to  and  from 
Haverhill. 

The  Board  therefore  recommends  that  the  company,  in  addition 
to  maintaining  existing  fares,  shall  issue  some  form  of  special 
ticket  on  the  basis  of  a  five-cent  fare  between  the  hours  of  5.30  and 
7.30  A.M.  and  4.30  and  6.30  p.m.  to  regular  patrons  of  the  railway 
between  Post  Office  square  in  West  Newbury  and  the  Boston  and 
Maine  railroad  station  in  Haverhill.  This  recommendation  is  made 
without  prejudice  to  tlie  right  of  the  company  at  a  later  time,  if 
this  rate  is  found  in  operation  to  be  imreasonably  low,  to  make  such

increase  as  may  be  necessary  in  this  rate,  as  well  as  in  the  rates 
between  Haverhill  and  Georgetown  and  between  Byfield  and  New- 
buryport.

Petition  of  the  selectmen  and  citizens  of  Cheshire  relative  to  service 
on  the  Berkshire  street  railway  hetiveen  Laneshoro  and 
Cheshire. 

The  petitioners  desire  an  improvement  in  the  service  furnished 
by  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company  upon  its  line  between 
Cheshire  and  Pittsfield  via  Lanesboro. 

The  line  in  question  was  formerly  owned  by  the  Pittsfield  Elec- 
tric Street  Railway  Company,  which  was  consolidated  with  the 
Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company  under  an  order  of  the  Board 
dated  May  4,  1910.  Prior  to  October,  1911,  an  hourly  service  was 
given  over  this  line  between  Cheshire  and  Lanesboro  during  the 
winter  months,  and  half  hourly  service  during  the  summer  months. 
On  that  date  the  schedule  was  changed  by  the  company  so  as  to 
provide  for  service  every  two  hours  between  these  points.  This 
schedule  is  still  in  operation.  The  company  explained  that  the 
change  in  service  was  necessary  in  order  to  provide  regular  and 
adequate  service  between  Lanesboro  and  West  Pittsfield,  the  main 
travel  on  this  line  being  between  those  points.  The  company  is 
proceeding  to  double  track  a  portion  of  its  line  in  Pittsfield  in  order 
to  relieve  this  situation,  and  expects  the  same  to  be  completed 
before  next  summer. 

Although  this  line  between  Cheshire  and  Lanesboro  operates 
through  a  sparsely  settled  territory,  the.  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  present  service  furnished  by  the  company  is  inadequate, 
and  recommends  that  cars  be  run  at  intervals  of  one  hour  in  either 
direction  between  Cheshire  and  Lanesboro  from  six  o'clock  a.m.  to 
eleven  o'clock  p.m.  If  the  petitioners,  upon  the  completion  of  the 
double  tracking  of  the  company's  line  in  Pittsfield,  desire  a  further 
increase  of  service,  the  Board  will  consider  the  matter  in  view  of 
the  conditions  which  may  exist  at  that  time.

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Petition  of  Mattapan  Civic  Improvement  Association  relative  to 
service  on  the  Columbia  road  line  of  the  Boston  elevated  rail- 
way. 

John  F.  Duffy  for  petition. 

M.  C.  Brush  for  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

The  petition  requests  the  resumption  of  continuous  regular 
service  on  the  Columbia  road  line  of  the  Boston  Elevated  railway 
between  the  ISTorth  station  and  Mattapan  square.  The  company 
now  furnishes  a  direct,  through  service  over  this  line  during  the 
rush  hours  in  the  morning  and  evening,  that  is,  between  5.35  a.m. 
and  8.34  a.m.  inward  from  Mattapan  square,  and  between  4.02  p.m. 
and  6.44  p.m.  outward  from  the  Korth  station,  and  similar  service 
on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays.  The  petitioners  desire  the 
reestablishment  of  a  similar  through  service  over  this  line  during 
the  other  hours  of  the  day  as  it  existed  prior  to  July  1,  1911.  On 
that  date  service  on  the  Columbia  road  line  during  hours  other  than 
rush  hours  on  five  days  of  the  week  was  discontinued  between 
Franklin  field  and  Mattapan  square.  This  change  made  it  necessary 
for  those  desiring  to  travel  during  these  hours  between  Mattapan 
and  points  on  the  Columbia  road  line,  to  use  the  Mattapan-Blue 
Hill  avenue  line  between  Mattapan  square  and  Franklin  field,  and 
to  make  a  physical  transfer  at  Franklin  field  where  a  transfer  point 
was  established  on  the  same  date,  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  this  Board. 

During  the  regular  hours  of  the  day  previous  to  this  change,  cars 
were  regularly  run  at  intervals  of  ten  minutes  between  Mattapan 
square  and  Dudley  street  via  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Warren  street, 
and  cars  were  also  run  at  intervals  of  ten  minutes  from  Mattapan 
square  to  Forth  station  via  Columbia  road,  all  cars  on  both  lines 
having  a  passenger  capacity  of  thirty-four  seats  each.  At  the 
present  time  during  the  same  hours  a  regular  service  is  maintained 
at  intervals  of  six  minutes  between  Mattapan  square  and  Dudley 
street,  and  the  equipment  consists  of  large  semi-convertible  cars 
containing  fifty-two  seats  each.  In  other  words,  within  the  terri- 
tory between  Mattapan  square  and  Franklin  field,  the  service  to 
Dudley  street  has  been  increased  from  two  hundred  and  four  seats 
to  five  hundred  and  twenty  seats  per  hour,  which  represents  a  sub- 
stantial increase  of  service  over  that  formerly  given  by  both  lines 
operating  between  these  points.  Moreover  as  a  result  of  the  transfer 
privileges  established  at  Franklin  field,  passengers  were  not  only 
given  the  option  of  riding  through  to  Dudley  street  via  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  or  of  transferring  to  the  Columbia  road  line,  but  were 
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allowed  also  to  make  use  of  two  other  lines  running  from  Franklin 
field  to  Dudley  street,  as  well  as  the  line  running  from  Franklin 
field  through  the  subway  to  the  North  station.  This  represents  a 
total  of  forty  cars  per  hour  during  the  regular  hours  of  the  day 
between  Franklin  field  and  various  points  in  the  city. 

The  distance  from  Mattapan  square  to  the  North  station  via 
Columbia  road  is  7.6  miles.  As  this  line  follows  a  circuitous  route 
between  narrow  and  congested  streets,  the  service  is  necessarily 
both  slower  and  more  irregular  than  the  service  by  means  of  the 
elevated  trains  from  Dudley  street  via  Atlantic  avenue,  or  the 
Washington  street  tunnel.  For  this  reason  the  large  majority  of 
the  residents  of  Mattapan  naturally  prefer  to  use  the  Dudley  street 
line  rather  than  the  Columbia  road  line,  which  serves  mainly  as  a 
means  of  communication  between  Mattapan  and  South  Boston. 
The  figures  furnished  by  the  company  show  that  when  continuous 
through  service  was  given  on  the  Columbia  road  line,  very  few 
passengers  used  this  line  between  Mattapan  square  and  Franklin 
field  except  during  rush  hours. 

The  changes  made  by  the  company  in  its  operating  schedules  on 
July  1,  1911,  have  resulted  in  more  than  doubling  the  service  be- 
tween Mattapan  and  Dudley  street,  and  in  giving  valuable  addi- 
tional transfer  privileges  without  any  curtailment  of  the  service 
on  the  Columbia  road  line,  other  than  the  requirement  that  passen- 
gers during  certain  hours  in  the  day,  when  travel  is  lightest,  shall 
transfer  at  Franklin  field.  It  is  obvious  that  the  changes  made  by 
the  company  represent  a  marked  increase  in  the  service  and  facili- 
ties formerly  rendered,  and  we  have  little  doubt  that  any  proposal 
to  reestablish  the  old  operating  schedules  would  meet  with  almost 
universal  disapproval  from  the  residents  of  Mattapan. 

The  petitioners,  however,  apparently  desire  the  resumption  of 
the  old  service  on  the  Columbia  road  line  during  the  hours  when 
it  has  been  discontinued,  and  at  the  same  time  to  retain  the  addi- 
tional service  on  the  Dudley  street  line  which  has  been  substituted 
for  it.  If  this  were  done  the  smaller  and  slower  cars  used  on  the 
Columbia  road  line  would  be  likely  to  interrupt  and  delay  the  large 
high  speed  cars  on  the  Dudley  street  line  between  Mattapan  square 
and  Franklin  field.  Moreover,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  a  rec- 
ommendation for  the  restoration  of  this  service  under  present 
conditions  would  mean  an  unnecessary  and  wasteful  duplication  of 
existing  facilities,  and  the  adoption  of  a  policy  which  if  generally 
applied  would  result  in  halting  other  needed  improvements  in  the 
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railway  service,  or  in  causing  financial  embarrassment  to  the  various 
street  railway  companies. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  for  the  proper  coordination  of  street 
railway  facilities  within  the  metropolitan  district,  that  transfer 
privileges  should  be  furnished  at  various  points.  The  Board  is 
unable  to  find  anything  in  the  circumstances  of  the  present  case  to 
justify  the  view  that  passengers  on  the  Columbia  road  line  are 
subjected  to  any  unusual  or  unreasonable  inconvenience  by  being 
required  during  certain  hours  of  the  day  to  make  a  single  transfer 
in  a  distance  of  over  seven  and  one-half  miles  upon  a  line  which  is 
not  a  main  artery  of  transportation  to  the  city,  but  is  used  mainly 
for  local  travel. 

It  appears,  however,  from  an  investigation  made  by  the  Board, 
that,  owing  to  the  location  of  the  waiting  room  and  other  physical 
conditions  at  the  Franklin  field  transfer  point,  passengers  are  sub- 
jected to  discomfort  and  hazard  in  transferring  to  other  lines.  The 
Board  believes  that  the  most  practicable  method  of  affording  relief 
from  these  conditions  is  by  permitting  passengers  from  Mattapan 
to  transfer  to  the  Columbia  road  and  other  inward  lines  at  Frank- 
lin park,  and  by  having  the  compan}'-  make  such  rearrangement  of 
its  tracks  as  will  permit  of  the  erection  of  an  island  station  at  that 
point.  As  the  consent  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  necessary  for  the 
erection  of  such  a  structure  upon  the  park  reservation  or  the  street, 
the  Board  recently  held  a  conference  with  the  representatives  of  the 
city  and  the  officials  of  the  company  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and 
the  Board  hopes  it  may  be  found  possible  to  provide  a  location  for 
the  station  which  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  city  and  suitable  to  the 
needs  of  the  public.

Petition  of  Representative  James  J.  Murphy  relative  to  restoration 
of  stops  on  the  Boston  Elevated  railway   on   Tremont   and 
Washington  streets  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
The  petitioner  complains  of  the  inconvenience  caused  many  resi- 
dents of  the  south  end  of  the  city  of  Boston  by  the  removal  of  car 
stops,  particularly  on  Tremont  street  at  the  intersection  of  West 
Canton  street,  Pembroke  street,  Eutland  square  and  Rutland  street. 
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After  notice  and  hearing  and  full  consideration,  the  Board  finds 
that  the  surface  cars  of  the  Boston  Elevated  system  which  run 
through  Tremont  street  in  the  south  end  district  going  north  stop 
at  Massachusetts  avenue,  Worcester,  West  Concord,  West  Brookline 
and  Dartmouth  streets,  and  going  south  at  West  Dedham,  West 
Brookline,  West  Newton,  West  Concord  and  Worcester  streets  and 
Massachusetts  avenue.  It  finds  that  at  no  point  in  the  district 
indicated  is  the  distance  between  stopping  posts  so  great  as  from 
Dartmouth  and  West  Dedham  streets  to  AVest  Brookline  street. 
West  Canton  street,  which  is  midway  between  these  points,  is  an 
intersecting  and  much  travelled  highway,  with  no  stopping  posts  at 
its  intersection  with  either  Washington  street,  Shawmut  avenue  or 
Tremont  street.  The  Board  therefore  recommends  that  the  com- 
pany provide  stops  at  the  junction  of  West  Canton  and  Tremont 
streets  for  cars  going  in  either  direction.

Petition  of  selectmen  of  Leicester  relative  to  extension  of  fare 
limits  on  the  Worcester  Cotisolidated  street  railway  in  the  town 
of  Leicester. 

Frank  C.  Smith,  Jr.,  for  Town  of  Leicester. 

Francis  H.  Dewey  for  Worcester  Consolidated  Street  Railway 
Company. 

The  first  fare  limit  for  outbound  passengers  on  the  Worcester- 
Spencer  line  of  the  Worcester  ConsoHdated  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany is  located  at  the  city  line,  so  called,  between  the  city  of  Worces- 
ter and  the  town  of  Leicester.  The  petitioners  ask  that  this  fare 
limit  be  extended  a  distance  of  about  one  mile  to  McDermott's 
store  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Chapel  streets  in  that  portion  of 
the  town  of  Leicester  known  as  Cherry  Valley.  For  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  residents  of  the  village  of  Cherry  Valley  the  company 
now  provides  special  tickets  by  means  of  which  patrons  of  the  rail- 
way may  ride  from  McDermott's  store  to  the  city  line  for  a  fare  of 
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two  and  one-half  cents,  or  to  any  part  of  the  city  of  Worcester,  by 
.the  use  of  a  free  transfer  at  City  Hall,  for  a  fare  of  seven  and  one- 
half  cents.  The  extension  of  fare  limits  requested  by  the  petitioners 
would  be,  in  effect,  a  reduction  from  seven  and  one-half  cents  to 
five  cents  in  the  rate  now  charged  between  the  village  of  Cherry 
Valley  and  the  city  of  Worcester. 

The  present  rate  of  fare  between  Cherry  Valley  and  the  city  of 
Worcester  does  not  appear  to  be  excessive  as  compared  with  other 
rates  charged  by  the  company  on  other  portions  of  this  line  as  well 
as  on  the  other  lines  of  its  railway  system.  If  this  petition  were 
granted,  other  communities  served  by  the  railway  would  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  similar  extension  of  the  present  fare  limits.  The  Board 
does  not  believe  that  the  company's  net  income  is  sufficiently  large 
to  justify  the  Board  in  making  a  recommendation  in  the  present 
case  which  would  be  likely  to  create  a  precedent  for  a  general  exten- 
sion of  the  present  fare  limits,  and  a  consequent  reduction  of  the 
operating  revenues,  upon  the  various  railway  lines  of  the  company. 

The  Board,  however,  is  of  the  opinion,  in  view  of  the  close  busi- 
ness and  social  relations  between  the  village  of  Cherry  Valley  and 
the  city  of  Worcester,  that  the  company  may  well  make  some  con- 
cession in  the  present  fares  between  these  points.  In  Cherry  Valley 
there  are  several  mills  which  give  employment  to  a  large  number 
of  persons  residing  either  in  Cherry  Valley  or  in  the  city  of  Worces- 
ter. Many  other  residents  of  Cherry  Valley  are  employed  in  various 
mills  and  factories  in  the  city  of  Worcester.  A  large  number  of 
working  people,  therefore,  have  occasion,  in  the  course  of  their 
employment,  to  travel  regularly  between  Cherry  Valley  and  the  city 
of  Worcester.  For  the  benefit  of  these  regular  patrons  of  the  road 
the  Board  recommends  that  the  company,  in  addition  to  maintain- 
ing existing  fares,  shall  issue  some  form  of  identification  ticket  or 
other  special  ticket,  without  transfer  privileges,  which  shall  enable 
passengers,  during  certain  hours  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  to 
ride  between  McDermott's  store  in  the  village  of  Cherry  Valley  and 
City  Hall  in  the  city  of  Worcester  for  a  five-cent  fare.

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Petition  of  the  selectmen  of  SoutTibridge  relative  to  extension  of 
.    fare  limits  on  the  ^Yorcester  Consolidated  street  railway  in  said 
town. 

The  petitioners  ask  for  the  establishment  of  additional  transfer 
privileges  and  an  extension  of  the  present  fare  limits  on  the  line  of 
the  Worcester  Consolidated  street  railway  in  the  town  of  South- 
bridge. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  the  company  has  granted 
passengers  travelling  westward  on  its  main  line  free  transfers  in  the 
town  of  Southbridge  to  the  Sandersdale  line  similar  to  those  here- 
tofore granted  by  the  company  in  the  reverse  direction.  The  com- 
pany has  thus  complied  with  the  request  of  the  petitioners  for  addi- 
tional transfer  privileges  and  has  made  it  possible  for  passengers  to 
ride  from  and  to  any  point  on  its  line  in  the  town  of  Southbridge 
for  a  single  five-cent  fare. 

The  petitioners  also  desire  the  extension  of  the  fare  limit  on  the 
company's  line  in  Southbridge  to  the  corner  of  Mechanic  and 
Worcester  streets.  The  fare  limit  is  now  located  in  the  business 
center  of  the  town,  near  the  property  of  the  American  Optical 
Company. 

In  an  order  recently  issued  upon  the  petition  of  the  selectmen  of 
Sturbridge,  the  Board  has  extended  the  westerly  fare  limit  on  this 
line,  a  distance  of  nearly  a  mile,  to  Sturbridge  Center.  At  the 
present  time,  therefore,  passengers  may  ride  between  the  center  of 
Southbridge  and  the  center  of  Sturbridge,  a  distance  of  about  five 
miles,  or  between  any  two  points  within  the  town  of  Southbridge 
for  a  single  five-cent  fare.  In  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  lay  down 
any  general  principle  in  regard  to  fare  limits  upon  street  railway 
lines,  the  present  arrangement  of  fare  limits  in  the  town  of  South- 
bridge  is  in  accord  with  the  general  policy  of  the  Board. 

As  no  evidence  was  presented  of  any  unusual  local  conditions 
which  would  warrant  the  Board  in  applying  any  different  principle 
in  this  case,  the  petition,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  an  extension  of 
present  fare  limits  in  the  town  of  Southbridge,  is  dismissed.

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Petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Sturhridge  for  reduced  fares  on  the 
Worcester  Consolidated  street  railway. 

At  the  present  time  the  five-cent  fare  limit  for  residents  of  the 
village  of  Fiskdale,  in  the  town  of  Sturhridge,  who  desire  to  travel 
eastbound  over  the  line  of  the  Worcester  Consolidated  street  railway- 
is  located  at  Fairview  park,  about  a  mile  east  of  Sturhridge  Center, 
and  a  second  five-cent  fare  is  necessary  to  ride  from  that  point  to 
the  American  Optical  Works  in  the  town  of  Southbridge.  The 
petitioners  ask  that  the  fare  between  Fiskdale  and  Southbridge,  for 
regular  patrons  of  the  road  during  certain  hours  be  reduced  to  five 
cents. 

After  a  public  hearing  and  a  careful  consideration  of  the  claims 
of  the  petitioners  and  of  the  company,  the  Board  does  not  feel 
warranted  in  recommending  that  the  present  rate  of  fare  be  reduced 
one-half ;  but,  in  view  of  the  distance  travelled  and  other  considera- 
tions, the  Board  believes  that  the  present  rate  of  fare  is  unduly 
burdensome  to  residents  of  Fiskdale  who  are  obliged  to  travel  daily 
to  and  from  their  place  of  employment  in  Southbridge,  and  recom- 
mends that  the  company  make  some  concession,  between  the  hours 
of  five-thirty  and  seven  o'clock  a.m.,  and  five  and  six-thirty  o'clock 
P.M.,  in  the  fare  now  charged,  by  the  sale  of  tickets  at  a  lower  rate 
per  ride,  to  the  regular  patrons  of  the  railway  between  Fiskdale  and 
Southbridge. 

The  Board  also  believes  it  desirable,  where  the  distances  are  not 
excessive,  that  there  should  be  a  single  fare  limit  from  center  to 
center  of  adjoining  towns.  As  there  is  no  public  park  at  or  near 
Fairview  park,  and  no  other  conditions  conducive  to  a  relatively 
large  amount  of  travel  to  and  from  that  point,  the  Board  recom- 
mends that  the  present  fare  limit  be  extended  westerly  from  Fair- 
view  park  to  Sturhridge  Center,  so  as  to  enable  passengers  to  ride 
between  that  point  and  the  American  Optical  Works  in  the  town  of 
Southbridge  for  a  single  five-cent  fare.

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CAPITAL  STOCK  AND  BONDS. 


Report  of  the  Board  on  an  order  of  the  senate  relative  to  a  hill  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence Railroad  Corporation  for  certain  purposes. 

To  the  Honorahle  the  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts : 

On  May  23,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  the  following  order,  which 
was  duly  transmitted  to  and  filed  with  the  Board  on  May  24, 
1912:  — 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  be  requested  to 
inform  the  Senate  whether  or  not  the  provisions  of  Senate  Document, 
No.  485,  being  an  Act  to  authorize  the  issue  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corporation  to  provide  for  the  elec- 
trification of  the  main  line  of  its  railroad,  the  construction  of  additional 
tracks  and  the  elimination  of  gTade  crossings,  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board,  in  the  public  interest. 

On  pages  100  and  101  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
electrification  of  steam  railroads  within  the  metropolitan  district  in 
compliance  with  the  general  desire  of  the  public,  was  rendered  diffi- 
cult by  the  situation  with  reference  to  the  lease  by  which  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company  operated  the 
Boston  and  Providence  railroad. 

The  Boston  and  Providence  railroad  was  leased  in  1888  for 
ninety-nine  years  to  the  Old  Colony  Eailroad,  and  the  Old  Colony 
railroad  was  leased  in  1893  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Eailroad  Company.  The  lease  of  the  Boston  and  Providence 
railroad  provides  that  all  improvements  made  upon  the  property 
must  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  lessee,  and  must  revert  to  the 
lessor  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  without  adju.stment  or  compen- 
sation. If,  therefore,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Eailroad  Company  should  electrify  the  Boston  and  Providence  line, 
the  former  road  would  have  to  bear  the  whole  expense,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  the  lease  the  improvements  would  become  the  property 
of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corporation.

The  joint  board  on  metropolitan  improvements,  in  its  report  to 
the  general  court  of  last  year,  called  attention  to  the  lease  of  the 
Boston  and  Providence  railroad  as  being  a  serious  obstacle  to  the 
electrification  of  that  line  which  should  in  some  way  be  removed. 
In  accordance  with  that  suggestion,  we  recommended  in  our  last 
annual  report  that  an  effort  be  made  to  devise  such  legislation  as 
might  be  necessary  and  proper  in  order  to  make  possible  the  elec- 
trification of  this  line.  Senate  bill  No.  485  was  reported  by  the 
committee  on  railroads,  in  compliance  with  that  recommendation. 

This  bill  authorizes  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  the  electrification  of  its 
railroad  line,  to  issue,  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners,  bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eight  million  dollars,  and  bearing 
interest  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  cent  a  year.  It  also 
provides  that  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  may  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  the 
interest  upon  any  such  bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness,  and  provision  is  made  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  such  bonds 
or  notes  at  maturity. 

In  addition  to  the  issue  of  bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  authorized  by  this  bill,  it  appears  from  the  returns 
filed  with  this  Board  at  the  end  of  the  last  financial  year  that  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corporation  has  outstanding 
bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  to  the 
amount  of  $2,170,000.  The  rights  of  the  holders  of  these  securities 
are  protected  by  the  provision  in  section  1  of  the  bill  requiring  the 
bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  authorized 
by  the  bill  to  be  secured  by  a  mortgage  which  shall  also  include  and 
secure  all  bonds  previously  issued  by  said  corporation. 

This  bill,  therefore,  would  permit  a  total  issue  of  bonds,  coupon 
notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  by  the  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence Railroad  Corporation  to  an  aggregate  amount  of  about  ten 
million  dollars,  while  the  total  par  value  of  the  stock  of  the  cor- 
poration amounts  to  only  four  million  dollars.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  general  railroad  law  a  railroad  corporation,  unless  ex- 
pressly authorized  by  its  charter  or  by  special  law,  shall  not  issue 
bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at 
periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof  to  an 
amount  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock 
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at  the  time  actually  paid  in,  together  with  the  cash  premiums  paid 
upon  all  shares  of  its  capital  stock  issued  in  compliance  with  orders 
of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

Under  the  provisions  of  house  bill  ISTo.  2312,  now  pending  in  the 
legislature,  it  is  proposed  to  amend  the  general  railroad  law  so  as 
to  permit  a  railroad  corporation  under  suitable  restrictions  to  issue 
bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at 
periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof  to  an 
amount  in  the  aggregate  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  its  stock  at 
the  time  actually  paid  in.  That  bill,  in  accordance  with  an  order 
adopted  by  the  senate  on  May  24,  1912,  has  been  referred  to  this 
Board  for  an  investigation  and  report.  When  the  Board  files  its 
report  upon  that  bill  it  will  have  occasion  to  consider  the  contem- 
plated change  in  the  general  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  in  regard 
to  the  amount  of  bonds  and  notes  M'hich  may  be  issued  by  railroad 
corporations. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  specific  issue  of  bonds  or  notes  authorized 
in  the  bill  now  under  consideration,  it  may  be  sufficient  at  this  time 
to  point  out  that  while  the  par  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Eailroad  Corporation  amounts  to  only  four 
million  dollars,  this  stock  represents  a  present  market  value  of  about 
twelve  million  dollars.  If  the  provisions  of  the  general  law  in 
regard  to  the  proportion  of  bonds  and  notes  which  may  be  issued 
by  railroad  corporations  are  designed  to  provide  a  proper  margin  of 
safety  for  the  holders  of  such  securities,  it  would  seem  that  the  out- 
standing stock  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Eailroad  Corporation 
at  its  present  market  value  represents  an  equity  in  the  railroad 
properties  which  would  amply  protect  the  holders  of  an  aggregate 
issue  of  bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  to 
the  amount  of  ten  million  dollars. 

It  may  also  be  pointed  out  that  in  order  to  issue  the  securities 
provided  for  in  the  bill,  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Cor- 
poration must  assume  the  obligation,  from  which  it  is  exempt  under 
the  terms  of  its  lease,  of  voluntarily  imposing  upon  its  properties  a 
lien  to  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  improvements  contemplated. 

On  the  other  hand,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  bonds  of  the  Boston 
and  Providence  Eailroad  may  be  issued  upon  more  advantageous 
terms  than  those  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eail- 
road Company,  the  latter  road,  under  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  is 
enabled  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  securities  issued  by  the  Boston 
and  Providence  Eailroad,  and  at  the  same  time  to  establish  a  sink- 
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ing  fund  sufficient  to  liquidate  the  principal  of  these  securities  at 
maturity  for  an  annual  outlay  no  greater  than  would  be  required 
for  the  payment  of  interest  charges  if  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  were  obliged  to  finance  these  im- 
provements by  the  issuance  of  its  own  securities  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  its  lease.  This  arrangement  seems  to  be  satisfactory  to 
the  railroads  immediately  concerned  and  should  be  equally  satisfac- 
tory to  the  public  as  providing  a  practicable  method  for  the  ultimate 
electrification  of  this  railroad  line. 

The  Board,  in  its  discussion  of  this  matter  in  its  last  annual 
report,  suggested  that  "  it  should  be  found  possible  to  devise  some 
method  of  financing  such  improvements  to  the  property  of  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company  as  may  be  necessary  or 
desirable  in  the  public  interest  without  either  interfering  with  the 
rights  of  the  lessor  or  unduly  burdening  the  lessee."  We  believe 
that  senate  bill  No.  485  substantially  meets  these  requirements,  and 
that,  in  view  of  the  situation  created  by  the  terms  of  the  lease  of 
the  Boston  and  Providence  railroad  and  the  large  advantages  which 
would  accrue  to  the  public  by  making  possible  the  electrification  of 
this  line,  the  provisions  of  the  bill  are  consistent  with  the  public 
interest.

Report  of  the  Board  on  an  order  of  the  senate  relative  to  a  hill  to 
enlarge  and  extend  the  corporate  powers  of  the  Southern  New 
England  Railroad  Corporation  and  to  amend  the  general  rail- 
road law. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts : 
On  May  24,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  the  following  order : 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  be  requested  to 
furnish  forthwith  to  the  Senate  the  following  information :  — 

First.  Are  the  provisions  of  sections  6  and  9  of  Part  I  and  section  4 
of  Part  II  of  the  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  cor- 
porate powers  of  the  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation, 
and  to  amend  the  general  railroad  law."  in  harmony  with  the  estab- 
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lished  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  railroads,  and  are  they 
in  the  public  interest? 

Second.  Has  the  Board  any  suggestions  to  make  in  regard  to  any 
changes  which  should  be  made  in  said  sections  and  in  section  10  of 
Part  I? 

Section  6  of  part  one  of  house  bill  ISTo.  2312  authorizes  the  South- 
ern ISTew  England  Eailroad  Corporation  "to  issue,  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  bonds,  coupon  notes  and 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at  periods  of  more  than 
twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof,  to  an  amount  which,  includ- 
ing the  amount  of  all  such  securities  previously  issued  and  out- 
standing, shall  equal,  but  not  exceed,  twice  the  amount  of  its  capital 
stock  at  the  time  actually  paid  in." 

Under  section  4  of  part  II  of  the  same  bill,  similar  authorit}^  is 
granted  to  all  railroad  corporations  to  issue  bonds,  coupon  notes 
and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  to  the  extent  of  twice  the 
amount  of  their  capital  stock  at  the  time  actually  paid  in.  These 
sections,  therefore,  represent  a  change  in  the  general  policy  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  regard  to  the  proportion  of  bonds  and  notes 
which  may  be  issued  by  railroad  corporations.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  general  law,  a  railroad  or  street  railway  corporation, 
unless  expressly  authorized  by  its  charter  or  by  special  law,  shall 
not  issue  bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
payable  at  periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date 
thereof,  to  an  amount  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  amount  of  its 
capita]  stock  at  the  time  actually  paid  in,  together  with  the  cash 
premiums  paid  upon  all  shares  of  its  capital  stock  issued  in  com- 
pliance with  orders  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

This  policy  rests  upon  the  theory  that  the  promoters  of  any  rail- 
road or  street  railway  enterprise  shall  prove  their  good  faith  by 
contributing  as  stockholders  at  least  as  much  cash  to  the  business 
venture  as  they  ask  the  public  to  lend  or  invest  in  its  aid.  We 
believe  that  no  one^will  question  the  soundness  of  the  policy  of  pro- 
viding a  proper  margin  of  safety  through  the  stock  investment  for 
the  bondholders,  and  of  taking  all  necessary  precautions  to  guard 
against  the  possibility  of  the  corporation  being  unable  to  meet  its 
obligations  and  of  being  forced  into  a  receivership.  We  believe  that 
this  policy  has,  in  some  cases  at  least,  afforded  a  necessary  protection 
to  the  public. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  arbitrary  provision  limiting  the  amount  of 
the  bonded  indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  the  out- 
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standing  stock,  without  reference  to  the  real  value  of  the  equities 
in  the  railroad  or  street  railway  properties  represented  by  the  stock 
issue,  may  work  out  very  unequally  in  practice.  In  our  opinion, 
the  law  in  its  present  form  is  unduly  restrictive,  by  prohibiting  the 
issuance  of  bonds  and  notes  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the  out- 
standing stock  even  where  such  issue  would  not  jeopardize  the 
rights  of  the  bondholders  or  the  solvency  of  the  corporation. 

If  it  is  possible,  without  endangering  the  security  of  the  bond- 
holders or  the  interests  of  the  public,  to  permit  a  railroad  corpora- 
tion to  issue  a  certain  amount  of  bonds  rather  than  stock,  the  cor- 
poration would  be  enabled  to  raise  the  money  needed  more  cheaply 
in  this  way,  with  the  result  of  decreasing  the  amount  of  overhead 
charges  and  making  it  possible  for  the  railroad  to  furnish  additional 
facilities  or  lower  rates  to  the  public. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  Massachusetts  is  almost  the  only  state 
in  the  Union  which  has  a  provision  limiting  the  bond  issue  of  rail- 
roads to  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock.  In  many  states  the  rail- 
roads are  given  full  discretion  as  to  whether  they  shall  issue  securi- 
ties in  the  form  of  bonds  or  stock,  and  in  many  other  states  railroads 
are  allowed  to  issue  bonds  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock. 
We  believe  that  the  most  satisfactory  results  for  the  public  would 
be  secured  by  limiting  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  wherever  such  a  limitation  is  necessary  for  the  proper 
protection  of  the  public,  and  at  the  same  time  by  permitting  an 
issuance  of  bonds  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  v/hen  this 
can  be  done  without  detriment  to  the  public.  In  our  opinion  this 
result  may  be  obtained  by  leaving  to  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners full  discretion  to  determine  the  proportion  of  bonds  which 
may  be  issued  in  any  particular  case,  subject  to  the  general  limita- 
tion that  the  amount  of  the  bonds  shall  in  no  event  exceed  twice  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock. 

Section  9  of  part  I  of  the  bill  provides  for  a  consolidation  of  the 
Southern  ISTew  England  Railroad  Corporation  with  the  Southern 
New  England  Railroad  Company  of  Rhode  Island,  and  with  a  pro- 
jected railroad  corporation  which  may  be  established  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  As  these  roads,  if  built,  will 
become  integral  parts  of  a  through  line  under  the  same  OAvnership 
.  and  management,,  it  may  be  desirable  at  the  proper  time  to  provide 
for  their  consolidation.  We  believe,  however,  that  this  question  can 
be  considered  more  intelligently  after  the  charter  for  the  New 
Hampshire  corporation  has  been  granted  and  the  public  is  made 
acquainted  with  the  exact  status  of  all  the  constituent  corporations. 
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"VVitliout  desiring  in  any  way  to  jDrejudice  the  consideration  of  this 
question  at  a  later  time^  we  do  not  believe  that  it  is  desirable  to 
make  any  provision  at  this  time  for  the  consolidation  of  these  com- 
panies. 

The  joint  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  directors  of 
the  port  of  Boston,  in  their  report  transmitted  to  the  legislature 
March  28,  1912,  stated  that  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  joint 
board  in  that  report  were  "  based  upon  the  assumption  that  the 
Southern  ISTew  England  Eailroad  Corporation  will  continue  in  the 
future  to  be  as  at  present  an  integral  part  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
system.  Any  legislation  should  contain  conditions  to  assure  a  con- 
tinuance of  this  relationship."  We  believe  that  this  requirement  is 
substantially  met  by  the  provisions  of  section  10  of  part  I  of  the 
bill. 

As  a  result  of  our  examination  of  the  bill,  we  venture  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  senate  to  certain  provisions  in  other  sections  of  the 
bill  which  were  not  specifically  referred  to  this  Board.  We  believe 
that  the  taking  of  land  "  for  the  purpose  of  cuttings,  embankments, 
and  for  procuring  stone  and  gravel  and  obtaining  land  for  stations, 
car  houses,  round  houses,  freight  houses,  yards,  docks,  wharves, 
elevators  and  other  structures,  as  provided  for  in  section  4  of  part  I 
and  section  2  of  part  II  of  the  bill  should  be  made  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners.  We  believe  that 
this  can  be  done  most  satisfactorily  by  the  method  provided  in 
section  78  of  part  II  of  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  by 
conferring  upon  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  the  powers 
therein  conferred  upon  the  county  commissioners. 

We  believe  that  this  should  be  a  matter  of  separate  procedure  and 
should  not  be  tied  up  with  the  location  of  the  railroad  as  now  pro- 
vided in  section  5  of  part  I  and  section  3  of  part  II  of  the  bill. 

We  desire  also  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  part  I  of  the  bill 
as  now  drawn  would  permit  the  Southern  New  England  Eailroad 
Corporation  to  build  either  or  both  of  the  lines  specified  in  section  2 
and  section  3  of  part  I  of  the  bill  and  to  abandon  the  line  from  the 
north  authorized  in  section  1.  As  the  favorable  action  taken  by  the 
joint  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  directors  of  the  port 
of  Boston,  and  by  various  commercial  bodies  in  regard  to  the  gen- 
eral project  of  the  Southern  New  England  Eailroad  Corporation 
was  based  largely  upon  the  advantages  that  would  be  likely  to  accrue 
from  building  the  line  from  the  north  and  making  Boston  the  ter- 
minus of  the  Trunk  Line  railroad,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  bill  should 
contain  some  provision  permitting  the  board  of  railroad  commis-

sioners  to  withhold  their  approval  of  the  location  of  the  line  from 
Blackstone  to  Boston  until  such  time  as  the  Southern  Kew  England 
Railroad  Corporation  shall  give  assurances  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
that  the  line  from  the  north  would  be  built. 

We  do  not  desire  to  be  considered  as  in  any  way  impugning  the 
good  faith  and  sincerity  of  the  promoters  of  this  project.  We  be- 
lieve, however,  that  a  provision  of  this  kind  would  not  be  so  drastic 
as  to  embarrass  any  future  proceedings  that  may  be  taken  by  the 
Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation  looking  to  the  secur- 
ing of  a  route  across  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  at  the  same 
time  would  afford  a  reasonable  and  suflficient  guarantee  to  the  public 
that  the  expressed  purposes  of  the  promoters  of  this  project  will  be 
carried  out.  We  beg  to  submit  herewith  certain  suggested  amend- 
ments to  the  bill  to  embody  the  recommendations  made  herein. 

Suggested  Amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  2312. 

Part  I. 

Amend  section  four  by  inserting  in  the  fifth  line  a  period  after 
the  word  "  thereof  "  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "  and  "  in  the 
same  line  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "  The  railroad  cor- 
poration ".  Further  amend  said  section  by  inserting  in  the  ninth 
line  after  the  word  "^  take  "  the  following :  "  in  the  manner  provided 
in  section  seventy-eight  of  part  II  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six ". 
Further  amend  said  section  by  inserting  in  the  eleventh  line  the 
following :  "  j)rovided,  however,  that  the  powers  conferred  upon  the 
county  commissioners  by  said  section  shall  under  this  act  be  vested 
in  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners." 

Amend  section  five  by  striking  out  in  the  third  and  fourth  lines 
the  following :  "  and  of  the  land  required  for  any  of  the  purposes 
specified  in  the  preceding  section  ". 

Amend  section  six  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 
"nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  authority 
of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  under  section  sixty-five  of 
part  II  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  to  specify  the  respective  amount  of 
stock  or  bonds  or  of  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
as  aforesaid  which  are  authorized  to  be  issued  for  the  respective 
purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  thereof  are  to  be  applied." 

Amend  section  seven  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: "provided  further  that  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners, 
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if  said  board  deems  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth 
so  to  do,  may  withhold  approval  of  the  location  of  the  line  from 
Blackstone  to  Boston  as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  act  until 
the  Southern  'New  England  Eailroad  Corporation  shall  have  given 
assurances  satisfactory  to  the  board  that  the  line  authorized  in' 
section  one  of  this  act  will  be  built." 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  nine. 

Part  II. 

Amend  section  two  by  inserting  in  the  eighth  line  after  the  word 
"  take  '"'  the  following :  "  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  seventy- 
eight  of  part  two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  "  ;  and  by  inserting  in  the 
tenth  line  after  the  word  "  railroad "  the  following :  "  provided, 
however,  that  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  county  commissioners 
by  said  section  shall  under  this  act  be  vested  in  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  ". 

Further  amend  said  section  by  inserting  in  the  eighteenth  line 
after  the  word  "  take  "  the  following :  "  in  the  manner  provided  in 
section  seventy-eight  of  part  II  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  six  ". 

Further  amend  said  section  by  inserting  in  the  twentieth  line 
after  the  word  "  railroad  "  the  f ollovdng :  "  provided,  however,  that 
the  powers  conferred  upon  the  county  commissioners  by  said  section 
seventy-eight  shall  under  this  act  be  vested  in  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  ". 

Amend  section  three  by  striking  out  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  lines  the  following:  "the  land  or  materials  necessary  for  its 
purposes  as  described  in  sections  seventy-three,  seventy-four,  sev- 
ent3''-six  and  seventy-eight "  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  follow- 
ing :  "  the  land  necessary  for  the  location  of  its  railroad  as  described 
in  sections  seventy-three,  seventy-four  and  seventy-six  ". 

Amend  section  four  by  striking  out  the  same  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following:  —  Section  J/..  Section  sixty-six  of  part  II 
of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty- three  of  the  acts  of  the  jeav 
nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "  whole  "  in  the  sixth  line  thereof  the  word  "  twice  "  and  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following:  "  Nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  authority  of  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  under  section  sixty-five  of  part  II  of  chapter 
four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
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dred  and  six  to  specify  the  respective  amount  of  stock  or  bonds  or 
coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  as  aforesaid  which 
are  authorized  to  be  issued  for  the  respective  purposes  to  which  the 
proceeds  thereof  are  to  be  applied  ",  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows :  —  Section  66.  A  railroad  corporation,  unless 
expressly  authorized  by  its  charter  or  by  special  law,  shall  not  issue 
bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at 
periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof  to  an 
amount  which,  including  the  amount  of  all  such  securities  previ- 
ously issued  and  outstanding  exceeds  in  the  whole  twice  the  amount 
of  its  capital  stock  at  the  time  actually  paid  in;  but  this  limitation 
shall  not  apply  to  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  and 
refunding  at  maturity  bonds  lawfully  issued  prior  to  the  second  day 
of  June  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven;  nor  shall 
it  apply  to  such  of  the  bonds  issued  or  to  be  issued  under  a  mort- 
gage as  are  deposited  to  retire  at  or  before  maturity  bonds  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  previously  issued  and  outstanding  at  the 
date  of  such  mortgage,  and  as  do  not  exceed  the  par  value  of  the 
funded  or  other  debt  so  to  be  retired ;  and  such  corporation  shall  not 
issue  the  securities  specified  in  this  section  unless  authorized  by 
vote  of  its  stockholders  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose.  Noth- 
ing in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  authority  of  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  under  section  sixt5^-five  of  part  II 
of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  six  to  specify  the  respective  amount  of  stock 
or  bonds  or  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  as 
aforesaid  which  are  authorized  to  be  issued  for  the  respective  pur- 
poses to  which  the  proceeds  thereof  are  to  be  applied. 

Amend  section  five  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  down  to  and 
including  the  M^ord  "  read  "  in  line  six  and  by  substituting  therefor 
the  following:  —  Section  5.  Section  forty-eight  of  part  two  of 
chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  six  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the 
seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  lines  the  words  "that  of 
bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  previously 
issued,  does  not  exceed  in  all '',  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words :  "  the  amount  of  all  such  securities  previously  issued  and 
outstanding  shall  equal,  but  not  exceed  in  all  twice,"  and  further 
amend  section  five  by  striking  out  in  the  twenty-third  and  twenty- 
fourth  lines  the  folloAving:  "that  bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  previously  issued  does  not  exceed,"  and 
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by  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  "  The  amount  of  all 
such  securities  previousl}^  issued  and  outstanding  shall  equal  but 
not  exceed.'"'

Consolidations. 

Report  of  the  Board  on  an  order  of  the  senate  relative  to  a  hill  to 
authorize  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company  to  acquire 
the  property,  rights  and  franchises  of  the  Vermont  Valley 
Railroad  of  Vermont  and  of  the  Sullivan  County  Railroad  of 
New  Hampshire. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Massachusetts  : 
On  May  7,  1912,  the  senate  adopted  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  be  requested  to 
furnish  to  the  senate  the  following  information :  — 

1.  Do  the  provisions  of  sections  one  and  two  of  the  bill  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  authorize  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company  to  acquire 
the  property,  rights  and  franchises  of  the  Vermont  Valley  Railroad  of 
Vermont  and  of  the  Sullivan  County  Railroad  of  New  Hampshire," 
furnish  sufficient  protection  to  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  ? 

2.  Does  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  approve  the  provisions 
of  said  sections  in  their  present  form? 

3.  Are  the  provisions  of  said  sections,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
in  harmony  with  the  established  policy  of  this  commonwealth  in  regard 
to  railroads? 

4.  Has  the  board  any  suggestions  to  make  in  regard  to  any  changes 
which  should  be  made  in  said  bill? 

Ordered,  That  for  the  information  of  the  board,  a  copy  of  house  docu- 
ment. No.  428,  be  forwarded  to  the  board,  said  document  being  the  bill 
before  referred  to  and  now  i^ending  in  the  senate. 

Section  one  of  the  bill  provides  for  a  consolidation  of  the  Con- 
necticut River  Railroad  Company  with  the  Vermont  Valley  Rail- 
road, a  Vermont  corporation,  and  with  the  Sullivan  County  Pail- 
road,  a  Xew  Hampshire  corporation.  The  arrangement  by  which 
this  consolidation  is  proposed  to  be  brought  about,  by  making  the 
stockholders  of  each  of  these  constituent  corporations  the  stock- 
holders of  the  new  consolidated  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Com- 
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pany  is  somewliat  unusual.  This  method  of  consolidation  is,  how- 
ever, the  same  as  that  provided  for  in  chapter  ninety  of  the  Acts  of 
1843,  for  the  consolidation  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad  with 
the  Maine,  jSTew  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts  Eailroad,  a  corpora- 
tion created  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Maine,  and  does  not 
seem  to  be  open  to  objection. 

The  cai)ital  stock  of  the  Sullivan  County  Eailroad  amounts  to 
$500,000.  On  October  1,  1880,  all  the  capital  stock  of  this  railroad 
was  legally  acquired  by  the  Vermont  Valley  Eailroad.  The  Ver- 
mont Valley  Eailroad  has  a  capital  stock  of  $1,000,000.  Under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  104  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  the  Connecticut  Eiver 
Eailroad  Company  was  authorized  to  purchase  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  A'^ermont  Valley  Eailroad  or  to  acquire  the  same 
in  exchange,  by  issuing  one  share  of  the  par  value  of  $100  of  the 
Connecticut  Eiver  Eailroad  Company  for  each  two  shares  of  the 
par  value  of  $50  each  of  the  Vermont  Valle}^  Eailroad.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners, on  December  5,  1905,  issued  an  order  authorizing  the 
Connecticut  Eiver  Eailroad  Company  to  issue  additional  shares  of 
capital  stock  not  exceeding  10,000  in  number,  amounting  at  par 
value  to  $1,000,000,  in  order  to  enable  the  company  to  effect  the 
exchange  of  stock  authorized  in  the  said  act.  Under  this  authority 
the  Connecticut  Eiver  Eailroad  Company  now  owns  19,800  shares 
of  the  Vermont  Valley  Eailroad,  representing  an  aggregate  par 
value  of  $990,000,  while  the  remaining  200  shares  of  the  stock  of 
the  Vermont  Valley  Eailroad,  representing  an  aggregate  par  value 
of  $10,000,  are  still  outstanding. 

The  Connecticut  Eiver  Eailroad  Company,  therefore,  at  the 
pre'sent  time  owns  substantially  the  entire  amount  of  the  stock  of 
the  Sullivan  County  Eailroad  and  of  the  Vermont  Valley  Eailroad. 
Under  these  conditions,  we  believe  that  the  consolidation  of  these 
three  roads  will  not  materially  change  the  present  status,  except  in 
so  far  as  it  will  make  possible  a  unified  administration,  which  will 
tend  to  increased  efficiency  of  operation. 

We  believe  that  it  is  desirable  that  section  one  of  the  bill  should 
bo  amended  by  adding  a  provision  that  said  consolidated  corpora- 
tion shall  not  exercise  in  this  commonwealth  any  powers  or  fran- 
cliises  not  given  by  the  laws  of  Massachusetts.  With  this  amend- 
ment we  believe  that  the  provisions  of  section  one  are  consistent 
with  the  jDublic  interests. 

Section  two  provides  that  the  consolidated  company,  so  far  as  its 
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road  is  situated  in  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  ''  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  Connecticut  River 
Railroad  Company  and  the  general  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  to 
the  same  extent  as  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  stockholders  thereof,  would  have  been  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed."  We  believe  that  this  is  as  far  as  it  is  possible  for  this 
Commonwealth  to  go  in  the  exercise  of  any  regulating  authority 
over  this  corporation,  as  under  this  provision  the  state  is  guaranteed 
the  same  control  over  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company 
which  it  has  hitherto  exercised.  We  do  not  believe  that  it  is  pos- 
sible by  any  statutory  provision  in  this  state  to  exercise  any  juris- 
diction which  might  be  in  conflict  with  the  authority  of  other  states. 
We  therefore  are  unable  to  find  anything  in  section  two  which 
seems  to  us  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  public  interests. 

The  Board,  however,  believes  that  section  four  of  the  bill  is  open 
to  objection  in  its  present  form.  By  the  terms  of  that  section  it 
might  be  contended  that  the  consolidated  company  is,  by  implica- 
tion, authorized  to  have  a  capital  stock  equal  in  amount  to  the 
aggregate  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock  of  the  uniting  companies. 
As  the  capital  stock  of  the  Sullivan  County  Railroad  has  been  pur- 
chased by  an  issue  of  bonds  of  the  Vermont  Valley  Railroad  and 
as  an  issue  of  stock  of  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company 
has  already  been  authorized  in  exchange  for  the  stock  of  the  Ver- 
mont Valley  Railroad,  a  provision  allowing  the  capital  stock  of  the 
consolidated  company  to  be  fixed  at  the  aggregate  of  the  outstanding 
capital  stock  of  the  uniting  companies  would  represent  double  capi- 
talization. 

We  believe  also  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  cancelling 
or  making  non-negotiable  the  certificates  of  stock  of  the  Vermont 
Valley  Railroad  and  of  the  Sullivan  County  Railroad  as  soon  as  all 
of  said  stock  has  been  acquired  by  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad 
Company.  We  therefore  recommend  that  section  four  be  struck 
out  and  that  a  new  section  be  substituted  therefor,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  "'■'  The  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  company  shall  not  for 
the  purpose  of  this  act  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  the  outstanding 
amount  at  par  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Connecticut  River  Rail- 
road Compan3^  together  with  enough  additional  stock,  upon  the 
basis  of  one  share  of  the  stock  of  the  consolidated  company  for 
every  two  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  Vermont  Valley  Railroad,  to 
acquire  the  stock  of  the  Vermont  Valley  Railroad  not  now  owned 
by  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  chapter  104  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1903.  Said  con- 
solidated corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  recognize  and  con- 
sider the  outstanding  certificates  of  stock  of  the  Connecticut  Eiver 
Eailroad  Company  as  the  certificates  of  stock  of  the  consolidated 
corporation;  and  whenever  it  shall  have  acquired  all  of  the  certifi- 
cates of  stock  of  the  Vermont  Valley  Eailroad,  and  of  the  Sullivan 
County  Eailroad,  said  certificates  shall  be  stamped  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  '  non-transferable ', 
and  the  same  shall  not  thereafter  for  any  reason  or  under  any 
circumstances  ever  be  allowed  to  pass  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
consolidated  corporation." 

With  these  changes  made  in  the  bill,  we  believe  that  its  passage 
will  be  consistent  with  the  public  interests.

Pi,eport  of  the  Board  on  a  request  of  the  ways  and  riieans  committee 
of  the  house  of  representatives  for  an  opinion  in  writing  relative 
to  a  proposed  Act  to  incorporate  the  Worcester,  Springfield  and 
Berkshire  Street  Raihvay  Company. 

To  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  House: 

In  pursuance  of  your  request,  made  on  May  9,  1912,  that  this 
Board  submit  to  your  committee,  on  or  before  May  14,  1913,  an 
opinion  in  writing  in  regard  to  House  Bill  No.  2152,  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  Incorporate  the  Worcester,  Springfield  and  Berkshire  Street 
Eailway  Company,"  more  especially  with  reference  to  the  financial 
provisions  of  said  bill,  we  respectfully  submit  the  following  report. 
In  the  limited  time  within  which  we  have  been  asked  to  make  our 
report  Ave  have  found  it  impossible  to  study  the  bill  in  all  its  details 
as  carefully  as  we  should  desire.  This  report  will  therefore  be 
coniined  in  the  main  to  the  financial  provisions  of  the  bill,  which 
have  been  specifically  referred  to  us  by  your  committee. 

The  language  of  the  bill  is  so  broad,  and  its  phraseology  so 
involved,  that  it  is  difficult  to  understand  the  full  scope  and  purport 
of  many  of  its  provisions.  For  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
legislation  proposed  it  is  necessary  for  us  also  to  have  complete 
information  in  regard  to  the  financial  operations  and  present  con- 
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dition  of  the  several  voluntaiy  associations  named  in  the  bill,  and 
their  relations  through  stock  ownership,  trust  agreements  or  other- 
wise, with  one  another,  with  the  underlying  street  railway  companies 
and  with  the  Xew  York,  Xew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

Xone  of  this  information  has  been  filed  with  the  Board,  as  the 
capitalization  of  these  voluntary  associations  is  not  subject  to  any 
control  or  regulation  by  this  Board. 

From  our  study  of  the  bill  and  such  information  as  we  have  been 
able  to  obtain,  it  appears  that  this  legislation  contemplates  the 
organization  of  a  new  street  railway  company  which  will  be  em- 
powered to  issue  stock  in  a  special  and  unusual  way,  in  exchange 
for  the  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  certain 
street  railway  companies,  for  the  equities  in  the  properties  of  certain 
other  street  railway  companies,  and  for  the  stocks  of  certain  cor- 
porations organized  under  the  business  corporation  law,  so  far  as 
all  such  stocks,  bonds,  notes,  equitable  rights  or  other  assets  are 
owned  and  held  by  certain  voluntary  associations. 

In  proceeding  to  make  a  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  bill  it  is 
proper  to  state  that  the  Board  has  had  to  rely  in  part  upon  certain 
information  w^hich  is  not  within  the  official  knowledge  of  the  Board. 
The  Board  therefore  cannot  vouch  for  the  absolute  accuracy  of  all 
statements  of  fact  made  in  this  report,  but  it  believes  that  they  are 
substantially  correct. 

The  corporations  whose  securities  and  assets  are  proposed  to  be 
taken  over  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  new  company,  and  the  rela- 
tions of  these  corporations  to  the  voluntary  associations  referred  to 
in  the  bill  are  as  follows :  — 

1.  The  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company,  a  Massachusetts 
corporation,  with  a  capital  stock  amounting  at  par  to  $3,708,100, 
of  which  $3,701,000  is  held  by  the  Springfield  Railway  Companies, 
a  voluntary  association. 

2.  The  Worcester  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Company,  a 
Massachusetts  corporation,  with  a  capital  stock  amounting  at  par 
to  $5,112,000,  substantially  all  of  which  is  owned  by  the  Worcester 
Railways  and  Investment  Company,  a  voluntary  association. 

3.  The  Milford,  Attlehorough  and  Woonsoclcet  Street  Raihvay 
Company,  a  Massachusetts  corporation,  with  a  capital  stock 
amounting  at  par  to  $315,000.  Substantially  all  of  the  stock  of  tliis 
company  is  owned  by  the  New  England  Investment  and  Security 
Company. 
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4.  The  Worcester  and  Shreivshury  Street  Railivay  Company,  a 
Massachusetts  corporation,  with  a  capital  stock  amounting  at  par 
to  $36,825.  This  company  is  leased  to  the  Worcester  Oonsolidated 
Street  Eailway  Company,  and  the  stock  of  this  company,  to  the 
par  value  of  $2,800  is  held  by  the  Worcester  Eailways  and  Invest- 
ment Company. 

5.  The  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company,  a  Massachusetts  cor- 
poration, with  a  capital  stock  amounting  at  par  to  $4,068,000, 
substantially  all  of  which  is  held  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company. 

6.  The  Worcester  and  Webster  Street  Railway  Company,  a  Massa- 
chusetts corporation,  leased  to  the  Webster  and  Dudley  Street  Eail- 
way Company  and  operated  by  the  Worcester  and  Southbridge 
Street  Eailway  Company,  and  having  a  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  $150,000;  the  Webster  and  Dudley  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, a  Massachusetts  corporation  leased  to  and  operated  by  the 
Worcester  and  Southbridge  Street  Eailway  Company,  and  having  a 
capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $50,000;  the  Interstate  Consoli- 
dated Street  Railway  Company,  a  Massachusetts  corporation,  with  a 
capital  stock  amounting  at  par  to  $275,000;  and  the  Attleborougli 
Branch  Railroad  Company,  operated  by  electricity,  a  Massachusetts 
corporation,  with  a  capital  stock  amounting  at  par  to  $131,700. 
Certain  equities  in  the  capital  stock  of  these  four  companies  are 

■  owned  by  the  New  England  Investment  and  Security  Company. 
The  value  of  these  equities  it  is  impossible  for  the  Board  at  this 
time  to  determine. 

7.  Three  corporations  organized  under  the  Massachusetts  business 
corporation  law,  namely  the  Electric  Manufacturing  Company,  with 
a  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $650,000,  all  of  which  is  owned  by 
the  Worcester  Eailways  and  Investment  Company,  the  Quinsiga- 
mond  Park  Company,  with  a  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $200,- 
000,  all  of  which  is  owned  by  the  Worcester  Eailways  and  Invest- 
ment Company;  and  the  Electric  Express  Company,  with  a  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  $20,000,  substantially  all  of  which  is  owned 
by  the  New  England  Investment  and  Security  Company. 

Furthermore,  there  are  certain  inter-relations  between  the  three 
voluntary  associations  mentioned.  The  Springfield  Eailway  Com- 
j)anies  has  outstanding  in  the  hands  of  the  public  preferred  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  $3,387,900,  but  all  its  common  stock  is  owned 
by  the  New  England  Investment  and  Security  Company.  The 
Worcester  Eailways  and  Investment  Company  has  outstanding  com- 
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mou  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $9,532,900,  of  which  $821,600  is 
owned  by  the  public,  and  the  balance,  amounting  at  par  to  $8,711,- 
300,  is  owned  by  the  New  England  Investment  and  Security  Com- 
pany. 

Section  2  of  the  bill  provides  that  the  new  company  may  issue 
capital  stock, 

1.  To  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  the  stock  owned  by  the 
aforesaid  voluntary  associations  in  the  Massachusetts  corporations 
above  mentioned.    This  amounts  to  $14,068,000. 

2.  To  the  amount  of  premiums  paid  into  the  treasury  of  any 
of  said  corporations  upon  the  capital  stock  issued  by  said  corpora- 
tions in  compliance  with  orders  of  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners.   These  premiums  amount  to  $1,058,386. 

3.  To  the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  the  bonds,  notes  and  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  issued  by  said  corporations  and  held  by  said 
voluntary  associations.  This  amounts  in  the  aggregate  to  the  par 
value  of  $3,476,171. 

4.  To  the  amount  of  the  cash  held  by  the  New  England  Invest- 
ment and  Security  Company,  which  at  the  end  of  the  last  financial 
year  was  $909,692. 

5.  To  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the  equities  held  by  the  New 
England  Investment  and  Security  Company  in  the  stocks  of  the 
Worcester  and  Webster,  the  Webster  and  Dudley  and  the  Interstate 
Consolidated  street  railway  companies,  and  in  the  Attleborough 
Branch  Railroad  Company,  said  stocks  amounting  at  par  in  the 
aggregate  to  $606,700,  and  the  value  of  the  equities  therein  to  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

The  maximum  capitalization  of  the  new  company,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  2  of  the  bill  would  be  approximately  $20,000,- 
000.  This  total  capitalization  represents  only  the  stock  and  inter- 
ests in  the  underlying  corporations  held  by  the  aforesaid  voluntary 
associations.  The  securities  and  obligations  of  these  underlying 
corporations,  so  far  as  they  are  held  by  the  public,  are  still  to  remain 
outstanding. 

With  the  capital  realized  from  the  sale  of  this  stock,  it  is  contem- 
plated that  the  new  company  shall  call  in  and  cancel  the  shares  of 
preferred  and  common  stock  held  by  the  public  in  the  voluntary 
associations  already  referred  to,  and  representing  a  total  call  value 
of  $8,578,895;  that  it  shall  pay  off  all  other  outstanding  liabilities 
of  these  voluntary  associations  at  their  face  value,  amounting  to 
$13,859,000,  in  order  to  bring  about  the  liquidation  of  these  associa- 
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tions;  and  that  it  shall  take  over  the  stock  of  the  Berkshire  Street 
Eailway  Company  at  its  cost  to  the  Kew  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Eailroad  Company,  which  is  stated  to  be  $5,042,000. 

In  other  words,  as  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  the  new  company 
will  be  obliged  to  pay  not  less  than  $27,579,895  in  order  to  acquire 
the  assets  authorized  in  the  bilL  It  may  be  pointed  out  also  that 
there  is  no  hmitation  upon  the  maximum  amount  which  may  be 
paid. 

In  order  that  the  new  company  may  raise  this  amount  of  capital 
it  is  proposed  to  issue  five  per  cent  preferred  stock  to  an  estimated 
amount  of  about  $8,500,000,  in  order  to  purchase  the  securities  in 
these  voluntary  associations  held  by  the  public;  and  to  sell  the  bal- 
ance, amounting  at  par  to  about  $11,500,000,  as  common  stock  to 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company  for 
about  $19,000,000,  the  sum  necessary  to  liquidate  the  other  out- 
standing obligations  of  these  voluntary  associations  at  their  face 
value.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Com- 
pany in  turn  is  to  raise  this  $19,000,000  by  the  issue  of  additional 
securities  of  that  company  at  prices  to  be  approved  by  the  railroad 
commissioners. 

In  regard  to  the  provisions  for  the  capitalization  of  the  new  com- 
pany as  set  forth  in  section  two  of  the  bill,  we  desire  to  call  especial 
attention  to  the  provision  for  the  capitalization  of  the  amount  of 
premiums  paid  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  underlying  corpora- 
tions, and  to  the  provision  for  the  capitalization  of  the  notes  and 
indebtedness  of  these  corporations  at  their  face  value  without  any 
investigation  by  this  Board  as  to  whether  they  were  properly  issued 
or  incurred.  In  both  of  these  provisions  the  bill  proposes  to  reverse 
the  policies  under  which  the  Commonwealth  has  kept  down  the 
capitalization  of  the  public  service  companies. 

If  the  premiums  paid  upon  the  capital  stock  of  these  corporations 
are  to  be  capitalized,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the 
other  railroad  and  street  railway  companies  should  not  seek,  and 
expect  to  obtain,  the  privilege  of  capitalizing  all  premiums  received 
on  their  capital  stock.  From  the  reports  made  to  this  Board  at  the 
end  of  the  last  financial  year  it  appears  that  in  addition  to  $32,393,- 
379  received  as  premiums  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company,  the  sum  of  $13,918,- 
062  was  received  as  premiums  on  the  capital  stock  of  other  railroad 
companies  and  the  sum  of  $8,480,801  as  premiums  on  the  capital 
stock  of  street  railway  companies. 
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In  other  words,  the  enactment  of  this  bill  would  open  the  door 
for  an  increased  capitalization  of  $23,398,863  by  the  corporations 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board,  exclusive  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Compan}',  none  of  whose  stock 
is  at  present  issued  under  our  authority.  A  similar  result  would 
also  be  likely  to  follow  in  regard  to  the  companies  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  gas  and  electric  light  commission. 

The  effect  of  this  would  be  to  create  a  perpetual  obligation  to  pay 
fares  for  dividend  purposes  upon  the  earning  power  and  franchise 
values  which  are  created  by  the  public  use  of  transportation  facili- 
ties. The  prosperity  of  the  railway  companies  through  the  public 
patronage,  would  be  made  a  reason  for  maintaining  existing  fares 
and  denying  improvements  in  service. 

It  seems  to  us  that  if  the  policy  of  the  commonwealth  in  this 
respect  is  to  be  overthrown,  it  should  be  done  with  a  full  realization 
of  its  far  reaching  effect,  and  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
whole  problem,  and  not  by  indirection  through  the  medium  of 
special  legislation. 

Moreover,  the  bill  not  only  reverses  the  existing  state  policy  for 
the  future,  but,  acting  retroactively,  takes  from  the  people  whatever 
benefits  may  have  accrued  from  the  application  of  this  policy  in  the 
past. 

Under  the  general  law  for  the  consolidation  of  street  railway 
companies  the  capitalization  of  the  consolidated  company  is  fixed 
at  the  aggregate  of  the  stocks  of  the  constituent  companies.  The 
general  law  thus  protects  the  public  against  excessive  capitalization. 
The  entanglement  of  these  street  railway  companies  with  certain 
voluntary  associations  does  not  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  reason  for 
relieving  those  responsible  for  that  situation  from  compliance  with 
the  law.  It  has  never  been  the  practice  of  the  legislature  to  allow 
the  existence  of  such  associations  or  their  pseudo-capitalization. any 
influence  in  the  consideration  of  street  railway  questions. 

Under  the  j)rovisions  of  section  10  of  the  bill,  as  we  have  already 
explained,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  in  effect  authorized  to  issue  securities  for  the  liquidation 
of  the  capital  stock,  notes  and  indebtedness  of  the  three  voluntary 
associations  at  their  face  value,  and  without  any  investigation  by 
any  public  authority  as  to  the  real  value  of  the  properties  or  other 
assets  which  they  represent. 

As  these  voluntary  associations  have  been  practically  a  holding 
device  for  all  the  Massachusetts  trolley  assets  of  the  New  York, 
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New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company,  the  effect  of  the  bill 
would  be  to  foist  indirectly  upon  the  public  the  capitalization  of  all 
the  money  expended  by  that  railroad  in  the  unlawful  purchase  of 
street  railway  properties. 

The  provision  in  the  bill  allowing  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Eailroad  Company  to  issue  securities  for  that  purpose  "  in 
excess  of  the  amount  of  its  securities  at  present  issued  and  out- 
standing "  would  seem  also  to  give  the  sanction  of  the  Common- 
wealth hj  indirection  to  all  the  outstanding  securities  of  that  rail- 
road, none  of  which  have  been  issued  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

In  regard  to  the  whole  matter  of  capitalization,  we  desire  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  the  railroad  commission  is  given  no  real 
authority  to  control  or  supervise  the  issue  of  the  securities  author- 
ized in  the  bill.  In  regard  to  the  capitalization  of  the  proposed  new 
street  railway  company  the  functions  of  the  Board  are  little  more 
than  clerical.  In  regard  to  the  issue  of  securities  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Compan)^  as  provided  in  the 
bill,  the  Board  may  fix  the  price  at  which  such  securities  shall  be 
sold,  but  it  has  no  real  discretion  to  determine  the  total  amount 
which  may  be  issued.  These  provisions  afford  no  real  protection  to 
the  public,  and  in  our  opinion  it  would  be  preferable  to  have  them 
entirely  eliminated  rather  than  to  permit  the  issue  of  securities 
under  the  color  of  the  authority  of  the  Board  to  mislead  the  invest- 
ing public  into  the  belief  that  these  securities  had  been  authorized 
by  the  Board  in  the  regular  way. 

The  provision  in  the  bill  giving  the  supreme  judicial  court 
"  jurisdiction  in  equity  after  a  hearing  de  novo  to  enforce  compli- 
ance with  any  order  issued  by  the  Board  under  authority  of  this  act, 
and  to  limit,  suspend,  modify  or  set  aside  any  such  order  "  would 
mean  a  re-opening  of  the  Avhole  inquiry  from  the  beginning,  into 
facts  as  well  as  law,  a  difficult  and  needless  task  for  judges  and 
juries,  provoking  delays  to  the  public  and  destruction  to  the  power 
and  influence  of  the  commission. 

We  therefore  disapprove  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  because  in  its 
provisions  for  capitalization  and  in  other  respects  it  is  not  only 
inconsistent  with  the  established  policy  of  the  Commonwealth,  but 
in  our  judgment  is  contrary  to  the  public  interest. 

We  also  disapprove  of  the  passage  of  the  act,  because  in  our 
opinion  no  legislation  should  be  passed  involving  the  change  into 
corporate  form  of  any  of  the  voluntary  associations  now  controlling 
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public  service  corporations  in  this  commonwealth  without  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  whole  subject. 

There  is  now  before  the  legislature  a  resolve  (House,  No.  2372) 
which  provides  for  an  investigation  relative  to  the  holdings  of  stock 
in  public  service  corporations  by  voluntary  associations,  and  to  the 
consolidation  of  companies  controlled  by  them,  and  the  liquidation 
of  such  associations.  A  commission  is  constituted  thereunder,  con- 
sisting of  the  attorney  general,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners, 
the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  and  six  members 
of  the  general  court.  This  resolve  is  based  on  the  recommendations 
of  the  board  of  gas  and  electric  light  commissioners  and  on  the 
report  of  the  tax  commissioner,  the  latter  having  made  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  subject  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  55 
of  the  Resolves  of  1911.  The  tax  commissioner  in  this  report  sug- 
gested that  the  subject  of  the  consolidation  of  companies  controlled 
by  voluntary  associations  into  the  form  of  Massachusetts  corpora- 
tions and  the  liquidation  of  such  holding  companies  might  well  be 
considered  by  the  legislature.  The  joint  committee  on  the  judiciary 
and  the  committee  on  ways  and  means  of  the  Plouse,  having  con- 
sidered the  subject,  reported  this  resolve,  which  contemplates  a  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  whole  matter  and  a  report  thereon  to  the 
next  general  court. 

These  associations  have  grown  into  great  size,  with  no  regulation 
as  to  capitalization  or  as  to  their  quasi-corporate  acts  and  manage- 
ment. They  control  more  than  one-half  the  street  railway  mileage 
in  this  commonwealth,  as  well  as  a  very  substantial  part  of  the  gas 
and  electric  light  business.  The  method  and  procedure  by  Avhich 
these  various  voluntary  associations  which  control  public  utilities 
should  be  changed  into  corporations,  if  it  seems  wise  to  make  this 
change,  and  the  safeguards  which  the  public  interest  demands  with 
relation  to  any  recognition  of  their  present  outstanding  capitaliza- 
tion, and  as  to  the  possibility  of  still  further  consolidations,  which 
might  result  in  placing  the  entire  transportation  system  of  the  com- 
monwealth under  one  control,  all  present  questions  which  are  com- 
plex and  intricate,  and  which  can  only  be  answered  after  a  pains- 
taking examination  of  the  whole  situation.  The  passage  at  this  time 
of  special  legislation  at  the  request  of  one  or  two  of  these  associa- 
tions is  more  than  likely  to  create  precedents  which  in  the  future 
will  greatly  embarrass  the  general  court  and  the  boards  having 
supervision  of  public  utilities. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  a  substantial  public  demand  for  the 
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extension  of  some  of  the  lines  controlled  by  these  associations  which 
now  seelc  incorporation,  a  demand  with  which  this  Board  is  in 
entire  sympathT.  We  are  nevertheless  of  the  opinion  that  the  gen- 
eral court  will  be  justified  in  asking  that  part  of  the  community 
which  expects  immediate  benefit  from  such  extensions  to  wait  until 
such  time  as  the  matter  can  be  properly  considered,  rather  than  have 
its  desire  for  improved  transportation  facilities  made  the  excuse  for 
legislation  which  is  distinctly  opposed  to  the  general  good.

Petition  of  the  Massachusetts  Northeastern  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Citizens'  Electric  Street  Railway  Company  for 
approval  of  terms  of  purchase  and  sale,  and  for  authority  for 
an   issue   of   additional    capital   stoch   hy   the   Massachusetts 
Northeastern  Street  Railway  Company. 
It  appearing,  after  notice  and  hearing,  that  the  railways  of  the 
contracting  companies  connect;  that  the  Citizens'  Electric  Street 
Eailway  Company  is  to  transfer  all  its  property  and  franchises  to 
the  Massachusetts  jSTortheastern  Street  Eailway  Company,  which  is 
to  assume  all  outstanding  indebtedness  and  fulfil  all  obligations  of 
the  Citizens'  Electric  Street  Eailway  Company;  that  the  purchase 
and  sale  involves  no  decrease  in  facilities  for  travel  and  no  increase

It  appearing,  after  public  notice  and  hearing  all  parties  inter- 
ested, that  said  bridge  is  at  a  crossing  of  the  public  way  known  as 
Tremont  street  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  within  the  city 
of  Boston;  that  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  has  a 
location  for  tracks  upon  said  bridge;  and  that  it  is  necessary  for 
the  security  and  convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  should 
be  made  in  said  bridge,  which  does  not  involve  the  abolition  of  a 
crossing  at  grade,  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  bridge  and 
making  certain  structural  changes  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening 
or  improving  it,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  said  Tremont  street  bridge  be  altered  and  rebuilt 
in  the  manner  and  within  the  limits  hereinafter  described : 

First.  The  entire  existing  structure,  except  the  abutments,  is  to 
be  removed. 

Second.  Upon  the  abutments  of  the  present  bridge  and  at  sub- 
stantially the  same  grade  shall  be  constructed  the  new  bridge, 
approximately  sixty-three  (63)  feet  long  and  seventy-one  (71) 
feet  wide,  consisting  of  five  longitudinal  steel  girders;  one  at  the 
centre  of  the  bridge  and  separating  the  two  roadways;  one  at  each 
side  of  each  roadway  separating  it  from  the  sidewalk  adjacent;  and 
one  at  each  side  of  each  sidewalk.

On  each  car  track  a  train  of 
fiftv  (50)  ton  passenger  street  cars,  end  to  end,  each  car  of  length 
forty-five  (45)  feet,  each  truck  with  wheel  base  five  (5)  feet,  and 
total  wheel  base  twenty-five  (25)  feet.  2.  On  any  part  of  the  road- 
way, outside  of  the  car  tracks  and  on  the  sidewalks,  a  uniformly 
distributed  load  of  one  hundred  (100)  pounds  per  square  foot, 
either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  street  cars  and  covering  all  of 
the  roadways  not  occupied  by  street  cars.  3.  As  an  alternate 
loading,  a  single  twenty  (20)  ton  wagon  loaded  with  ten  (10)  tons 
per  axle,  wheel  base  six  (6)  feet  by  twelve  (12)  feet,  and  wagon 
occupying  a  space  ten  (10)  feet  wide  by  twenty  (20)  feet  long; 
this  load  on  any  part  of  the  roadway,  in  conjunction  with  a  uni- 
formly distributed  load  of  one  hundred  (100)  pounds  per  square 
foot,  covering  space  not  occupied  by  the  wagon.

3.  The  clear  distance  between  the  masonry  abutments,  about 
nineteen  feet  and  nine  inches  (19'  9"),  under  the  bridge  seat  and 
the  clear  headroom  of  the  street,  about  eleven  feet  (11')?  shall 
remain  unchanged  in  the  new  bridge.  Any  increased  depth  of 
structure  above  that  required  in  the  present  structure  shall  be 
obtained  by  raising  the  track  of  the  railroad. 
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4.  The  work  is  to  be  executed  substantially  in  accordance  with 
a  plan  marked  "  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  R.  R.R. 
Co.,  Lessee,  Bridge  No.  22,  Boston  Division,  Over  Parsons  Street, 
Brighton",  signed  by  W.  F.  Steffens,  Engineer  of  Structures  and 
by  F.  B.  Freeman,  Chief  Engineer,  dated  Boston,  March,  1912, 
signed  by  and  filed  with  the  records  of  this  Board  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

The  details  of  said  bridge  shall  be  carried  out  and  the  whole 
work  shall  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Board. 

This  order  is  made  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  if  any  it  has.

of  the  existing  tracks  and  for  the  construction  of  an  additional 
track;  that  they  are  agreed  upon  the  character  of  the  alterations  to 
be  made,  and  that  an  instrument  in  writing  specifying  the  manner 
and  limits  within  which  said  alterations  shall  be  made,  the  party 
by  whom  the  work  shall  be  done,  the  general  method  of  construction 
and  apportionment  of  cost,  has  been  duly  executed  by  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Middlefield  and  by  the  president  of  the  railroad 
corporation,  a  copy  of  which  agreement  is  as  follows : 

This  agreement  made  this  sixteenth  day  of  October,  1911,  by  and

made  in  the  crossing  of  a  public  way  in  said  town  of  Middlefield, 
known  as  Middlefield  turnpike,  with  said  railroad,  and  in  the  bridge 
at  said  crossing,  it  is  mutually  agreed  that  such  alterations  be  made 
within  the  manner  and  limits  herein  specified,  and  in  accordance  with 
a  plan  entitled  "  Boston  &  Albany  R.E.,  N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  R.  R.R.  Co., 
Lessee,  Albany  Division,  Proposed  Changes  at  Middlefield  Turnpike, 
Middlefield,"  dated  July  19,  1911,  and  signed  by  F.  B.  Freeman,  chief 
engineer,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  location  and  grade  of  said  public  way  remaining  unchanged, 
the  bridge  at  said  crossing  shall  be  widened  to  the  extent  of  sixteen 
(16)  feet  to  provide  a  proper  support  for  the  relocation  of  the  existing 
tracks  and  for  an  additional  or  third  track  on  the  southerly  side  of  the 
two  main  tracks  of  said  railroad,  and  the  southerly  wing-walls  of  both 
abutments  of  said  bridge  shall  be  extended  a  sufficient  distance  to  pro- 
vide a  proper  support  for  the^  slopes  of  the  railroad  embankment  due 
to  the  construction  of  said  additional  track. 

The  widening  of  said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  in  the  form  of  a 
concrete  masonry  arch  with  the  same  span  and  the  same  clear  head- 
room above  the  said  turnpike  as  the  existing  bridge  at  said  crossing 
now  has,  and  the  extension  of  said  wing-walls  shall  also  be  constructed 
of  concrete  masonry  as  shown  upon  said  plan.

Beginning-  at  the  intersection  of  the  northwesterly  line  of  said 
Bloomingdale  road  with  the  easterly  line  of  said  Putnajn  lane  as  at 
present  established,  the  easterly  line  of  said  lane  as  relocated  shall  run 
northerly  as  at  present  established  sixty-two  (62)  feet  to  an  angle; 
thence  deflecting  twenty-nine  degrees,  sixteen  minutes  fifty  seconds  to 
the  right,  it  shall  run  northeasterly  four  hundred  and  forty-two  and 
thirty-one  hundredths  (442.31)  feet  to  a  point  on  the  present  easterly 
line  of  said  lane  extended  southerly ;  thence  deflecting  fifty-four  degTees 
twenty-three  minutes  and  fifty-one  seconds  to  the  left,  it  shall  run 
northerly  fifty-eight  (58)  feet  to  an  angle  in  the  said  present  easterly 
line  of  said  lane. 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  said  northwesterly  line  of  said 
Bloomingdale  road  with  the  westerly  line  of  said  Putnam  lane  as  at

A  drain  of  Akron  pipe  fifteen  (15)  inches  in  diameter  shall  be  laid

end  of  the  westerly  abutment  of  the  present  bridge,  southward  for  a 
distance  of  thirty-five  (35)  feet  and  at  this  point  a  second  manhole 
shall  be  constructed.

General  Provisions. 

Proper  g-uard  fences  shall  be  erected  at  all  points  covered  by  these 
alterations  as  may  be  directed  by  the  selectmen  of  Montague. 

Said  crossings  shall  be  planked  level  with  the  top  of  the  rails  to  the 
full  width  of  the  travelled  way  and  the  railroad  company  shall  keep 
said  i^lanking  and  crossings  in  repair,  but  the  remainder  of  said  ways 
shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  town  of  Montague. 

A  sidewalk  about  eight  feet  wide  shall  be  constructed  on  the  north- 
westerly side  of  Canal  street  from  Fifth  street  to  Third  street  and 
cobble  stone  gutters  shall  be  put  in  on  both  sides  of  Canal  street  from 
Fifth  street  to  Third  street. 

Two  suitable  catch  basins  shall  be  located  on  each  side  of  Canal 
street  near  the  corner  of  Fifth  street,  and  a  suitable  tile  pipe  drain 
therefrom  shall  be  laid  at  least  two  (2)  feet  underground  to  carry 
water  from  both  these  catch  basins  into  the  canal.

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INVESTIGATION    OF    ACCIDENTS. 


Report  of  the  Board  on  an  order  of  the  general  court  providing  for 
an  investigation  of  an  accident  in  the  Hoosac  Tunnel,  February 
20,  1912. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives : 

On  February  26,  1912,  an  order  was  adopted  by  the  senate  pro- 
viding for  an  investigation  and  report  by  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  relative  to  the  railroad  accident  which  had  recently 
occurred  in  the  Hoosac  Tunnel.  This  order  was  adopted  in  concur- 
rence, with  an  amendment,  by  the  house  of  representatives,  on 
February  28,  1912,  and  the  amendment  was  concurred  in  by  the 
senate  on  February  29,  1912.  The  order  as  amended  reads  as 
follows : 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  be  requested  to 
report  to  the  General  Court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  next 
the  cause  of  the  railroad  accident  which  occurred  recently  in  the  Hoosac 
Tunnel;  and  also  to  report  whether  or  not  the  reduction  in  the  number 
of  employees  of  the  railroad  corporation  was  one  of  the  causes  of  said 
accident,  and  whether  or  not  the  electrical  equipment  of  the  tunnel  had 
been  satisfactory  before  said  accident  occurred;  and  whether  or  not  it 
is  safe  and  expedient  to  allow  more  than  one  train  travelling  in  the 
same  direction  in  Hoosac  Tunnel  at  the  same  time. 

On  March  29,  1912,  the  Board  requested  an  extension  of  time, 
as  it  had  not  been  able  to  complete  its  investigation  and  desired 
also  to  await  the  completion  of  the  hearing  at  the  inquest  held  in 
relation  to  this  accident. 

The  accident  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  order  was  a  rear-end 
collision,  caused  by  passenger  train  No.  2  running  into  extra  freight 
train  No.  2633,  on  the  east  bound  track  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad  in  the  Hoosac  Tunnel,  near  the  east  portal,  at  about  4.30 
o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  February  20,  1912.  This 
accident  resulted  in  the  loss  of  life  of  four  employees  of  the  railroad 
who  were  in  the  electric  locomotive  drawing  passenger  train  No.  2. 
This  electric  locomotive  and  the  caboose  car  in  the  rear  of  the 
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freight  train  were  wrecked.  The  wreckage  took  fire,  probably  due 
to  the  upsetting  of  a  coal  stove  in  the  caboose  car,  and  a  number  of 
the  freight  cars  burned  for  several  da3^s,  resulting  in  a  large  loss 
of  property  and  a  serious  interruption  to  traffic. 

On  February  31,  1912,  previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  above 
order,  the  Board,  under  the  authority  given  it  by  law,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  usual  practice  of  the  Board  since  its  establish- 
ment, began  an  investigation  of  the  accident.  The  Board  engaged 
Professor  William  L.  Puffer,  an  eminent  electrical  engineer  and 
expert,  to  assist  it  in  its  investigation,  made  a  personal  inspection 
of  the  tunnel,  gave  a  public  hearing  in  relation  to  the  accident,  and 
by  personal  examination  of  witnesses  at  North  Adams  and  Boston, 
and  otherwise,  has  made  a  diligent  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  cause 
of  the  accident.  The  Board  also  co-operated  with  the  District 
Attorney's  office  in  the  investigation  of  the  accident  incident  to  the 
inquest  recently  held  at  North  Adams  before  Hon.  Carlton  T. 
Phelps,  Justice  of  the  District  Court  of  Northern  Berkshire.  The 
Board  has  received  a  transcript  of  the  testimony  taken  at  that 
hearing,  and  has  carefully  considered  the  same. 

The  Hoosac  Tunnel  is  about  4%  miles  in  length,  and  was  opened 
to  traffic  in  1875.  Natural  light  does  not  penetrate  it,  except  for  a 
few  hundred  feet  at  each  end.  When  the  tunnel  was  first  opened 
for  use  it  consisted  of  a  single  track,  but  a  second  track  was  later 
constructed  through  the  tunnel. 

About  a  year  ago  the  tunnel  was  electrified,  the  electrified  zone 
beginning  at  the  little  tunnel  west  of  North  Adams  station,  and 
extending  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  east  of  Hoosac  Tunnel  station, 
a  total  distance  of  about  eight  miles.  Sinc6  the  electrification  of 
the  tunnel  an  electric  locomotive  has  been  coupled  on  in  front  of 
the  steam  locomotive  of  freight  and  passenger  trains  before  enter- 
ing the  tunnel.  The  fires  on  the  steam  locomotive  are  banked,  the 
motive  power  is  supplied  by  the  electric  locomotive,  and  the  control 
and  responsibility  of  operating  the  train  rests  with  the  men  oper- 
ating that  locomotive.  After  the  train  has  been  drawn  through  the 
tunnel  the  electric  locomotive  is  uncoupled  and  the  motive  power  is 
furnished  by  the  steam  locomotive. 

The  east  bound  and  the  west  bound  tracks  in  the  tunnel  are  each 
divided  into  three  blocks,  and  the  operation  of  trains  is  governed 
by  permissive,  automatic  electric  signals.  On  the  east  bound  track 
the  first  block  begins  just  outside  of  the  west  portal  of  tlie  tunnel, 
and  extends  into  the  tunuel  a  distance  of  8013  feet.     Tlie  second 
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block,  -vvhicli  is  entirely  within  the  tunnel,  is  8031  feet  long,  and  is 
governed  by  signal  H-1393;  and  the  third  block,  which  is  governed 
by  signal  H-1376,  extends  for  a  distance  of  9600  feet  within  the 
tunnel,  and  ends  just  beyond  the  east  portal. 

At  the  exact  beginning  of  each  block  is  a  white  light  on  the 
south  wall  as  a  marker  of  the  setting  point.  This  light  is  always 
burning  if  there  is  current  available  for  the  signals.  At  a  point 
about  200  feet  beyond  the  beginning  of  each  block  in  the  tunnel  is 
an  iron  signal  box  on  the  wall  of  the  tunnel,  with  red,  green,  green 
and  yellow  bull's  eyes,  four  in  all,  arranged  vertically,  with  electric 
lights  behind  each.  The  rules  governing  the  use  of  these  signals 
are  as  follows: 

Westbound.  Easthovnd. 

H-1371  just  west  of  manhole  7250  H-1392  just  east  of  manhole  17781 
H-1387  just  west  of  manhole  1503]  H-1376  just  east  of  manhole  9750 

These  signals  will  always  give  the  night  indication  and  will  be  oper- 
ated under  the  general  rules  governing  the  use  of  automatic  block 
signals. 

Block  posts  for  these  signals  will  be  designated  by  a  white  light. 

Lower  light  on  block  signal  H-1376  will  act  as  a  distant  signal  for 
rear  home  signal  at  east  portal. 

Lower  light  on  block  signal  H-1387  will  act  as  a  distant  signal  for 
home  signal  at  west  portal. 

501a.  (The  semaphore  arm  should  start  to  change  from  "Proceed" 
to  "  Stop  "  as  a  train  approaches  within  about  one  hundred  feet  of  the 
signal.  If  a  semaphore  arm  at  "  Proceed  "  does  not  start  to  change  on 
passing  it,  it  should  be  regarded  as  if  at  "  Stop  ",  and  train  brought  to 
"  Stop  "  as  soon  as  possible.) 

Trains  finding  the  home  signal  indicating  "  Stop  "  must  stop  before 
passing  the  block  limit  post. 

504.  When  a  train  is  stopped  by  a  block  signal,  it  may  proceed  when 
the  signal  is  cleared.     If  not  immediately  cleared,  it  may  proceed 

(A)  On  single  track,  preceded  by  a  flagman  to  the  next  clear 
signal;  or 

(B)  On  double  track  at  once  with  caution. 

The  operation  of  these  signals  and  the  proper  sequence  of  lights 
is  explained  by  the  following  quotation  from  Professor  Puffer's 
appended  report : 

Should  an  observer  stand  at  a  signal  and  watch  the  lights  as  a  train 

approached  and  went  on  its  way  he  would  see  the  following  changes :  — 

When  the  front  wheels  of  the  engine  reached  the  setting  point,  the 
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lights  which  were  showing  a  double  green  for  safety  would  change  to 
red  and  yellow  for  danger.  When  the  rear  of  the  train  reached  the 
beginning  of  the  next  block  the  lights  would  change  to  green  and  yellow 
for  caution,  and  when  the  last  car  had  left  the  far  end  of  the  second 
block  the  lights  would  again  show  double  gTeen  for  safety.  If  the 
tracks  were  so  that  the  train  could  pass  out  of  the  first  block  over  a 
cross-over  switch,  the  red  and  yellow  would  change  to  double  green  as 
soon  as  the  switch  was  closed  behind  the  train  and  the  main  track  be 
clear. 

All  signals  outside  of  the  tunnel  have  in  addition  to  the  lights,  a 
double  semaphore  arm  for  daylight  indications,  but  no  description  of 
this  is  necessary  as  it  cannot  be  used  in  the  tunnel. 

On  the  day  of  the  accident  freight  train  No.  2633,  consisting  of  a 
steam  locomotive,  thirty-seven  cars  and  a  caboose,  drawn  by  an  elec- 
tric locomotive,  left  North  Adams,  entering  the  west  portal  of  the 
tunnel  at  3.40  p.m.,  and  proceeded  east.  Nothing  unusual  occurred 
in  the  operation  of  the  train  until  it  reached  a  point  near  the  central 
shaft,  when  the  train  broke  in  two.  Such  a  situation  is  governed 
by  the  following  rule : 

Rule  99.  When  a  train  stops,  or  is  delayed,  under  such  circum- 
stances that  it  may  be  overtaken  by  another  train,  its  flagman  must 
immediately  go  back  and  display  stop  signals  at  a  sufficient  distance 
to  insure  full  protection,  placing  one  torpedo  upon  the  rail.  When 
recalled  to  his  train,  he  will,  if  continued  protection  is  necessary  either 
allow  the  one  torpedo  to  remain  or  will  place  another  100  feet  from  it, 
as  existing  conditions  may  require. 

The  front  of  the  train  must,  when  necessary,  be  protected  in  the  same 
way  by  the  fireman.  A  train  stopped  by  a  signal  will  not  proceed  until 
the  signal  is  withdrawn,  or  it  is  positively  known  that  the  reason  for 
its  display  no  longer  exists. 

Acting  under  this  rule,  the  conductor  of  the  freight  train  in- 
structed the  rear  brakeman,  provided  with  lanterns,  fusees  and 
torpedoes,  to  proceed  back  a  proper  distance  and  protect  the  train, 
which  was  done.  After  a  delay  of  about  half  an  hour  the  train 
was  coupled  together  and  continued  east  through  the  tunnel.  As  it 
approached  the  signal  just  outside  of  the  east  portal,  the  engineer 
found  the  signal  set  at  danger,  and  brought  the  train  to  a  stop,  the 
front  of  the  train  being  about  three  hundred  feet  outside  the  portal, 
and  the  rear  of  the  train  extending  back  into  the  tunnel  for  a 
distance  of  about  twelve  hundred  feet.  A  few  seconds  later  the 
collision  occurred. 
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It  would  appear  that  the  conductor  of  the  freight  train  fully 
complied  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  company  governing 
the  operation  of  the  train  of  which  he  had  charge,  and  that  he  had 
everv  reason  to  believe  that  his  train  was  in  a  safe  position  and  that 
an  accident  of  this  character  would  not  occur. 

Passenger  train  K'o.  2,  consisting  of  a  steam  locomotive  and  five 
cars  drawn  by  an  electric  locomotive,  due  to  leave  North  Adams  at 
4  P.M.,  left  that  point  at  4.11  p.m.,  eleven  minutes  late,  and  pro- 
ceeded east.  Nothing  unusual  occurred  in  the  operation  of  this 
train  until  it  reached  a  point  near  the  central  shaft,  where  it 
was  stopped  by  the  flagman  of  extra  freight  No.  2633,  who  had 
been  sent  back  for  the  purpose  of  flagging  the  passenger  train  and 
informing  those  in  charge  of  the  locomotive  that  freight  train 
No.  2633  was  preceding  them.  After  the  flagman  had  boarded  the 
electric  locomotive  of  the  passenger  train,  it  proceeded  slowly  until 
it  reached  automatic  signal  H-1376,  governing  the  use  of  the  third 
block  in  the  tunnel,  which  was  the  block  in  which  the  accident 
occurred. 

After  the  passenger  train  passed  signal  H-1376  the  train  in- 
creased in  speed,  and  was  proceeding  at  a  rate  estimated  to  be  from 
twenty  to  thirty  miles  an  hour  when  it  ran  into  the  rear  end  of 
the  freight  train  ahead,  which,  as  we  have  already  stated,  had  been 
brought  to  a  stop  near  the  east  portal  of  the  tunnel  a  few  seconds 
before  the  collision. 

Upon  the  electric  locomotive  of  passenger  train  No.  2  at  the 
time  of  the  accident  were  the  regular  engineer  and  firemen  of 
that  locomotive,  an  engineer  learning  to  operate  an  electric  motor, 
and  the  flagman  of  extra  freight  No.  2633,  who  had  boarded  the 
locomotive  near  the  central  shaft.  The  men  operating  this  loco- 
motive were  the  men  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  observing 
signals  and  of  regulating  the  movement  of  the  trains  as  required 
by  the  rules  of  the  company.  But  as  the  men  on  this  locomotive 
were  all  killed  in  the  collision,  what  they  observed  in  regard  to 
signal  H-1376,  and  why  they  increased  the  speed  of  the  train 
beyond  that  point  will  probably  never  be  known  with  certainty. 

Upon  the  steam  locomotive  immediately  behind  the  electric 
locomotive  of  passenger  train  No.  2  were  the  regular  engineer  and 
fireman,  an  engineer  learning  the  road  and  a  brakeman  of  extra 
freight  train  No.  2633,  who  was  picked  up  at  Williamstown.  As 
this  locomotive  was  not  operating  under  its  own  steam,  none  of 
these  men  had  any  responsibility  in  the  operation  of  the  train.  No 
person  upon  this  engine  except  the  engineer  claims  to  have  seen  the 
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signals  which  govern  the  block  in  which  the  accident  occurred. 
He  testified  that  he  had  protruded  his  head  from  the  cab  sufficiently 
to  observe  the  signals  at  red  and  yellow ;  that  these  signals  changed 
to  two  green  lights  before  entering  the  block,  and  that  as  he  passed 
the  signal  they  changed  back  to  red  and  yellow.  When  the  signals 
changed  from  red  and  yellow  to  green  he  called  "  Double  green  ". 
The  three  men  in  the  cab  with  him  testified  that  they  heard  the 
signals  thus  announced.  As  the  freight  train  was  in  this  block 
at  the  time,  signal  H-1376  should  have  remained  red  and  yellow 
to  indicate  danger.  If,  however,  the  engineer  on  the  electric  loco- 
motive of  the  passenger  train  saw  the  signal  at  double  green  before 
entering  the  block,  he  was  at  liberty  to  proceed,  unless  there  was 
something  to  indicate  that  the  signal  was  not  working  properly 
and  was  giving  a  false  indication. 

It  has,  however,  been  claimed  that  an  immediate  change  from 
red  and  yellow  to  double  green  at  that  point  was  in  itself  an  indica- 
tion that  the  signal  was  not  working  properly,  as  there  should  have 
been  an  intervening  period,  corresponding  to  the  time  necessary  for 
the  train  ahead  to  have  passed  through  the  next  block,  when  the 
signals  should  have  shown  yellow  and  green,  and  that  the  engineer 
should  therefore  have  acted  in  accordance  with  the  following  regu- 
lations: 

27.  A  sig-nal  imperfectly  displayed,  or  the  absence  of  a  signal  at  a 
place  where  a  signal  is  usually  shown,  must  be  regarded  as  a  stop 
signal,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  27a,  and  the  fact  reported  to  the 
superintendent. 

27a.  A  cautionary  signal  imperfectly  displayed  or  the  absence  of  a 
cautionary  signal  where  one  is  usually  shown,  must  be  regarded  as  a 
cautionary  signal,  and  the  fact  reported  to  the  superintendent. 

With  such  conditions  prevailing  Rule  106  should  have  been  observed^ 
as  follows : 

106.  In  all  cases  of  doubt  or  uncertainty  the  safe  course  must  be 
taken  and  no  risks  run. 

It  is  true  that  when  the  signals  are  operating  properly  an  imme- 
diate change  from  red  and  yellow  to  double  green  cannot  ordinarily 
occur,  except  where  there  is  a  cross-over  switch  or  side  track  in  the 
block  which  the  signal  controls,  and  it  is  true  that  there  is  no  such 
switch  or  side  track  in  the  block  where  the  accident  occurred.  But 
there  are  many  places  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  where  an  imme- 
diate change  from  red  and  yellow  to  double  green  wovdd  be  proper 
and  normal,  and  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  an  engineer,  every 
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time  he  sees  a  signal  displa3^ed,  to  make  a  separate  deduction  based 
upon  the  varying  conditions  in  each  block  along  his  route.  This 
view  is  confirmed  by  the  fact  that  most  of  the  engineers  operating 
through  the  tunnel  have  stated  that  if  they  had  seen  signal  H-1376 
change  from  red  and  j^ellow  to  double  green  they  should  have  felt 
free  to  proceed. 

It  is  true  that  the  only  direct  evidence  in  regard  to  the  indica- 
tions given  by  signal  H-1376  just  prior  to  the  collision  is  that  fur- 
nished by  the  engineer  on  the  steam  locomotive  of  the  passenger 
train.  This  evidence  is,  however,  substantiated  by  the  fact  that 
the  other  men  riding  with  the  engineer  on  the  steam  locomotive  all 
heard  him  distinctly  call  "  double  green  "  just  before  passing  the 
signal.  The  fact  also  that  the  passenger  train  after  proceeding 
slowly  and  cautiously  as  far  as  this  signal  proceeded  at  a  faster 
rate  beyond  that  point  until  the  train  reached  its  normal  speed, 
would  in  itself  seem  to  warrant  the  assumption  that  the  signals 
indicated  that  the  track  ahead  was  clear. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  contended  by  the  officials  of  the  railroad 
that  the  showing  of  two  green  lights  when  a  train  is  in  the  block 
is  impossible  under  the  signal  system  used  in  the  tunnel,  and  that 
the  engineer  who  testified  that  he  saw  two  green  lights  displayed 
at  signal  H-1376  must  have  been  mistaken.  The  electrical  engineer 
employed  by  the  Board  has,  however,  stated  in  his  report,  which  is 
filed  herewith,  that  it  is  possible  that  signal  H-1376  may  have 
changed  from  red  and  yellow  to  double  green,  due  to  a  combination 
of  events  which  while  improbable  are  not  impossible.  He  has 
worked  out  two  theoretical  abnormal  conditions  which  would  result 
in  the  showing  of  two  green  lights  when  a  train  is  in  the  block, 
provided  certain  unlikely  yet  possible  derangements  were  to  happen. 
It  is  true  that  these  conditions  are  theoretical  only  and  are  not 
supported  by  any  evidence  that  they  existed  in  this  particular  case, 
nor  have  they  been  artificially  produced. 

The  members  of  the  Board  personally,  as  well  as  the  inspectors 
in  its  employ,  have  been  informed  of  specific  instances  where  signals 
located  outside  of  the  tunnel  have  failed  to  work  properly,  and 
such  instances  have  received  prompt  attention  and  the  signals  have 
been  corrected.  No  complaint,  however,  had  reached  the  Board  or 
any  of  its  inspectors  with  reference  to  the  failure  of  any  of  the 
signals  in  the  electric  zone  in  the  Hoosac  tunnel  to  work  properly 
previous  to  the  accident.  It  appears,  however,  from  the  evidence 
presented  at  the  inquest,  and  other  evidence  obtained  by  the  Board 
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since  the  accident,  that  there  have  been  cases  where  the  signals 
within  the  tunnel  have  not  worked  properly.  While  the  automatic 
electric  signals  of  the  electric  zone  are  as  reliable  and  trustworthy 
as  any  which  are  available,  experience  has  shown  that  all  of  the 
different  signal  defaces,  whether  mechanically,  electrically  or  man- 
ually operated,  have  failed  at  times  to  work  properly. 

While  the  evidence  available  in  regard  to  the  cause  of  the  acci- 
dent is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  a  positive  conclusion,  the  Board  is 
of  the  opinion  that  signal  H-1376  probably  showed  double  green 
before  the  passenger  train  entered  the  block  on  which  the  accident 
occurred,  and  that  this  false  indication  contributed  to  the  accident. 
We  believe,  however,  that  while  it  is  possible  that  under  exceedingly 
rare  and  abnormal  conditions,  the  signals  operated  under  the 
system  employed  in  the  tunnel  may  fail  to  work  properly,  the  sys- 
tem offers  as  nearly  an  absolute  guarantee  of  safety  as  it  has  been 
possible  up  to  this  time  to  devise  by  human  agency.  But  with  the 
possibilities  of  error  which  may  occur  under  even  the  best  system, 
the  railroad  management  has  incorporated  in  its  book  of  rules  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  men  in  charge  of  the  operation  of 
trains,  designed,  so  far  as  possible,  to  meet  all  emergencies  which 
may  occur  from  the  defective  operation  of  the  signals. 

From  the  evidence  presented  to  the  Board  it  also  appears  that 
there  was  a  considerable  amount  of  smoke  in  the  tunnel  at  the  time 
of  the  accident,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  ordinary  conditions  of  oper- 
ation were  aggravated  by  the  increased  volume  of  smoke  and  gas 
emitted  by  the  steam  locomotive  on  the  freight  train  as  the  result 
of  the  delay  which  attended  the  breaking  apart  of  the  train.  We 
are  of  the  opinion  that  this  condition  may  also  have  contributed 
to  the  accident,  as  otherwise  it  might  have  been  possible  for  the 
engineer  on  the  electric  locomotive  of  the  passenger  train  to  have 
seen  the  tail  light  of  the  freight  train  ahead  or  to  have  seen  that 
train  silhouetted  at  the  east  portal  of  the  tunnel  in  sufficient  time 
to  have  prevented  a  collision. 

No  evidence  was  presented  to  the  Board  which  would  warrant  the 
conclusion  that  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  employees  of  the 
railroad  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  accident. 

When  the  tunnel  was  first  opened  for  use  and  consisted  of  a  single 
track  two  trains  were  not  allowed  to  occupy  the  tunnel  at  the  same 
time.  After  the  second  track  was  constructed  trains  were  allowed 
to  pass  each  other,  but  two  trains  were  not  permitted  on  the  same 
track  at  the  same  time.    At  a  later  date  the  tunnel  was  used  in  two

blocks  manually  controlled,  extending  from  the  central  shaft  to 
the  east  and  west  portals.  This  system  had,  however,  been  aban- 
doned many  years  prior  to  the  electrification  of  the  tunnel  and  each 
track  in  the  tunnel  was  operated  as  a  single  block,  so  that  no  more 
than  one  train  on  the  same  track  was  allowed  to  travel  in  the  same 
direction  in  the  tunnel  at  the  same  time.  ^Iien  the  tunnel  was 
electrified  three  blocks  were  installed  on  each  track,  as  we  have 
already  explained. 

The  electrification  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  was  a  very  commend- 
able undertaking  and  the  installation  thereof  a  progressive  step  on 
the  part  of  the  management  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad. 
The  full  benefits  to  be  derived  from  this  electrification,  however, 
will  not  be  realized  until  the  use  through  the  tunnel  of  steam  loco- 
motives emitting  more  or  less  gas,  smoke  and  steam  is  discontinued. 

The  Board  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  removal  of  steam  locomo- 
tives from  the  tunnel  before  further  electrification  is  installed  on 
the  line  east  and  west  of  the  tunnel,  would  necessitate  a  readjust- 
ment of  operating  conditions  and  a  large  expenditure  of  money, 
which  would  be  largely  wasted  in  the  event  of  an  extension  of  the 
electrified  zone.  We  believe  that  the  changes  which  the  Board,  for 
the  greater  security  and  protection  of  the  public,  recommends  in 
the  present  method  of  operating  trains  through  the  tunnel,  as 
embodied  in  the  appended  order,  make  it  unnecessary  for  us  to 
recommend  the  operation  of  each  track  in  the  tunnel  as  a  single 
block  for  the  entire  freight  and  passenger  service,  or  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  use  of  steam  locomotives  in  the  tunnel  at  this  time. 
In  our  opinion,  however,  it  is  desirable  that  the  railroad  company 
proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  make  a  study  of  the  whole  situa- 
tion, with  the  view  of  presenting  to  the  Board  some  plan  for  the 
extension  of  the  electrified  zone,  or  other  traffic  rearrangements  that 
will  ultimately  result  in  the  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  steam 
locomotives  in  the  tunnel. 

Until  this  is  done  the  block  signals  governing  the  operation  of 
trains  through  the  tunnel  should  be  operated  as  positive  blocks  so 
as  not  to  allow  more  than  one  train  in  a  block  at  the  same  time. 
The  following  order  has  therefore  been  issued  by  the  Board: 

It  is 

Ordered,  That  until  the  use  of  steam  locomotives  in  the  Hoosac  Tun- 
nel is  discontinued,  the  Board  require  the  mana,c;ement  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  to  change  the  system  of  signals  controUine:  the 
blocks  that  are  wholly  within  and  partially  within  and  partially  without

the  Hoosae  Tunnel,  from  permissive  to  positive,  no  departure  to  be 
made  therefrom  except  upon  order  of  some  official  of  the  road  having 
special  authority. 

The  Board  recommends  that  passenger  trains  while  passing  through 
the  Hoosae  Tunnel  shall  have  the  exclusive  use  of  the  track  they  are 
then  occupying. 

In  view  of  the  difficulty  of  estimating  the  speed  of  trains  in  the 
tunnel,  the  Board  further  recommends  that  the  railroad  company  equip 
the  electric  locomotives  used  in  the  tunnel  with  speed  indicators. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  revise  the  above  order  and  recom- 
mendations should  occasion  require.

Eeport  of  Electrical  Engineer  and  Expert. 

Mat  1,  1912. 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Hon.  F.  J.  Macleod,  Chairman. 

Gentlemen  :  —  I  hereby  submit  my  report  made  in  compliance  with 
your  request  that  I  examine  into  any  and  all  electrical  conditions  in 
the  electrified  zone  at  the  Hoosae  Tunnel,  having  special  regard  for 
any  circumstances  connected  in  any  way  with  the  accident  of  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1912. 

In  gathering  my  data,  I  have  made  use  of  regular  trains  and  motors, 
special  trains  and  excursions  on  foot;  I  have  studied  blue  prints,  plans 
and  diagrams;  I  have  made  experiments,  conferred  with  officials  of  the 
road  and  listened  to  much  evidence  and  many  opinions.  All  informa- 
tion I  have  asked  for  and  much  in  addition  has  been  freely  given  me 
by  the  various  officials,  and  every  facility  offered  for  my  investigation. 

In  my  search  for  a  possible  electrical  cause  of  the  accident  or  re- 
sultant fire,  I  have  necessarily  assumed  that  the  freight  train  was  in 
the  last  block  of  the  east  bound  track  of  the  tunnel,  and  that  it  never 
left  this  block,  although  the  motor  was  in  the  following  block  after 
the  accident. 

Description  of  Electrified  Zone. 

The  so-called  electrified  zone  at  the  Hoosae  Tunnel  begins  at  the 
little  tunnel  west  of  the  North  Adams  station  and  extends  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  east  of  the  Hoosae  Tunnel  station,  a  total  distance 
of  about  7.92  miles,  —  4.75  miles  of  which  is  in  the  tunnel  proper. 
The  total  trackage  is  about  21.3  miles. 

Twenty-five  cycle  single  phase  electinc  power  generated  at  Zylonite 
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at  11,000  volts  is  transmitted  over  2.4  miles  pole  line  to  the  tower  at  the 
west  portal,  where  it  is  distributed  by  six  feeders  to  the  separate  sec- 
tions of  the  overhead  trolley  wire.  Each  track  in  the  tunnel  constitutes 
a  section  and  the  ti'aek  at  the  east  end  may  be  supplied  from  either 
or  both  of  the  tunnel  trolley  wires. 

Each  trolley  wire  in  the  tunnel  is  made  of  three  separate  wires 
fastened  together  at  ten  foot  intervals  so  that  a  single  break  will  not 
allow  any  wire  to  fall  to  the  ground,  the  insulators  used  are  double 
and  rated  as  suitable  for  a  300,000  volt  service  and  are  spaced  every 
100  feet. 

The  return  current  from  the  motors  passes  over  the  rails  to  the 
west  portal  where  it  is  collected  by  a  special  return  feeder. 

In  the  event  of  an  accidental  or  abnormal  increase  in  the  current 
sent  out  from  the  generator,  an  automatic  device  immediately  switches 
a  large  resistance  into  the  circuit  and  limits  the  rise  of  current,  and 
if  this  limit  is  of  more  than  momentary  duration,  another  switch  dis- 
connects the  generators  from  the  wires  and  leaves  everything  dead. 

On  the  switchboard  of  the  power  house  is  an  automatic  instrument 
which  draws  a  line  on  a  continuously  moving  wide  paper  ribbon  indi- 
cating the  momentary  fluctuations  of  the  total  demand  for  power  of 
the  various  electric  locomotives.  The  fluctuation  of  this  line  records 
the  moment  of  starting  of  every  motor  and  the  cutting  off  of  power, 
and  from  it  can  be  made  a  very  fair  study  of  the  movements  of  indi- 
vidual motors  or  engineers. 

Statement  of  Signals  previous  to  Accident. 

On  the  day  of  the  accident  as  train  No.  2  drawn  by  motor  No.  5004, 
was  approaching  signal  H1376,  the  engineer  of  the  steam  locomotive 
states  that  as  he  sat  in  his  seat  in  the  cab  of  engine  No.  2124,  he  looked 
out  of  the  window  and  when  at  about  600  feet  from  the  signal,  saw 
red  yellow  change  to  double  green  and  then  later  to  red  yellow,  as  the 
motor  passed  the  setting  point. 

Immediately  upon  beginning  my  investigations,  I  found  the  general 
opinion  to  be,  — 

1st.  —  That  there  was  not  room  enougb  between  the  side  of  the 
tunnel  and  the  engine  cab  for  a  man  to  put  his  head  out  without  getting 
hit. 

2nd.  —  That  even  if  he  could  do  so,  vision  ahead  would  be  impossible 
because  of  the  greater  width  of  the  motor. 

3rd.  —  That  such  a  sequence  of  colored  lights  was  impossible  at  that 
place,  and  that  therefore  the  signal  Avas  an  incorrect  one  and  the  motor 
should  have  stopped. 

It  was  necessary  to  determine  at  once  whether  or  not  the  engineer's 
statement  as  to  ability  to  see  the  signals  by  looking  out  of  the  windows 
was  true.    As  the  most  convincing  way  was  to  sweep  the  tunnel  from 
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end  to  end  at  a  height  of  the  window  of  the  engine  with  some  projecting 
wires  or  screens  and  so  determine  the  clearance,  a  device  projecting 
4y2  inches  from  the  cab  of  the  engine  No.  2124  was  carried  without 
injury  from  one  end  of  the  tnnnel  to  the  other,  and  at  that  part  of  the 
tunnel  in  question  projecting  wooden  fingers  18  inches  long  were  not 
hit.  A  projection  of  the  head  of  not  over  two  inches  was  found  suffi- 
cient to  permit  of  complete  vision  beyond  a  motor  cab,  and  conse- 
quently such  signals  could  have  been  seen  in  the  manner  described. 

As  the  line  of  sight  of  the  engineer  leaning  out  of  the  locomotive 
cab  window  was  on  a  different  plane  and  closer  to  the  wall  of  the 
tunnel  than  that  of  the  engineers  looking  ahead  through  the  front 
windows  of  the  motor  car,  it  is  possible  that  the  men  in  the  motor  did 
not  see  the  signal  red  yellow,  on  account  of  smoke  and  that  their  first 
view  was  of  the  double  gxeen,  indicating  a  clear  track,  and  thereupon 
the  speed  of  the  motor  was  increased  as  testified  by  trainmen  and 
others  riding  on  the  train. 

I  find  that  the  ordinary  routine  tests  and  examinations  made  by  the 
signal  inspectors  have  caused  the  signals  to  show  red  yellow,  and  when 
the  work  is  finished  the  signals  would  change  to  double  green,  and  also 
that  if  a  signal  was  out  of  order  due  to  a  melted  fuse  or  a  broken 
wire  or  rail,  it  would  necessarily  change  to  double  green  when  restored 
to  service  by  the  inspector.  A  number  of  the  engineers  have  seen  these 
changes  and  reported  them  without  saying  that  there  was  no  train  in 
the  block. 

I  have  endeavored  to  find  any  abnormal  conditions  which  could  cause 
the  showing  of  the  described  signals  while  there  wag  a  freight  train  in 
the  block  between  H1376  and  the  east  portal.  My  search  was  long, 
difficult  and  in  a  way  discouraging,  as  the  signals  seemed  able  to  meet 
every  line  of  attack  by  showing  a  danger  sign  at  the  slightest  attempt 
to  tamper  with  them. 

General  Idea  of  Signals. 
The  general  principle  underlying  the  electric  signals  requires  the  use 
of  suitably  insulated  lengths  of  the  rails  as  wires  to  transmit  a  low 
voltage  current  from  a  transformer  to  an  electrically  operated  signal, 
the  signal  being  at  the  end  of  the  track  nearer  the  approaching  train. 
All  of  the  signal  mechanism  is  arranged  for  the  current  to  hold  the 
signal  at  safety,  so  that  if  the  current  supply  is  out  of  order  or  a  rail 
or  wire  is  broken  the  signal  will  not  remain  at  safety.  When  the  front 
wheels  of  an  approaching  train  reach  the  signal  the  cun-ent  automati- 
cally leaves  the  signal  and  passes  over  the  many  times  easier  path  of 
the  wheels  from  rail  to  rail  and  the  signal  shows  danger  due  to  the 
want  of  current  to  .hold  it  clear.  When  the  end  of  the  train  runs 
beyond  the  insulation  of  the  rails  at  the  end  of  the  chosen  distance  the 
current  is  restored  to  the  signal,  which  shows  that  the  track  is  cleared. 
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Because  of  the  use  of  the  rails  for  the  return  of  the  current  used  by 
the  motors  it  is  necessary  to  use  alternating  current  for  the  operation 
of  the  sig-nals,  and  because  the  propulsion  current  is  25  cycle  the  sig-nal 
current  has  to  be  60  cycle  in  order  that  there  be  no  interference  with 
the  signal  cuiTent  by  the  propulsion  current. 

The  energy  for  operating  the  signal  system  is  taken  from  the  local 
electric  light  company  over  special  wii-es  and  special  transformers. 
Accidental  injury  to  the  signal  circuits  from  either  high  potention  cur- 
rents or  lightning  is  prevented  by  several  sets  of  arresters  and  unusually 
elaborate  double  transformation. 

Details  of  East-bound  Signals  as  installed  in  the  Tunnel. 

That  part  of  the  east  bound  track  which  is  in  the  tunnel  itself  is 
divided  into  three  blocks  by  the  usual  fibre  insulators  under  the  fish 
plates  and  between  the  ends  of  the  rails.  The  rails  are  45  feet  long 
and  the  joints  are  opposite.  The  first  block  from  the  west  is  8013 
feet  long,  the  second  is  8031  feet  long  and  the  third  is  9600  feet  long. 

The  corresponding  lengths  of  the  three  blocks  of  the  west  bound 
track  beginning  at  the  east  portal  are  7815  feet,  7315  feet  and  10,000 
feet. 

Each  block  is  separated  into  two  approximately  equal  halves  by 
similar  insulation.  At  each  of  the  insulations  is  a  device  called  an 
"  impedance  bond "  consisting  of  two  transformers  imbedded  in  the 
earth  between  the  rails,  and  provided  with  proper  wire  connections  to 
the  end  of  each  rail.  The  use  of  this  "  impedance  bond  "  is  to  permit 
the  passage  of  the  25  cycle  propulsion  current  along  the  rails,  but  to 
prevent  the  60  cycle  low  voltage .  current  of  the  signalling  system  from 
passing  from  rail  to  rail  or  from  section  to  section.  The  result  is  a 
continuity  of  track  for  the  return  current  of  the  motors  and  at  the 
same  time  an  insulation  of  the  rails  into  the  common  track  circuits  for 
the  higher  frequency  current  of  the  electric  signals. 

At  a  point  200  feet  east  of  the  beginning  of  each  block  is  an  iron 
signal  box  on  the  south  wall,  with  electric  lights  behind  the  red,  the 
two  greens  and  the  yellow  bullseyes  (four  in  all).  At  the  exact  begin- 
ning of  the  block  is  a  white  light  on  the  south  wall  as  a  marker  of  the 
setting  point;  this  light  is  always  burning  if  there  is  current  available 
for  the  signals.  Back  of  each  bullseye  are  two  incandescent  lamps,  the 
first  one  for  regular  use  and  the  rear  one  to  be  automatically  lighted 
by  a  simple  magnetic  device  which  becomes  operative  on  the  instant  of 
failure  of  the  regular  lamp. 

On  the  east  side  of  a  large  manhole  in  the  north  wall  is  a  tight  box 
with  shelves  on  which  are  placed  the  relays  and  connections  for  the 
signal  lights  and  cables,  and  on  the  west  side  is  a  transformer  which 
supplies  current  for  the  relays,  lights  and  the  circuit  for  controlling 
the  signal  of  the  block  behind.  A  similar  box  at  the  middle  of  the 
block  contains  the  two  relays  necessary  at  this  point. 
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Instruments. 

There  are  three  distinct  kinds  of  relays,  the  most  important  one  is 
called  the  galvanometer  relay.  One  of  its  two  electrical  windings  is 
'permanently  supplied  with  current  from  the  near  transformer,  the  other 
receives  current  from  another  source  over  the  signal  circuit  from  the 
similar  box  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  block  to  the  east.  According 
to  whether  this  latter  current  flows  one  way  called  "  normal "  or  the 
other  way  called  "  reversed  ",  or  does  not  flow  at  all  will  this  element 
rock  to  the  one  side  or  the  other,  or  remain  in  the  central  or  middle 
position. 

The  rocking  element  carries  four  sets  of  contact  points  so  arranged 
that  when  in  the  central  or  middle  position,  current  is  cut  out  of  two 
simple  relays  causing  the  one  to  turn  on  a  red  light  and  the  other  a 
yellow  light  as  their  armatures  fall  against  the  back  stops. 

When  rocked  in  a  normal  direction  by  the  normal  current  in  the 
signal  line,  contacts  are  closed  and  current  is  sent  through  both  light 
relays  attracting  their  armatures  and  thereby  turning  on  two  gTcen 
lights. 

When  the  current  in  the  signal  line  is  reversed,  the  galvanometer 
relay  rocks  in  the  opposite  direction,  sending  current  to  the  first  relay, 
thereby  turning  up  a  green  light;  but  sending  no  current  to  the  other 
relay  which  turns  on  a  yellow  light  because  its  armature  falls. 

The  galvanometer  relay  has  other  contact  points  controlling  a  pole 
changing  relay,  through  whose  contacts  a  current  derived  from  the  near 
sig-nal  transformer  is  delivered  in  the  normal  direction  to  a  set  of  signal 
wires  going  to  the  next  signal  west  similarly  placed  at  the  beginning 
of  a  block.  The  pole  changing  relay  reverses  the  current  only  at  such 
times  as  it  is  not  supplied  with  current  from  the  contacts  of  the  gal- 
vanometer relay;  this  occurs  when  there  is  no  current  in  the  moving 
element  and  it  is  in  the  central  position,  and  the  lights  show  red  and 
yellow. 

Track  Circuit  Relays. 

At  the  exact  center  of  each  of  the  two  short  sections  comprising  a 
single  block,  is  a  track  transformer  supplying  60  cycle  current  at  a 
pressure  not  exceeding  30  volts  to  the  two  rails. 

At  each  end  of  each  section  is  a  track  relay  whose  moving  element 
is  lifted  by  current  received  through  the  rails  from  the  track  trans- 
former. Each  track  relay  has  two  contact  points  which  are  closed 
whenever  the  armature  is  lifted.  The  presence  of  a  train  on  the  section 
causes  the  current  to  pass  directly  from  one  rail  to  the  other  through 
the  wheels,  discharging  the  magnetization  of  the  track  relay  and  caus- 
ing its  armature  to  fall,  thus  opening  the  contacts.  As  the  train  moves 
along,  the  current  will  pradually  come  back  to  the  relay  lifting  the 
armature  and  re-establishing  the  contact  points. 
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The  rocking  element  of  the  galvanometer  relay  at  the  beginning  of  a 
block  receives  its  current  from  the  pole  changer  and  the  transformer 
situated  at  the  other  end  of  the  block,  through  two  insidated  wires  which 
are  interrupted  at  the  two  contacts  of  each  one  of  the  four  track 
relays  of  the  block. 

.If  any  one  of  these  four  track  relays  is  demagnetized,  or  if  the 
wires  are  broken,  or  if  there  is  no  current  through  the  pole  changing 
relay  from  the  transformer,  the  rocking  element  will  instantly  take  up 
the  central  or  danger  position,  thus  cutting  off  current  from  the  light 
relays  and  showing  a  red  and  a  yellow  light.  While  the  proper  current 
is  flowing  from  the  eastward  transformer  through  the  normal  position 
of  the  pole  changer  and  through  the  contacts  of  each  track  relay  and 
through  the  moving  element  of  the  galvanometer,  it  will  be  deflected 
into  its  normal  position  and  will  energize  the  two  light  relays  thereby 
showing  a  double  green. 

Proper  Sequence  of  Lights. 

The  operation  of  these  relays  is  such  that  should  an  observer  stand 
at  a  signal  and  watch  the  lights  as  a  train  approached  and  went  on  its 
way  he  would  see  the  following  changes :  — 

When  the  front  wheels  of  the  engine  reached  the  setting  point,  the 
lights  which  were  showing  a  double  green  for  safety  would  change  to 
red  and  yellow  for  danger.  When  the  rear  of  the  train  reached  the 
beginning  of  the  next  block  the  lights  would  change  to  green  yellow 
for  caution,  and  when  the  last  car  had  left  the  far  end  of  the  second 
block  the  lights  would  again  show  double  green  for  safety.  If  the 
tracks  in  the  tunnel  were  so  that  the  train  could  pass  out  of  the  first 
block  over  a  cross-over  switch,  the  red  yellow  would  change  to  double 
gTcen  as  soon  as  the  switch  was  closed  behind  the  train  and  the  main 
track  be  clear;  this  however  cannot  be  as  there  are  no  switches  of  any 
kind  in  the  tunnel. 

All  signals  outside  of  the  tunnel  have  in  addition  to  the  lights,  a 
double  semaphore  arm  for  daylight  indications,  but  no  description  of 
this  is  necessary  as  it  cannot  be  used  in  the  tunnel. 

A  showing  of  a  double  green  while  the  freight  train  was  in  the  block 
is  fundamentally  wrong  and  improper,  and  as  the  trains  were  pulled 
by  electric  engines  whose  current  passed  over  the  same  rails  as  the 
current  operating  the  signals,  it  is  natural  to  wonder  if  there  could 
have  been  some  sort  of  an  interference  of  the  two  currents.  The  mere 
presence  of  the  11,000  volts  on  the  trolley  wires  can  produce  no  effect 
on  the  signals.  Whether  or  not  the  11,000  volt  current  over  the  rails 
could  produce  any  disturbance  depends  on  whether  there  was  any 
current  at  the  time  and  whether  or  not  the  signals  are  immune  to  the 
propulsion  cui*rent. 
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Position  of  Motors  at  the  Time  of  the  Accident. 
I  find  from  a  study  of  the  automatic  record  at  the  power  house  upon 
which  each  engineer  has  unknowingly  written  more  or  less  clearly  his 
movements  just  previous  to  the  accident,  and  from  the  train  sheets  of 
the  day,  that  there  were  four  motors  in  use.  No.  5002  had  just  brought 
a  freight  train  out  of  the  west  end  of  the  tunnel  and  was  using  no 
power  at  the  moment,  but  had  been  using  a  little  at  the  yard;  No.  5003 
was  drifting  out  light  at  the  west  end  under  no  power;  No.  5001  was 
on  the  east  bound  freight  and  was  slowing  down  just  outside  of  the 
east  end  of  the  tunnel,  and  was  using  little  if  any  power,  but  had  been 
using  power  to  accelerate  its  train  and  get  out  of  the  tunnel ;  No.  5004 
was  drawing  the  passenger  train  and  probably  coasting  with  no  power 
on,  but  I  am  certain  was  not  using  power  for  three-quarters  of  a  minute 
before  the  accident,  during  which  time  it  would  have  gone  1320  feet  if 
travelling  at  20  miles  per  hour. 

See-sawing  Experiment. 
If  any  25  cycle  propulsion  current  did  affect  the  signal  H  1376  it 
must  have  come  from  the  motor  of  the  east  bound  freight  train,  and 
with  this  in  mind,  I  placed  some  cars  at  about  the  place  where  the 
freight  must  have  been,  and  had  a  motor  with  brakes  set  run  back 
and  forth  over  the  "  impedance  bonds  "  at  the  east  end  of  the  tunnel. 
Simultaneously  an  engine  was  caused  to  stop  with  its  front  wheels  part 
of  the  time  on  the  one  side  and  part  of  the  time  on  the  other  side  of 
the  track  insulation  at  the  setting  point.  I  stood  on  the  track  watching 
the  lights  of  signal  H  1376  and  saw  that  it  operated  perfectly  with  no 
hesitation  and  indicated  clearly  the  progress  of  the  motor  through  the 
tunnel  and  into  the  yard,  giving  the  double  green  as  the  track  was 
cleared,  and  then  the  green  yellow  and  the  red  yellow  as  the  motor 
backed  the  cars  into  the  tunnel  and  went  to  see-sawing  over  the  insula- 
lation  at  the  end  of  the  block.  Nothing  abnormal  happened  and  the 
signal  went  through  the  proper  changes  as  the  cars  were  removed  and 
the  motor  came  back  to  get  my  engine. 

Design  and  Construction  of  Relays. 
I  have  examined  into  the  construction  of  the  track  relays  and  the 
scientific  principles  which  are  claimed  to  make  them  immune  to  the 
propulsion  current  of  25  cycles  and  yet  responsive  to  the  60  cycle 
signalling  current,  and  I  find  that  the  selective  qualities  of  the  relays 
are  as  claimed.  The  whole  construction  is  rugged  and  of  first-class 
workmanship;  the  contact  points  are  of  graphite  and  silver,  the  silver 
points  being  in  triplicate.  The  insulation  is  unusually  good,  and  the 
whole  thing  is  enclosed  in  a  tight  glass  case  with  sealed  cover.  The 
design  is  so  extremely  ingenious  and  contains  so  many  precautions  to 
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prevent  the  showing  of  a  clear  signal  should  anything  fail,  break  or 
burn,  that  it  seems  almost  impossible  that  there  could  be  any  failure 
which  would  produce  a  clear  signal.  Yet  the  relay  is  not  infallible, 
and  as  shown  by  testimony  of  engineers  and  signal  men,  has  been 
known  to  stick  and  refuse  to  move,  but  it  is  claimed  this  is  provided 
for  in  actual  installation  where  two  relays  are  likely  to  be  in  use  at  the 
same  time. 

The  galvanometer  relay  is  mechanically  as  well  designed  and  made 
as  the  track  relay,  but  electrically  it  is  not  as  secure  in  itself,  and  has 
to  be  guarded  externally  by  the  mechanical  details  of  the  installation 
which  make  it  fully  as  reliable  as  the  track  relay. 

These  two  relays  are  the  important  parts  of  the  system  and  I  believe 
them  to  be  of  the  highest  type  of  development  available. 

Caution  as  to  Use  of  Terms. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  such  words  as  "  danger  "  "  safety  ", 
"  wrong "  and  "  clear "  are  more  or  less  technical  in  their  use  and 
describe  a  condition  of  the  signal  rather  than  a  dangerous  situation  as 
a  physical  fact. 

The  dangerous  thing  about  a  signal  is  for  it  to  give  a  safety  indica- 
tion when  there  is  a  train,  open  switch  or  broken  rail  in  the  block  which 
it  protects.  The  showing  of  a  danger  sign  is  the  proper  and  safe 
operation  of  a  railway  signal,  because  that  is  what  it  is  for,  and  such  a 
sign  accidentally  shown  will  merely  delay  traffic  and  not  produce  an 
accident. 

Inspection  of  Signals. 

There  is  an  inspector  and  assistant  whose  whole  duty  is  to  inspect 
and  watch  the  signals  of  the  electric  zone  and  everything  in  connection 
with  them.  It  is  stated  that  they  visit  every  signal  and  relay  once  a 
week  in  addition  to  attending  at  once  to  any  special  fault  reported. 

Record  of  Graphic  Meter  at  Power  House. 

Within  from  eight  to  ten  minutes  after  the  accident,  fire  started  in 
the  wreckage.  The  chart  from  the  graphic  meter  at  the  power  house 
shows  that  the  power  was  cut  off  automatically  by  a  sudden  demand  of 
over  1100  K.W.  and  that  a  test  was  made  in  about  a  minute  and  the 
line  found  to  be  grounded,  and  a  second  test  was  made,  and  as  the  line 
was  still  gTounded  the  switches  were  kept  open.  The  record  indicates 
the  violence  of  the  first  electric  shock  and  that  the  others  were  very 
materially  less;  the  attendants  also  state  that  the  first  shock  caused  a 
severe  jarring  of  the  whole  station. 

In  order  to  get  some  comparison  figures  and  automatic  records  I 
made  the  following  experiments,  — 
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Grounding  Tests. 

A  work  train  consisting  of  a  flat  ear  with  an  elevated  platform,  a 
box  ear  and  a  steam  engine  proceeded  from  North  Adams  into  the 
tunnel  on  the  east  track  to  a  point  just  west  of  the  place  where  fire 
and  falling  rock  had  altered  the  normal  condition  of  the  tunnel.  The 
exact  location  of  this  point  was  not  noted  as  it  had  no  bearing  on  the 
data  I  wished  to  get.  The  power  was  cut  off  the  trolley  wire  of  the 
east  track  and  the  wire  grounded,  and  a  pole  provided  with  a  copper 
end  was  erected  and  fastened  so  that  the  metal  was  firmly  in  contact 
with  the  dry,  smoky  rock  roof.  Connection  was  made  from  a  trolley 
wire  hanger  to  the  metal  point  by  a  short  length  of  flexible  conductor, 
and  the  ground  wire  removed.  This  left  the  trolley  wire  in  contact 
with  the  roof  at  a  very  small  area,  possibly  equal  to  %  of  a  square  inch. 

Observations  were  taken  from  one  of  the  pockets  on  the  north  wall 
while  power  was  first  cut  off  the  entire  system  at  the  power  house  and 
then  applied  to  the  trolley  wire,  making  a  "  gTound "  on  the  rock. 
There  was  a  slight  flashing  accompanied  by  a  crackling  report  con- 
tinuing until  the  power  house  was  notified  by  telephone  to  cut  off  the 
power.  Next,  the  connecting  wire  was  adjusted  to  add  two  other  eon- 
tacts  and  power  applied  again,  with  somewhat  less  resulting  light  and 
noise  until  again  cut  off.  The  wire  was  neither  melted,  loosened,  nor 
materially  injured,  but  a  place  as  large  as  the  palm  of  the  hand  showed 
where  the  current  had  burned  away  the  smoke  and  soot  and  slightly 
fused  a  path  over  the  face  of  the  rock.  Neither  time  was  the  auto- 
matic switch  opened  at  the  power  house. 

I  have  compared  the  automatic  records  of  these  experiments  with  the 
record  of  the  day  of  the  accident  and  also  the  almost  unnoticed  jar  of 
these  experiments  with  the  heavy  jarring  of  the  power  house  felt  at  the 
time  of  the  accident,  and  it  is  evident  to  me  that  the  fire  could  not 
have  been  caused  by  the  propulsion  current,  because  the  short  circuit 
was  a  complete  one,  and  the  power  was  unquestionably  automatically 
cut  off  instantly  at  the  power  house  without  arching  or  flashing. 

Had  the  fire  been  caused  by  electric  arcs  produced  at  the  moment 
of  the  accident,  there  would  have  been  so  blinding  a  display  of  light 
that  it  would  have  been  seen  by  a  great  many  of  the  passengers,  and 
the  recording  meter  at  the  station  would  have  shown  the  characteristic 
wavering  marks  so  well  known  to  operating  electrical  engineers,  and 
the  fire  would  have  been  seen  undoubtedly  very  shortly  afterwards. 

I  have  found  two  theoretical  abnormal  conditions  which  will  explain 
the  showing  of  two  green  lights  when  a  train  is  in  the  block,  jirovided 
certain  unlikely,  yet  possible  derangements  were  to  happen.  I  have 
found  no  evidence  of  such  a  condition  nor  has  it  been  artificially  pro- 
duced. 

First  Condition.  —  Assume  the  rear  of  the  freight  train   somewhat 
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east  of  the  track  transformer  of  the  fii-st  section  east  of  H  1376. 
Assume  the  passenger  train  approaching  the  signal  H  1376  at  any 
point.  Assume  that  through  some  fault,  derangement  or  leakage  of 
current,  the  signal  line  as  it  approaches  the  track  relay  at  the 
beginning  of  the  block  receives  a  suitable  amount  of  current  in  the 
noi-mal  direction  from  any  of  the  many  wires  connected  to  the  trans- 
former at  this  point.  Assume  that  this  leakage  is  in  the  normal  direc- 
tion and  sufficient  in  quantity  to  hold  the  galvanometer  relay  in  the 
position  corresponding  to  double  green.  The  freight  train  will  short 
circuit  the  track  transformer,  thus  opening  the  contacts  of  the  first 
relay  in  the  block,  causing  the  signal  to  show  red  yellow.  As  the 
rear  of  the  freight  passes  on,  sufficient  current  from  the  track  trans- 
former will  again  pass  through  this  track  relay,  closing  its  contacts 
and  allowing  the  leakage  current  to  change  the  galvanometer  relay  into 
its  normal  position,  thus  showing  a  double  green.  When  the  motor  of 
No.  2  passes  the  setting  point  and  into  the  block  at  H  1376,  it  will 
open  the  track  relay  and  by  cutting  off  this  leakage  current,  cause  the 
signal  to  show  red  yellow.  The  above  explanation  would  produce  con- 
ditions which  tally  exactly  with  those  stated  by  the  steam  engineer,' 
and  would  require  a  train  in  a  position  in  which  the  freight  train 
could  well  have  been.  Such  an  accidental  condition  of  affairs  would 
probably  never  be  reported,  as  the  lights  operate  properly  except  under 
the  conditions  produced  by  trains  in  exactly  these  positions,  and  even 
then  the  signals  would  only  stop  a  train.  However,  it  must  be  said 
that  had  an  observer  been  standing  and  watching  H  1376  as  single 
trains  went  by,  he  would  have  noticed  that  the  combination  of  green 
yellow  might  never  be  seen  as  the  reversed  current  might  not  be  strong 
enough  to  overpower  the  leakage  current. 

Second  Condition.  —  Assume  that  the  rear  of  the  freight  train  was 
about  to  pass  over  the  "  impedance  bond  "  in  the  middle  of  the  block, 
and  that  the  track  relay  on  the  east  of  the  insulation  was  either  out 
of  adjustment  or  that  its  contact  points  were  sufficiently  burned  or 
roughened  as  to  never  interrupt  the  signal  line  circuit  through  them 
under  any  position  the  relay  might  take.  With  the  freight  train  here, 
the  western  relay  at  this  point  would  interrupt  the  signal  circuit  caus- 
ing H  1376  to  show  a  red  and  a  yellow.  Instantly  upon  the  passage 
of  rear  wheels  beyond  the  "  impedance  bond  "  the  signal  line  would  be 
completed,  and  the  signals  would  change  to  double  green,  and  remain 
until  the  forward  wheels  of  the  motor  of  No.  2  passed  into  the  block 
at  H  1376,  or  the  motion  of  the  freight  took  the  current  from  the  track 
transformer.  This  combination  produces  the  effect  as  described  by  the 
steam  engineer,  and  assumes  that  a  freight  train  about  1500  ft.  long 
would  not  immediately  take  sufficient  current  from  the  track  transformer 
of  the  eastern  section  of  this  block  to  cause  the  track  relay  at  its  eastern 
end  to  lose  its  magnetization  and  open  the  signal  circuit.

This  condition  might  exist  for  some  time  before  detection  and  would 
be  noted  by  a  change  of  red  yellow  to  double  green  during  the  time  of 
passing  from  the  defective  relay  to  the  transformer. 

While  in  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  making  my  investigations,  I  have  been 
very  much  impressed  by  the  discovery  of  conditions  not  electrical,  yet 
of  material  consequence  because  of  the  limits  imposed  on  the  visibility 
of  the  electric  lights  of  the  signals. 

I  refer  to  the  complete  or  partial  obscuration  of  the  lights  by  even 
small  whiffs  of  the  smoke  emitted  by  some  of  the  steam  locomotives 
and  subsequently  whirled  about  by  trains  until  gradually  dissipated. 

Under  some  conditions  I  have  seen  very  small  "  whiffs "  or  "  cap- 
fulls  "  of  smoke  completely  obscure  one  of  the  two  lights  of  a  signal, 
the  two  lights  being  clearly  seen  in  a  very  short  interval  of  time  as 
the  smoke  curled  awaj^  Have  noted  the  total  disappearance  of  all 
of  the  tail  lights  of  a  receding  train  in  a  matter  of  a  very  few  seconds. 

Although  this  is  not  an  electrical  condition,  I  refer  to  it  because  it  is 
self-evident  that  the  indications  of  an  absolutely  infallible  system  of 
visual  signals  would  be  materially  neutralized  if  obscured  by  smoke. 

Having  carefully  considered  the  bearing  of  all  of  the  information 
which  I  have  collected  in  regard  to  the  electrical  conditions  connected  in 
any  way  with  the  accident  and  fire  of  February  20,  1912,  I  submit  the 
following  opinions :  — 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  complete  electrical  installation  shows 
the  highest  degree  of  skill  available  and  that  there  has  been  no  use  of 
any  but  the  best  of  materials  and  apparatus. 

From  an  examination  of  the  interior  of  the  tunnel  from  end  to  end 
with  the  aid  of  a  powerful  searchlight,  to  note  the  methods  used  in 
the  installation  of  trolley  wires,  cables  and  signals,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  construction  is  first-class  in  every  way  and  very  creditable  to 
those  who  worked  under  such  adverse  conditions. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  automatic,  electric  signals  of  the  electri- 
fied zone  are  as  reliable  and  trustworthy  as  any  which  are  available, 
but  that  signal  H  1376  could  have  changed  and  may  have  changed  from 
red  yellow  to  double  green  due  to  a  combination  of  events  which  while 
improbable,  is  not  impossible,  and  that  it  therefore  might  have  been 
one  of  the  contributing  causes  of  the  accident. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  high  voltage  propulsion  power  was 
immediately  automatically  cut  off  at  the  power  house  when  the  trolley 
wires  were  either  jammed  against  the  wall  of  the  tunnel  or  against  the 
iron  parts  of  either  the  electric  motor  or  the  locomotive,  and  that  this 
contact  was  so  complete  that  almost  no  flash  or  light  was  produced  by 
it  in  the  tunnel,  and  that  the  two  subsequent  tests  with  power  made  no 
light  and  could  not  have  started  the  fire  because  of  the  completeness 
of  the  short  circuit. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  neither  the  electrification   of  the  Hoosac 
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Tunnel  nor  the  use  of  the  rails  for  returning  the  propulsion  current  to 
the  power  house  is  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  accident,  the  fire 
following  the  accident,  or  the  failure  of  any  signal  to  indicate  danger. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  engineers  of  the  electric  motor  No.  5004 
may  not  have  seen  the  red  yellow  lights  before  the  double  green  of 
signal  H  1376,  nor  the  tail  lights  of  the  freight  train  as  they  approached 
it,  because  of  the  smoke  made  by  the  west  bound  and  the  east  bound 
freights,  and  at  the  moment  of  the  collision  they  were  coasting  and 
looking  for  the  tell-tale  signal  at  the  1000  foot  mark.

Order  and  recommendations  in  relation  to  the  use  of  IJoch  signals 
and  operation  of  trains  in  the  Hoosac  Tunnel. 

It  is 

Ordered,  That  iintil  the  use  of  steam  locomotives  in  the  Hoosac 
Tunnel  is  discontinued,  the  Board  require  the  management  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  to  change  the  sj^stem  of  signals  con- 
trolling the  blocks  that  are  wholly  within  and  partially  within  and 
partially  without  the  Hoosac  Tunnel,  from  permissive  to  positive, 
no  departure  to  be  made  therefrom  except  upon  order  of  some 
official  of  the  road  having  special  authority. 

The  Board  recommends  that  passenger  trains  while  passing 
through  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  shall  have  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
track  they  are  then  occupying. 

In  view  of  the  difficulty  of  estimating  the  speed  of  trains  in  the 
tunnel,  the  Board  further  reconmiends  that  the  railroad  company 
equip  the  electric  locomotives  used  in  the  tunnel  with  speed  in- 
dicators. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  revise  the  above  order  and  recom- 
mendations should  occasion  require.

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Collision  ietvjeen  passenger  train  No.  2  and  light  engine  No.  1170 
at  7. SO  P.M.,  November  16,  1912,  on  the  Fitchhurg  division 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  near  the  station  in  Fitch- 
hurg. 
On  ISFovember  16,  1913,  passenger  train  67,  scheduled  to  leave 
Boston  at  5.15  p.m.,  and  reach  Fitchbnrg  at  6.50  p.m.,  was  thirty- 
two  minutes  late  in  arriving  at  its  destination.  This  train  ter- 
minates at  Fitchburg,  and  after  the  run  is  concluded  the  cars  are 
placed  on  a  sidetrack  south  of  both  main  tracks,  about  one  thou- 
sand feet  west  of  the  station.  This  train  movement  necessitates 
the  use  of  the  westbound  track  from  the  station  to  the  point  of 
crossing,  thence  through  a  cross-over  track  from  the  west  to  the 
eastbound  track,  and  a  switch  leading  from  the  eastbound  track  to 
the  storage  yard,  where  the  engine  is  detached  from  the  train  and, 
returning  to  the  eastbound  track,  proceeds  on  this  track  to  East 
Fitchhurg.  It  was  near  the  point  of  crossing  that  this  light  engine 
'No.  1170,  and  passenger  train  No.  2,  eastbound,  collided,  result- 
ing in  loss  of  life  to  two  employees.  Train  No.  2,  which  runs 
from  Albany,  New  York,  to  Boston,  is  due  in  Fitchhurg  at  7.13 
P.M.,  and  was  running  about  fifteen  minutes  late  at  the  time  of 
the  accident.  The  collision  occurred  on  the  eastbound  track,  on 
a  curve  to  the  left  of  about  two  and  one-half  degrees,  and  on  a  de- 
scending grade  of  about  forty  feet  to  the  mile. 

The  eastbound  track  on  the  Fitchhurg  division  is  generally  pro- 
tected by  automatic  electric  block  signals,  but  there  is  no  such 
protection  at  the  point  where  the  collision  took  place,  the  last 
block  signal  being  installed  about  three  thousand  feet  west  of  that 
point,  and  that  block  ending  about  two  hundred  fifty  feet  west  of 
the  cross-over  used  by  train  No.  67.  Block  signals  with  two  blades 
indicate  to  the  engineer  of  a  train  the  occupancy,  by  other  trains 
of  the  track  two  blocks  in  advance.  This  is  an  important  safety 
factor  in  the  operation  of  trains.  The  protection  provided  by  the 
railroad  company  for  trains  using  the  eastbound  track  from  the 
end  of  the  last  block  to  the  scene  of  the  accident  is  a  positive  semi- 
automatic yard  signal  with  one  blade,  located  about  two  hundred 
fifty  feet  west  of  the  cross-over  where  this  accident  occurred. 
This  signal  will  move  to  stop  or  danger  position  when  switches 
are  opened,  or  may  be  placed  at  danger  by  a  towerman  located 
in  a  signal  tower  near  the  Fitcliburg  passenger  station,  and  cannot 
be  cleared  by  the  towerman.  until  all  switches  leading  to  or  from 
the  eastbound  track  are  closed,   and  the  track  is  unoccupied  by 
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trains  for  a  distance  of  about  nine  hundred  feet  east  of  the  signal. 
It  is  well  within  the  knowledge  of  officials  in  charge  of  the  opera- 
tion of  this  division  that  trainmen  have,  almost  invariably,  used 
this  cross-over  track  under  the  protection  of  the  positive  yard  signal 
without  providing  additional  flag  protection,  even  though  on  the 
time  of  first-class  trains. 

When  train  67  reached  the  cross-over  and  was  standing  on  the 
westbound  track,  the  crew  claim  to  have  looked  and  listened  for 
train  Ko.  2,  and  not  seeing  or  hearing  it  approaching,  threw  the 
switches  which  set  the  signal  at  danger,  and  proceeded  to  set  off 
the  train.  Before  this  movement  was  completed  train  No.  2  ap- 
proached and  collided  with  light  engine  1170. 

The  engineer  of  passenger  train  No.  2  served  about  eight  and 
one-half  years  as  fireman,  and  about  six  months  ago  was  promoted 
to  the  position  of  engineer.  This  particular  run  was  his  second 
experience  as  engineer  of  a  passenger  train.  The  engineer  of  No.  2 
claims  to  have  been  familiar  with  this  signal;  that  his  position 
on  the  engine  being  on  the  outside  of  the  curve  approaching  the 
signal,  prevented  him  from  seeing  the  same  until  he  neared  it,  and 
therefore  he  had  requested  his  fireman  to  observe  the  signal  and 
call  it  to  him.  But  he  did  not  hear  the  fireman  call  it,  and  when 
within  about  three  hundred  feet  of  the  signal  saw  it  at  danger. 
He  immediately  made  an  emergency  application  of  the  brakes,  but 
the  crash  soon  came.  The  fireman  of  train  No.  2,  looking  across 
the  inside  of  the  curve  from,  his  seat,  saw  the  signal  at  danger,  and 
claims  to  have  called  it  to  the  engineer  several  times.  The  bag- 
gage master  in  the  fourth  car  back  from  the  engine  claims  to  have 
been  looking  from  the  side  of  his  car  across  the  curve,  and  states 
that  he  saw  the  signal  at  danger,  rushed  to  the  valve  and  made  an 
emergency  application  of  the  brakes,  which  was  soon  followed  by 
the  collision.  Neither  the  engineer  nor  the  baggage  master  was 
aware  that  the  other  had  applied  the  brakes,  and  tlieir  action  must 
have  been  simultaneous. 

The  placing  of  a  positive  signal  not  more  than  two  hundred  fifty 
feet  from  the  object  to  be  protected  may  properly  be  classified  as 
"  short-flagging,"  which  too  frequently  results  in  serious  accidents. 

The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  so  far  as  possible  the  engineer 
of  a  moving  train  should  be  the  first  person  to  receive  warning  of 
danger  ahead,  and  this  information  should  be  given  seasonably,  to 
enable  the  engineer  to  safely  control  his  train. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  this  accident  by  the  Board, — 
it  is 
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Ordered,  That  a  cautionary  or  distant  signal  be  erected  a  suffi- 
cient distance  west  of  the  positive  yard  signal  on  the  Fitchburg 
division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  in  the  city  of  Fitchburg, 
to  act  as  an  adjunct  to  the  said  signal,  indicating  to  the  engineer 
of  eastbound  trains  caution  when  this  positive  signal  indicates  stop.

Accident  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  near 
Crescent  avenue  station  in  Boston. 

On  Thursday,  August  8,  1918,  an  accident  occurred  on  the  Bos- 
ton division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad 
at  Columbia  road  bridge  near  Crescent  avenue  station  in  Boston. 
The  company  reported  that  train  5128  was  rounding  a  curve  near 
Dorchester  avenue  bridge  when  for  some  unknown  reason  the 
engine  was  derailed  and  turned  over,  the  two  leading  coaches  being 
overturned  and  the  third  coach  tilted  to  an  angle  of  about  forty- 
five  degrees.  The  engineer  and  fireman  were  killed,  many  pas- 
sengers were  dangerously  injured  and  several  deaths  were  later 
reported. 

On  August  10,  1912,  the  Board  made  the  following  memo- 
randum, which  was  given  to  the  public: 

Blemorandum. 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  about  one-third  of  a  mile  north  of  Cres- 
cent avenue  station  on  the  Boston  division  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  railroad,  on  the  morning  of  August  8th,  the 
Board  was  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  on  official  business. 

Two  inspectors  of  the  Board  were  at  the  scene  of  the  accident  shortly 
after  it  occurred,  and  have  been  studying  the  situation  since  that  time, 
being  present  at  the  investigation  made  by  the  officials  of  the  railroad. 

The  Board  returned  to  Boston  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  to 
investigate  the  accident,  and  accompanied  by  two  of  its  inspectors 
visited  the  scene  of  the  wreck  this  morning,  and  made  a  thorough  ex- 
amination of  the  roadbed  and  track  from  Crescent  avenue  station  to  a 
point  thirty  feet  north  of  where  the  derailment  of  the  train  occurred. 
The  Board  found  the  track  to  be  constructed  with  rail  weighing  100 
lbs.  per  yard,  sound  ties  and  solid  I'oadbed,  the  track  being  in  good 
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surface,  line  and  gauge,  and  that  the  condition  of  the  roadbed  and 
track  in  no  way  contributed  to  the  accident.  The  track  has  not  been 
repaired  or  changed  since  the  accident. 

The  inspectors  of  the  Board  have  carefully  examined  the  equipment 
of  the  train,  and  have  found  no  defects  which  in  their  opinion  could 
have  caused  the  accident.  The  Board  will  continue  the  investigation 
and  endeavor  to  discover  the  cause  of  this  accident. 

Since  this  memorandum  was  made  the  Board  has  met  in  con- 
ference the  various  officials  responsible  for  the  roadbed,  equipment 
and  operation  of  this  division  of  the  railroad  and  the  train  crews 
involved  in  the  accident.  Notwithstanding  this  careful  and  thor- 
ough investigation  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  reach  a  conclusion 
as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident.

Collision  hetiveen  passenger  train  No.  3008  and  light  engine  No. 
168Jj-,  at  about  6.1f7  A.M.,  Novemler  28,  1912,  on  the  Old 
Colony  division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
railroad,  near  the  Stoughion  station  in  the  town  of  Stoughton. 

First-class  passenger  train  No.  3008  is  scheduled  to  leave  Fall 
River  wharf  at  5.45  a.m.,  passing  Stoughton  station  at  6.40  a.m., 
and  arriving  in  Boston  at  7.10  a.m.  Light  engine  No.  1684,  on 
the  day  of  the  accident,  was  assigned  to  local  passenger  train  No. 
3028,  originating  at  Stoughton  and  scheduled  to  leave  at  6.58  a.m. 
for  Boston.  On  the  day  of  the  accident  train  No.  3008  was  ap- 
proaching Stoughton  station  at  a  speed  of  about  fifteen  miles  an 
hour  when  the  engineer  and  fireman  observed  light  engine  No. 
1684  fouling  the  northbound  track  only  a  few  hundred  feet  ahead 
of  them.  The  engineer  made  an  emergency  application  of  the 
brakes,  reducing  the  speed  of  his  train  to  about  eight  or  ten  miles 
an  hour  when  they  came  in  collision  with  the  engine,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  overturning  of  engine  No.  1684  upon  its  side,  leaving 
it  lying  nearly  parallel  with  the  northbound  track.  That  this 
accident  was  not  of  a  fatal  nature  was  almost  miraculous. 

The  cars  constituting  local  passenger  train  No.  3028,  scheduled 
to  leave  Stoughton  at  6.58  a.m.,  were  standing  upon  a  track  north 
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and  near  tlie  Stoughton  station,  while  the  locomotive  was  in  the 
engine  house  near  and  south  of  the  station.  To  make  up  this 
train  for  Boston,  a  movement  of  the  engine,  No.  1684,  entering 
upon  the  northbound  track  near  the  engine  house  and  passing  over 
the  same  to  the  switch  leading  to  the  passenger  cars,  was  necessary. 
The  conductor  of  train  JSTo.  3028,  arriving  at  the  station  and 
knowing  that  train  No.  3008  was  overdue,  instructed  the  brakeman 
of  his  train  not  to  open  the  switch  allowing  engine  No.  1684  to 
enter  upon  the  northbound  track,  and  his  instructions  were  obeyed. 
The  engineer  of  engine  No.  1684,  leaving  the  engine  house  with 
his  engine,  proceeded  towards  the  switch  leading  to  the  north- 
bound track  and  entered  upon  the  same,  not  upon  the  rails  of  the 
main  track,  but  upon  the  rails  of  the  siding  leading  to  it,  to  a 
point  where  the  engine  fouled  the  main  track,  and  the  collision 
occurred. 

The  Stoughton  yard,  for  a  considerable  period  previous  to  about 
three  3^ears  ago,  had  yard  limits  prescribed  and  designated  by  yard 
limit  signs.  This  permitted  the  movement  of  trains  within  the 
yard  limits  without  flag  protection  on  the  time  of  certain  trains, 
but  never  on  the  time  of  first-class  trains.  These  yard  limits  were 
referred  to  in  the  time  table.  About  three  years  ago  this  reference 
disappeared  from  the  time  table,  and  a  few  months  later  the  signs 
also  disappeared,  after  which,  under  the  rules  of  the  company, 
flag  protection  for  all  trains  while  standing  or  working  in  the 
yard  was  required.  This  section  of  the  road  consists  of  double 
track  and  is  protected  by  permissive  automatic  block  signals,  and 
the  rules  prescribe  that  block  signals  do  not  relieve  trainmen  from 
giving  the  necessary  flag  protection.  For  that  reason,  on  the  day 
of  tbe  accident,  the  main  line  switch  not  being  open  for  No.  1684, 
and  there  being  no  occasion  to  protect  the  northbound  track  at 
that  time,  the  engineer  was  fouling  the  northbound  track  with 
engine  No.  1684  on  the  time  of  train  No.  3008  without  flag  pro- 
tection. Therefore,  the  action  of  the  engineer  of  engine  No.  1684, 
knowing  that  this  train  was  overdue,  was  almost  inconceivable 
as  well  as  inexcusable.  The  investigation  of  this  accident  disclosed 
the  fact  that  loose  methods  in  the  operation  of  the  trains  Avere  em- 
ployed at  certain  times  in  the  Stoughton  yard,  and  that  certain 
train  movements  were  made  in  some  instances  without  flag  pro- 
tection, and  at  other  times  with  what  might  well  be  termed  short- 
flagging.  This  state  of  affairs  was  well  known  to  the  employees, 
if  not  to  the  officials  of  the  company.  The  effect  of  laxity  in  the 
observance  and  enforcement  of  rules  is  far-reaching,  and  when  an 
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employee  once  allows  himself  to  violate  the  rules  he  is  very  liable 
to  continue  that  practice  until  he  comes  to  grief.  Safety  to  the 
travelling  public  should  be  paramount  in  the  mind  of  every  oflScial 
and  employee  engaged  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  railroads. 
To  this  end  the  employees  should  co-operate  with  each  other  and 
with  their  superior  officers  that  the  most  satisfactory  results  possible 
may  be  obtained. 

After  careful  consideration  of  all  the  facts  obtained  with  refer- 
ence to  this  accident,  both  by  conference  with  officials  and  employees, 
and  a  view,  the  Board  recommends  that  the  management  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  maintain  a  system 
of  supervision  and  discipline  which  will  enable  it  to  reduce  to  a 
minimum  accidents  upon  the  railroads  which  it  owns,  leases  and 
operates  in  this  commonwealth.

Petition  of  the  Soutliern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation  that 
the  Board  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  additional  land  in 
the  town  of  Dudley  may  de  talcen  for  railroad  purposes. 
Upon  the  petition  of  the  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Cor- 
poration filed  July  16,  1912,  praying  the  railroad  commissioners  to 
prescribe  the  limits  within  which  additional  lands  may  be  taken  in 
the  town  of  Dudley,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  in  said  common- 
wealth, outside  the  limits  of  its  route  already  fixed  in  said  town, 
for  the  purpose  of  cuttings,  embankments,  and  for  procuring  stone 
and  gravel,  and  for  obtaining  land  for  stations  and  other  structures, 
due  notice  having  been  given  to  the  owners  of  said  land  and  to  all 
other  parties  interested  as  ordered  by  said  railroad  commissioners 
and  a  hearing  having  been  had  at  which  the  petitioner  was  repre- 
sented by  Thomas  W.  Kenefick,  its  attorney,  and  no  person  ap- 
peared in  opposition,  said  commissioners  do  now  determine  that 
the  petitioner  requires  said  additional  land  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  said  petition  and  is  unable  to  obtain  the  same  by  agreement 
with  the  owners  thereof,  and  do  now  prescribe  the  limits  within 
which  said  land  may  be  taken  by  the  petitioner  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid  without  the  permission  of  the  owners  thereof,  to  wit:

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Amplication  of  the  directors  of  the  association  for  the  formation  of 
the  Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Railroad  Company,  to  the 
joint  'hoard  of  railroad  commissioners  and  Boston  transit  com- 
mission, relative  to  the  location  of  its  tunnel  in  Boston. 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Association  for  the  Formation  of  the  Boston 
and  Eastern  Electric  Railroad  Company : 
On  an  application  by  the  directors  of  the  association  for  the 
formation  of  the  Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Railroad  Company  to 
fix  the  location  of  a  tunnel  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  630  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1910,  filed  on  the  15th  day  of  August,  1911, 
with  the  joint  board  established  by  said  act,  said  joint  board  con- 
sisting of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  Boston  tran- 
sit commission,  after  public  notice  and  hearings,  and  after  full 
consideration,  said  joint  board  by  the  concurrent  and  unanimous 
action  of  said  board  and  said  commission,  respectively,  at  a  duly 
called  meeting,  a  quorum  of  said  board  and  said  commission,  re- 
spectively, being  present,  adopted  the  following  motion  fixing  the 
location  of  said  tunnel : 

The  approximate  center  line  of  said  location  begins  at  a  point  in 
that  part  of  the  city  of  Boston,  called  East  Boston,  about  fourteen 
hundred  ninety-three  feet  northeasterly  of  the  center  line  of  Porter 
street  at  its  junction  with  Orleans  street,  and  about  forty-seven  feet 
from  the  southeasterly  line  of  land  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
Company,  thence  passes  through  land  of  the  East  Boston  Company, 
crosses  Porter  street  and  passes  through  a  portion  of  Orleans  street,

B-2565,  B-2555,  B-1975  and 
B-2495  (a  clef  ail  of  a  portion  of  which  last-named  plan  is  shown  on 
plan  numbered  E-2437.) 

The  gr-arles  and  elevations  of  said  tunnel  shall  be  substantially  as 
shown  on  the  aforesaid  maps  and  plans. 
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The  location  of  said  tunnel  under  Boston  harbor  is  fixed  as  aforesaid 
subject  to  approval  by  the  properly  constituted  authorities  of  the 
United  States.

boards  of  aldermen  of  the  cities  of  Salem  and  Beverly  and  the

Ordered,  That  the  route  of  the  Boston  and  Eastern  electric  rail- 
road in  the  cities  of  Boston,  Chelsea,  Lynn,  Salem  and  Beverly  and 
the  tovnis  of  Revere,  Saugus,  Peabody  and  Danvers  be  as  is  here- 
after described  and  as  is  more  fully  shown  in  a  set  of  maps  on  file 
in  this  office,  entitled  "  Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Railroad, 
Jolm  H.  Bickford,  Engineer  "  and  dated  September  39,  1911,  De- 
cember, 1911,  and  January,  1912,  said  route  of  the  said  railroad 
being  substantially  the  route  shown  by  the  petition  and  plans  filed 
with  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  by  the  associates  in  an 
agreement  for  the  formation  of  the  Boston  and  Eastern  Electric 
Railroad  Company  as  specified  in  section  1,  of  chapter  564  of  the 
Acts  of  1911,  namely :  — 

Section  A.  —  From  a  point  in  the  boundary  line  between  the  town 
of  Revere  and  the  city  of  Boston  to  and  into  Post  Office  square  in  the 
city  of  Boston.

It  appears  that  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  has  for  several 
years  set  aside  a  room  in  its  premises  near  Warren  bridge,  Charles- 
town,  as  an  auction  room  for  the  sale  of  fruit.  Patrons  of  the  road 
have  been  given  the  use  of  this  room  for  the  purpose  of  selling  by 
auction  to  the  trade  fruit  shipped  to  them  over  this  railroad.  A 
large  portion  of  all  fruit  coming  to  Boston  by  rail  is  sold  in  this 
way  from  the  Boston  and  Maine  auction  room.  No  charge  has  ever 
been  made  by  the  railroad  company  for  the  use  of  the  premises. 

It  also  appears  that  the  company  has  granted  to  H.  Harris  and 
Company,  auctioneers,  the  privilege  of  selling  such  fruit  at  auction 
on  its  premises  but  has  refused  a  similar  privilege  to  the  petitioners, 
who  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  fruit,  except 
upon  the  condition  that  H.  Harris  and  Company  shall  have  priority 
in  the  time  of  sale.  The  petitioners  have  asked  to  be  accorded  the 
privilege  of  selling  their  fruit  first  on  alternate  days. 

As  the  fruit  sold  on  the  premises  of  the  company  consists  of 
interstate  shipments,  and  as  the  auction  sales  have  no  relation  to 
the  transportation  service  that  the  company  undertakes  and  offers 
to  shippers,  but  are  merely  a  convenience  of  which  shippers  may 
avail  themselves  after  the  service  of  transportation  is  concluded,  the 
authority  of  the  Board  to  assume  Jurisdiction  in  regard  to  this 
complaint,  or  to  grant  the  relief  asked  for  by  the  petitioners,  is 
open  to  serious  question.  It  was,  however,  agreed  by  the  parties 
that  the  Board  should  hear  the  case  and  use  its  good  offices  in  an 
attempt  to  bring  about  an  adjustment  of  the  controversy. 

"With  this  end  in  view  conferences  have  been  held  by  the  Board 
from  time  to  time  with  various  interested  parties.  The  direct 
issue  in  the  case  has  been  settled  by  an  arrangement,  agreed  to  by 
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the  petitioners  and  by  the  company,  by  which  a  separate  auction 
room  is  furnished  to  the  petitioners  on  the  premises  of  the  com- 
pany, where  the  petitioners  may  sell  their  fruit  at  auction  during 
the  progress  of  the  sale  by  H.  Harris  and  Company  in  the  other 
auction  room,  or  at  such  other  time  as  the  petitioners  may  desire. 

During  and  subsequent  to  the  hearing  certain  collateral  issues 
were  raised  in  regard  to  the  methods  employed  in  selling  this  fruit, 
such  as  the  precedence  in  the  sale  of  California  fruit  over  Florida 
fruit  and  the  rotation  in  the  sale  of  fruit  consigned  to  different 
receivers.  These  questions  the  Board  has  also  attempted  to  adjust 
by  friendly  conference,  and  various  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
methods  heretofore  employed. 

There  are  certain  additional  changes  that  the  Board  might  be 
disposed  to  recommend  if  it  had  full  jurisdiction  in  this  matter. 
But,  in  our  opinion,  we  cannot  properly  do  more  at  this  time  than 
to  make  the  broad  recommendation  that  the  company,  so  long  as  it 
furnishes  these  privileges,  shall  extend  them  without  preference  or 
discrimination  to  all  shippers  and  for  all  fruit  wherever  grown. 
We  believe  that  the  determination  of  the  exact  method  of  sale  best 
adapted  to  secure  this  result  can  best  be  reached  by  adjustment  be- 
tween the  shippers  and  the  company  without  the  intervention  of 
the  Board.

Petition  of  residents  of  Dorchester  for  erection  of  footbridge  over 
the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  Neio  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  near  its  Forest  avenue  station  in  the  Dor- 
chester district  of  the  city  of  Boston.

Eorest  avenue  station  is  located  adjacent  to  the  inbound  track  of 
the  ISTew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  between  Flint 
street  and  Morton  street  in  the  Dorchester  district  of  Boston.  Mor- 
ton street  crosses  the  railroad  location  by  on  overhead  bridge  and 
access  to  the  station  is  from  that  street.  The  petitioners  desire 
the  erection  of  a  footbridge  over  the  company's  tracks  near  the 
foot  of  Flint  street  in  order  to  furnish  easy  access  to  the  station 
from  that  point. 

For  the  territory  between  Norfolk  street  and  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
Morton  street  is  the  natural  avenue  of  approach  to  the  station.  The 
only  persons  who  would  appear  to  be  accommodated  by  a  direct 
approach  to  the  station  from  Flint  street  are  the  residents  of  eight 
or  ^nine  houses  on  Astoria  street,  which  runs  parallel  to  the  com- 
pany's location  as  far  as  Flint  street  but  does  not  run  through  to 
Morton  street.  These  persons  now  enjoy  free  access  to  the  out- 
bound track  by  way  of  Flint  street  and  by  using  the  stairway  lead- 
ing from  this  track  to  Morton  street  they  can  reach  the  station  and 
the  inbound  track  by  the  present  means  of  approach. 

The  petitioners,  however,  complained  that  in  using  this  route  they 
were  obliged  to  walk  down   Morton   street  about  a  hundred  feet 
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bej'ond  the  railroad  location  and  then  to  walk  back  about  a  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  more  over  a  way  leading  from  Morton  street  to  the 
station.  In  order  to  avoid  this  detour  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  the  Board  recommended  that  the  company  install  a  stairway 
leading  directly  from  the  Morton  street  bridge  to  the  inbound  track. 
The  company  has  complied  with  that  recommendation  and  has  also 
recently  extended  the  station  platforms  and  installed  electric  lights 
in  the  station  and  on  the  platforms.  It  is  also  expected  that  Mor- 
ton street  in  the  near  future  will  be  widened  so  as  to  bring  the 
bridge  within  less  than  fifty  feet  of  the  station. 

If  a  footbridge  were  erected  at  the  foot  of  Flint  street,  passen- 
gers using  it  would  be  obliged  to  ascend  a  stairway,  cross  the  rail- 
road tracks  overhead  and  descend  on  the  other  side.  Except  for  the 
fact  that  they  have  to  walk  from  Flint  street  to  the  stairway  lead- 
ing to  Morton  street  —  a  distance  of  less  than  one  hundred  feet 
when  the  widening  of  Morton  street  is  completed  —  they  are  ex- 
actly as  well  accommodated  by  the  present  arrangements.  The  fact 
that  a  very  few  persons  may  be  obliged  to  walk  this  short  additional 
distance  for  inward  travel  only  does  not  seem  to  the  Board  a  suffi- 
cient reason  for  asking  the  company  to  install  another  overhead 
bridge  at  this  station  in  addition  to  the  improvements  it  has  already 
made.

Petition  of  the  Citizens  Cow.mittee  of  Maiden  and  others  relative 
to  conditions  at  the  Sullivan  square  terminal  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  railway. 

This  is  a  complaint  in  regard  to  the  present  method  of  operating 
elevated  railway  trains  at  the  Sullivan  square  station  in  the  city 
of  Boston.  The  change  in  the  method  of  operation  which  gave 
rise  to  this  complaint  went  into  effect  August  25,  1912. 

As  the  Sullivan  square  station  was  originally  constructed,  a 
single  elevated  railway  track  extended  through  the  center  of  the 
upper  level  of  the  station  and  passengers  boarded  and  left  the 
trains  while  standing  upon  this  track  from  and  to  platforms  at 
either  side.  Persons  arriving  from  Everett  and  Maiden  by  surface 
cars  coming  in  on  the  upper  level  of  the  station  could  then  transfer 
to  the  trains  without  leaving  this  level. 

In  accordance  with  plans  heretofore  approved  by  this  board, 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  this  year  extensive  changes  were 
made  in  the  arrangement  of  this  station.  These  changes  included 
the  construction  at  the  west  of  the  station  of  a  new  elevated  rail- 
way track  and  a  new  platform.  This  new  platform  was  designed 
to  be  the  exclusive  loading  platform  for  the  elevated  railway  trains, 
the  former  track  being  used  solely  for  the  discharging  of  pas- 
sengers. These  changes  were  made  as  a  result  of  a  great  deal  of 
study  by  the  engineers  of  the  company  and  at  very  great  expense. 
Through  these  alterations  the  company  accomplished  the  separa- 
tion of  incoming  and  outgoing  passengers  upon  the  elevated  trains. 
The  crowding  together  upon  platforms  and  at  the  doorways  of 
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the  trains  of  passengers  bound  in  opposite  directions  had  been  a 
source  of  serious  complaint  and  the  elimination  of  this  condition 
was  believed  to  be  an  improvement  of  very  decided  importance. 

In  the  station  as  changed  persons  arriving  on  surface  cars  from 
Maiden  and  Everett  coming  in  on  the  upper  level  and  desiring  to 
transfer  to  the  inbound  elevated  railwa}''  trains  are  obliged  either 
to  descend  to  the  lower  level  and  use  the  stairway  or  escalator  to 
the  inbound  elevated  track,  or  to  pass  over  the  tracks  by  using  a 
foot-bridge  reached  by  a  flight  of  twenty-four  stairs. 

"When  the  company  builds  the  extension  of  its  elevated  railway 
system  to  the  cities  of  Everett  and  Maiden,  authorized  by  chapter 
497  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  the  persons  who  now  use  this  bridge  in 
the  Sullivan  square  station  will  board  the  elevated  trains  at  the 
Maiden  station  or  at  the  Everett  station.  The  present  condition 
is,  therefore,  temporary. 

At  the  hearing  representatives  of  the  cities  of  Everett  and 
Maiden  made  objection  to  the  use  of  the  foot-bridge  and  urged 
that  persons  arriving  on  the  surface  cars  from  these  districts  be 
allowed  to  board  the  trains  on  the  easterly  track  where  unloading 
alone  is  now  permitted.  The  representatives  of  the  company  stated 
that  permitting  passengers  to  board  the  trains  at  the  same  point 
where  passengers  are  leaving  them  will  to  some  extent  restore  the 
condition  which  the  recent  changes  were  designed  to  eliminate; 
that  it  would  also  somewhat  delay  the  operation  of  the  trains; 
that  as  all  trains  are  despatched  from  the  new  westerly  track  per- 
sons desiring  to  take  trains  at  the  present  unloading  platform 
would  find  the  service  interrupted  by  the  taking  off  of  trains  which 
have  to  be  run  into  the  yard;  and  also  that  the  proposed  change 
would  make  conditions  at  the  station  less  satisfactory  to  passengers 
arriving  on  surface  cars  coming  in  on  the  west  side  of  the  station 
and  transferring  to  the  elevated  trains. 

]Srotwithstanding  these  considerations, .  the  Board  believes  that 
the  balance  of  advantage  may  be  in  favor  of  making  some  special 
provision  for  the  greater  convenience  of  those  persons  who  are  now 
required  to  use  the  foot-bridge  in  order  to  reach  the  trains. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  the  Board  recommends  that  for  a  trial 
period  of  three  (3)  months,  beginning  January  1,  the  company 
arrange  the  operation  of  its  trains  at  Sullivan  square  so  as  to  per- 
mit passengers  arriving  at  the  upper  level  from  the  Maiden  and 
Everett  districts  to  board,  from  the  platform  now  used  for  unload- 
ing only,  such  trains  as  are  to  be  operated  around  the  loop  and 
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back  into  the  city.  At  or  before  the  expiration  of  this  period  the 
board  will,  if  so  requested,  make  such  further  or  other  recommenda- 
tion in  the  premises  as  seems  warranted.

Communication  to  the  General  Court. 

Reply  of  the  Board  to  an  order  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
concerning  its  action  under  section  9  of  Part  One,  chapter  Jf.63

Gentlemen:  —  Under  date  of  April  1,  1912,  this  Board  re- 
ceived from  the  clerk  of  your  honorable  body  a  copy  of  an  order 
adopted  by  the  house  of  representatives  on  March  29,  1912,  read- 
ing as  follows : 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  inform  the  house 
of  representatives  what  action  it  has  taken  under  section  nine  of  chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  sixty-three,  part  one,  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  six,  during  the  period  covered  by  its  forty-third 
annual  report  to  the  general  court.  If  any  action  has  been  taken  under 
said  section  during  said  period,  why  was  it  not  included  in  said  report, 
as  required  by  section  five  of  part  one  of  said  act?

The  Board  immediately  proceeded  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  the  order  by  preparing  a  schedule  of  action  taken  under  section 
9  of  part  I,  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1906,  including  not 
only  such  matters  as  were  the  subject  of  written  reports  or  orders, 
which  were  printed  in  the  appendix  of  its  forty-third  annual  re- 
port, but  also  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  as  appear  in 
writinar  in  its  records. 
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It  has  completed  its  record  so  far  as  docketed  cases  and  com- 
plaints are  concerned,  but  although  due  diligence  has  been  used 
the  Board  has  found  it  impossible,  even  with  extra  clerical  assist- 
ance, to  complete  its  schedule  covering  recommendations  made 
during  the  period  covered  by  said  forty-third  annual  report,  as 
requested  in  the  order,  but  transmits  herewith  a  summary  of  its 
records  of  such  recommendations  covering  one-half  of  that  period, 
viz.:  the  months  of  January,  February,  March,  April,  May  and 
June  of  the  year  1911,  a  total  of  fifteen  hundred  cases.^

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REPORTS    OF   JOINT    BOARDS. 


Report  of  the  joint  hoard  of  railroad  commissioners  and  directors  of 
the  port  of  Boston  on  an  order  of  the  general  court  relative  to 
transportation  conditions  and  facilities  in  the  city  of  Boston 
and  in  Massachusetts. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
momvealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Referring  to  the  order  of  the  legislature  relative  to  railroad 
facilities  and  development  of  the  port  of  Boston,  adopted  February 
7,  1913,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  directors  of 
the  port  of  Boston,  sitting  jointly,  have  the  honor  to  respectfully 
report  to  the  general  court  herewith  their  answers  to  questions  4 
and  6  of  said  order,  which  required  the  report  on  so  much  of  the 
order  as  relates  to  the  admission  and  extension  of  railroads  into 
the  commonwealth  to  be  made  not  later  than  March  30,  1912. 

Question  Jf. 

Question".  Whether  it  is  desirable  or  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  port  of  Boston  or  of  the  commonwealth  to  promote  the  admis- 
sion or  extension  into  the  commonwealth  of  any  railroads  not  now 
operating  therein. 

Answer.  The  continued  industrial  supremacy  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  is  dependent  upon  the  proper  development 
of  its  chief  port,  to  the  end  that  the  industries  of  the  state  may  have 
the  advantage  of  cheap  water  transportation  to  all  parts  of  the 
world. 

Improved  harbor  conditions  are  important,  but  it  is  equally 
important  to  bring  about  conditions  that  will  assist  in  providing 
cargoes  to  fill  the  ships.  The  products  of  Massachusetts,  though 
high  in  value,  are  relatively  small  in  bulk.  The  greater  portion  of 
the  volume  of  cargoes  must  be  obtained  from  outside  the  state  and 
from  outside  New  England.  This  makes  it  desirable  to  take  advan- 
tage of  every  opportunity  to  stimulate  the  flow  of  freight  from  the 
great  interior  traffic  centers  of  the  country.     Of  these,  by  far  the 
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most  important  is  Chicago,  which  is  the  focus  of  about  thirty  sep- 
arate railway  lines.  Through  Chicago  passes  a  great  portion  of  the 
export  business  of  the  Atlantic,  seaboard. 

The  port  of  Boston  is  at  a  disadvantage  because  it  is  not  the  main 
Atlantic  port  of  any  trunk-line  system. 

Under  these  conditions  it  is  especially  desirable  to  encourage  the 
extension  into  the  commonwealth  and  to  the  port  of  Boston  of  any 
trunk-line  railroad  which  may  desire  to  come. 

We  use  "  trunk  line  "  in  the  accepted  sense  of  a  through  line, 
all  rail,  under  one  control,  from  Chicago  to  the  seacoast.  From 
Chicago  to  JSTew  York  there  are  four  trunk-line  systems,  —  New 
York  Central,  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  and  Baltimore  and  Ohio.  There 
are  numerous  other  competitive  routes  from  Chicago  to  New  York, 
such  as  those,  either  by  rail  or  in  part  by  water  through  the  Great 
Lakes,  in  connection  with  the  Lehigh  Valley  and  Lackawanna, 
which  run  from  Buffalo  to  New  York.  These  numerous  competitive 
connections  between  New  York  and  Chicago  and  the  interior  have 
been  of  inestimable  value  in  developing  business  in  New  York. 

The  stimulus  of  competitive  connection  from  Boston  to  im- 
portant interior  traffic  centers  cannot  fail  to  exercise  a  wholesome 
influence  on  rates  and  service  throughout  the  whole  state. 

Our  answer  to  this  question  is  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  proper 
development  of  the  port  of  Boston,  and  distinctly  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  commonwealth,  to  encourage  the  extension  into  the  com- 
monwealth and  to  the  port  of  Boston  of  any  trunk-line  railroad  or 
any  railroad  that  is  an  integral  part  of  a  trunk-line  system. 

Question  6. 

Question.  What  are  the  intentions  or  purposes  of  other  rail- 
roads not  now  operating  in  the  commonwealth  in  regard  to  exten- 
sions of  their  railroad  into  the  city  of  Boston,  either  by  construct- 
ing a  new  railroad  or  acquiring  one  already  constructed,  under  what 
conditions  such  railroads  seek  to  enter  the  city  of  Boston,  and  what 
advantages  in  regard  to  rates,  transportation  and  traffic  would 
probably  result  to  the  commonwealth  or  to  the  city  of  Boston  there- 
from? 

Answer.  This  question  we  assume  refers  to  the  Southern  New 
England  Railroad  Corporation,  as  it  is  the  only  railroad  not  now 
operating  in  the  commonwealth  which  has  indicated  any  intention 
of  extending  its  lines  into  the  city  of  Boston. 

The  joint  board  has  held  a  public  hearing  and  had  various  con- 
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ferences  with  responsible  representatives  of  the  Boston  and  Albany, 
Boston  and  Maine,  and  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  rail- 
roads, as  well  as  with  Mr.  E.  H.  Fitzhugh,  president  of  the  Southern 
New  England  Railroad  Corporation,  who  has  submitted  certain 
written  statements  and  official  documents. 

The  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation  is  a  company 
already  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the 
purpose  of  building  the  Massachusetts  portion  of  a  line  from  a 
connection  with  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  at  Palmer, 
Massachusetts,  to  Providence,  Rhode  Island.  The  New  London 
Northern  railroad  is  leased  to  and  operated  by  the  Central  Ver- 
mont Railway  Company.  The  Southern  New  England  Railroad 
Corporation  now  is  asking  an  extension  of  its  corporate  powers, 
with  the  purpose,  indicated  to  us  by  its  president,  of  building  from 
the  north  into  Boston  from  a  connection  with  the  Central  Vermont 
Railway  Company  at  or  near  White  River  Junction,  Vermont,  and 
also  for  the  purpose  of  building  into  Worcester,  and  also  into  Boston 
from  its  line  from  Palmer  to  Providence. 

The  entire  capital  stock,  except  qualifying  shares,  of  the  Southern 
New  England  Railroad  Corporation,  is  owned  by  the  G-rand  Trunk 
Railway  Company  of  Canada. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada  controls  the 
Central  Vermont  Railway  Company  through  the  ownership  of 
31,911  of  its  30,000  shares  of  capital  stock.^ 

The  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada  is  a  company 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Canada.  Its  outstanding  capital  is 
approximately  (calling  £1  equal  to  $5)  $135,000,000  in  bonds  and 
debentures,  $128,000,000  in  preference  stock,  and  $116,000,000  in 
ordinary  or  common  stock.^.  It  operates  directly  5,562  miles  of 
track,  including  second  track  and  sidings,^  chiefly  between  Chicago, 
Montreal,  Quebec  and  Portland;  also  extensive  steamer  lines  on 
Lakes  Huron,  Michigan  and  Superior.  With  its  subsidiary  lines  it 
is  a  system  of  some  10,000  miles,  of  which  about  1,800  miles  lie 
within  the  United  States.  When  the  lines  under  construction  are 
completed,  the  entire  system  will  approximate  15,000  miles  of  track. 

Among  the  subsidiary  companies  controlled  by  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  of  Canada  by  stock  ownership,  beside  the  Southern  New 
England  Railroad  Corporation  and  the  Central  Vermont  Railway

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Company  already  mentioned,  are  the  Canada  Atlantic  Railway 
Company,  the  Toledo,  Saginaw  and  Muskegon  Railway,  the  Michi- 
gan Air  Line  Railway,  the  Detroit,  Grand  Haven  and  Milwaukee 
Railway,  the  Grand  Trunk  Western  Railway,  and  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  Railway. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company,  which  will  be  the 
most  important  subsidiary,  is  a  Canadian  corporation  engaged  in 
constructing  a  line  with  numerous  branches  through  the  wheat 
country  of  the  Canadian  northwest  from  the  head  of  Lake  Superior 
to  the  Pacific  coast.  The  Canadian  government  is  assisting  the 
enterprise,  particularly  by  guaranteeing  bonds.  The  Canadian  gov- 
ernment is  also  building  a  railroad  from  Winnipeg  to  Moncton,  New 
Brunswick,  where  connections  will  be  made  for  Halifax  and  St. 
John.  This  line  when  completed  is  to  be  leased  for  fifty  years  to 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company.  Wlien  these  lines  are 
completed  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company  will  own  or 
control  a  transcontinental  line  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
entirely  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

The  incorporators  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany on  July  29,  1903,  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Dominion 
government  which  is  incorporated  in  a  statute,  3  Edward  VII, 
chapter  71,  entitled  "  An  Act  respecting  the  construction  of  a 
national  transcontinental  railway."  This  contract  contains  the 
following  clauses :  — 

42.  It  is  hereby  declared  and  agreed  between  the  parties  to  this  agree- 
ment that  the  aid  herein  provided  for  is  granted  by  the  government 
of  Canada  for  the  express  purpose  of  encouraging  the  development  of 
Canadian  trade  and  the  transportation  of  goods  through  Canadian 
channels.  The  company  accepts  the  aid  on  these  conditions,  and  agrees 
that  all  freight  originating  on  the  line  of  the  railway,  or  its  branches,, 
not  specially  routed  for  points  in  Canada,  be  carried  entirely  on 
Canadian  territory,  or  between  Canadian  inland  ports,  and  that  the 
through  rate  on  export  traffic  from  the  point  of  origin  to  the  point  of 
destination  shall  at  no  time  be  greater  via  Canadian  ports  than  via 
United  States  ports,  and  that  all  such  traflfic,  not  specifically  routed 
otherwise  by  the  shipper,  shall  be  carried  to  Canadian  ocean  ports. 

43.  The  company  further  agrees  that  it  shall  not,  in  any  matter 
within  its  power,  directly  or  indirectly  advise  or  encourage  the  trans- 
portation of  such  freight  by  routes  other  than  those  above  provided, 
but  shall,  in  all  respects,  in  good  faith,  use  its  utmost  endeavors  to 
fulfill  the  conditions  upon  which  public  aid  is  granted,  namely:  the 
development  of  trade  through  Canadian  channels  and  Canadian  ocean 
ports. 
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45.  The  company  shall  arrange  for  and  provide,  either  by  purchase, 
charter  or  otherwise,  shipping  connections  upon  both  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  oceans,  sufficient  in  tonnage  and  in  number  of  sailings  to  take 
care  of  and  transport  all  its  traffic,  both  inward  and  outward,  at  such 
ocean  ports  within  Canada,  upon  the  said  line  of  railway,  or  upon 
the  line  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  company  shall  not  divert,  or,  so  far  as  it  can 
lawfully  prevent,  permit  to  be  diverted,  to  ports  outside  of  Canada 
any  traffic  which  it  can  lawfully  influence  or  control,  upon  the  ground 
that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  amount  of  shipping  to  transport  such 
traffic  from  or  to  such  Canadian  ocean  ports. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada,  the  parent  companj',  is 
not  one  of  the  parties  to  this  contract. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada  reaches  with  its  own  rails, 
or  through  subsidiar}'  companies  other  than  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific,  the  following  important  trafiic  centers  in  the  United 
States:  Chicago^  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Toledo  and  Milwaukee.  On  the 
seacoast  it  reaches  Portland  and  New  London,  and  has  obtained 
rights  to  build  to  Providence.  It  operates  a  boat  line  from  ISTew 
London  to  New  York. 

Intentions  and  Purposes. 

The  president  of  the  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion has  stated  in  writing  to  the  joint  board  that  it  is  the  intention 
of  his  company,  if  the  necessary  authority  is  secured,  to  build  into 
Boston  from  the  north  through  New  Hampshire  by.  way  of  the 
Merrimae  valley ;  that  it  is  their  present  intention  to  build  a  single 
track  line  with  a  right  of  way  wide  enough  and  with  bridges  and 
masonry  suitable  for  double  tracking;  that  the  company  proposes 
to  build  its  own  line  and  does  not  wish  to  acquire  any  line  already 
constructed;  and  that  it  is  intended  to  build  into  Worcester  from 
the  Palmer-Providence  line,  and  also  to  build  into  Boston  from  the 
south  from  some  point  on  this  line. 

The  president  further  states  that  the  compan}''  proposes  to  build 
its  own  tracks  through  to  its  own  local  freight  terminals  at  Boston. 
It  has  asked  permission  to  bring  its  passenger  trains  into  the  North 
Union  station  on  the  ground  that  public  convenience  would  be  better 
served  in  this  way  than  it  would  be  if  they  established  a  separate 
passenger  terminal.  To  accomplish  this  they  would  expect  to  con- 
nect their  tracks  for  passenger  service  with  those  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  railroad  at  some  convenient  point  in  or  near  the  city,  the 
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point  of  connection,  the  extent  of  the  rights  and  the  compensation 
therefor  to  be  determined  by  the  railroad  commissioners  of  Massa- 
chusetts. He  points  out  that  at  the  present  time  Grand  Trunk 
trains  are  running  into  the  North  station,  and  contends  that  the 
Commonwealth  has  a  reserved  right  to  grant  the  permission  asked 
for.  He  has  also  stated  that  if  it  can  be  shown  that  the  public 
interest  would  be  better  served  by  having  the  company  extend  its 
own  tracks  to  its  own  passenger  terminal,  the  company  would  be 
willing  to  do  so.  The  company  expects  to  build  its  own  tracks  to  a 
water-front  terminal.  If  there  is  a  public  terminal  created  in 
Boston  harbor  open  to  all  railroads  and  steamships,  such  a  terminal 
would  be  entirely  satisfactory ;  otherwise,  the  company  would  expect 
to  provide  its  own  water-front  terminal. 

Conditions. 

The  petition  of  the  company  for  the  extension  of  its  corporate 
powers  asks  for  certain  important  departures  from  the  present 
railroad  laws  of  the  state,  particularly  as  to  the  acquisition  of  its 
location,  and  the  time  within  which  the  railroad  shall  be  located 
and  built,  as  to  the  relative  proportions  of  bonds  and  stock,  and  as 
to  the  ownership  of  securities  of  other  transportation  companies, 
including  steamship  lines. 

It  is  urged  in  support  of  these  requests,  and  especially  in  sup- 
port of  the  request  for  permission  to  acquire  a  location  in  a  manner 
different  from  that  prescribed  by  the  present  laws,  that  the  present 
laws  make  it  impossible  for  a  new  railroad  to  build  into  the  city 
of  Boston  except  at  an  enormous  expense,  and  only  after  many  years 
of  struggle,  and  it  is  further  urged  that  the  railroads  now  operating 
in  the  Commonwealth  were  constructed  under  laws  much  less 
restrictive  than  the  present  ones. 

If,  however,  the  financial  self-interest  of  the  company  should  be 
the  sole  factor  in  determining  locations,  it  is  possible  that  serious 
damage  might  be  caused  to  the  communities  affected,  especially 
where  it  is  proposed  to  locate  the  road  through  a  thickly  settled 
territory.  We  do  not,  therefore,  consider  it  advisable  that  the  pro- 
visions of  the  general  law  should  be  so  far  relaxed  as  to  permit  the 
company  to  secure  its  locations  without  first  obtaining  the  approval 
of  some  public  authority. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  provision  in  the  bill  accom- 
panying the  petition  of  the  company,  which  allows  the  company  five 
years  within  which  to  locate  and  ten  years  within  which  to  build 
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its  road,  should  be  modified.  There  does  not  seem  to  us  to  be  any 
good  reason  why  so  long  a  period  of  time  should  be  required,  espe- 
cially if  the  company  should  secure  such  modifications  in  the  general 
law  relating  to  locations  as  will  permit  the  company  to  locate  and 
build  without  unnecessary  delay.  If  the  proposed  extensions  of  the 
Southern  New  England  Railroad  are  in  the  public  interest,  we 
beheve  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be  built  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible. 

Rates,  Transpoetation  and  Traffic. 

The  Grand  Trunk  system  has  for  many  years  maintained  a 
lower  rate  into  Boston  from  Chicago  than  the  all-rail  rate  of  the 
American  roads.  This  runs  at  the  present  time  from  5  cents  a 
hundred  pounds  on  first-class  freight  to  1  cent  a  hundred  pounds 
on  sixth-class  freight,  and  is  spoken  of  technically  as  a  differential. 
This  differential  has  been  maintained  by  the  Grand  Trunk  in  spite 
of  the  most  determined  efforts  of  the  American  trunk  lines  to  elimi- 
nate it,  and  of  late  years  the  railroads  operating  in  ISTew  England 
have  assisted  the  trunk  lines  in  their  attempt  to  abolish  this  differ- 
ential. If  the  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation  is 
permitted  to  extend  its  lines  as  requested,  the  Grand  Trunk  system 
would  have  an  additional  incentive  to  continue  to  maintain  this 
differential. 

The  stimulating  effect  on  service  of  a  direct  competitive  con- 
nection from  Boston  to  the  great  traffic  center  of  Chicago,  and  the 
important  traffic  centers  of  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Toledo  and  Milwaukee 
should  be  very  great.  There  is  no  legal  or  moral  obligation  on  the 
Grand  Trunk  system  to  hold  it  back  from  developing  to  the  utmost 
American  business  from  these  points  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  port  of  Boston. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  Canadian  traffic  is  different. 
Though  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada  is  not  expressly  a 
party  to  the  contract  between  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway 
and  the  Canadian  government,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  it  will  see 
to  it  that  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  contract  are  carried 
out  and  that  Canadian  business  is  so  far  as  possible  sent  through 
Canadian  ports,  though  it  is  important  to  note  that  the  actual  obli- 
gation to  ship  through  Canadian  ports  is  limited  to  freight  which 
is  not  routed  by  the  shipper,  and  the  shipper  will  usually  choose 
the  most  advantageous  route. 

If  the  grain  production  of  the  Canadian  northwest  in  the  next 
few  years  amounts  to  only  a  fraction  of  the  estimates  of  experienced 
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observers,  much  of  this  grain  must  find  an  outlet  through  United 
States  ports.  Boston,  which  is  naturally  best  located  for  the  busi- 
ness, should  receive  it  rather  than  any  other  United  States  port, 
especially  if  a  direct  connection  between  Boston  and  the  Canadian 
wheat  fields  is  secured. 

The  Grand  Trunk  system  obviously  desires  to  reach  the  valuable 
west-bound  traffic  which  originates  in  eastern  Massachusetts.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  this  system  wishes  to  come  to  Boston  only 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  away  some  of  this  business  from  existing 
railroads,  and  that  it  has  no  intention  of  bringing  new  business  to 
and  through  Boston. 

A  new  trunk  line  competing  for  the  high-class  products  of  eastern 
Massachusetts  will  make  eastern  Massachusetts  a  better  place  for 
producing  high-class  products,  and  should  stimulate  the  manufac- 
turing industries  of  the  State.  For  many  years  the  Grand  Trunk 
system  has  maintained  a  fast  freight  line  from  Boston,  reaching  its 
own  tracks  over  the  Boston  and  Maine,  and  has  had  an  ofiice  in 
Boston  actively  soliciting  business. 

A  railroad  will  naturally  prefer  to  bring  east-bound  business  to 
a  port  where  it  can  find  west-bound  business  with  which  to  load  its 
cars.  There  is  no  port  which  the  Grand  Trunk  system  now  reaches 
or  is  likely  to  reach  which  is  so  attractive  in  this  respect  as  the  port 
of  Boston,  in  a  metropolitan  city  of  a  million  and  a  half  inhabitants. 

The  relations  between  the  Grand  Trunk  system  and  the  former 
Boston  and  Maine  management  were  such  that  the  Grand  Trunk 
was  content  to  remain  on  the  edge  of  a  district  which  in  a  radius 
of  100  miles  from  Boston  contains  a  population  more  than  half  as 
great  as  that  of  the  entire  Dominion  of  Canada.  Since  the  control 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  has  passed  to  the  New  Haven 
system,  the  situation  is  different.  The  Grand  Trunk  system  is  now 
dependent  for  its  connection  with  Boston  and  eastern  Massachusetts 
upon  a  railroad  whose  interests  will  naturally  be  with  other  and 
competing  trunk-line  systems. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  Grand  Trunk's  struggle  with  the 
trunk  lines  over  its  New  England  rates.  The  financial  interests  in 
active  control  of  the  New  Haven  railroad  system  are  the  dominant 
factors  in  three  of  the  four  New  York  trunk  lines,  the  Erie,  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  the  New  York  Central.  A  situation  has 
developed  which  is  tending  towards  this  result:  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  system  must  either  build  to  Boston  or  be  prepared  to  lose  a 
considerable  proportion  of  its  present  New  England  business,  aban- 
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don  any  effort  to  develop  new  business  through  the  port  of  Boston, 
and  cease  to  be  a  factor  in  the  Boston  raih'oad  situation. 

Under  present  conditions  it  is  as  difficult  to  imagine  the  Grand 
Trunk  sj'^stem  content  to  stop  at  White  Eiver  Junction  without 
building  to  Boston  as  it  is  to  imagine  the  New  York  Central  system 
stopping  at  Albany  without  building  to  New  York:  the  Pennsyl- 
vania system  stopping  at  Harrisburg  without  building  to  Phila- 
delphia; or  the  Union  Pacific  system  stopping  at  Sacramento  with- 
out building  to  San  Prancisco. 

The  answers  to  this  question  are  based  upon  the  assumption  that 
the  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation  will  continue  in 
the  future  to  be  as  at  present,  an  integral  part  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
system.  Any  legislation  should  contain  conditions  to  insure  a  con- 
tinuance of  this  relationship.

Report  of  the  joint  hoard  of  railroad  commissioners  and  Boston 
transit  commission  on  a  resolve  of  the  general  court  relative  to 
improvements  in  the  subway  and  transportation  system  in  the 
city  of  Boston. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives : 
Chapter  108  of  the  Resolves  of  1911  reads  as  follows:  — 

Eesolvk  to  provide  for  an  Investigation  as  to  Certain  Improve- 
ments OF  THE  Subway  and  Transportation  System  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  Boston 
transit  commission,  sitting  jointly,  be  instructed  to  consider  the  matters 
contained  in  the  following  bills  and  resolve  now  pending,  namely,  — 
house  bill,  No.  149,  house  bill.  No.  1384,  house  bill.  No.  1385,  and  resolve, 
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house,  No.  1110.  The  said  jomt  board  shall  investigate  and  determine 
whether  it  is  for  the  public  interest,  and  expedient,  to  enact  any  or  all 
of  the  legislation  prayed  for  in  the  petitions  accompanying  the  said  bills 
and  resolve ;  and  if  the  board  recommends  any  legislation  it  shall  submit 
the  draft  of  an  act  or  acts  embodying  the  same.  The  said  joint  board 
shaU  report  to  the  next  general  court  on  or  before  the  second  Saturday 
in  January,  and  may  expend  for  the  purposes  of  this  resolve  such  sums 
of  money,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth,  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  governor  and  council. 
[Approved  June  22,  1911. 

Pursuant  to  this  legislative  reference  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners and  the  Boston  transit  commission,  sitting  jointly,  duly 
organized,  gave  hearings,  and  proceeded  in  the  investigation  as 
directed,  and  the  joint  board  now  makes  report  thereon. 


House  Bill  No.  149. 

House  bill  No.  149  may  be  summarized  as  follows :  — 

Section  1  requires  the  transit  commission  to  remove  the  three 
structures  in  Scollay  square  and  Court  street  covering  the  entrances 
to  and  exits  from  the  Tremont  street  subway  and  the  East  Boston 
tunnel. 

Section  2  authorizes  the  commission  to  make  other  entrances  and 
exits  to  take  the  places  of  those  discontinued  and,  if  the  existing 
entrances  and  exits  are  continued,  limits  the  dimensions  of  the 
coverings  thereof.  It  also  provides  that  the  expense  of  the  removal 
of  the  present  structures  and  the  substitution  of  new  entrances  and 
exits  is  to  be  paid  by  the  city. 

Section  3  authorizes  the  commission  to  enter  into  contracts  and 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  name  of  the  city. 

Section  4  contains  the  usual  provision  for  keeping  the  streets 
open  for  traffic  during  construction. 

Section  5  authorizes  the  commission  to  acquire  for  the  city  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  any  land  or  easements  or  rights  therein 
deemed  necessary. 

Section  6  contains  the  usual  provision  as  to  awards  of  damages. 

Section  7  is  the  usual  provision  as  to  removal  or  relocation  of 
tracks,  pipes,  etc. 

Section  8  provides  that  "the  commission  may  make  with  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  .  .  .  such  changes  as  are  nec- 
essary in  existing  contracts  or  leases  between  the  city  and  the  com- 
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pany  in  order  to  give  the  company  the  same  rights  in  the  new- 
entrances  and  exits  herein  provided  for  as  it  has  in  the  existing 
structures.^' 

The  remaining  sections  may  provide  for  issuing  bonds,  the 
method  of  doing  the  work  in  case  the  term  of  the  commission  ex- 
pires, and  for  the  enforcement  of  the  act. 

In  general  it  may  be  said  that  the  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  pro- 
vide for  the  removal  of  the  present  entrance  and  exit  structures  in 
Scollay  square  and  substitute  others  therefor,  or  to  reduce  the  size 
of  these  structures.  Two  of  these  w^ere  constructed  as  part  of  the 
Tremont  street  subway.  The  rental  for  this  subway  paid  to  the  city 
by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  is  a  percentage,  now 
4%  per  aimum  and  later  to  be  4^/2  upon  the  cost. 

The  other  structure  was  built  exclusively  for  use  as  an  exit  from 
the  East  Boston  tunnel  and  is  included  in  the  lease  of  that  tunnel 
to  the  company.  The  cost  thereof  does  not  now,  but  will  after  the 
10th  of  June,  1932,  affect  the  amount  of  the  rental  to  be  paid  by 
the  company. 

No  change  can  be  made  in  the  structures  nor  any  increase  of 
rental  based  on  the  cost  thereof  without  first  obtaining  the  con- 
sent of  the  company. 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that,  after  the  passage  of  resolve  108, 
referring  this  bill  to  this  joint  board,  the  legislature  on  July  30, 
1911,  passed  an  act  providing  for  the  construction  of  the  Boylston 
street  subway,  the  Dorchester  tunnel,  and  an  extension  of  the  East 
Boston  tunnel  under  Scollay  Square  and  to  a  point  on  Cambridge 
street.  The  transit  commission  is  at  present  at  work  on  the  plans 
for  this  subway,  tunnel  and  extension.  As  the  extension  of  the 
tunnel  must  pass  under  the  Tremont  street  subway  and  the  present 
Scollay  square  station,  it  is  apparent  that  the  present  entrances 
and  exits  should  not  be  discontinued  nor  substitutes  therefor  be 
provided  until  progress  has  been  made  in  the  plans  for  the  exten- 
sion of  the  tunnel  sufficient  to  determine  definitely  what,  if  any, 
changes  are  necessary  therein  and  what  additions  or  substitutions 
should  be  made  in  order  to  provide  suitably  for  traffic  in  the  tunnel 
as  extended  and  the  connection  of  the  Scollay  square  tunnel  station 
with  the  present  Scollay  square  subway  station  and  with  the  surface. 

The  expense  of  discontinuing  the  present  Joint  entrance  to  and 
exit  from  the  Tremont  street  subway  and  the  East  Boston  tunnel  in 
the  middle  of  the  square  would  be  very  great,  as  it  would  render 
necessary  an  entire  rearrangement  of  the  Scollay  square  station  by 
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using  the  central  portion  where  the  platforms  now  are  for  the  tracks, 
and  the  portion  where  the  tracks  now  are  for  the  platforms,  and  to 
this  would  be  added  the  expense  of  taking  for  the  new  entrances 
and  exits  private  property  on  each  side  of  the  square. 

The  bill  provides  that  if  the  present  entrances  and  exits  are  to 
be  retained  the  openings  shall  not  exceed  certain  dimensions  speci- 
fied in  the  bill.  In  the  opinion  of  the  joint  board  the  entrances 
and  exits  if  limited  according  to  the  bill  would  be  inadequate  for 
the  proper  accommodation  of  the  public. 

The  joint  board  does  not  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill. 


House  Bill  No.  1384. 

House  bill  No.  1384  may  be  summarized  as  follows :  — 

Section  1  requires  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to 
construct  an  additional  elevated  station  at  the  junction  of  Washing- 
ton and  Castle  streets. 

Section  2  requires  the  shuttle  train  now  stopping  at  Beach  street 
to  run  to  this  new  elevated  station,  to  be  known  as  Castle  junction. 

Section  3  permits  the  city  of  Boston  to  provide  money  for  a 
suitable  westerly  approach  from  the  Tremont  street  "  tunnel "  to 
said  Castle  junction  station  by  extending  Broadway  one  block. 

Section  4  requires  the  company  to  bear  a  proportionate  part  of 
the  expenses  of  such  extension. 

Section  5  authorizes  the  city  of  Boston  to  discontinue  the  Cove 
street  bridge  and  to  use  such  part  of  the  main  structure  as  is  avail- 
able in  extending  Atlantic  avenue  over  and  to  Broadway. 

Section  6  authorizes  the  city  to  remove  the  Cove  street  draw- 
bridge and  use  it  for  a  connection  from  South  Boston  over  Fort 
Point  channel  to  the  South  End,  the  expense  to  be  met  from  the 
regular  tax  levy.  It  requires  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany to  remove  the  Dover  street  elevated  station  to  the  corner  of 
Washington  and  East  Dedham  streets,  and  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  remove  the  present 
South  Boston  station  further  south. 

Section  7  authorizes  the  city  to  take  by  right  of  eminent  domain 
and  provides  for  the  assessment  of  betterments. 

Section  8  authorizes  the  city  to  issue  bonds. 

Section  9  relates  to  the  powers  of  the  Boston  transit  commission 
in  the  premises. 

Section  10  provides  that  5  per  cent,  of  the  cost  shall  be  taken 
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annually  from  the  tax  levy  and  accuniulated  in  the  sinking  fund  of 
the  city  of  Boston. 

This  bill  requires  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  make 
radical  changes  in  and  additions  to  its  system  and  to  expend  large 
sums  therefor.  The  company  cannot  be  compelled  by  legislation  to 
carry  out  these  requirements.  (See  Statutes  of  1897,  chapter  500, 
section  10,  and  the  contracts  for  the  use  of  the  Washington  street 
tunnel  and  the  extension  thereof.)  The  existence  of  a  public  de- 
mand therefor  was  not  shown. 

The  bill  further  authorizes  the  city  of  Boston  to  extend  Broad- 
way, Atlantic  avenue  and  Dartmouth  street,  to  discontinue  the 
Cove  street  bridge  and  to  remove  the  Cove  street  drawbridge.  So 
far  as  known  to  the  joint  board  the  city  of  Boston  has  not  expressed 
its  desire  to  obtain  such  authority  from  the  Legislature,  nor  has  it 
determined  that  public  necessity  reasonably  requires  these  changes 
and  the  expenditure  incidental  thereto. 

The  joint  board  does  not  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

House  Bill  No.  1385. 

House  bill  Ko.  1385  authDrizes  the  city  of  Boston  to  take  land 
by  right  of  eminent  domain  and  to  pay  therefor  by  novel  methods 
incompletely  described,  in  order  that  "  transportation  may  be  im- 
proved .  .  .  upon  the  main  thoroughfares  of  Dorchester  district, 
Boston,"  the  method  to  be  "  known  throughout  Massachusetts  as 
the  Dorchester  plan  of  street  widening." 

Section  8  provides  that  the  provisions  of  the  bill  shall  be  applied, 
first,  to  Norfolk  street,  Dorchester,  and  thereafter  to  other  streets 
in  the  order  named  as  the  demand  therefor  may  be  evidenced  by 
public  hearings. 

On  November  13,  1911,  the  city  council  of  Boston  passed  an  order 
appropriating  $150,000  for  the  widening  of  Norfolk  street. 

The  following  amendment  of  Article  X.  of  Part  I.  of  the  Con- 
stitution was  on  the  seventh  day  of  November  last  ratified  and 
adopted  by  the  people :  — 

The  legislature  may  by  special  acts  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out, 
widening  or  relocating  highways  or  streets,  authorize  the  taking  in  fee 
by  the  comimonwealth,  or  by  a  county,  city  or  town,  of  more  land  and 
property  than  are  needed  for  the  actual  consti'uetion  of  such  highway 
or  street:  provided,  however,  that  the  land  and  property  authorized  to 
be  taken  are  specified  in  the  act  and  are  no  more  in  extent  than  would 
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be  sufficient  for  suitable  building  lots  on  both  sides  of  such  highway  or 
street ;  and  after  so  much  of  the  land  or  property  has  been  appropriated 
for  such  highway  or  street  as  is  needed  therefor,  may  authorize  the  sale 
of  the  remainder  for  value  with  or  without  suitable  restrictions. 

This  joint  board  does  not  recommend  the  passage  of  this  bill 
which  provides  for  the  application  to  a  part  of  the  city  of  a  method 
of  treatment  different  from  that  which  is  generally  applicable  to  all 
parts  of  the  city. 

House  Document  No.  1110. 
House  document  No.  1110  is  a  draft  of  a  resolve  accompanying 
the  petition  of  Charles  A.  Dean  and  others.     The  following  is  a 
copy :  — 

Resolve  Relative  to  the  Enlargement  of  the  Park  Street  Sub- 
way Station  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  Boston 
transit  commission  report  as  soon  as  may  be  a  bill  to  enlarge  the  Park 
street  subway  station  in  the  city  of  Boston  as  public  convenience  may 
require  and  in  accordance  with  the  studies  and  suggestions  made  in  the 
report  of  said  joint  board  wherein  they  state  that  special  legislation  is 
needed  to  make  the  enlargement  of  said  station  that  the  public  conven- 
ience imperatively  requires. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  referred  to^  being 
a  report  on  chapter  58  of  the  Resolves  of  the  year  1910,  made  by 
this  joint  board  to  the  legislature  of  1911 :  — 

In  this  connection  the  joint  board,  in  view  of  the  present  congestion 
in  the  Park  street  station  at  rush  hours,  deems  it  proper  to  state  that 
existing  accommodations  can  readily  be  increased  to  such  extent  as  may 
be  desired  by  extending  the  platforms  towards  the  south.  This  station 
was  originally  planned  to  occupy  in  width  as  much  space  under  the 
Common  as  was  pei-mitted  by  law,  and  its  length  was  determined  by  an 
estimate  of  the  area  required  for  probable  business  and  by  a  desire  to 
avoid  injury  to  a  line  of  old  elms  then  supposed  to  be  in  good  condition, 
but  shortly  thereafter  discovered  to  have  been  so  rotted  by  age  that 
safety  required  their  removal.  An  enlargement  of  the  station,  if 
desired,  can  now  be  executed  advantageously  in  connection  with  the 
building  of  the  new  station  for  the  Cambridge  line.  Such  enlargement 
will  require  special  legislative  authorization,  and  the  assent  of  the  West 
End  Street  Railway  Company  as  lessee  and  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  as  assignee  of  the  lease  will  also  be  necessary.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  present  congestion  will  in  any  event 
be  materially  relieved  when  the  new  subway  line  to  Cambuidge  is  opened. 
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and  later  when  the  proposed  Riverbank  subway  to  the  west  is  con- 
structed, as  each  of  these  subways  will  have  independent  platforms, 
entrances  and  exits. 

The  available  standing  space  on  the  platforms  for  northbound 
cars  at  Park  street  is  about  7,000  square  feet  and  for  the  south- 
bound cars  about  8,500  square  feet. 

In  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Boston  transit  commission  for 
the  year  ending  August  15,  1899,  it  was  estimated  that  this  station 
was  then  used  by  about  27,400,000  passengers  per  annum.  This 
estimate  included  those  using  the  platforms  in  transferring  from 
one  car  to  another.  It  is  estimated  that  at  the  present  time  these 
platforms  are  used  by  between  36,000,000  and  37,000,000  persons 
per  annum. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  in  and  out  of  the  North  station, 
according  to  statistics  published  last  year,  was  25,750,000,  and  at 
the  South  station  on  the  lines  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  railroad,  24,750,000,  and  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  line, 
7,950,000,  making  a  total  at  that  station  of  32,700,000  passengers 
per  annum. 

Similar  figures  in  reference  to  the  Grand  Central  station  in  New 
York  give  the  number  of  passengers  in  and  out  on  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  Eiver  railroad  as  10,261,273,  and  on  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  as  9,806,466,  making  a 
total  for  both  lines  of  20,067,739  per  annum. 

A  diflBculty  of  the  situation  experienced  at  Park  street  and  not 
at  stations  with  a  train  service  arises  out  of  the  fact  that  the  plat- 
forms are  served  by  single  cars  running  to  some  thirty  destinations 
which  arrive  at  the  platform  in  no  regular  order.  Before  the  work 
of  construction  of  the .  station  was  begun  it  was  anticipated  that 
some  effective  and  simple  means  would  be  required  for  notifying 
each  passenger  when  the  car  he  needed  was  coming  to  the  platform 
and  exactly  where  it  was  going  to  stop.  This  was  accomplished  by 
means  of  indicators  placed  at  each  end  of  the  platform  for  south- 
bound cars. 

While  this  platform  at  the  times  of  greatest  traffic  is  crowded  to 
the  point  of  discomfort,  there  has  been,  owing  to  the  use  of  the 
indicators  and  the  great  care  exercised  by  the  company,  a  remark- 
able freedom  there  from  serious  accidents. 

The  resolve  of  the  year  1911,  under  which  the  present  report  is 
made,  was  approved  on  the  22d  of  June. 
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Subsequently  the  legislature  passed  an  act  entitled  '''  An  Act 
Relative  to  Electric  Railway  Transportation  Facilities  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  its  Vicinity/'  being  chapter  741  of  the  Acts  of  1911, 
which  act  was  approved  on  the  20th  of  July. 

By  section  1  of  said  act  the  Boston  transit  commission,  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  the  Dorchester  tunnel,  so  called, 
in  extension  of  the  Cambridge  connection  from  its  Park  street 
station,  was  authorized  to 

make  such  alterations  or  enlargements  of  the  present  Park  street  station 
of  the  Tremont  street  subway,  and  of  the  exits  and  entrances  from  and 
to  such  station,  and  of  the  station  now  being  constructed  at  or  near  the 
junction  of  Park  and  Tremont  streets  for  the  tunnel  of  the  Cambridge 
connection,  so-called,  and  of  the  exits  and  entrances  therefrom  and 
thereto,  as  the  commission  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable. 

In  section  5  of  said  act,  which  requires  the  Boston  transit  com- 
mission to  construct  the  Boylston  street  subway,  so  called,  is  the 
following  clause :  — 

Instead  of  constructing  said  subway  as  a  continuous  line  from  Arling- 
ton street  to  Park  street  station,  the  commission  may  connect  said  sub- 
way at  or  near  the  junction  of  Boylston  street  and  Tremont  street  with 
the  tracks  of  the  present  Tremont  street  subway,  and  between  that  point 
and  the  Park  street  station  may  either  enlarge  the  present  Tremont 
street  subway  so  as  to  provide  for  two  additional  tracks,  or  may  con- 
struct a  separate  subway  adapted  to  contain  two  railway  tracks,  connect- 
ing the  same  with  the  present  Tremont  street  subway  and  the  tracks 
located  therein. 

Chapter  740  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1911  was  "  An  Act  to  author- 
ize the  Consolidation  of  Properties  and  Franchises  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the  West  End  Street  Railway 
Company."  Section  16  of  said  act  contains  the  following  pro- 
vision :  — 

Changes  and  alterations  may  be  made  in  the  Tremont  street  subway 
so  far  as  may  be  expedient  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  Boylston  street  subway. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  joint  board  that  these  provisions  furnish 
to  the  Boston  transit  commission  sufficient  authority  for  an  appro- 
priate enlargement  of  the  Park  street  station  of  the  Tremont  street 
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subway,  and  that  they  should  be  availed  of  to  provide  more  ample 
accommodations  to  the  end  that  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
passengers  may  be  promoted.

1-2-3-10.  All  of  the  Company's  right  of  way,  tracks,  terminal  facilities,  etc., 
situated  in  Portland,  Me.  and  vicinity,  were  sold  on  July  1st,  1911,  to  the  Port- 
land Terminal  Co.  (formerly  the  Portland  Union  Ry.  Sta.  Co.)  for  $2,581,567.90. 
Payment  was  made  by  a  demand  note  for  $2,396,000  exchangeable  for  bonds  of  a 
like  amount  when  issued,  and  1,850  shares  of  its  capital  stock  rated  at  par  $100 
each,  the  balance  being  in  cash.  This  sale  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  17.52  miles 
of  first,  and  4.07  miles  of  second  track  owned,  which  was,  however,  offset  by  an 
arrangement  for  trackage  rights  over  19.00  additional  miles  of  first  track  and  10.60 
of  second  track,  making  a  net  increase  at  this  point  of  1.48  miles  of  first  track 
and  6.53  miles  of  second  track  operated.  Other  changes  are  as  follows:  rear- 
rangement of  tracks  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  caused  a  net  increase  of  .07  mile  of  both 
first  and  second  tracks;  straightening  of  line  between  Durham  and  Madbury, 
N.  H.  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  .13  mile  of  first  track.  New  second  track  has  been 
built  and  put  in  operation  as  follows:  between  Lancaster,  Mass.  and  Nashua, 
N.  H.  20.60  miles;  between  Durham  and  Madbury,  N.  H.,  2.12  miles  and  at 
Gloucester,  Mass.,  .18  mile,  a  total  of  22.90  miles.  The  Concord  &  Manchester 
Electric  Branch  (Concord  &  Montreal  R.R.)  has  been  shortened  .73  mile  account 
of  track  taken  up  in  Concord,  N.  H.  The  mileage  of  side  tracks  shows  a  net  decrease 
of  28.79  miles. 

4.  The  lease  of  the  Suncook  Valley  Railroad  expired  by  limitation  on  December 
31,  1911.  A  new  lease  of  the  property  was  taken  on  January  1,  1912,  for  a  term 
of  two  years  at  an  annual  rental  of  $10,551.00  being  3  per  cent  on  the  outstanding 
capital  stock  with  organization  expenses  of  $300.00  per  annum. 

6.  During  the  year,  9,736  shares  of  common  stock  were  issued,  including  7,463 
shares  partly  paid  for  in  previous  year  and  referred  to  in  that  report.  Full  paid 
installment  receipts  for  20  shares  had  not  been  presented  for  exchange  for  stock 
certificates  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

8.  250  shares  of  stock  of  the  Portland  Union  Ry.  Sta.  Co.,  par  value  $25,000, 
together  with  a  scrip  note  of  the  same  Company  for  $40,000  were  exchanged  for 
650  shares  of  stock  of  the  Portland  Terminal  Company,  1,850  additional  shares 
of  the  latter  Company  were  received  in  pajonent  for  property  sold,  making  a  total 
of  2,500  shares,  $250,000.  These  shares  were  subsequently  sold  at  $125  each,  and 
the  profit  credited  to  Profit  and  Loss  Account.  Shares  of  other  stocks  have  been 
purchased  as  follows:

The  Vermont  &  Massachusetts  Railroad  was  leased  January  1,  1874,  for  a

The  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  Railroad  was  organized  April  24,  1847,  under 
chapter  276  of  the  Acts  of  1847,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as  the 
Barre  &  Worcester  Railroad.  April  24,  1857,  under  section  55,  Acts  of  1849, 
the  name  was  changed  to  the  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  Railroad,  and  was 
taken  possession  of  under  a  temporary  operating  contract  March  7,  1885. 
It  was  merged  July  1,  1885,  its  stock  being  exchanged  in  the  proportion  of 
ten  shares  of  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  stock  for  one  share  of  Fitchburg 
stock,  and  its  liabilities  being  assumed  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company.

The  Hoosac  Tunnel  Dock  and  Elevator  Company,  an  auxiliary  corporation 
chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  April  29, 
1879,  owning  wharves,  elevators  and  warehouses,  and  engaged  in  handling 
and  stowing  freight,  sold  all  its  real  and  personal  property  of  every  kind 
and  description  to  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  April  15,  1887.

By  this  consolidation  the  following 
lease  in  force  with  the  Troy  &  Boston  Railroad  Company  was  assumed: 
Troy  &  Bennington  Railroad,  Hoosac  Tunnel  Junction  to  Vermont  State  Line, 
owned  by  the  Troy  &  Bennington  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  leased  at  an  annual  rental  of  $15,400.

By  the  pro%dsions  of  the  lease  and  of  its  own  force  it  applies  to 
and  includes  each  of  these  successive  extensions  of  the  franchise.  Present 
extension  expires  May  27,  1951. 

The  Boston,  Hoosac  Tunnel  &  Western  Railway  was  organized  February  16, 
1877,  under  chapter  140  of  the  laws  of  1850  of  the  State  of  New  York,  chapter 
188  of  the  laws  of  1878,  of  the  State  of  Vermont.  These  two  roads  were 
consolidated  April  19,  1880.  This  consolidated  road  was  purchased  by  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  June  1,  1887,  and  was  consolidated  with  it 
Oct.  1,  1892,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

The  Troy,  Saratoga  &  Northern  Railway  was  chartered  as  the  Hoosac  Tunnel 
&  Saratoga  Railroad  Oct.  6,  1880,  and  the  Saratoga  Lake  Railway,  August 
30,  1880.  The  two  consolidated  as  the  Troy,  Saratoga  &  Northern  Railroad 
September  2,  1886,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York.  This  road  was 
purchased  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  June  1,  1887,  and  con- 
solidated with  it  October  1,  1892,  all  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Cheshire  Railroad  was  organized  December  27,  1844,  under  section  192 
of  the  laws  of  1844  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Winchendon 
Railroad  was  chartered  March  13,  1845,  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts. 
These  two  roads  were  consolidated  as  the  Cheshire  Railroad  in  August,  1845. 
It  was  consolidated  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  October  1,  1890,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  389  of  the  Acts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts

The  Brobkline  &  Pepperell  Railroad  was  organized  June  30,  1891,  under  sec- 
tion 112  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

The  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  was  originally  chartered  in  1844  to  build 
a  Railroad  from  Boston  to  Plymouth  in  Massachusetts.  Under  chapter  260 
of  the  Acts  of  1850,  it  built  the  branch  from  Abington  to  Bridgewater.  In 
1854,  under  chapter  133,  Acts  of  1854,  it  united  with  the  Fall  River  R.R. 
Co.  owning  the  Railroad  from  Braintree  to  Fall  River  taking  the  name  of 
Old  Colony  and  Fall  River  R.R.  Co.  The  Fall  River  R.R.  Co.  was  a  con-

In  1870,  it  acquired  by  purchase  the  railroad  of  the 
Granite  Railway  Company  under  chapter  232,  Acts  of  1846  and  chapter  84 
of  1848,  extending  from  West  Quincy  to  the  Neponset  River.  In  1871,  chap- 
ter 325  of  the  Acts  of  1871  it  acquired  the  charter  of  the  Shawmut  R.R.  Co., 
and  built  the  road  from  Harrison  Square  to  a  connection  with  the  Milton 
Branch  R.R.  In  1872  it  was  united  with  the  Cape  Cod  Railroad  Co.  owning 
a  Railroad  in  part  incomplete  from  Middleboro  to  Provincetown  with  a  branch 
from  Wareham  to  Woods  Hole  under  chapter  143,  Acts  of  1872.  The  Cape 
Cod  R.R.  Co.  was  a  consolidated  company  formed  by  the  union  of  the  Cape 
Cod  Br.  R.R.  Co..  chapter  194,  Acts  of  1846,  the  Cape  Cod  Central  R.R. 
Co.,  chapter  109,  Acts  of  1861  and  the  Plymouth  and  Vineyard  Sound  R.R. 
Co.,  chapter  122,  Acts  of  1868.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  was  again 
changed  to  Old  Colony  Railroad  Co.  In  1874  it  acquired  by  purchase  the 
Taunton  &  Middleboro  R.R.  extending  from  Taunton  to  Middleboro  under 
chapter  55,  Acts  of  1874.  In  1877  it  acquired  by  purchase  the  South  Shore 
Railroad  extending  from  Braintree  to  Cohasset  under  chapter  9,  Acts  of 
1877.

In  1885  under  chapter  172,  Acts  of  1872,  it  acquired 
the  Framingham  and  Lowell  R.R.  Co.  extending  from  Framingham  to 
LoweU.  In  1852,  chapter  124,  it  acquired  by  mortgage  and  foreclosure  the 
railroad  of  the  Dorchester  &  Milton  Br.  R.R.  extending  from  Neponset 
to  Milton.  In  1887  under  chapter  185,  Acts  of  1846,  it  acquired  by  pur- 
chase the  Hanover  Branch  R.R.  extending  from  Abington  to  Hanover.  In 
1892  it  acquired  by  mortgage  and  foreclosure  the  railroad  of  the  Fall  River, 
Warren  and  Providence  R.R.  Co.,  extending  from  Fall  River,  Mass.,  to 
Warren,  R.  I.  In  1896,  under  chapter  451,  Acts  of  1893,  it  acquired  by 
purchase  the  Fall  River  Railroad,  extending  from  Fall  River  to  New  Bed- 
ford. In  1906,  under  chapter  43  oi  the  Acts  of  1888,  it  acquired  by  pur- 
chase the  Nantasket  Beach  Railroad.  In  1911,  it  acquired  by  purchase  the 
Plymouth  &  Middleborough  Railroad,  extending  from  Plymouth  to  Mid- 
dleborough.

Important  Financial  and  Physical  Changes  during  the  Year. 

As  at  one  minute  after  midnight  of  June  30,  1911,  the  Old  Colony  Street  Rail- 
way Company  was  consolidated  with  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway 
Company.  Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  covering  this  consolidation,  each 
common  stockholder  of  the  Old  Colony  Street  Railway  Company  became  a  com- 
mon stockholder  of  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Company  and  became 
entitled  to  exchange  Old  Colony  common  stock  for  Boston  &  Northern  common 
stock,  dollar  for  dollar.  Under  the  terms  of  the  same  agreement,  the  preferred 
stockholders  of  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Company  and  of  the  Old 
Colony  Street  Railway  Company  became  first  preferred  stockholders  of  the  Boston 
&  Northern  Street  Railway  Company  and  became  entitled  to  exchange  the  pre- 
ferred stocks  of  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Company  and  of  the  Old 
Colony  Street  Railway  Company  for  first  preferred  stock  of  the  Boston  &  Northern 
Street  Railway  Company,  dollar  for  dollar. 

On  August  8,  1911,  the  name  of  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany was  changed  to  "Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company,"  and  all  holdei-s  of 
common  and  first  preferred  stocks  of  the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany became  entitled  to  exchange  common  and  first  preferred  stocks  of  the  Boston 
&  Northern  Street  Railway  Company  for  common  and  first  preferred  stocks  re- 
spectively of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company,  dollar  for  dollar. 

The  result  of  these  changes  is  that  the  common  stocks  of  Boston  &  Northern 
Street  Railway  Company,  §11,043,200;  Old  Colony  Street  Railway  Company, 
$8,004,100;  total,  $19,047,300,  have  been  changed  to  common  stock  of  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  Company  of  an  equal  amount;  and, the  preferred  stocks  of 
Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Company,  $1,311,900;  Old  Colony  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  $776,700;  total,  $2,088,600,  have  been  changed  to  first  preferred 
stock  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  of  an  equal  amount.

LEASE   OF   THE   RAILWAY   OF   THE   VERMONT   COMPANY   TO   THE 
BERKSHIRE   STREET   RAILWAY   COMPANY. 

This  Indenture  made  this  first  day  of  February  a.d.  1911,  by  and  between  The 
Vermont  Company,  formerly  Icnown  as  the  Bennington  and  North  Adams 
Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  party  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and  the  Berkshire 
Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  party  of  the  second  part,  and  hereinafter  called  the  Berk- 
shire Company,  which  word  shall  include  its  successors  and  assigns,  Witnesseth 
That  — 

Whereas  by  Chapter  161  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of 
the  year  1906,  the  Hoosac  Valley  Street  Railway  "Company  was  authorized  to  take 
a  lease  of  "all  the  property,  rights,  pri^dleges,  easements  and  franchises  of  any  .  .  . 
street  railway  company  organized  under  the  laws  of,  and  authorized  to  operate  a 
street  railway  within,  any  state  adjacent  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,

Vermont  Company,  and  as  such  successor  has  the  franchise  and  right  of  the  Hoosac 
Valley  Street  Railway  Company  to  take  a  lease  of  the  property,  rights,  privileges, 
easements  and  franchises  of  The  Vermont  Company;  and 

Whereas  the  railway  of  The  Vermont  Company  has  been  improved  and  ex- 
tended as  a  continuous  line  of  railway  with  the  railway  of  the  Berkshire  Company, 
and  it  is  desirable  for  the  better  and  more  efficient  accommodation  of  the  public 
that  the  railways  of  the  Berkshire  Company  and  of  The  Vermont  Company  shall 
be  held,  managed  and  operated  as  one  continuous  line  of  railway;    and 

Whereas  by  No.  299  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Vermont  of  the  year  1908  The 
Vermont  Company  then  known  as  the  Bennington  and  North  Adams  Street  Rail- 
way Company  was  authorized  to  "lease  all  or  any  of  its  property  and  railwaj''  to 
.  .  .  any  other  street  railway  or  railroad  corporation  in  this  or  any  other  state"; 
and 

Whereas  The  Vermont  Company  has  heretofore  acquired  and  now  owns,  under 
authority  of  the  laws  of  Vermont,  all  the  capital  stock  except  directors'  qualifying 
shares  of  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  York  owning  a  railroad  operated  by  the  overhead  system  of  electric 
motive  power,  located  in  the  town  of  Hoosick  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  con- 
necting at  the  boundary  line  between  the  States  of  New  York  and  Vermont  with 
the  present  railway  of  The  Vermont  Company ; 
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Now,  Therefore,  the  said  parties,  each  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
each  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  herein  made  by  the  other, 
have  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  do  hereby  covenant  and  agree,  each  to  and  with 
the  other  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  as  follows,  to  wit :

with  the  railway  of  the  Berkshire  Compan5%  through  said  town  of  Pownal  into  and 
through  the  town  of  Bennington,  into  and  through  a  corner  of  the  town  of  Shafts- 
bury,  all  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  to  a  point  in  the  boundary  line  between  said 
town  of  Shaftsbury  and  the  town  of  Hoosick  in  the  State  of  New  York,  where  it 
connects  with  the  Une  of  railway  of  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company,  said 
line  of  railway  hereby  demised  being  more  particularly  shown  on  a  plan  or  map 
thereof  hereto  annexed,  and  hereby  referred  to  as  a  part  hereof,  and  marked  "Plan 
Showing  Track  Owned  By  The  Vermont  Company,  December,  1910";  all  the 
shares  now  owned  by  it  of  the  capital  stock  of  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Com- 
pany; all  and  singular  the  cars  and  other  rolling  stock  at  present  owned  by  The 
Vermont  Company  and  used  in  the  operation  of  the  demised  railway;  all  its  land 
and  right  of  way  included  within  the  location  of  said  demised  railway  or  appur- 
tenant thereto  and  used  or  acquired  for  use  for  power  houses,  car  barns,  passenger 
stations,  freight  houses,  storehouses,  or  other  similar  purposes,  and  the  buildings 
and  other  structures  erected  thereon  and  owned  by  The  Vermont  Company,  to- 
gether with  so  much  of  its  corporate  franchise  and  of  its  subsidiary  franchises  or 
municipal  grants  of  location  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  enable  the 
Berkshire  Company  to  use,  operate,  improve  and  enjoy  the  demised  railway  and 
other  property  during  the  term  hereof,  including  as  a  part  of  said  railway  the

during  the  term  of  this  lease,  be  made,  and  that  the  cost  thereof,  so  far  as  not 
properly  chargeable  to  operating  expenses  (the  Berkshire  Company  hereby  cove- 
nanting to  meet  and  pay  all  operating  and  maintenance  expenses  of  said  The 
Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company,  so  far  as  the  earnings  therefrom  are  not  sufficient 
therefor),  shall  be  met  by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  additional  stock  of  said  Company, 
subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  applicable  to  such  issues,  and  that 
the  Berkshire  Company  may,  so  far  as  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners of  Massachusetts,  subscribe  for  and  hold  (subject  to  the  limitations 
hereinbefore  expressed  relative  to  the  existing  stock  of  said  The  Hoosick  Falls  Rail- 
road Company)  such  additional  stock  during  the  continuance  of  this  indenture, 
and  that  at  the  determination  of  said  term  The  Vermont  Company  shall  reimburse 
the  Berkshire  Company  for  the  amounts  paid  by  it  for  such  additional  shares  of 
stock  (less  the  amount  of  depreciation,  if  anJ^  in  the  property  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  thereof),  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  transfer  from  the  Berkshire  Company 
of  said  shares  and  all  its  interest  therein;  and  that,  in  so  far  as  the  Berkshire  Com- 
pany may  not  be  permitted  or  may  be  unable  to  take  and  pay  for  such  additional 
shares.  The  Vermont  Company  may  itself  subscribe  for,  take  and  hold  any  of  such 
additional  shares  of  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company,  and  in  that  case  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  di^ddends  thereon,  subject,  however,  to  the  restriction  that  during 
the  continuance  of  the  term  of  this  lease  The  Vermont  Company  shall  not  so  vote 
or  dispose  of  said  shares  (except  by  assignment  thereof  under  any  mortgage  of  its 
property)  as  to  deprive  the  Berkshire  Company  of  the  control  of  said  The  Hoosick 
Falls  Railroad  Company's  property  during  said  term;  and  that  any  bonds  may  be 
issued  and  sold  in  such  manner  and  to  such  amounts  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties  hereto,  subject  to  all  provisions  of  law  applicable  thereto,  and  that  any 
bonds  once  issued  may  be  refunded  from  time  to  time  during  the  continuance  of 
the  term  hereof,  without  the  assent  of  the  Berkshire  Company,  to  an  aggregate 
amount  not  exceeding  that  of  the  bonds  to  be  refunded,  and  that  The  Vermont 
Company  may  vote  all  the  stock,  both  that  now  issued,  and  also  any  stock  here- 
after issued,  of  said  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company,  to  authorize  any  such 
refunding  bonds  and  the  execution  of  mortgages  to  secure  the  same;  and  that  The 
Vermont  Company  may  at  any  time  pledge  as  security  for  any  mortgage  made  by 
it  of  all  its  own  property  (provided  that  the  demised  railway  is  included  therein) 
said  existing  stock  of  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company  and  such  additional 
stock  of  said  Company  as  The  Vermont  Company  shall  have  subscribed  and  paid 
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for,  as  fully  in  all  respects  as  if  this  indenture  had  not  been  made,  and,  as  regards 
the  lien  of  said  mortgage,  free  from  and  unrestricted  by  any  of  the  pro\4sions  of 
this  indenture  and  any  rights  of  the  Berkshire  Company  therein  stated  or  thereby 
created,  but  not  including  any  stock  of  said  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company 
which  may  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  the  Berkshire  Company;  provided, 
however,  that  The  Vermont  Company  may  pledge  as  security  for  any  mortgage 
made  bj'  it  its  right  to  claim  from  the  Berkshire  Company,  at  the  termination  of 
this  lease,  any  stock,  so  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  the  Berkshire  CompanJ^ 


Article  2. 
Additional  Covenants  by  The  Vermont  Company. 

1.  The  Vermont  Company  covenants  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease 
it  will  maintain  its  corporate  organization  in  due  form  of  law,  and  for  that  purpose 
will  hold  all  necessary  meetings,  elect  all  necessary  officers  and  make  and  keep  all 
necessary  records,  reports  and  returns  required  by  law,  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.)  per  annum,  which  the  Berkshire  Company  covenants 
to  pay  on  or  before  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  The 
Vermont  Company  in  each  year. 

2.  The  Vermont  Company  covenants  that  in  case  the  Berkshire  Company  deems 
any  part  of  the  tangible  personal  property  hereby  demised  unnecessary  for  the 
purposes  of  the  demised  railway,  and  desires  to  sell  the  same.  The  Vermont  Com- 
pany will  concur  with  the  Berkshire  Company,  so  far  as  it  can  consistently  with 
the  provisions  of  any  existing  mortgage  concerning  such  property,  in  such  sale  and 
in  executing  and  delivering  such  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  to  transfer  its 
titles  therein  to  the  vendee,  and  will  cause  such  votes  to  be  passed  by  its  share- 
holders and  directors  as  may  be  necessary;  provided  that  the  proceeds  of  any  such 
sale  shall  be  applied  to  the  substitution  of  property  of  value  at  least  equal  to  that 
sold,  or  shall  be  expended  to  increase  the  value  of  other  property  hereby  demised, 
and  the  Berkshire  Company  agrees  so  to  apply  or  expend  the  proceeds.  None  of 
the  demised  real  estate  shall  be  sold  by  the  Berkshire  Company  without  the  assent 
of  The  Vermont  Company. 

3.  The  Vermont  Company  covenants  that  it  will  from  time  to  time  issue,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  law  for  the  time  being  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Berkshire 
Compan5%  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Articles  4  and  5  of  this  indenture,  addi- 
tional shares  of  stock  or  bonds,  or  both,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  monej^  to  pay  for 
permanent  improvements  and  permanent  additions  to  the  demised  railway  and  the 
property  appurtenant  thereto,  and  to  an  amount  sufficient  for  this  purpose,  when- 
ever requested  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Berkshire  Company,  and 
will  also  issue  bonds  whenever  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  or  refunding 
any  such  bonds  hereafter  issued  as  herein  provided.  Any  or  all  such  bonds  may 
be  secured  by  mortgage  of  all  or  part  of  the  property  of  The  Vermont  Company,  and 
may  be  issued  as  part  of  a  larger  issue  of  bonds,  secured  by  other  property  of  The 
Vermont  Company  as  well  as  by  the  property  demised  in  and  subject  to  this 
lease,  and  issued  for  other  purposes  as  well  as'  the  purposes  in  this  indenture 
contemplated,  and  the  Berkshire  Company  shall  concur  in  any  such  mortgage 
to  the  extent  of  its  estate  hereby  acquired.  Any  premium  obtained  from  the 
sale  of  bonds  of  The  Vermont  Company  issued  to  renew  or  refund  such  propor- 
tion of  its  bonds  as  represents  expenditures  on  the  demised  property  prior  to 
the  execution  of  this  indenture,  or  subsequent  expenditures  made  by  The  Ver- 
mont Company  at  the  request  of  the  Berkshire  Company,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  used  to  provide  permanent  improvements  and  permanent  additions  to 
the  leased  premises,  other  than  such  improvements  and  additions  as  are  herein 
required  to  be  otherwise  provided  by  the  Berkshire  Company.  And  The  Ver- 
mont Company  agrees  that  its  directors  and  stockholders  shall  pass  votes  and 
make  all  applications  to  the  proper  authority  in  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  that 
it  will  take  any  other  steps  that  may  be  necessary,  in  order  to  issue  stock  or 
bonds  as  herein  provided.  But  The  Vermont  Company  reserves  the  right  and 
power  to  issue  stock  or  bonds  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  other  lines  of 
railway,  and  for  carrying  out  any  of  its  corporate  purposes  and  exercising  any  of 
its  corporate  powers,  free  from  any  control  of  the  Berkshire  Company  and  without 
the  necessity  of  any  assent  by  the  Berkshire  Company  thereto,  as  fully  in  all  re- 
spects as  if  this  indenture  had  not  been  made. 
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4.  The  Vermont  Company  covenants  that  it  will  do  all  acts  and  things,  and  exe- 
cute all  legal  instruments  necessary  and  proper  to  put  and  secure  the  Berkshire 
Company  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  demised  premises  and  to  carry  into  effect 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  indenture,  and  that  it  will  from  time  to  time, 
when  requested  by  the  Berkshire  Company,  subscribe  the  corporate  name  and  affix 
the  corporate  seal  of  The  Vermont  Company,  and  cause  proper  acknowledgments 
to  be  made,  to  all  such  instruments;  and,  to  further  secure  the  Berkshire  Company 
in  the  beneficial  enjoyment  of  the  property  demised,  The  Vermont  Company  con- 
stitutes the  Berkslure  Company  its  attorney  irrevocable  with  full  right  and  power, 
at  the  Berkshire  Company's  expense,  to  use  the  name  of  The  Vermont  Company  in 
all  legal  proceedings  and  in  all  cases  needful  for  obtaining,  holding  and  enjoying 
the  premises  herein  demised  and  for  all  purposes  consistent  with  the  true  scope 
and  intent  of  this  instrument. 

Article  3. 
Payments  by  Berkshire  Company. 
The  Berkshire  Company  shall,  and  hereby  covenants  that  it  will,  at  its  own 
expense  during  the  said  term  operate  the  demised  railway  and,  except  as  otherwise 
in  this  indenture  pro\'ided,  make  all  renewals,  extensions,  improvements  and  better- 
ments; and  shall  meet  all  expenses  and  liabilities  arising  from  the  care,  control, 
maintenance,  repair,  renewal  and  operation  of  the  said  premises,  including  all  ex- 
penditures and  liabilities  in  tort,  contract  and  otherwise,  arising  therefrom  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  use  and  operation  of  the  demised  premises,  including  in- 
surance ;  and  shall  pay  or  furnish  to  The  Vermont  Company  the  money  necessary 
to  pay  all  taxes  of  every  description.  Federal,  State  and  Municipal,  levied  upon  the 
demised  property,  the  reversion  therein,  the  income  therefrom,  the  business  thereof 
and  the  rights  and  franchises  thereto  pertaining,  and  upon  so  much  of  the  capital 
stock  of  The  Vermont  Company  (whether  levied  or  assessed  as  a  tax  upon  corporate 
franchise  or  othermse,  and  ascertained  by,  or  in  relation  to,  or  directly  or  indirectly 
based  upon,  a  valuation  of  the  shares  of  said  capital  stock)  as  the  Berkshire  Com- 
pany is  required  to  include  in  the  computation  of  so  much  of  the  rent  payable  here- 
under as  is  based  upon  The  Vermont  Company's  capital  stock;  and  also  any  such 
taxes  by  law  required  to  be  deducted  from  any  amounts  payable  as  dividends  or 
otherwise  to  the  owners  of  that  portion  of  The  Vermont  Company's  capital  stock; 
and  also  any  taxes  by  law  required  to  be  deducted  from  any  amounts  payable  as 
interest  or  otherwise  to  the  holders  of  that  portion  of  The  Vermont  Company's 
funded  or  unfunded  debt  the  interest  upon  which  the  Berkshire  Company  is,  or 
may  hereafter  be,  required  to  pay. or  to  provide  means  to  pay  under  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  indenture. 

Article  4. 
Betterments. 

The  Berkshire  Company  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  own  expense,  except  as  other- 
wise hereinafter  provided,  to  alter  the  tracks  of  the  demised  railway  and  to  make 
reasonable  additions,  extensions,  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  property 
demised  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  making  better  provision  for 
the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  upon  and  in  the  use  of,  or  for  reducing 
the  operating  expenses  of,  the  demised  railway  or  for  the  purpose  of  complying 
with  any  requirements  of  law  or  public  authority. 

The  Vermont  Company  shall,  as  required  by  the  Berkshire  Company,  but  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  Article  5  of  this  indenture,  from  time  to  time  repay  to  the 
Berkshire  Company  the  cost  of  such  permanent  additions,  alterations  and  improve- 
ments made  by  the  Berkshire  Company  as  may  be  determined  by  the  parties,  or, 
in  case  of  their  disagreement,  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  or  other  similar 
tribunal  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  to  be  properly  chargeable  against  The  Vermont 
Company  for  capital  expenditure. 

Such  permanent  additions,  alterations  and  improvements  shall  consist  of:  — 

(1)  The  abolition  of  grade  crossings  of  the  demised  railway  with  other  railways 
or  with  highways,  and  betterment  assessments  upon  or  on  account  of  the  demised 
property  under  authority  of  law. 

(2)  Additional  track  mileage  and  additional  track  equipment,  including  electric 
line  equipment  of  existing  or  new  track  mileage. 

(3)  Additional  real  estate. 
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(■i)  Additional  stations,  power-houses,  sub-stations,  batterj'  houses  and  car- 
houses,  and  additional  equipments  of  existing  or  new  stations,  power-houses,  sub- 
stations, batter  J-  houses  and  car-houses. 

(5)  Additional  bridges,  buildings  and  other  structures. 

(6)  Renewals  of  or  substitutions  for  stations,  bridges,  buildings  and  other  struc- 
tures, tracks  and  equipment,  so  far  as  the  cost  of  such  renewals  or  substitutions 
exceeds  the  cost,  when  new,  of  the  things  renewed  or  the  things  replaced. 

(7)  Other  works  which  the  parties  hereto  may  agree  are  properlj^  chargeable 
against  The  Vermont  Company  for  capital  expenditures,  according  to  the  true 
Intent  and  meaning  of  the  parties,  or,  in  case  of  disagreement,  as  may  be  determined 
bj^  said  Pubhc  Service  Commission  or  other  similar  tribunal  of  the  State  of  Vermont. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  demised  railway  of  The  Vermont  Company  shall,  so 
far  as  practicable,  continue  unimpaired  in  length  and  value;  that  no  part  of  the 
same  shall  be  voluntarily  discontinued  except  with  the  consent  of  The  Vermont 
Company;  and  that  new  track  mileage  shall  be  deemed  a  permanent  addition  or 
improvement  hereunder  only  when  increasing  the  mileage  of  The  Vermont  Com- 
pany's railway  track  as  existing  at  the  inception  of  this  lease,  less  any  track  dis- 
continued by  compulsion  of  law,  or  by  agreement  of  the  parties,  or  voluntarily  by 
the  Berkshire  Company  under  any  power  in  this  indenture,  or  when  exceeding  in 
cost  the  cost  of  track  previously  voluntarily  discontinued,  and  then  only  to  the 
extent  of  such  increase  or  such  excess  of  cost. 

The  Vermont  Company  shall,  subject  to  the  pro\'isions  and  with  the  exceptions 
contained  in  Article  5  of  this  indenture,  finance  the  value  of  additions,  alterations 
and  betterments  hereinbefore  referred  to  by  the  issue  of  stock  and  bonds,  as  The 
Vermont  Company  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  whenever  and  to  such  extent 
as  The  Vermont  Company  may  lawfullj-  issue  the  same.  Whether  financed  by 
means  of  stock  or  bonds,  the  taxes  on  account  of  said  stock  or  bonds  shall  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  Berkshire  Company,  as  is  provided  for  the  payment  of  taxes  in 
regard  to  the  present  stock  and  bonds  of  The  Vermont  Company  under  Article  3, 
and,  so  far  as  financed  by  means  of  bonds,  the  Berkshire  Company  shall  pay  the 
interest  thereon.  In  so  far  as  The  Vermont  Company  may  be  unable  to  finance 
the  cost  of  such  additions,  alterations  and  betterments  by  the  issue  of  stock  or 
bonds,  it  may  either  finance  the  same  by  the  issue  of  its  promissory  notes  or  other 
obligations,  and  the  Berkshire  Company  shall  pay  the  interest  thereon  and  effect 
the  renewal  thereof  from  time  to  time  during  the  term  of  this  lease;  or,  if  The 
Vermont  Company  so  elects,  so  much  of  said  cost  as  cannot  be  financed  by  The 
Vermont  Company  by  the  issue  of  stock  or  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  Berkshire 
Company  and  carried  by  the  Berkshire  Company  as  an  account  against,  and  pay- 
able to  the  Berkshire  Company  Ijy,  The  Vermont  Companj'  without  interest  at 
the  termination  of  this  lease,  subject  to  the  credits,  if  any,  to  which  the  Vermont 
Company  may  be  entitled  under  Article  7  of  this  indenture;  provided,  however, 
that  in  case  of  failure  of  the  Berkshire  Company  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  as  contemplated  in  Article  5  of 
this  indenture  to  the  cost  of  any  such  addition,  alteration  or  betterment.  The  Ver- 
mont Company  shall  not  be  liable  to  finance  or  to  repay,  except  to  such  extent  as 
it  may  elect  and  agree  in  each  instance  so  to  do,  the  cost  of  that  addition,  alteration 
or  betterment,  but  such  cost  shall  be  borne  and  defrayed  entirely  by  the  Berkshire 
Company. 

Article  5. 
Rent. 
In  consideration  of  the  premises,  the  Berkshire  Company  covenants  with  The 
Vermont  Company  to  pay,  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  or  equal  to  the 
present  standard  of  weight  and  fineness,  as  rent  for  the  demised  property,  when- 
ever and  as  often  as  the  Berkshire  Company  pays  a  dividend  upon  its  own  capital 
stock,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  such  dividend  paid  upon  one  share  of  Berk- 
shire stock  multiplied  by  the  number  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  The  Vermont 
Company  now  outstanding  (said  outstanding  capital  stock  amounting  at  the  date 
hereof  to  sixty-five  hundred  (6,500)  shares  of  a  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.)  each),  and  that  it  will  similarly  pay  on  each  such  date  of  payment  of  a 
dividend  by  the  Berkshire  Company  an  additional  sum,  ascertained  by  multiplying 
the  amount  of  the  dividend  paid  upon  one  share  of  the  Berkshire  Company  stock 
by  the  number  of  shares  of  The  Vermont  Company  stock  then  outstanding  addi- 
tional to  the  number  of  such  shares  outstanding  at  the  date  hereof,  in  so  far  as 
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such  additional  shares  of  The  Vermont  Company  shall  have  been  issued  at  the 
request  or  with  the  consent  of  the  Berkshire  Company,  and  for  any  of  the  purposes 
set  out  or  referred  to  in  Article  4  of  this  indenture,  or  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
The  Vermont  Company  with  means  to  finance  any  additions  to,  improvements 
upon  or  extensions  of  the  property  and  railway  of  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad 
Company;  and  the  Berkshire  Company  further  covenants  to  pay  as  rent  for  the 
demised  premises  the  interest,  as  the  same  shall  from  time  to  time  mature,  on  all 
the  existing  and  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  secured  by  mortgage  on  the 
property,  rights,  powers,  pri^dleges  and  franchises  of  The  Vermont  Company,  and 
the  interest  on  all  such  bonded  indebtedness  so  secured  as  niay  hereafter  be  created 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  time  of  payment  of  said  existing  indebtedness  or 
of  refunding  or  renewing  the  same,  as  in  this  indenture  provided  (it  being  hereby 
agreed  that  said  existing  bonded  indebtedness  consists  of  eight  hundred  forty-six 
thousand  dollars  ($846,000.)  in  bonds,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum 
per  anmmi,  issued  by  The  Vermont  Company,  dated  February  1,  1911,  and  secured 
by  mortgage  of  the  same  date,  made  and  executed  between  The  Vermont  Com- 
pany and  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  to  secure  an 
issue  of  bonds  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000.),  said 
present  existing  bonded  indebtedness  being  represented  by  bonds  numbered  1  to 
846,  inclusive,  of  said  issue) ;  and  the  Berkshire  Company  further  covenants  to 
pay  the  interest  on  such  additional  amounts  of  bonds  secured  by  said  mortgage 
(above  said  existing  amount  of  eight  hundred  forty-six  thousand  dollars  ($846,000.) 
now  outstanding  thereunder),  as  may  be  issued  at  the  request  or  with  the  consent 
of  the  Berkshire  Company  for  any  of  the  purposes  set  out  or  referred  to  in  Article 
4  of  this  indenture,  or  for  the  purpose  of  providing  The  Vermont  Company  with 
means  to  finance  any  additions  to,  improvements  upon  or  extensions  of  the  property 
and  railway  of  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company;  and  the  Berkshire  Company 
further  covenants  that  it  will,  whenever  requested  by  The  Vermont  Company, 
execute  upon  each  and  every  bond  of  The  Vermont  Company  for  the  payment  of 
interest,  on  which  the  Berkshire  Company  is  liable  hereunder,  a  suitable  guar- 
antee to  pay  said  interest;  and  the  Berkshire  Company  further  covenants  to  pay 
as  rent  the  interest  upon  all  unfunded  debts,  notes  and  obligations  of  The  Vermont 
Company  issued  or  incurred  for  any  of  the  above  purposes;  provided,  however, 
that  no  obligation  shall  arise  for  the  payment  of  rent  equal  to  dividends  from  time 
to  time,  at  the  rate  of  dividends  paid  upon  the  Berkshire  Company's  stock,  upon 
such  additional  stock  of  The  Vermont  Company,  or  to  pay  interest  upon  the  funded 
or  unfunded  indebtedness  of  The  Vermont  Company  in  excess  of  the  present  funded 
indebtedness  of  eight  hundred  forty-six  thousand  dollars  ($846,000.)  of  The  Ver- 
mont Company,  issued  or  incurred  for  any  purpose  or  to  an  amount  not  previously 
approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  if  said  Board 
will  entertain  and  assume  jurisdiction  of  a  petition  for  such  approval,  or  so  ap- 
proved by  said  Board  as  a  board  of  arbitration,  in  case  it  is  unwilling,  or  is  held 
by  any  court  to  be  incompetent,  to  assume  officially  such  jurisdiction,  and  the 
parties  hereto  agree  that  said  Board,  as  from  time  to  time  constituted,  shall  be, 
and  the  parties  hereby  appoint  the  persons  from  time  to  time  constituting  the 
members  of  said  board,  a  board  of  arbitrators  to  determine  as  between  the  parties 
hereto  the  amount  of  additional  stock  and  bonds  and  unfunded  or  other  indebted- 
ness, in  addition  to  the  amounts  now  existing,  with  respect  to  which  the  Berkshire 
Company  shall  pay  rent  to  The  Vermont  Company  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Article,  and  the  Berkshire  Company  covenants  to  pay  the  compensation  and  all 
other  expenses  of  said  arbitrators  for  making  such  determinations;  provided, 
further,  however,  that  in  so  far  as  such  approval  shall  not  be  given  to  the  issue 
of  additional  stock  or  bonds  or  other  indebtedness  by  The  Vermont  Company  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid.  The  Vermont  Company  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to 
finance  any  of  the  betterments  or  other  purposes  contemplated  in  said  Article  4 
hereof  or  in  Article  1  hereof,  anything  to  the  contrary  in  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  indenture  notwithstanding. 

Article  6. 

Additional  Covenants  by  Berkshire  Company. 

The  Berkshire  Company  covenants  at  its  own  expense  so  to  keep  and  maintain 

the  demised  premises  and  all  permanent  additions  thereto  that  there  shall  be  no 

permanent  depreciation  in  the  physical  value  thereof;    and  at  the  expiration  or 

earlier  termination  of  the  term  of  this  lease  to  return,  subject  to  the  special  pro- 
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■\-isions  of  this  indenture,  the  said  demised  premises  and  all  permanent  additions 
thereto  to  The  Vermont  Company  in  good  order  and  condition  and  without  diminu- 
tion in  the  physical  value  thereof;  to  replace  buildings  or  structures  on  the  demised 
premises  taken  down  or  removed,  and  which  the  Berkshire  Company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  take  down  or  remove  at  its  discretion,  with  other  buildings,  struc- 
tures or  permanent  improvements  upon  the  demised  premises  of  equal  value  and 
equally  convenient  for  the  use  of  The  Vermont  Company  at  the  expiration  or 
earher  termination  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  or  to  apply  a  sum  of  money  equal  to 
the  value  of  the  propertj^  taken  down  or  removed,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  anjr  of  the  demised  property  are  to  be  applied;  to  use  and 
operate  the  demised  railway  and  property  in  accordance  with  all  laws  of  the  State 
of  Vermont,  all  lawful  municipal  ordinances  and  all  lawful  orders  of  any  public 
authority  that  may  be  applicable  thereto;  to  furnish  all  rolling  stock,  and  also, 
subject  to  the  pro\'isions  of  Article  4,  to  furnish  all  motive  power,  engines  and  other 
equipment  in  addition  to  the  property  hereby  demised,  for  the  due  operation  of 
the  railways  operated  under  this  lease;  to  permit  the  demised  premises  to  be  in- 
spected at  reasonable  times  by  The  Vermont  Company's  Directors  and  by  some 
competent  person  appointed  bj^  The  Vermont  Company;  not  to  assign  this  lease 
nor  the  interesse  termini  herein,  nor  underlet  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof, 
without  the  written  assent  of  The  Vermont  Company  in  every  case  being  first  had 
and  obtained;  but  the  Berkshire  Company  may  mortgage  or  pledge  the  interests 
thus  acquired  according  to  the  authority  of  its  charter  or  general  laws,  and  acts  in 
amendment  thereof;  to  insure  and  keep  insured  such  parts  of  the  premises  as  are 
of  an  insurable  nature  for  such  sums  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  reasonably  protect 
the  same  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  and  to  exhibit  to  The  Vermont  Company 
or  its  agents  the  policies  whenever  reasonably  requested,  and  all  sums  received  by 
virtue  of  any  such  insurance  shall  be  applied  in  restoring  and  replacing  the  property 
insured  or  destroyed  or  in  making  permanent  improvements;  to  save  The  Vermont 
Company  harmless  from  all  actions,  suits,  proceedings,  damages,  costs  and  expenses 
by  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  the  Berkshire  Company  in  the  operation, 
management  or  use  of  the  leased  premises  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  and 
at  its  own  expense  to  defend  in  the  name  of  The  Vermont  Company  all  actions, 
suits  and  proceedings  that  may  hereafter  be  brought  against  The  Vermont  Com- 
pany, or  the  leased  property,  by  reason  of  any  act  or  omission  of  the  Berkshire 
Company,  and  to  pay  all  such  sums  as  may  be  recovered  as  damages  or  costs  in 
any  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding;  to  pay  to  The  Vermont  Company  all  sums 
which  may  be  expended  by  The  Vermont  Company  in  defending  any  action,  suits 
and  proceedings  that  may  now  be  pending  or  hereafter  be  brought  against  The  Ver- 
mont Company  by  reason  of  any  acts  or  omissions  of  The  Vermont  Company 
which  may  have  occurred  respecting  the  demised  property  previous  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  term  of  this  lease,  and  including  all  such  sums  as  may  be  recovered 
from  The  Vermont  Company  as  damages  and  costs  in  any  such  action,  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding; to  save  The  Vermont  Company  forever  harmless  on  all  its  existing  obli- 
gations, including  outstanding  notes  and  bills  payable,  all  of  which  it  is  agreed  have 
been  incurred  for  the  benefit  of  the  demised  property,  and  on  all  its  obligations 
hereafter  incurred  for  the  benefit,  improvement .  or  development  of  the  demised 
property,  provided,  however,  that  any  payment  made  by  the  Berkshire  Company, 
by  reason  and  on  account  of  the  principal  of  any  such  obligations,  other  than  those 
which  the  Berkshire  Company  is  itself  liable  to  pay  under  the  provisions  of  this 
lease,  and  that  any  payment  made  by  said  Berkshire  Company  on  account  of  any 
acts  or  omissions  of  The  Vermont  Company  which  may  have  occurred  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  term  of  this  lease  shall  be  and  remain  a  debt  due  from  The  Ver- 
mont Company  to  the  Berkshire  Company,  by  reason  and  on  account  thereof,  to 
the  amount  of  the  same,  together  with  interest  thereon  from  (but  not  prior  to)  the 
date  of  the  termination  of  this  lease  until  paid  by  The  Vermont  Company,  at  cur- 
rent rates;  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  this  lease  or  at  any  earlier  termination 
thereof  to  surrender  the  demised  premises  with  all  improvements  thereon  and 
additions  thereto  without  depreciation  in  the  physical  value  thereof,  and  in  such 
order  and  condition  and  so  that  the  continuity  of  The  Vermont  Company's  rail- 
way and  the  connection  between  its  several  parts  shall  be  such  that  said  The  Ver- 
mont Company's  railway  will  be  as  well  fitted  for  independent  use  and  operation 
by  The  Vermont  Company  and  with  the  same  or  equally  good  terminals  for  such 
independent  operation  as  at  the  inception  of  this  lease. 
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Article  7. 
Inventory. 
The  Vermont  Company  and  the  Berkshire  Company  mutually  agree  that  there 
shall  be  made,  as  of  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  a  full  and 
complete  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  land,  buildings,  tracks,  overhead  construc- 
tion and  all  other  property  of  every  nature  and  description  demised  by  this  lease,  a 
copy  of  which  inventory  shall  be  furnished  to  The  Vermont  Company  and  also  to 
the  Berkshire  Company,  and  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  e\'idence  in  any  and  all 
cases  in  which  the  question  of  the  condition  and  value  of  the  said  property  at  the 
date  of  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  this  lease  shall  arise  between  them.  The  said 
inventory  and  appraisal  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Berkshire  Company 
by  two  disinterested  persons,  one  selected  by  The  Vermont  Company  and  one  by 
the  Berkshire  Company,  whose  decision  shall  be  final,  but  who,  in  case  of  any  dis- 
agreement, may  choose  a  third,  and  in  that  case  the  decision  of  a  majority  shall  be 
final.  On  the  termination  of  this  lease,  whether  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise,  a 
like  inventory  and  appraisal  shall  be  made  of  all  the  property  then  surrendered  by 
the  Berkshire  Company  to  The  Vermont  Company;  pro^dded,  however,  that  all 
parcels  of  land  which  were  owned  by  The  Vermont  Company  at  the  date  of  the 
beginning  of  this  lease,  and  shall  still  be  owned  at  the  date  of  its  termination,  shall 
be  appraised  in  the  inventory  and  appraisal  to  be  made  on  such  termination  as  of 
the  same  value  as  that  fixed  in  the  inventory  made  as  of  the  date  of  the  beginning 
of  the  lease,  and  that  all  parcels  of  land  acquired  in  the  name  of  The  Vermont 
Company  during  the  continuance  of  the  lease,  and  made  subject  to  the  terms 
thereof,  and  still  owned  by  The  Vermont  Company  at  the  termination  of  the  lease, 
shall  be  valued  in  the  inventory  and  appraisal  made  on  the  termination  of  this 
lease  at  the  actual  cost  thereof  at  the  date  of  the  purchase  thereof;  and  if  the 
property  surrendered  is  thus  found  to  be  of  greater  value  than  the  appraised  value 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  with  the  addition  to  such  appraised  value 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  a  sum  equal  to  all  amounts  of  money  received  by  the 
Berkshire  Company  from  the  issue  of  shares  of  stock  and  bonds  of  The  Vermont 
Company,  the  difference,  together  with  any  other  indebtedness  of  The  Vermont 
Company  to  the  Berkshire  Company  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  lease, 
shall  be  paid  by  The  Vermont  Company  to  the  Berkshire  Company  in  money, 
within  one  year  from  the  termination  of  this  lease,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five 
per  centima  (5%)  per  annum  from  such  termination  until  the  time  of  payment. 
And,  if  the  property  surrendered  is  of  less  value  than  the  appraised  value  at  the 
beginning  of  the  term  of  this  lease  and  the  said  sum  received  from  stock  and  bonds 
as  aforesaid,  the  difference  shall  be  paid  by  the  Berkshire  Company  to  The  Vermont 
Company  in  money  within  the  same  time  and  with  like  interest.  And  The  Ver- 
mont Company  and  its  agents  shall  be  at  liberty  at  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon 
the  leased  premises  and  inspect  the  same,  and  the  Berkshire  Company  shall  afford 
all  proper  facilities  therefor.  A  similar  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  land,  build- 
ings, tracks,  overhead  construction  and  all  other  property  of  every  nature  and 
description  owned  by  said  The  Hoosick  Falls  Railroad  Company  as  of  the  date  of 
the  beginning  of  the  term  of  this  lease,  and  again  at  the  date  of  the  termination 
of  this  lease,  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  principles  hereinbefore  set  forth, 
and  the  difference  between  said  two  appraisals  shall  be  settled  on  the  principles 
hereinbefore  set  forth  for  settling  the  difference  between  the  two  appraisals  and 
inventories  of  the  property  of  said  The  Vermont  Company. 

Article  S. 
Conditions. 
This  lease  is  made  upon  the  condition  that,  if  the  Berkshire  Company  shall  at 
any  time  fail  to  make  any  payment  as  stipulated  for  in  this  instrument,  then,  and 
in  any  such  case,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  time 
when  written  notice  from  the  Directors  of  The  Vermont  Company  of  such  default 
has  been  served  on  the  Berkshire  Company,  and  notwithstanding  any  license  or 
waiver  of  any  prior  breach  of  condition.  The  Vermont  Company  may,  if  such 
default  still  continues,  enter  upon  the  demised  premises  and  upon  any  part  thereof, 
as  and  for  the  whole,  and  expel  the  Berkshire  Company  and  determine  the  estate 
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and  term  hereby  granted,  and  shall  thereupon  become  seized  and  possessed  of  the 
demised  premises  and  of  all  premises  then  in  possession  of  the  Berkshire  Company 
under  this  indenture,  and  of  every  part  thereof  in  its  original  right  as  if  this 
indenture  had  never  been  made;  and  upon  the  further  condition  that,  if  the  Berk- 
shire Company  shall  fail  to  perform  anj^  other  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  in 
this  indenture  contained  and  to  be  performed  by  said  Berkshire  Company,  and 
such  failure  shall  continue  for  six  months  after  written  notice  thereof  from  the 
Directors  of  The  Vermont  Company,  The  Vermont  Company  shall  have  the  like 
right  to  enter  and  expel  the  Berkshire  Company,  and  vest  in  itself  its  former  estate 
in  the  demised  premises,  and  all  premises  then  in  possession  of  the  Berkshire  Com- 
pany under  this  indenture,  provided,  however,  that  such  entry  shall  in  no  wise 
prejudice  or  impair  any  remedies  to  which  The  Vermont  Company  might  other- 
wise be  entitled  for  arrears  of  rent  or  preceding  breach  of  covenant  or  any  other 
right  secured  by  this  lease,  in  case  of  its  termination  before  the  expiration  of  the 
term  thereof. 

And  it  is  agreed  that,  in  case  of  a  determination  of  the  estate  hereby  created 
by  an  entry  for  breach  of  the  foregoing  condition,  the  Berkshire  Company  shall 
indemnify  The  Vermont  Company  for  all  loss  and  damage  which  it  may,  during 
the  residue  of  the  term  above  specified,  suffer  by  reason  of  such  determination, 
whether  through  decreased  rents  of  or  income  from  said  premises  or  otherwise. 

AUTICLE   9. 
Approval  of  Massachusetts  Railroad  Commissioners. 
This  lease  shall  not  be  valid  for  any  purpose  unless  and  until  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  Commonwealth  of   Massachusetts  shall 
have  been  given  to  the  same,  as  required  by  the  statutes  of  said  Commonwealth.
